OUR POST OFFICE. 

We do not know as we have sny business 
with the Post Office, being out of the United 
Slates, and in the Mormon kingdom. Yet it 

does seem that if Uncle Ssm intends to keep 

a Post Office here, he might as well pnt it 
where, and keep it in such a matmer, that it 
would be of some use to somebody. 

The Post Office is kept in ouch a miserable 
dingy old whiskey shop, the very last house 
at the the N. E- of the Island. Across the 
Bay, and two to three miles off, is the town of 
Saint James, where nearly all the business is 
done, and beyond here the seulemente extend 
nearly to the head of the Island. To visit the 
P. O. the people of the town most go from 
two to three miles, and the inhabitants of the 
rest of the Island to town and two or three 
milee further. And all this to take a people 
who universally detest drunkenness to the on- 
ly whiskey shop on the Island. And until 
very recently it was not safe for Mormons to 
go to the P. O.. except they went in a body.— 
There was usually a lot of drunken fishermen 
arougd, ready to abuse and beat them. The 
8th of April last a half doxen of them were 
beaten, and some robbed ol their letters while 
yet in the P. O. And we found no safety to 
our petsons in a public office until the rule was 
adopted, flog every man who insulted a Mor- 
Tnon. 

But beyond all this the P. O. is not in safe 
hands. Of this we need no proof beyond the 
fact, that during the season of navigation nine- 
tenths of all the letters from the Island* were 
sent outside of the mail, by the clerk* of boats, 
and business men pnt themselves to tronble 
and expente to tend letlere to Markinae 55 
miles, to mail them. We once received & let- 
ters 'hroogh this office at a single mail, and 
every one had been opened. Not long ago 
Ire had a letter eontaioing a little fun which 
we did not publish. Bat in a abort time there 
was a doleful complaint made by those that 
handled the mall about what the letter contain- 
ed. These abuses are intolerable. But they 
can as well be remedied by oar P. M. who 
lives only 12 or 15 miles off, as by th« depart- 
ment at Washington.

THE WEATHER 
We are now in the midst of 
the January thaw. The Harbor 
is nearly free from ice. Tha quan- 
tity of floating ice in the Lake is 
smalL We learn by Mr. Cham- 
bers from Fox Island, that not a 
single piece of floating ice has 
been seen as far south as there. 
In coming here they encountered 
none till on the west shore of this 
Island. A Propeller might have 
made regular trips from here to 
the head of the Lake until now 
without obstruction, andwethink 
without peril. The extreme range 
of the thermometer for the last 
six. weeks, is from 10 to 43 deg. 
above zero. In 1843 at Randolph 
N. Y, a variation of more than 
twice this (67 deg.) was observed, 
from sunrise till 10 o’clock A. M. 
Ahd last ‘winter we found the 
weather far more uncomfortable 
in Baltimore, than it yet has been 
here. 

Cattle running at large with- 
out feeding look fine, and there is 
every prospect that many will be 
wintered without fodder.

SCRIBBLINGS BY THE WAY. 

Mb. Editor Thinking that a 
few brief lines containing an ac- 
count of a recent trip to Mackin- 
ac would be interesting to your 
readers, I here present you with 
my scribbling. 

A company of six (consisting of 
five from this place and Wm. N. 
McLeod, Esq, of Mackinac) set 
sail in a fish boat, commanded by 
Capt. J. M. Greig, on the morning 
of the 26th of Dec. for Mackinac, 
with a good breeze. We made 
oar way in good spirits, sailing 
near the east point of Hog Is- 
land, and then to Hat, and from 
there we steered for St. Helena, 
and then down along the north 
shore. 

We passed some floating ice off 
Hog Island, and now and then an 
isolated berg. When we made 
near the point of St. Ignace we 
observed that the strait between 
the north shore and Mackinac 
was entirely filled with ice. We 
then bore down towards the 
southern end of Mackinac Island, 
and found a field of floating ice 
extending down the Island and 
across the channel between the 
town and Round Island, about 
one and a half miles in width, 
and moving down towards Lake 
Huron at the rate of about four 
or five miles per hour. 

We kept down the ice to find 
an opening, but could see none. 
At this time (about sun down) a 
snow storm came up, and the 
atmosphere was so thick that we 
could not see thirty rods. And in 
this storm we concluded to risk 
our fete in a trial to force a pas- 
sage through this mass of floating 
ice. We accordingly put into it, 
and worked our way for about one 
and a half hours, when we suc- 
ceeded in making our way so as 
to see clear water ahead of us. — 
But in our struggle we were car- 


ed with a hearty welcome by those j re 
who had observed ns, (for we 
made a light at the tine we took 
to the ice,) and supposed that it 
was the mail 

The next day we again set sail 
for home, and made ont about ten 
or twelve miles, when the wind 
hauled ahead, and we put back 
and stopped all night. .In the 
morning, the wind being fair, we 
again started, although there was 
at the time a Very heavy fog and 
the wind cold. At noon we were 
abreast the light tower, and came 
to anchor ice. 

At sunset We had made but 
about six miles in the ice, and 
the weather being so cold the ice 
made about one and a half inches 
thick. We then concluded to 
fasten onr boat to a large cake in 
the midst of this vast field*, and 
prepare for spending this cold and 
dreary night in the best manner 
possible. Having prepared our 
buffalo robes for bed and cover- 
ing, we took our sail and spread 
for an awning to keep off snow 
and protect us some from the 
wind. We ate some of our fro- 
zen provisions, and laid down to 
repose for the night. 

Reader, what do you think 
were our feelings when we were 
thus situated, frozen in the mid- 
dle of a large mass of ice evtend- 
ing as far as the eye could reach 
in every direction ? Picture to 
yourself five men in a fish boat, 
and in the bow of that two holes 
worn by the ice large enough to 
fill and sink her in fifteen 
minutes, and think whether you 
would like the situation for sleep- 
ing. Well, in this condition we 
were, and in a very short time 
were all as sound asleep as if we 
were in our beds at home, not 
even surmising but that the morn- 
ing would find us in a solid field 
of ice, and that we should have 
to make our way home over it 
During the night two of the 
company dreamed of making 
home in the boat, and that the 
Lord had caused the ice to open 
for our passage safe home. Abont 
daylight in the morning we awoke 
and looked around us to see how 
matters were, aod, to our joy 
there was an open passage in a 
direct courne to the harbor, with- 
in about fifty feet of our boat. — 
We ate a hasty meal of our fro- 
zen provisions, and cut our way 
to the open channel, made sail, 
and were fast approaching our 
homes with joyous hearts. We 
landed at about four o’clock in the 
afternoon, having to cut our way 
through the ice for about two 
miles to get into the harbor, 
where we were received by our 
friends with a hearty welcome^*— 
Thus ends the account of my first 
trip to Mackinac, between Christ- 
mas and New Year.

AMOUNT OF SALT IN THE 
OCEAN. 

Bake well estimates the aver- 
age amount of salt in the ocean at 
two and a half per cent From, 
computations (used upon the a- 
mounf of tides, it is highly prob- 
able that the Atlantic and Pucifie 
oceans are in their central parts 
not less than nine or ten miles in 
depth. Were we to place the 
average depth of the ocean at five 
mles, it would doubtless be a 
moderate estimate. In superfi- 
cial extent it covers full three 
fifths of l he earth’s surface. As- 
suming, then, five miles as the 
average depth of the ocean, and 
two and a half per cent, as the 
average amount of salt contained 
in it, were the waters entirely 
evaporated, the saline residue 
would form a stratum of salt more 
than fonr hundred feet in thick- 
ness, covering three-fifths of the 
surface of the globe. Ifj then, this 
mass of salt were evenly spread 
over the entire amount of land 
on the earth’s surface, it would 
cover it to the depth of seven hun- 
dred and fifty feet. But no more 
than one-fifth of the earth’s sur- 
face is habitable. Were, then, 
the sad contained in the ocean 
spread over all the habitable parts 
of the globe, it would eover them 
to the depth of fifteen hundred 
feet, or something more than a 
quarter of a mile— Ale.

THE TRUE GOD. 

The God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob is our God ; this is his name 
forever, and this is hiB memorial unto all gen- 
erations.

He created man 
in his own image, that he might havo domin- 
ion over the earth, and over the beasts of the 
field, and over the fowls of the air, and over 
the fishes of the sea.

God conversed with Adam as a familiar 
friend; and walked with Enoch, who was 
faithful unto him in the midst of a corrupt 
lace: he communed with Nuali, the father of 
anew world ; and covenanted, by his own oath, 
with Abraham, the faithful. 

He commanded a fiery law, with a voice of 
thunder, in Sinai: the earth quaked at the 
tread of his foot : the rustling of his garment 
was as low thunder ; and his voice as a mighty 
thunderbolt : the beaming of his face was as 
the snn in the morning ; and the flash of his 
eye as the fierce lightning. The nations trem- 
bled at his presence; and the tribes said, Not 
unto ns; not onto us, Oh Lord God, but unto 
Moses, be thy voice known.

Louis Roby, 
another of the boatmen, who, hav- 
ing lived with a country pettifog- 
ger, had obtained a share of the 
logomachy of that profession, con- 
siderable captiousness, and the 
slightest possible knowledge of 
the different forms of action, see- 
ing the tide setting in Eb.’s fa- 
vour, discoursed with ignorant 
positiveness about the action for 
false imprisonment which Eb.

ABSTAINING FROM FOOD FOR A 
LONG TIME. 

Can any one account for these wm- 
ders? — The singular history of 
Cindy de Ruljeuvy , found in rec- 
ords of Towers of London, occur- 
red in the reign of Edward III. 
She was condemned for the mur- 
der of her husband. She re- 
mained forty days without food or 
drink. The king granted a par- 
don — her abstinence was consid- 
ered miraculous. 

The Cambridgeshire Farmer’s 
wife was buried under the snow 
for ten or twelve days, during 
which time she swallowed noth- 
ing except a little snow. 

In the Medical Essays for 1720, 
the case of a young girl is record- 
ed, who, in consequence of the 
sudden death of an indulgent 
father, fell into a state of tetanus, 


could not swallow food or drink 
for thirty-four days ; and subse- 
quently for a period of fifty-four 
days — yet she lost but little flesh. 

Hildanus, Haller, and other 
physiologists, have collected a 
great number of similar cases, 
though the abstinence was often 
of longer duration, some of them 
extending to sixteen years. But 
their cases were so loosely written 
and attested, that we cannot place 
mucl) reliance on them. 

The different volumes of the 
Philosophical Transactions con- 
tain numerous cases of the same 
character, apparently drawn up 
with scrupulous accuracy, and 
supported by the best kind of ev- 
idence. We there read of four 
men who were suddenly buried 
by an excavation of earth, under 
which they were employed. The 
earth covered them in a manner 
which left them free to move 
about for some little distance. — 
They had free access to a spring 
of water ; and were not extract- 
ed for twenty-one days, during 
which time they tasted nothing 
but water. They all lived. 

The same journal records the 
case of a young man who drank 
very freely of cold water when 
in a violent perspiration, and was, 
thereby, thrown into an inflam- 
matory fever, from which he with 
difficulty recovered. But the fe- 
ver left him with a dislike for all 
kinds of food. At the time this 
account was drawn up by his phy- 
sician, it is stated that he had not 
tasted anything but water for 
eighteen years. Several persons 
who saw the young man suspect 
ed imposition. To test the cor- 
rectness of their suspicions, it was 
agreed that he should be confin- 
ed closely for twenty days, hav- 
ing access only to water. At the 
expiration of the time, no change 
was manifested in his appearance, 
which, it is said, was uniformly 
good. In most of these cases it 
appears that water was used ; 
but Hildanus mentions a case 
where both solids and liquids 
were abstained from for sixteen 
years. 

One of the most singular, and 
at the same time the best authen- 
ticated cases on record, is that of 
Jane McLeod, published in the 
Philosophical Transactions, by 
Dr. Mackenzie. She was thirty- 
three years old at thc time the 
case was recorded, and had had 
epilepsy, and tetanic affections for 
the eighteen years preeeding.-'- 
The power of speech and swal- 
lowing was lost, and with it all 
desire to eat and drink, 
was confined to her lied, slept 
much, pnssed nothing from her 
system, except some blood from 
her nostrils, which seemed to 
come from the lungs. She had 
occasional periods of relaxation, 
when the muscles employed in 


even in these cases, most of what 
she swallowed was immediately 
ejected. She lived many years 
without food or drink. She lay mo- 
tionless most of the time, though 
she lost none of her freshness of 
countenance ; she had a regular 
but feeble pulse, and a fulness of 
muscular development. Dr. Mac- 
kenzie visited her for about nine 
years, at the end of which time 
she had slightly improved. Be- 
fore the history of this case was 
sent to the Royal Society, it was 
read to the parents of the patient 
and certified to by the minister 
of the parish, all of whom were 
persons noted for their excellen- 
cy of character ; also by several 
persons, including the sheriff and 
justices of the peace of the town. 

A great multitude of hypothe- 
sis, conjectures and opinions, have 
been offered in explanation of 
these wonderful phenomena or 
anomalies. The medical world 
has never given any satisfactory 
explanation of them. Suppose' 
we try to give one.^ If it be in- 
correct it will do no harm. It 
will be observed that in most of 
these cases, if not all), the patients 
were persons whose nervous or- 
ganizations were deranged ; they 
were epileptic or tetanic patients. 
Disease had made inroads or 
changes in their constitutions. — 
We know so little of the laws 
which govern the nervous system, 
or so little, in fact, of the causes 
of animal life, that it will be pie- 
sumptuous in us not to confess 
much ignorance on the subject. 

We know that certain animals 
will live a long time without food. 
We know that toads have been 
found impacted, and alive, in sol- 
id blocks of crystalized marble, 
that must have been a century or 
more in forming, and where they 
could have had nothing more iR 
the shape of nourishment than a 
little moisture. In the most of 
these cases that we have alluded 
to, where persons have lived a 
long time without food, they par- 
took of water. It is possible 
that from disease or some other 
cause, the system may be so 
changed that it can live without 
any of that food which seems ab- 
solutely necessary to sustain it 
when in health. Besides, water 
contains two of the four chief el- 
elmentary substances which con- 
stitute all animal bodies. 

Oxygen, nitrogen, hydrogen, 
and carbon, are the four element- 
ary or simple substances which' 
constitute nine-tenths ol our bod- 
ies. Three of these are gaseous 
bodies, and one— ^carbon — is a sol- 
id body. Water is composed of 
She I ox y£ en ant * hydrogen. The at- 
1 mosphere is composed of oxygen' 
and hydrogen. So, it will he 
seen, that a person who freely 
breathes a pure atmosphere, and 
drinks freely of water, takes into 
his system at least three of tho 
chief* elementary ingredients 
which compose his body. True,

A PETRIFIED CORPS IN WISCONSIN. 

The Fond du Lac Journal re- 
lates the following veiy extraor- 
dinary case of rapid petrifaction : 

“On the 20th of August, 1847, 
Mrs. Phelps, wife of our inform- 
ant, Abner P. Phelps, died and 
I was buried at Oak Grove, in 
Dodge Co. < >11 the 1 1 th of April ; 
instant, she was taken up to be 
removed to Strong’s Landing.— 
The coffin was found to be very 
heavy, and the body to retain its 1 
features nnd propor' ’ons. After 
its removal to Strong’s Landing, 
a distance of forty-five miles, the 
body was examined and found to 
be wholly petrified — converted 
to a substance resembling light 
coloured stone. Upon trial, edge 
tools made no more impression 
upon it than upon marble. In 
striking upon the body w ' th met- 
al, a hollow ringing sound was 
produced. 

“The disease of which she 
died was chill fever and dropsy, 
and when the body was buried it 
was very much swollen. The 
ground in which she had been 
buried was a yellowish loam, and 
the body lay nbout three feet 
above the lime rock.” 

ARREST OF AN OLD DES- 
PERADO. 

At the last session of the Cir- 
cuit Court, in Hillsdale Co., Mich- 
igan, a notorious thief and despe- 
rado, extensively known as “ old 
Sile Doty,” was convicted of high- 
way robbery, nnd sentenced to 
Jackson Prison for 17 years. He 
has spent a whole lifetime in the 
character of a desperado, thiev- 
ing, counterfeiting, robbing and 
murdering; has served one term 
of two years in the Penitentiary, 
lieen pardoned once by the Pres- 
ident, and has broken jail nearly 
one hundred times in the course 
of his infamous career. He was 
once convicted of murder in the 
first degree in Indiana, escaped 
while going to prison, aud nfler- 
wards got a new trial, on the 
ground that the sentence should 
have been in the second degree, 
and on this trial got clear by the 
hard swearing of his pauicular 
friends. — JU ‘My IF ’/Vywwm.

AN ADVENTURE WITH PIRATES. 
The West Indian seas have long been in- 
fested by pirates, of savage atrocity and despe- 
rate valour. They are composed of men of all 
nations, — runaway sailors from English, Dan- 
ish, French, and Dutch vessels, — though prob- 
ably, the large portion of them are men of 
Spanish race, natives of Cuba, or of the old 
8panish settlomenta of the Southern States of 
Ameiica. The attacks made by these men up- 
on our merchant vessels have considerably di- 
minished of lain years, chiefly becauso of the 
increased activity of the cruisers of Britain 
and the United States, and also because of 
the general proaperity of tho shipping trade, 
which renders it easy for any honest sailor to 
find remunerative employment in the commer- 
cial marine. 

I had taken a passage on board the merchant 
brig, Mary, at Bolize, and we were on our 
voyage to Liverpool, when the following inci- 
dent bsfel me. It made a striking impression 
on me at the time, and I shall never forget it 
1 had seen the captain standing on the after- 
deck, and, from time to time, eagerly aorvey- 
ing with hit glass some object in our wake.—

•• You do not think we are pursued 1" I ask- 
ed, feeling alarmed, as landsmen are naually 
disposed to be at sea, when they encounter 
anything that looks mysterious. 

•• Really, I cannot tell," was his answer : 
•* but I suppose it will be time enoogh to cry 
out when we’re likely to be hurt.” 

And ao saying, he strode forward with his 
glass. 

Night fell, but the air was so hot and sti- 
fling below, that I found sleep next to impos- 
sible. If I slept for a moment, 1 was haunted 
by dreams of pirates, sharks, and shipwrecks; 
so I hurried on my clothes, and again sought 
the deck. 

The moon was half way up the heavens, 
and not a oloud wns in sight ; countless sura 
of wondrous beauty and brilliancy gemmed 
the eky, and the ocean v» as flooded with their 
light. A long line of quivering rays lay flash- 
ing on the bosom of the sea, like a vein of 
quicksilver, right under the moon’s eye.

Only three passengers were killed 
while actually occupying their proper places in 
the cars, and this was in consequence of the 
breaking of an axle of a car on the Western 
Road at Hinsdale. — Boston Traveler.

TRAVELLING S K ETC TIES. 

( CbrreqiOTMltnfc of lhe Manorial. ) 

Mackinac, Mich., June 1, 1*.',1. 

Mr. Editor: — In my last 1 
Hpoke particularly of this place. 
I propose now to say n few words 
ol the policy of the United States 
towards the Indians : not because 
it has anything to do with this 
locality in particular, but because 
I hare become acquainted with 
ita workings. 

It is doubtless known to near- 
ly all that the United States ure 
constantly engaged in purchasing 
lands of the Indian tribes. In 
some instances the purchases are 
made at prices merely nominal. 
In others, at prices so high that 
after paying the expenses ol hold- 
ing treaties and ol surveyors, the 
lauds are found to cost more than 
they will sell for. 

In many cases lands are pur- 
chased having valuable improve- 
ments at very low prices, and iu 
other instances tho highest price* 
have been paid lor land* having 
no improvements whatever, and 
to which the Indians could j re- 
seat no claim of right, beyond 
the fact that they had occasional- 
ly hunted upon them. 

This, though it may appear 
strange, is part of a fixed and j r- 
maiicnt policy ol the government, 
Laving for its end the extinction 
of the entire Indian nice. I do 
not speak ol this as the policy <■( 
the present or any particular ad- 
ministration, but as the national 
policy, adopted and put in use, so 
long ago, that it is now carried 
out as a mere matter of course, 
without much thought. 

The prices paid the Indians . 
arc me.isurod not by the value of 
the lands, but by the amount ne- 
cessary to destroy the several 
tribes. It has liven found cheap- 
er to destroy their power with an- 
nuities, than with arms. Conse- 
quently when the settlements be- 
gin to press upon any tribe, they 
are pressed to sell their lands to 
the United States at some price 
agreed upon payable in anual in- 
stallments for 10, 1 ">, or ‘20 years. 
Traders establish among them 
who furnish them with liquors, 
beads, and cheap ornaments, guns, 
ammunition, and a few other arti- 
cles of general use, and in return 


get back all their money and all 
their peltry. 

At the same time the tilers 
learn all the habits of the Indi- 
ans, and advantages of their re- 
maining country, and introduce 
among them the vices of the bloat 
debased among civilized men, 
gradually prostituting the women 
with disease, and the men with 
intoxication. Intoxicating drinks 
could scarcely be used among the 
Indians but for the annuities ami 
tli-’ traders established about the 
several agencies, and supported 
by the annuities. 

Ami the articles sold at these 
establishments are of the worst 
sort of adulterated stuff; a barrel 
of whiskey, for instance, being 
made of two gallons of genuine 
whiskey, and 'the extract of ml 
pepper and tobacco in such quan- 
tities as t-i give it great strength. 
These articles enter into general 
use among the Indians, and they 
will not do without them, and 
the men who furnish then gain 
an entire ascendancy over the 
Indians, so that they are able to 
dictate to them in all things. — 
They have more power than the 
chiefs. 

The Indian traders are gener- 
ally hated by the Indians, yet the) 
are so dependent upon them for 
a variety of articles which use 
has made necessary to them, that 
they are anxious to keep the tra- 
ders with them; they regard 
them as a necessary evil. These 
traders are the instruments of 
the government iu negotiating 
treaties, and managing Indian af- 
fairs. 

Resides traders k« pt up among 
the Indians by such means, the 
nation generally provides by trea- 
ty for appointing a number of 
farmers, blacksmiths, Ac., to re- 
side among the various tribes and 
teach them agriculture and the 
arts. These are provided with 
farms, shops, utensils, Ac., and a 
good salary at the expense of the 
public treasury, and carry oil bu- 
siness tor their own benefit, do- 
ing just enough for the Indians, 
in connection with the various 
missions, to bring about that trans- 
ition state between savage and 
civilized life in which an, Indian 
tribe is usually lost. 

School funds are also provided 
by many of t lie treaties with the 
Indians, the administration of 
which usually falls into the hands 
of the Home Mission Societies, 
and it is no uncommon thing to 
so arrange that a farmer, black- 
smith and teacher are all paid 
and supported by the national 
governim nr, and in the control of 
a missionary sent out by some 
missionary society. 

In these instances there is not 
unfrequentlv a really sincere ef- 
fort made to civilize and j (reserve 
the Indians; an effort, however, 
which has not succeeded, to say 
the best of it, in any one North 
Western tribe. The trader is al- 
ways along to corrupt with intox- 
icating drinks, and the wor>t char- 
acter ol borderer, to introduce 
the lowest vices and the louhst 
diseases known to civilized nii-n. 

The Indian women, though gen- 
erally very chaste, are intoxica- 
ted and prostituted until a large 
portion of them become barren, 
and of the children of those who 
have Indian husbands, most of 
them are half-breeds. The best 


and most talented become con- 
cubines to traders, trappers, fish- 
ermen and the entire race ol bor- 
derers, who are engaged in cor- 
rupting the Indiana, and tho In- 
dians only obtain the women of 
inferior rank, or talent, or such 
as have been corrupted. 

Rv these means, by the time 
a trif>e haa received its annuities, 
it* social order is broken up, ami 
all the elements of sound nation- 
al or tribal character destroyed. 
In the establish meat of the tra- 
ders at particular Jocations, the 
Indians accordingly become meas- 
urably separated from the rest 
of the tribe, until iu the end the 
power of the head chief is abol- 
ished and each village becomes a 
separate band, independent of the

The very 
idea of bis sovereignity implies presence, not 
in person, but in power whereever this sover 
eignity exists. God is every where present in. 
his sovereign power. He is every where able 
to see, and to exert his power both to cause, to 
guide, and to prevent. Not only by his angels 
who minister uuto him throughout the universe, 
and his priesthood which ministers to him 
throughout the earth, but by his person exer- 
ciseing his omnipotence throughout space, his 
presence is every where. 

The Sun is here present by his light. By 
his light he illuminates distant stars. Wber. 
ever his light is, there by it he is present. Still 
he is not everywhere. But there is no place 
where God is not present by all his attributes, 
and by them all exercises his sovereignity. 

This in God’s sovereignity is a fact, a liv

A gloomy solemn silence brooded over all na- j 
lure, and the once eloquent tongues of the 
apostles themselves were staid with grief, and 
heir lips sealed with sadness, and the death 
gloom of de»pair hung upon their brows, and 
settled in deep desponding meloncholy upon 
their hearts, till, on a sudden, they were be- 
gotten unto a lively hope by the resurrection of 
their Matter from the dead." W hen they fust 
saw him. they, (like the mystics of modern 
times.) supposed it was only a spirit : they 
seemed to have no idea ol a physical or material 
salvation, or existence beyond the grave. But, 
like Socrates, Plato, Confucius, and other hea- 
then philosophers they thought of nothing 
more than a spiritual existence. 

But judge their surprise, joy, and wonder, 
when he exclaimed, “ handle me and tee ; for a 
tpiril hath not flesh and bones ai ye tee me 
hare. 

Hern was an end af misticism ; here was a 
material salvation; hero was flesh and bonos, 
immortal and celestial, prepared for eternal 
bloom in the mansions of glory ; and this de- 
monstrated by the sense of seeing, feeling, and 
hearing. 

The apostles not only handled him and ex- 
amined his wounds, but ate,' drank, walked, 
and conversed with him, and found hint every 
way adapted and qualified for an active and 
useful life, and for an enlarged sphere of action, 
aa a king, lawgiver, priest, mediator, judge 
and conqueror, and preacher of the gospel. 
Hitherto his labors had been confined to Judea, 
and to his own kindred people in that small 

province which gave him birth. 

Unfettered from the bonds of mortality and 
death, and clothed with organs strong and last- 
ing as the immortal mind, and no longer gov- 
erned by the laws of this limited sphere of ac- 
tion, he could speed his way to distant conti- 
nents and islands, beyond the lowering waves 
and boistrous storms of the ocean ; and there 
in other tribes and tongues mako known the 
glad tidings of immortality and eternal life. 
Or speeding his way to the abodes of spiiits, he 
could there preaoh deliveience to the captive 
and the opening of the prison to them that are 
bound, and thus bind up the broken hearted, 
and comfort all those that mourn. Or taking 
leave of earth with all its cares and sorrows, 
and of the dark regions of the unhappy dead, 

once dark but now illuminated with a ray of 
hope, he could speed his way to the mansions 
of hia Father, and sit) down on his throne, as 
the joy of better worlds, till the limes of resto- 
ration should call him again to earth, to reign 
on the throne of his father David, and to lake 
tho universal government of the purchased 
possession, os King over all the earth. 

Ilis disciples, being by tangible evidence 
now delivered from mysticism, and made to 
realise in the most lively manner, a real and 
substantial salvation from sin, death, hell, an 
tho grave, were filled with joy, as intense as 
was their sorrow ; and were now prepared, 
when the appointed time should arrive, to be 
tho bearers of the glad tidings indeed, to a 
dark and benighted world; a world who 
through fear of death hand been all thetr life- 
time subject to bondage. They not only 

preached Jesus Christ and him crucified; but 

they testified of his resurrection, and that he 
would change our vile bodies, and fashion 
them like unto his glorious body.

These, 
together with our sins, weigh us down in gloom 
and sorrow till me thinks a visitor from a 
world of eternal life would harjy bo able to 
look upon our world and contemplate the scene 
for a moment. 

What kind of salvation do we need * I re- 
ply, we need salvation from death and the 
grave, as well as from our Bins. And we hive 
now shown clearly that this is the salvation 
provided and brought to light by the gospel;

body and parts of our flesh and bones, of our 
hands, feel and head, with every organ, limb 
and joint. What kind of salvation does thp 
earth need, in order to fit it for the abode of 
immortal man 1 I answer, it needs a redemp- 
tion from the withering curse of sin, and a res- 
toration to its partdistieal slate. The inquiry 
now arises whether this salvation will be uni- 
versal as it relates to the body ; to which i 
answer in the affiirmative, as ,.ro*edby the texts 
before quoted. This gives rise to another in- 
quiry, viz: whether all who rise from the 
dead will He equally happy ? to this 1 answer 
no. After the resurrection of thp Ijody, men

To begin at the fountain head, let me say 
that God the father of our Lord Jesus Christ, is 
every where in the scripture revealed as a be- 
ing possessing a bodily organization in all its 
parts. He is said to have head, eyes, ears 
mouth, nose, nostrils, face, arms, fingers, back- 
parts, feel and all other parts. It is also said 
that msn was made in his likeness and image. 
Jesus Christ is also represented to be the ex- 
press image of his person. From all these 
facts we learn that God the Father, has a real 
and substantial existence in human form and 
proportions, like Jesus Christ, and like man. 
Men’s precepts would carry the idea that it 
was the "moral image" only, and not the 
physical likeness of Deity, that man was form- 
ed to represent- But as we find no soch term 
in the scriptures as “ moral image ,’’ and as 
we presume God has no immoral images or 
likeness, and that hia features, shape or form, 
which is said to be like Jesus, and like man, 
therefore we can only judge of his existence 
by the pattern which represents him. But i) 
is said that “God is a tpiril." This is often quot- 
ed to prove that he does not exist in a personal 
or bodily form. But I would inquire of such, 
what is a spirit 1 Is there such a being as an 
individual intelligence in personal form, with- 
out fieah and bones, and without the grosser 
properties of matter which are tangible to our 
senses, or touch 1 We freely admit there ».

This use of language, speaking of him as pres- 
ent, who is present in sovereignity, is univre- 
sal, and it is to us surprising that it should 
have been questioned. 

But to return to the examination of the 
prophets and apostles, on the subject of man’s 
material existence and inheritance in the life 
to come.

Tho fact is, mortal man knows but a very little 
in regard to the more refined properties of mat- 
ter as it approaches the confines of spirituality 
and approximates towards its highest state of 
refinement, in order lo form those links which 
connect it with mind, or with intelligence.

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A TOURNAMENT IN THE 
WILDERNESS. 


BY JOHN MILLS. 


The following narritive eurpasses in thril- 
ling interest the scenes of chivalrio days : 

In a close line our party con- 
tinued to advance brandshing 
their lances, anti, from time to 
time, giving vent to the most dis- 
cordant cries which met with a 
ready response on the part of the 
enemy in their war-whoop of de- 
fiance. It seems, indeed, neces- 
sary for the savage, when going 
to fight, to excite his courage by 
shouts and yells, and those primi- 
tive means are doubtless protluc. 
tive of a corresponding effect with 
the white warrior’s drum and 
spirit-stirring fife. 

With ns noble a bearing as a 
knight of old when about to tilt 
for his “ ladye’s love,” Black 
Wolf sat upon his horse and led 
the van as became a chief of the 
Osages. With that love for dis- 
play, which is an innate passion 
with the Indian, he pulled his 
horse’s neck into a curve, and 
keeping a pair of antique Spanish 
rowels pricking against his flnnk t 
proudly curveted him at the 
head of his troop, “trimm’d like 
a yonker prancing to his love.” 

We had now approached so 
near to the Pawnee band that 
momentarily I expected to see 
them sweep toward us ; as in In- 
dian warfare neither side wait 
with the coolness, which well 
disciplined courage can only in- 
culcate, to receive the others 
charge, and each brave is free to 
fight on. his own plan, or any 
mode which the impulse of the 
moment may direct. 

Much, however, to my surprise, 
a solitary warrior singled himself 
from his party, and with something 
white flying at the head of a lance, 


that the skin of the white buffalo — 
a most rare prize — is held in great 
reverence by them. 

The conference was brief be- 
tween the Pawnee and Black Wolf, 
and the latter, riding back to 
where we stood watching their 
movements, with an interest easi- 
er to be conceived than described^ 
informed his brethren in arms 
that the Pawnee chief was wil- 
liv.g to settle the fight in single 
edmbat, and that he himself would 
meet either of the Osage braves 
who might be chosen the cham- 
pion of his nation. 

This plucky ckallange created 
the wildest commotion among the 
aspiring warriors of our party, 
and so numerous were the volun- 
teers and urgent their claims to 
have the honor assigned them, 
that unless Black Wolf had set- 
tled the contention by claiming 
it for himself, it is far from im- 
probable that a new diversion 
might have arisen in mutiny 
against his orders. There was 
no disputing, however the right 
of the chief to take the pre- 
cedence of all ; but the opinions 
veered to the opposite point, con- 
cerning the policy of the meas- 
ure, when they found that they 
were to take no share in the glo- 
ry. The greater number urged 
the expediency of a general fight, 
alleilging that we were stronger 
than the enorny.and should capt- 
ure all their horses and skins, 
which they were laden like our- 
selves, in addition to a pretty 
linul of invaluable scalps. 

Black Wolf, however, either 
from prudential motives, or a de- 
sire to gratify his own vanity, 
decided to accept the challenge 
on the terms on which it was 
sent, and agreed that the horse 
and accoutrements of the van- 
quished should become the prize 
of the victor, which he was to 
take unmolested possession of in 
the presence of the respective 
parties. 

These preliminaries being ad- 
justed, the arms of Black Wolf 
were now carefully examined by 
his companions, w ho threw aside 
all jealousy the moment the ques- 
tion was settled. One took his lance 
and tried the soundness of the 
shaft by bending it so as the two 
ends nearly met. Another tbnm- 
med his bowstring, while several 
changed their best arrows for 


approaching at a foot pace. The ; those in his quiver which appear- 


Osages instantly checked their 
horses to the command of their 
chief, and unattended he rode for- 
ward to meet the messenger of 
peace. 

I may here remark upon the 
singularity that the flag of truce 
— a piece of white buffalo skin — 
should be adopted by those sons 
of the wilderness similar in col- 
or to our own. The copy doubt- 
less, was taken from the pale 
faces upon learning that the em- 
blems met with such inviolable 
respect; but the Indians deny 
this, and avow that their fathers 
regarded it as a signal for peace 
before the great canoes came a- 
cross the great lake. In support

HOSPITAL. 


An Ordinance for the establishment of a 
Hospital. 

At the annual Township meeting of the 
Township of Peaine for the year 1852, held at 
the house of Marvin M. Aldrich on the 5th day 
of April 1852.-* v*A *4 -r - * 

It is ordained by the inhabitants of said Town- 
ship, in Township meeting assembled 
§. 1. That there be established in said Town- 
ship, and constantly kept, up, and provided 
with necessary fixtures, furniture, and utensils, 
for the reception of persons having smallpox, 
and other diseases, which may be dangerous to 
the public health, one hospital. 

§. 2. The hospital shall be located on such 
lot as the supervisor shall select, on Whiskey 
Point, remote from any house occupied at the 
time of its location. 

§. 3. It shqll be tl>e duty of the Supervisor of 
the Township to provide suitable buildings, 
with the necessary fixtures, furniture, and uten- 
sils, at the expense of the Township: and if in 
his opinion the intrest of the Township will be 
promoted therby, he may procure a title to a 
suitable lot of land, and cause permanent buil- 
dings to be erected thereon, from time to time 
as he shall deem necessary for such hospital 
§. 4. The conducting and management of 
such hospital shall be entrusted to the board of 
health of the Township, and aucb officers and 


Township, in Township meeting assembled, 

§. 1, That no male or female Dog shall be 
kept or suffered to go at large in said Township 
by any inhabitant thereof, or any other person, 
except Dogs owned by Indians residing on Gar- 
den Island, and kept thereon : unless the per- 
son keeping, or letting go at large such Dog, 
shall first obtain a liscense therelor in the man- 
ner herein after provided. 

§. 2. Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of the foregoing section, shall in- 
cur a penalty of live dollars fox every male or fe- 
male Dog which he shall keep or let go at large 
in saicTTownship contrary to the provisions of 
this ordinance: and an additional penalty of fif- 
ty cents for every day he shall keep or suffer to 
go at large such Dog after the first day, and any 
inhabitant of the Township may kill such Dog. 

§. 3. The Supervisor shall have power upon 
the conditions and subject to the regulations con- 
tained in this ordinance, to grant licences to any 
of the inhabitants of the Township to keep one 
or more Dogs on payment of two dollars for each 
Dog for which he shall obtain licence. But 
such license shall not authorise any person to 
allow such Dog to go at large in such Township. 

§. 4. And no sucli license shall be granted 
unless it shall apponr to the satisfaction of the 
Supervisor that the person applying therefor 
has need of such Dog (or some useful and law- 
ful purpose: and such license shall express on 
its face that such Dog is not to go at large. 

§.5. It shall be the duty of the person so 
licensed to keep such Dog at all times either 
safely and securely chained up in his own en- 
closure; or saiely and securely shut up in his 
own enclosure; or in the immediate custody 
rf somg person able to restrain him from mis- 
chief: and for every violation of the provis- 
ions of this section, he shall incur a penalty 
of one dollar, and one dollar for each day 
that such Dog shall go at large. 

§.6. If such dog shall when going at large 
in violation of this ordinance bile any domestic 
animal or if he shall wrongfully bite any domes- 
tic animal while travelling in any highway the 
person so licensed to keep such dog shall incur a 
penalty of two dollars: if he shall wrongfully as- 
sault any person the person so licensed shall in- 
cur a penalty of five dollars : and if such dog 
shall wrongfully bite any person, the person so 
licensed shall incur a penalty of eight dollars. 

§. 7. The Supervisor may also grant to any 
person applying therefor, licenses to keep and 
let go at large any peaceable and well disposed 
Dog, on paying therefor two dollars for every 
female Dog and one dollur and twenty five cents 
for every male Dug of the weight of twenty 
pounds and upwards, and one dollar for every 
female Dog and fifty cents for every male Dog 
of less than twenty pounds weight. 

§. 8. Every Dog for which such license shall 
he obtained shall at all times wear a ring strap 
or belt about his neck, with the name of lin- 


ed defective. The touch-hole of 
his rille was pricked and re-prim- 
ed, and even the knife and toma- 
hawk underwent careful scrutiny.

§.11. All licenses given under this ordinance 
shall expire on the day of the annual Town- 
ship meeting next following their issue. 

§. 12. The Township clerk shall keep a reg- 
ister of all licenses granted under this ordin- 
ance, in which he shall state the date of every 
license ; the name of the person to whom grant- 
ed ; the sum paid therefor, the Dog for which 
thev are severally granted, and the character of 
the license, and if any such license shall be re- 
voked the fact and date of revocation. 

f 13. No license shall be of any force until it 
shall be signed by the Supervisor, and regis- 
tered by the clerk, and the fees paid to the 
Treasurer therefor; which facts shall all appear 
upon the face of the license. 

§. 14. Every person obtaining a license under 
this ordinance shall pay to the Supervisor fifteen 
cents for issuing, and to the Township Clerk ten 
cents for registering the same. 

15. All penalties incurred shall, if not vol- 
untarily paid, be recovered with costs of suit 
before any Justice of the Peace of said Town- 
ship, and it shall be the especial duty of the 
Supervisor to prosecute therefor.

GUNPOWDER. 

An Ordinance concerning Gunpowder. 

At the annual Township meeting of the Town- 
ship of Peaine for the year 1852, held at the 
house of Marvin M. Aldrich, on the fifth day of 
April 1852 : — 

It is ordained by the inhabitants of said 
Township in Township meeting assembled, 

§. 1. That no gunpowder shall be kept at 
any place within the limits of said Township, 
unless the same shall be in tight casks or can- 
isters. 

§. 2. No gunpowder above the quantity of 
fifty pounds shall be kept or deposited in any 
shop, store, or other building, or in any ship or 
vessel, which shall be within the distance of 
twenty five rods from any other building, or 
from any wharf. 

§. 3. No gunpowder above the quantity of 
twenty five pounds, shall be kept or deposited 
in any shop, store, or building within ten rods 
of any other building. 

§. 4. No gunpowder above the quantity of 
one pound, shall be kept in any shop, store, or 
other building, within ten rods of any other 
building ; unless the same shall be well secured 
in copper, tin, or brass canisters, holding not 
exceeding five pounds each, and closely cover- 
ed with copper, tin or brass covers, or in well 
stoped powder horns. 

§. 5. The Supervisor is charged with the ex- 
ecution of this ordinance, and it shall be his 
duty to prosecute at law every person who 
shall violate it.

An Ordinance prohibiting cattle and other 
domestic animals going at large. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the qualified elec- 
tors of the Township of Peaine, in Township 
meeting assembled : that cattle, Sheep, Swine, 
Horses, Asses, Mules, Goats, and other domestic 
animals be, and they are hereby prohibited going 
at large in the highways of said Township; and 
for the violation of this ordinance the following 
penalties shall be incurred, and recovered accord- 
ing to law ; to wit: — For every day that any of 
said animals shall go at large contrary to this 
ordinance, from the first day of April, to the 
last day of October, in each year.

For every other of neat cattle going at 
large contrary to this ordinance, three dollars. 

5. For every Boar Swine, three months 
old and upwards, going at large contrary to this 
ordinance, five dollars. 

1i. 6. For every other Swine, going at large 
contrary to this ordinance, three dollars. 

U. 7. For every Buck Sheep, or Goat, going 
at large contrary to tHis ordinance, five dollars. 

11. 8. For every other Sheep, going at large 
contrary to this ordinance, one dollar. 

f . 9. For every other Goat, going at large 
contrary to this ordinance, two dollars. 

Sec. 2. From the first day of November in 
each year, till the last day of March following, 
one half the several above mantioned amounts 
shall be incurred, and collected for all animals 
going at large contrary to this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. The penalties above mentioned, for 
the violation of thie ordinance shall be incurred 
by, and recovered o$ the owners of said ani- 
mals, or any person having them in custody or 
so turning them at large, contrary to this or- 
dinance.

REGULATIONS. 

OF THE 

' ftOARD OF HEAL’IH. 

CHAPTER I. 

An Ordinance against the exposure of stink- 
ing Fish. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health of the 
Township of Peaine, held at the house of James 
J. Strang the 12th day of April 1852, it is or- 
dained by said Board. 

Sec. 1. No person engaged in Fishing or 
otherwise shall in said Township leave dead Fish, 
spoiled Fish, or the offal of Fish upon the beach, 
nor cast the same into the waters of Lake Mich- 
igan, or any of the bays, streams or inlets there- 
of, or any of the I,akes within Big Beaver Isl- 
and. 

Sec. 2. All persons engaged in Fishing are 
required to dress their Fish on land, above low 
water mark, and to bury the offal in the earth 
at least one foot deep within twenty four hours. 

Sec. 3. All persons having at any time spoil- 
ed Fish in their possession, are required to bury 
the same at least one foot deep in the earth 
within twenty four hours after ascertainiug, or 
receiving notice that the same is spoiled. 

Sec. 4. No person shall bury any Fish„spoil- 
ed Fish, or offal of Fish, in any street, road, or 
highway, nor within ten rods of any dwelling 
house. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Health, a member 
thereof, or the Health officer, shall once in each 
month from May till Oetolx-r, visit every fishing 
establishment in said Township, and inspect the 
same, to see that this ordinance is observed, 
and that all nuisances nnd sources of filth may 
be destroyed, removed, and prevented, as the 
public health demands. 

Sec. 6. The fees lor sach visits and inspec- 
tions, shall be fifty cents for each inspection, 
of each establishment, and shall be paid by the 
owners or ocupauta thereof, to the officer mak- 
ing the inspection, and on refusal to pay, shall 
be collected with costs by suit.

THE SEASON. 

At this time (20th April,) our 
Harbor remains covered with ice, 
and vast fields are scattered over 
the Lake as far as the eye can 
reach covering two-thirds its sur- 
face. The wind has blown sted- 
ily from the east for a number of 
days, and broken the ice in the 
straits from far beyond the, Wa- 
go-Shance Light, at least, and 
possibly through the straits, but 
has continually filled up the Lake 
in front of the Harbour accross 
to the Isle-le-Galet Light Last 
evening a light breaze sprung 
up from the Noth, and at this 
time immense fields of ice are 
passing up the Lake. Icebergs of 
immense size are afloat, in some 
cases of many acres extent, and 
from 20 to 50 feet high. These 
immense piles of ice have formed 
on the reefs and shoals, and con- 
stantly breaking off and going 
afloat. At this writing a field of 
of them, half a mile in extent is 
passing to the South, which 
since the middle of February has 
been accumulating on the South- 
ern extremity of Hog Island 
shoals. 

So fur no boat has been seen. 
Yesterday a channel was open 
east of Isle-Le-Galet Light, and 
so past the Wa-go-Shance Light. 
Fish-boats have been running 
between the head and Fox Isl- 
ands diiring the winter, except 
some five or six weeks in Feb- 
ruary and March. Hut at one 
time the ice was abundant and 
there is no doubt that men could 
have crossed in safety on it. 
Teams have crossed from this 
place to Garden Island, Cross Yli- 
lage, and Mackinac, at all times 
from the latter part of January 
till into April, without difficulty 
or danger. 

The Frame work of a new 
schooner more than half planked 
was transported from Whiskey 
Point, to Troy, upon the ice the 
16th of April. All agree that 
there is more ice than was ever 
seen before by the oldest inhab- 
itant. Nevertheless the winter 
has been truly pleasant and very 
favorable to business. The open- 
ing of navigation is so late that 
it is supposed many of the set- 
tlements about this end of the 
Lake are destitute of provisions. 
Both here and at Fox Island there 
is an over stock and the holders 
-anxious to get out and have the 
advantage of destitute markets. 

Since the above was in type, 
a boat has been down past the 
Wa-go-shance Light, and found 
the ice extending across from 
shore to shore, and to all appear- 
ance'of from three to four feet in 
thickness. It is not probable 
that boats will pass for some 8 
or 10 days, at least.

Nothing nobler can be pictured 
to the imagination than the ap, 
pearance of the chief, as naked as 
he came into the world, with the 
exception of his arms slung across 
his shoulders, he sat upon his 
plunging and excited steed with 
grace, ease, and confidence. A 
tuft ol the war eagle's plume .sur- 
mounted his head, proudly raised 
ami thrown back, while his finely 
developed chest stood out like 
that of a gladiator’s. With tight- 
ened rein he held his horse s head 
close to his chest, and using the 
spar freely, roused the animals 
fiery blood until large flakes ol 
foam flew from his jaws, his nos- 
trils dilated, and eyes looked 
ready to spring from their soeets. 

After making the circuit, he 
reined in his horse, and the two 
stood motionless, as if carved from 
granite, some hundred yards iu 
advance of where we remained 
stationary to watch the result and 
see fair play. There was not, 
however, as I subsequently learn- 
ed, the slightest apprehension for 
treachery, as iu combats, which, 
although rare between members 
ofrivul tribes, are occasionally 
indulged iu, the strictest faith is 
kept with the terms on which 
they are fought. 

The piebald horse with the 
bearer of the lance, on which a 
small red flag fluttered, now dart- 
ed from the body of horsemen 
drawn up closely in the distance, 
and making a corresponding cir- 
cle with Black Wolf, drew up in 
the same way opposite to him, 
and they appeared, for a few brief 
seconds, to be eyeing each other 
with intent far from charitable. 
As if moved by a common im- 
pulse, both drove the butt ends 
of their lances into the ground, 
and then raising their rifles from 
their thighs, dashd forward and 
fired at the moment of passing 
each other, some fifteen or twenty 
paces apart. Whether the bul- 
lets flattened, or were rendered 
harmless agaiust the tough shields 
of buffalo hides which were sus- 
pended round their necks, or 
whether they flew wide of their 
marks, I cannot tell ; but, for 
aught 1 could see, no harm was 
done. 

Dropping their reins to take 
aim, their horses carried them 
unchecked to within a few yards 
of where the respective parties 
of Osages and Pawneas were 
posted. Indeed room had to be 
given to the Pawnee chief, who 
came with such a rush towards 
us as to threaten to upset a hand- 
ful of the foremost of the specta- 
tors, araoug whom, as there was 
no danger to be apieheiuled, I 
had placed myself, on the Squab- 
by Nigger. There was little op- 
portunity to examine him closely; 
but he was evidently of much 
less stature than Black Wolf, and 
possessed none of that fire and 
noble bearing which cliaractized 
the chief of the Osages. He 
seemed equipped in precisely the 
same way, and was equally devoid 
of the smallest article of attire. 
If however, his personal attrac- 
tions fell short of his antagonist, 
in horsemanship and manner of 
using his weapons lie appeared 
in every way equal to him. — 
Snatching up his reins he check- 
ed the animal, and brought him 


round as if turned upon a pivot, 
and then adjusting his rifle with 
a rapid movement, he drew an 
arrow from his quiver and, with 
bended bow, swept towards Black 
Wolf like an eagle stooping upon 
his prey. 

But the Osage, knowing the 
expertness of the enemy with 
whom he had to deal, was pre- 
pared in like manner, and as 
they met about midway between 
the plated lances, their barded 
weapons were drawn to their 
heads, nnd whiz they went at the 
same moment with barely a 
dozen feet intervening between 
them. At close quarters such as 
these, and with marksmen of 
unrivalled skill, it was barely 
possible that they should miss 
each other; but their bucklers 
received the arrow**, and both 
warriors as yet remaiued "un- 
scathed. 

The short bows being easier to 
manage than the rifles, round they 
turned their horses as soon as 
the arrows were discharged, and 
agnin they swept the same course,, 
with their bow9 prepared as if 
by magic for the bout. In this 
the second turn the Pawnee chief 
was not so fortunate; for as he 
came towards us I preceived a 
stream of blood trickling down 
his bridle arm, the arrow having 
jtassed through the fleshy part 
of his shoulder, ripping it up- 
wards, but not hanging in the 
wound. 

Black Wolf also met with a 
wound in the breast from the 
Pawnee’s arrow, being buried 
almost to the feather in his shield 
and although thus greatley spent 
in force with wich it was driven, 
it carved a deep, jagged gash in 
his right side, from which the 
blood flowed copiously. 

With iucreasing excitement 
the two now rode at each other, 
delivering their arrows as fast as 
they could turn their horses, and 
it appeared to be a point to en- 
deavor to get a shot without re- 
ceiving one in return. But so 
well matched were they both m 
the skill of managing their horses 
and use of their weapones, that 
Heither could obtain this advan- 
tage, in spite of the most strenu- 
ous exertions. 

The bodies of the two chief? 
became crimson with gore from 
the number of flesh wounds eacli 
had received, but as yet no mor- 
tal one had b*en given, and from 
the care observed in protecting 
the body by means of the shields, 
and lying along the backs of 
their horses, so as to present to 
view os little of their person as 
possible, there was no great prob- 
ability of these weapons termina- 
ting the tight. 

At length Black Wolf's last 
arrow was shot, and his enemy 
came towards him, he held up 
his bow to signify that his quiver 
was exhausted. In a moment 
the Pawnee turned his horse, 
and galloping back to where he 
planted his lance, plucked it 
from the ground and couched it 
by his side; nothing loth to 
imitate his example, Black Wolf 
grasped his lance, and without 
breathing time, the pugnacious 
foes spurred their hot and impa- 
tient horses again to the combat, 
and as they did so, thoughts of 
tilt and tournament" .flitted across 
my mind, albeit my attention 


was absorbed beyond description 
in the pending struggle. 

With a terrific shock the weap- 
ons crossed, and coming against 
the centre of the bucklers, the 
tough shafts bent like willow 
wands, and the horses were 
thrown almost upon their hann- 
ches. Either from the greater 
weight of the Osage, or the more 
effective direction of his lance, 
the Pawnee was laid flat upon 
his back ; and as his horse boun- 
ded forward' it seemed impossi- 
ble that he could regain his per- 
pendicular in the saddle; but 
with an effort which could be 
made ouly by an Indian, he flung 
himself into his seat, and seizing 
the rein, turned with the agility 
of a cat. 

It was one of the fixed rules in 
these bloody fravs that there 
should be no time given between 
the acts, and that it was to be 
continued without let, check, or 
stop, until one of the two were 
slain. As soon, therefore, as the 
horses could be brought round, 
their respective ridel's recouched 
their lances and dashed at each 
other again, with the fury of con- 
tending tigers. * It might have 
been the effect of a heated imag- 
ination, but as they met I fancied 
I heard the crashing of a lance 
as it entered the flesh, and at the 
same moment the Pawnee chief 
was flung as if a round shot had 
blown him from his seat. 
In an instant, however, he was 
upon his feet, trying to catch the 
lasso which was dangling at his 
horse’s heels; but missing las 
hold, the animal made the best 
use of the opportunity, and fled 
away with all the fleetuess he 
possessed. 

Black Wolf now dismounted, 
and giving his horse and lance to 
Fire-fly, who rode forward to re- 
ceive them, strode toward the 
Pawnee chief armed only with 
the knife and tomahawk. 

The appearance of both as they 
advansed towards each other, 
was most appalling. From head 
to heel they presented one thick 
mass of blood from the numerous 
wounds which they had received; 
but as if insensible to pain or 
faintness each appeared apt as 
game cocks to renew the feud. 

They now went to work hand 
to hand, backing at each other 
with their tomahawks with dead- 
ly fury, and inflicting now and 
then most terrible cuts. As the 
battle progressed, their shields 
became chopped to pieces, and 
hung in strips from the surface, 
while the blows were showered 
on them as thick ns hail. 

With that advantage, however, 
which a big man possess in a per- 
sonal encounter with a smaller 
one, provided his courage be not 
inferior the odds now became 
painfully evident in favor of Black 
Wolf. Up to the point of the 
Pawnee being hurled from his 
horse, the chances of the encoun- 
ter appeard to be pretty nearly 
balanced ; but when its features 
became changed iota a stand up 
fight between man and man, 
hand to hand, in sporting phrase- 
ology, it was a horse to a hay 
seed. Towering above his ene- 
my but little less than a foot, the 
Osage drew, his tomahawk down 
with terrific force, and from his 
superior reach of arm, often kepi 
his antagonist completely on the 


defensive, and returned two blows 
for one. 

Nothing daunted, however, the 
Pawnee maintained the unequal 
contest with a spirit which was 
to be extinguished only with his 
life. Although his arm grew 
momentarily weaker, and he 
staggered and reeled before his 
enemy’s fierce onslaught, yet he 
made as good a requittal as laid 
in his waning powers, and faced 
his foe as the bravest of the brave 
could only do. But like an ex- 
piring Hon he was to be con- 
quered but with his death, and 
when apparently on the point of 
falling before the repeated strok- 
es of the enemy, he suddenly 
sprung forward, and clinging to 
Black Wolfs shield, endeavored 
o make a thrust with his drawn 
tknife under it. The Osage, how- 
ever, was too much upon his 
uard to be taken by surprise, 
and shaking the Pawnee oft', as 
he would a snake, he caught him 
by the throat in his iron grasp, 
and holding him at arm’s length, 
drove his long Spanish blade into 
the lower part of the belly, and 
ripped him to the chest 

A long wild shout of exulta- 
tion burst from the lips of our 
party as they witnessed this de- 
cisive act on the part of Bluck 
Wolf, who stood over the body 
of his fallen foe with his head 
proudly erected and turned tow- 
ards the body of the Pawnees, 
who were silent spectators of 
their defeat For a few seconds 
the Osage maintained this atti- 
tude, without the perceptible mo- 
tion of a muscle, and then stoop- 
ing he took the dead chief’s scalp 
lock between his fingers, and 
passing the point of his knife 
adroitly round the skull, plucked 
the scalp, hot and bleeding, from 
it, and held the prize up in tri- 
umph above his head. 

Again his companions yelled 
with savage pleasure at the sight; 
but no one presumed to approach 
the spot where he as yet remain- 
ed to complete the measure of 
his triumph. 

A Pawnee brave now came for- 
ward leadiug the piebald horse, 
which had been either caught 
by lasso, or stopped upon reach- 
ing the main body of his own free 
will, and moving slowly towards 
Black Wolf, as if reluctance was 
in every step, he gave the rein 
without sign or word into his 
hands, and again returned to his 
party. 

There was now little to be 
done. Black Wolf collected the 
arms of the Pawnee chief, which 
were strewn npon the ground, 
and trying as must have been the 
feat, vaulted upon the back of 
the horse, and rode at a gallop 
towards us. Upon coming close, 
I saw that both his body and 
limbs were cat and hacked most 
fearfully ; but Indian-like, he 
paid no attention to his wounds, 
and as far as I could see, suffered 
but little from the loss of blood. 

We now returned to the en- 
campment, and permitted the 
discomfited Pawnees to bury their 
chief in peace where he had so 
bravely fallen. — In the prairie 
wilderness they laid him ; and 
when all had quitted the solitary 
grave, a stanger visited it with 
sorrow for his fate.

In 
doing with the goBpel by the consent of all, 
we have to do entirely with revelation what 
ever is written on the subject, that the consent 
of inspiration, is the onley source to which we 
safely go for information in relation to it, or 
any part of it. It ia then, of the first import- 
ance, that we let the inspired wraeregive their 
own account of the mailer, from first to last; 
and all that is left for us, ir to judgr fov oar 
selves, whether, in the coarse ofhuman events, 
we have adhered closely te iu doctrini and 
precepu, or whether we have depaiud from 
them. 

The sacred writers claim for it the only pow- 
er to save men. All other schemes, it matters 
not how specious or how fascinating, are in 
the mature of salvation u naval ing,and have no- 
power unto salvation. Salvation comes alone 
hy the gospel, and by nolhing else. He who 
does net embrace it must be damned ; let his 
character bs what it may, from a devout Cor. 
nelioua to a persecuting Cesor ; for “he that 
believeth not shall be damned,” are the words 
of iu divine author himself, alur he had risen 
from the dead, and claimed all power in heav- 
en and on eatth. Not only was it heaven’s 
plan for saving individuals, but it was the 
only meane by which the world could be sav- 
ed from destruction; for the divine author said, 
after his ascension, he would come again "in 
flaming fire, taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and obey not the gospel of onr 
Lord Jesus Christ." 2d Thcssalonians, 1st 
chapter and 8th verse. God has therefore or- 
dained the gospel as the way of acceptance 
with, and the rule of obedience to Jesus Christ; 
without receiving iu dootrines, and obeying 
iu precepu, no acceptance with, no reverence 
to Christ is acknowledged. The mandate 
which has gone forth from of old to the kings 
and judges of the earth, is to be inejruotedt and 
to serve the Lord with fear, and rejoioe with 
trembling. Te kies the son lest be be angry, 
and you peiish from the way, when his wrath 
is hut a little kindled.

If the kings and judges of the earth 
aie ever blessed it must be obeying Jesus 
Christ, and if they ever obey him ; they must 
do it by rec«iving the gospel, and obeying all 
iu precepu, for without this, if we credit tho 
plain declarations of scripture, there isno obe- 
dience on the part of heaven acknowledged, 
and no blessing promised. 

But for a fuller and clearer light 1 on the sub- 
ject, let us attend to what the promulgators of 
the gospel have said, themselves, in the hooka 
of inspiration. We will begin with the Sav- 
ior. His last words before his ascension, to 
his disoiples, as recorded in the xvi. chapter of 
Mark, 15 to 18 verses. “And he said unto 
them go ye into all the world, and preach my 
gospel to every creature. He that heliaveth and 
u baptised shtll be sartd, and he that believ- 
eth not shall be damned ; and these signs shall 
follow them that believe, in- my name they 
ahall cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues ; they shall ttke up serpents, and if 
they drink any deadly thing it ahall not hnrt 
them ; they shall lay hands on the sick and 
they chall recover." The following things 
are to be noted, particularly, in the above eay- 
ings.

No allowance i» here made for any man’s right- 
eousness. A praying conolava as wall as a 
murdering high priest, must equally believe, 
and equally obey.

The Pacific Islanders have n 
sort of adze, which is formed by 
firmly lashing a blade ol stone, 
with its eul ting edge at right 
angles, to a handle having a sharp 
crook at its extremity. This 
mode of fastening would enable 
t he axe with the curved blade 
to bo used with the greatest ef- 
ficiency as an adze. That it was 
designed to be so used, seems ap-i 
parent from llie (act that the 
edge is not formed by bevelling 
from both sides, but from the 1 
inner surface only, precisely in 
the manner t hat t lie adze of the 
present, day is ground. 

The circumstances under w hid) 
these interesting relies were dis- 
covered, are detailed in the chap- 
ter on mounds. 

It will be seen that they were 
not found where, as a general and 
almost invariable rule, we must 
look for the only authentic re- 
mains of the mound builders, viz: 
at the bottom of the mound. — 
They are nevertheless classed as 
undoubted relies of the ancient: 
race. The impliments of the 
modern Indians are found, w hen- 
ever they occur in the mounds, 
in connection with human re- 
mains, i:i the position in which 
they were deposited with the 
deal.

with its capabilities. 'Hint they: 
have an antiquity high®* than the 
date of (he first European inter- 
course, is established by their 
form ; but if this w ere insufficient 
the evidence may be fouid in the j 
fact that from immediately over: 
them was removed the s ump of j 
a tree, originally of the largest 
size, which had long sim-e fallen 
and decayed.

European implements vere found, 
w ith them, and that tie copper 
corresponds exactly with the 
specimens of native nirtul obtain- j 
ed Irom Like Superior. The na- , 
turc of the soil at this spot is la- 
vorable for the preservation of 
organic remains; the act, there- 1 
lore, that the bones found with 
these relics were in so advanced 
a staue of decomposition induces 
me to believe that tley were 
deposited long before the dis- 
covery and occupation of Cana- 
da by Europeans." 

We might expect here to find 
relics bearing the slant) of French 
manufacture: but there is noth- 


! ing in the form or composition of 
these w hich would lead one to 
suppose them to be of French 
origin. This spot was not the 
usual burying place of the Indi- 
ans. Their cemetery seems to 
have been some distance back 
from the river, upon a high sandy 
ridge, where their remains, appa- 
rently of very ancient deposit, are 
now found in abundance. 

From what lias been presented, 
it appears that the mound build- 
ers were very well acquainted 
with the use of copper. They 
do not, however, seem to have 
possessed the secret of giving it 
any extraordinary degree of hard- 
ness. The axes above described 
were found upon analysis to be 
pure i-opjier, — unalloyed, to any 

perceptible extent by other 

metals. The hardness which 
they seem to possess, beyond the 
copper of commerce, is no doubt 
due to the hammering to which 
they w ere subjected in their man- 
ufacture. As already observed, 
the metal appears to have been 
worked, in nil coses, in a cold 
state. This is somewhat remark- 
able, as the fires ujton the altars 
were sufficiently strong in some 
instances to melt down the cop- 
per implements and ornaments 
deposited upon them, and the 
fact that the metal is fusible could 
hardly have escaped notice. 

It has already been suggested, 
upon the strength of the fuct.lhat 
some ol the specimens of copper 
obtained fiom the mounds have 
crystals of silver altuched to 
them, that n part of the supply 
of the ancient people was ob- 
tained from the shores of Lake 
Superior, where- alone this pecu- 
liar combination is known to ex- 
ist. The circumstance that the 
mound axes are made ol unalloy- 
ed copper, does not affect this 
conclusion, for a large proportion 
of the tm ive metal found at this 
locality is pure. The conclusion 
is further sustained by the amount 
of the metal extracted from the 
mounds, implying a large origi- 
nal supply. Besides numerous 
small pieces, some large fragments 
arc occasionally discovered. One 
of these, weighing twenty-three 
pounds, and from which portions 
hod evidently been cut, was 
found a few years since near Chil- 
licothe. Still it does not appear 
that copper was sufficiently abun- 
dant to entirely supersede the 
use of bone and stone implements, 

• •• 'I lid copper axes of the Pertmans dif- 
fer very lettle in shape from ours; and it ap- 
pears that these were implements with which 
they performed most of their works. They 
were of various shapes snd signs, the edge of 
some is more circular than others, and socoe 
have a concave edge.”— LU«a, col. 1 p M3. 

f It is asserted by the Portugese chronicler 
of l)e Solo’s ill-fted expedition, that copper 
hatchets were found in possdeion of some of 
the Indian tulies along ihe Gulf, “ which were 
said 10 have a mixture of Gold.” These, tbs 
Spaniards were told, were obtained in • prov- 
ince luwaids ihe north called CAitca “ whore 
there was a smelling of copper, sod of another 
metal of the same colour save thsllt wgs much 
finer and far better to the sight, which ^ they 
used not so much, because it was solter." The 
Spaniards did nor visit the province of Lhuca ; 
as they were informed high mountains inter- 
vened, which could not be passed with horses. 
This, it is believed, is the only account of tbs 
kind oourring north of Mexico.

Agreeing with this hypothesis 
is the fact that throughout all 
northern Europe and Asia the 
skeletons of elephants and other 
animals peculiar to the tropics are 
found in vast abundance.

This carcass, previous 
to the abrasion of the ice, was im- 
bedded several hundred feet be- 
neath the surface of snow and ice, 
where it had been left at the abat- 
ing of the waters of the deluge, 
frozen by the first frosts, and cov- 
ered by the first snows ever wit- 
nessed on the earth.

THE FISHERIES. 

The present season has been 
very unfavorable to the taking of 
fish. The vast amount of ice 
which formed last winter has

The weakness, corruption, and 
poltroonery which overshadow 
the judicial, legislative, and ex- 
ecutive departments of our city 
government, breed crime faster 
than the richest bed of compost 
can raise mushrooms. Give us 
just and competent local legisla- 
tors and magistrates, a powerful, 
fearless, incorruptible police, and 
let abuse of all kinds be put down 
with an impartial arm. Give our 
glorious system of public educa- 
tion this aid, and let us see what 
it will do. Root out the tares, 
and afford the good seed a chance 
to yield its harvest.” 

gjSgr” This is precisely the view we have 
had of the matter for a long time. Education 
alone will never abolish, or even diminish vice. 
When the unrighteous rule the people are cor- 
rupted. The only panacea for the ills that are 
now praying upon society, is a righteous gov- 
ernment. Not merely laws just of themselves, 
but an administration of them by men who 
really enter into the spirit of the system, and 
honestly seek to enforce the entire law as it is, 
and nothing short of it will prevent a growth 
of crime among an enlightened people. There 
is probably no country on earth where the law 
is as much despised as in the United States, 
where education is the most general. Certain- 
ly there is none where the criminal calendar is 
as large, and none Where the ehaace of escape 
from just punishment is grearer. 

The theory of American republicanism is, 
that the rulers being chosen by the whole peo- 
ple, the governed will seek just and upright 
men for their own safety and security. But in 
practice men who are most entangled in the 
daw do not always find safety and security in 
-an upright administration of just laws. Quite 
as often vicious legislation and a lax and cor- 
rupt administration is the only security of 
those who can control the elections. 

The democatic principle does not stop at 
putting good and bad men on a level. In the- 
ory they are equal before the law, because 
each has one vote. But in practice a vicious 
.man may resort to many devices to obtain 
votes for his favorite candidate which no hon 
est man could for a moment think of. 

Consequently it has happened in several in. 
stances, particularly in the United States, that 
bands of blacklegs have succeeded in getting 
the entire control of a county and electing all 
the officers from among themselves. 

But the more common abuse is that large 
bands of corrupt men, led by shrewd scamps, 
obtain a position where they hold the balance 
between political parties, and will invariably 
defeat any bet of candidates for office, who are 
inimical to them. Men of respectability and 
ordinarily honest intentions are thus compelled 
to wink at their vices or retire in disgrace and 
defeat from public preferment. 
f jJBy this means the worst offenders exercise 
j* ktpd of self protecting power over the gov- 
ernment of all the large cities. Some of their 
'Creatures are invariably quartered on] the police 
department and become spies of thieves, burg- 
lars, counterfeiters upon theministersofjustice 
and keep their employers advised of all ap. 
proaching danger. 

An elective judiciary has aggravated those 
evils in many ways. Powerful interests and 
combinations, having interests likely to be in- 
volved in litigation, will find means of prob- 
ing the intentions of judicial as well as politic- 
al candidates, and the votes they control will 
be cast accordingly. Heretofore the stream of 
•corruption has followed with steadily increas- 
ing volume, but the flood-gates are opened. 
Wo betide the poor and the penniles when the 
jopulent and the unscrupulous go to law a- 
gainst him. 


HORRID MASSACREE BY 
SAVAGES. 

A Maulmain paper contains 
an account of a shocking massa- 
*ere,and the destruction of vessels, 
at one of the Nicobar Islands, de- 
tailed in an affidavit made before 


the assistant-eommissioner of the 
Tenasserim Provinces, on the 
13th of February, 1852, byMalim 
Sahio, a merchant, and master of 
the brig Safreena, who had pick- 
ed up, whilst lying off Non cowry, 
on the 20th of January last, 
floating on a log of wood, a Cer- 
ingee, named Soobooroyloo, who 
stated that he was one of a crew 
of forty-five men belonging to a 
Coringee craft. 

Before her cargo could be 
completed,she was surounded by a 
number of armed boats, whose 
crews boarded and carried her, 
and put most of her people to 
death ; that he saved his life by 
swimming to the shore ; but that 
he was taken and imprisoned by 
the natives upwards of two 
months. Soobooroyloo also states 
that his was not the only ship 
that had been attacked by the 
natives of Noncowry, for, after 
he had been a month on shore, 
an English barque came into the 
harbor formed by the Island of 
Noncowry, Camaratta and Trin- 
cutty, and anchored there. 

For four or five days a number 
of boats, more and more every 
day, went off to her ; at last one 
day Soobooroyloo saw her settle 
down and sink. Hei long boat 
came ashore full of Noncowry 
men; they brought with them a 
European lady and her child, a 
little baby not two years old. — 
For four days the poor lady was 
the victim of their brutal abuse, 
when death put an end to her 
sufferings ; and she. was no sooner 
dead than they hacked the child 
to pieces with their knives. — 
Before he left the island, Sooboo- 
royloo fell in with three men. — 
He found they were his country- 
men, Coringees, and they proved 
to be the remnant of the crew of 
the English barque. They told 
him that their vessel had been 
carried and scuttled by the sav- 
ages, who murdered the captain 
and his mate, and two other En- 
glishmen (passengers, it is pre- 
sumed) and after plundering the 
vessel, had brought thecaptain’s 
wife and his infant daughter away 
in the long-boat. They could 
not tell the name of the barque, 
but she was from Calcutta with 
a Lascar crew. 
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Indians. Amidst thf#||iavoc of 
plunder, the faithful lllpian man- 
aged to keep his fire burning in 
the estufa, and it was continued 
till a few years since, when the 
tribe became almost extinct. — 
Their devotions rapidly dimin- 
ished their numbers, until they 
became so few as be unable 
to keep their immense estufa 
(forty feet in diameter) replen- 
ished, when they abandoned the 
place and joined a tribe of the 
original lace over the mountains, 
sixty miles south. There, it is 
said, to this day they keep tlieir 
fire, which has never yet been 
extinguished. The labor,' of 
watchfulnes, and exposure to heat, 
consequent on this practice of 
their faith, is fast reducing this 
remnant of the Montezuma race ; 
and a few years all prob-

FAITHFULNESS TO A 
SUPERSTITION. 

Pecos, once a fortified town, 
is built on a promontory or rock, 
somewhat in the shape ot a foot. 
Here burned, until within seven 
years, the eternal fires of Monte- 
zumas, and the remains of the 
architecture exhibit in a prom- 
inent manner, the engraftment of 
the Catholic church upon the 
ancient religion of the country. — 
At one end of the 'short spur 
forming the terminus of the 
promontory, are remains of estufa ; 
(stove or furnace for preservation 
of the eternal fire) with all its 
parts distinct ; at the other are 
the remains of the Catholic 
church, both showing the dis- 
tinctive marks and emblems of 
the religions. The fires from 
the estufa burned and sent their 
incense through the same altars 
from which was preached the 
doctrine of Christ. Two relig- 
ions so utterly different in theory 
were here, as in all Mexico, blen- 
ded in harmonious practice until 
about a century since, when the 
town was sacked by a band of 


A SINGULAR CASE.

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TAHMIROO; 

OR, THE STARTLED FAWN. 

A TALE OF THE BED INDIANS. 

Tahmiroo was the daughter of 
one of the most powerful chief- 
tains of the Sioux Indians ; and 
she was the only being ever 
known to turn the restless old 
man from a savage purpose.— 
Something of this influence was 
owing to her infantile beauty; 
but more to the gentleness of 
which that beauty was the em- 
blem. Her’s was a species of 
loveliness rare among Indian girls. 
Her figure had the flexible graces 
so appropriate to protected wo- 
manhood in refined countries; 
her ripe pouting lip and dimpled 
cheek wore the pleading air of 
aggrieved childhood; and her 
dark eye had such an habitual ex- 
pression of timidy and fear, that 
the young Sioux called her the 
“ Startled Fawn.” 

I know not whether her fath- 
er’s \huo <1 Lutrta. or her own ap 
pealing beauty, was the most pow- 
erful cause of admiration ; cer- 
tain it is, Tahmiroo was the un- 
rivalled belle of the Sioux. She 
was a creature all formed for love. 
Her downcast eye, her trembling 
lip, and her quiet, submissive mo- 
tion, all spoke its language ; yet 
various young chieftains had in 
vain sought her affections ; and 
when her father urged her to 
strengthen his power by an alli- 
ance, she answered him only by 
her teare. 

This state of things continued 
until 17(>5, when a company of 
French traders came to reside 
there, for the sake of deriving 
profit from the fur trade. A- 
mong them was Floriiuond de 
Raney, a young, indolent Adonis, 
whom pure ennui had led him 
from Quebec to the falls of St. An- 
thony. Ilis fair, round face, and 
studied foppery of dress, might 
have done little toward gaining 
the heart of the gentle Sioux ; 
but there was a deference and 
courtesy in his manner which the 
Indians never pay to degraded 
woman ; and Tahmiroo’s deep 
sensibilities were touched by it. 

A more careful arrangement of 
her rude dress, an anxiety to 
speak his language fluently, and 
a close observance of European 
customs, soon betrayed the sub- 
tle power that was fast making 
her his slave. The ready vanity 
of the Frenchman quickly per- 
ceived it. At first he encourag- 
ed it with that sort of undefined 
pleasure which man always feels 
in awakening strong affection in 
the hearts of the most insignifi- 
cant. Then the idea that, though 


the was an Indian, she was a 
princess, and that her father’s ex- 
sensive lands on the Missouri 
were daily becoming of more and 
more consequence lb his ambi- 
tious nation, led him to think of 
marriage with her as a desirable 
object. His eyes and his man- 
ner had said this long before the 
old chief began lo suspect it, and 
he allowed the wily Fienclunan 
to twine himself almost as close- 
ly around his heart as he had 
around the more yielding soul of 
his darling child. * 

Though exceedingly indolent 
by nature, Florimond de Ranee 
had acquired skill in many grace- 
ful arts which excited the won- 
der of the savages. He fenced 
well enough to foil the most ex- 
pert antagonist ; and in hunting, 
his rifle was sure to carry death 
to the game. These accomplish- 
ments and the facility with which 
his pliant nation conformed to the 
usages of savage life made him 
an universal favorite, and at his 
request he was formally adopted 
as one of the tribe.

er. The marriage song was soon 
heard in the royal wigwam, and 
the young adventurer became the 
son of a king. Months and years 
passed on. and found Tahmiroo 
the same devoted, submissive be- 
ing. Her husband no longer 
treated her with the uniform gal- 
lantry of a lover, lie w as not 
often harsh, but he adopted . some- 
thing of the colduess und indiffer- 
ence of the nation he had joined.

GOSPEL 

( Continued. ) 

These apostles, however, did 
not pretend that God never had, 
at any former period of the 
world, any messengers who had 
been authorized to bring men 
into a state of salvation, and to 
proclaim the gospel to the world ; 
but on the contrary, Paul says, 
GaL iii. 9, the gospel was preach- 
ed unto Abraham. “And the 
scripture foreseeing that God 
would justify the heathen through 
faith preached before the gospel 
unto Abraham, saying, in thee, 
shall all nations be blessed.” — • 
Observe that he says that the 
gospel was preached unto Abre- 
ham. But.(Epb. 3, 4, 5, (.5, 8, 12) 
the apostle shows that the gospel 
was of a much earlier date than 
the days of Abraham : that it 
was before time, being devised 
in eternity, before the founda- 
tion of the world. “ Blessed be 
the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who hath blessed 
us with all spiritual blessings in 
heavenly places in Christ: ac- 
cording as he hath chosen us in 
lum before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him 
in love : having predestinated us 
unto the adoption of children by 
Jesus Christ in himself, accord- 
ing to the good pleasure of his 
will, to the praise of the glory of 
his grace, wherein he hath made 
ns accepted in the Beloved. — 
In whom also we have obtained 
an inheritance, being predestinat- 
ed according to the purpose of 
him who worketh all things af- 
ter the council of his own will.” 

We learn the following things 
from the above saying of the 
apostle. That the scheme of 
t^ungo ty which ne and LhfSaintfl 
at Ephesus were saved was de- 
vised in eternity before the foun- 
dation of the world. “Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in Christ 
before the foundation of the 
world.” 

2d. That they were to be the 
children of God, through adop- 
tion by Jesus Christ. “ Having 
predestinated us unto the adop- 
tion of children by Jesus Christ 
to himself.” 

3d. And all this according to 
his own purpose or scheme of 
things, (for what is a man’s pur- 
pose but his scheme of things,) 
by which he works all things 
after the council of his own will ? 
That is the same as to say, that 
the plan of life and salvation wich 
is called in the scriptures the 
gospel, was God’s own scheme 
or purpose, and that scheme was 
before the world was ; and that 
before God created man he pur- 
posed in- himself that mankind 
should become his sons through 
adoption^ by Jesus Christ, ami in 
no other way. 

II the apostle, hi the foregoing 
sayings, teaches any thing, it is, 
that the gospel, or scheme of life 
and salvation which is the same, 
was from before the begining, 
and that from the creation of the 
world, God had hut the one way 
of saving men ; and that all who 
were saved, were to be saved in 
the same way ; and this God had 
decreed, purposed, and predes- 
tinated, and by this eternal 
scheme of things were accom- 
plished according to the will of 
God, and this decree, will, and 


purpose, was before the founda- 
tion of the world. 

Now let the truth of what the 
apostle here says be admitted 
and the result is, that the same 
scheme of tilings by which the 
Ephesians were saved, was the ! 
same by which all others who 
are to be redeemed, were saved. 
And if the same scheme of things, 
then the same ordinances were j 
obeyed by all : for if Paul ad- 
ministered ordinances, that were 1 
not administered to nil who are 
to be redeemed, then they were 
not saved by the same plan of 
salvation; for where there is a 
difference it matters not how 
small the difference is. die things I 
thus differing are not the same, | 
and it follows of necessity that if 
Paul baptized for the remission ; 
of sins, all others who are saved 
must have been baptized also for 
(he same purpose, or else, they 
were Hot all saved into (ho same 
gospel or plan of salvation : and 
if the plan of salvation taught by 
Paul required men to be born of 
the water, ami the spirit in order 
that they might enter into the 
kingdom of heaven, so the same 
must have been required of all 
since the foundation of the world, 
or the plan of salvation has not 
been the same, and if so, Paul's 
testimony is not true. 

I conclude that there arc no 
people on earth who believe in 
the plan of salvation, or gospel, 
as set forth in the scriptures, but 
who believe also, that all who 
will ever be saved, will be saved 
by virtue of the sacrifice ol Jesus 
for this is what was taught by 
prophets and apostles, as far, at 
least, as we have knowledge of 
their teachings: they nil tosiili- 
ed of Jesus, and had knowledge I 
of his coming into 'the world,' in 
order that he might save it. — 

Abraham saw his day and when 
he saw it was glad. John kiii. 
5<>, The Saviour says to the Jews 
“ Had ye believed Moses, ye 
would have believed me ; for he 
wrote of me.” John v. 4<>. And 
the author of the epistle to the 
Hebrews says of Moses “ that he 
esteemed the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures 
in Egypt.” John xi. 2*2-27.— 
By faith Moses, when lie was 
born, was hid three months ol 
his parents; because they saw 
that he was a proper child ; and 
they were not afraid ol the king's 
commandment. By faith Moses 
w hen he was come to years, re- 
fused to be called the sou of Pha- 
raoh’s daughter; choosing rather 
to suffer affliction with the people 
of God ; than to enjoy the plea- 
sures of sin for a season : esteem- 
ing the reproach ol Christ great- 
er riches than the treasures in 
Egypt; for he had respect unto 
the recompense of reward.” 

It cannot be a matter of dis- 
pute, that these men were made 
acquainted with the mission ol 
Christ into the world, and it so. 
they wen* acquainted with tin- 
gospel or plan of eternal lit’, 
which Paul says, was before the 
foundation of tile world. But in 
order that we may have a clear 
view of this matter let us inquire, 
what it was that was proclaimed 
to the world, which is called the 
gospel : for be that what it may, 1 
it is God’s plan of saving men : 
for Paul savs that the gospel i- 
the power of God unto salvation 
to all men that believe. 


See Romans i. If*. “For am 
not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God 
unto salvation, to every one that 
believeth: to the Jew first, nd 
also to the Greek.” So let the 
proclamation be what it may that 
was made to the world, by di- 
vine authority, that the inspired 
men called the gospel, that proc- 
lamation was the only thing which 
c u Id save any person of th hu- 
man family, and that was the 
thing which existed before the 
foundation of tho world, the pur- 
pose, or the scheme of things, 
which was divised in eternity, 
through which purpose of his 
own will God designed to save 
them that believe. 

This proclamation, is set forth 
so clearly in the scriptures, that 
none need mistake it, not only 
in the commission given to tile 
twelve after the resurrection of 
Jesus from the dead : hut in dif- 
ferent ol the epistles, so that the 
enquirer alter truth on this point, 
need not he mistaken. It is so 
manifest, that it would require 
a good deal of ingenuity to ren- 
der it so obscure that a person 
could not set* it at the first read- 
ing: a person must be greatly 
blinded bv tradition, who cannot 
see it if he reads his bible once 
through with any degree of 
attention.

BLOODY MILK. 

I noticed in your paper ol the 
1st i list, an inquiry for a remedy 
for “bloody milk.” It is not an 
uncommon disease, and is not 
difficult to remedy. My plan is 
as follows : Take three or four 
pieces of the dried root of “ gar- 
get,” as it is commonly called ; 
pulverise it and mix with-* quart 
or two of bran or Indian meal, 
and give it to the cow. If she 
has been used to messing, she 
I will eat it readily. Administer 
the like mess to her every fourth 
I or fifth day, till the symptoms 
( disappear, which will be the case 
I in two weeks, or less. It you 
cannot readily procure the root 
in a dry state, dig up the green 
root and cut it into pieces about 
(our or five inches in length, and 
with a piece of thread coniine it 
to the root. Cram it into the 
cow’s mouth and hold her with 
1 her nose elevated till she chews 
I and swallows it. In its green 
! state it requires adout double 
' what would be required when 
|drv. It is an infallible cure for 
almost every disease of the glans 
1 of either horned catt le or horses. 

The same remedy, if seasonably 
applied to horses which have 
been afflicted with what is com- 
monly called the horse ail, hav- 
ing the glands about the throat 
tumelied in consequence of a 
want of suppuration, would save 
hundreds of horses yearly from 
that fatal disease called the glan- 
ders. I have watched the favor- 
able i* fleets of that valuable root 
upon the diseased glands of cows, 
oxen and horses, with the highest 
gratification, for more than half 
a ee'iturv.

GEOLOGY. 

BY I’ROF. HITCHCOCK. 

All correct reasoning in the 
natural sciences is based upon the 
uniformity of nature’s operations. 
Laws of nature are merely the 
modes in which the powers of 
nature act ; and onr belief in the 
Constancy of these laws rerts up- 
on the observed fact, that under 
the same conditions nature al- 
ways operates in the same way. 
We are hence led to seek for 
the causes of geological phenom- 
ena, in tho agencies which we at 
present see iu operation. Since 
the discussion of the Wernerian 
and Hultonian views, and the 
general reception of the latter, 
it has; been an admitted principle 
in Gbology, that existing rocks 


iron in chemical solution, winch 
it deposits when passing through 
layers of sand and gravel, ce- 
menting them firmly together. — 
It hits also been proved by ex- 
periment, that pressure alone is 
capable of making particles of 
dry sand adhere with considera- 
ble tenacity. When, therefore, 
strata of great thickness have 
been piled upon each other, the 
immense pressure to which the 
lower strata would be subjected, 
would be sufficient to form the 
most compact sandstones. Inter- 
nal heat, whose existence is evino 
j ed by earthquakes nnd volcanoes, 

! is probnbly the most important 
agent in the solidification of 
strata. 

Examples of the formation of 
limestone rocks, which constitute 
so large a portion of the earth’s 
crust, may he seen in the deposi- 
tion of carbonate of lime iit the 
bottoms of lakes and seas where 
mineral springs abound, as is the 
case in many parts of Italy ; also 
iu successive layers of tho shells 
of molluscous animals in which 
the ocean abounds ; but especial- 
ly in the extensive coral forma- 
tions of (lie Pacific nnd Indian 
oceans. The microscope has re- 
vealed the 


of agencies still operating, and 
tlmt the process of formation of 
nearly every class, is still going 
on. This principle, we jiropo.se, 
in the present article, briefly to 
illustrate. 

Our winter frosts, our summer 
showers, our mountain rivulets, 
we see all actively at work, wear- 
ing away existing rocks, and con- 
verting them into the detritus 
which is borne along by our hug- 
er rivers, and deposited, in inun- 
dations, along their banks, or 
carried to their mouths, there to 
form new deltas or islands. As ; 
this detritus varies in quantity 
jind mineral character at different 
times, according to the activity 
of the agencies which have pro- 
duced it, anti the nature ol the 
rocks of which it has been 
formed, so do the successive 
deposits vary in thickness and 
mineral constitution. 

In these deposits are also found 
envelojied greut numbers of shells 
and skeletons of land animals. — 
The amount of detritus carried 
down by different rivers, varies 
greatly, as is strikingly seen on 
comparing the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. The waters of 
the former, above their junction, 
are comparatively clear, while | 
those of the latter are almost | 
■opaque, in consequence of the sand 
and mud which they contain. 

It is estimated tlmt the Rhine, 
a comparatively small stream, car- 
ries down four hundred and fifty 
tons daily. By this means, in 
process of time, have the Neth- 
erlands been formed. The amount 
.carried down by such streams as 
the Ganges and Amazon, is im- 
mensely greater. The latter is 
said to muddy the sea water three 
hundred miles from its mouth, 
ami it is well known that the 
Wouth of the Nile is several miles

Let it not be inferred, from 
what has been said to prove the 
identity of the past and present 
geological agencies, that they are 
believed to have operated at all 
times with equal intensity, for as 
their action even now varies from 
year to year, so doubtless has it 
varied from period to period of 
the earth's history. 


vnderful fact, that 
chalk and many other limestone 
rocks, are almost exclusively 
composed of innumerable shells 
of minute infusoria. These rocks 
need only to be subjected to 
certain degrees of heat to be con- 
verted into pure granular marble. 

If. then, our j»resent rocks have 
been formed at the bottom of the 
ocean, as would appear from what 
has been stated, how have they 
become dry land ! What forces 
are at present iu operation, at nil 
adequate to upheave (hem from 
their ocean bed and form them 
into continents ? The subterra- 
nean forces which can produce 
such earthquakes anil volcanoes 
as have occurred within historic 
times, and are even yet occurring, 
need scarcely to be increased in 
intensity to be able to raise not 
only the bottom of the ocean to 
a level with existing continents, 
bat even to elevate it to tho 
lieighth of our highest mountains.

TLLJi ACRKi AND THU lUAUMh 
[Ths Hon. Mr. Florence, of Pennsylvania, 
in his speech ia fsvor of the Homestead Law, 
when pending before the House of Keprosen* 
lalires, introduced the following •Inking po- 
em, from the pea of Dugganne :] 

*» The earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof,”

GOSPEL 

( Omlinucd. ) 

When the Saviour gave com- 
mission to the apostles alter his 
resurrection from the dead, he 
said unto them, as recorded by 
Matthew, xxviii. 1(1-20: “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Iloly Ghost: teach- 
ing them to observe all things, 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you : and lo, I am with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the 
world. Amen” 

Mark gives the following ac- 
count of the commission given to 
the apostles, xvi. 15, 16, 17, IS. 
“And he said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. — 
He that believeth and is baptiz- 
ed, shall be saved ; but he that 
believeth not, shall be damned. 
And these signs shall follow 
them that believe ; in my name 
shall they cast out devils ; they 
shall speak with new tongues ; 
they shall take up serpents : and 
if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them ; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.” 

L«ke records thus, xxiv. 45, 
46,47. “Then opeued he their 
understanding, that they might 
understand the scriptures, and 
said unto them, Thus it is writ- 
ten, and thus it behoved Christ 
to suffer, and to rise from the 
dead the third day : and that re- 
pentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name 
among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem.” 

In the second chapter of the 
Acts of the apostles, we have ac- 
count of their first acting on their 
commission, and of their making 
proclamation at Jerusalem: as, 
according to the Savior’s com- 
mand they were to begin at Je- 
rusalem, so they did, and the ac- 
count of that memorable day Is 
recorded by Luke, in the second 
chapter of Hie Acts of the apos- 


tles; 87th and 88th verses. Af- 
ter Peter, who was the speaker 
on that occasion, had convinced 
many of the Jews that they had 
crucified the Lord of glory, the 
people cried out, and said to him? 
and the rest of the apostles, “men 
and brethren, what shall we do ? 
Then Peter said unto them rc-4 
pent and be baptized every one 
of you iu the name of the Lord 
Jesus for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of 
the J loly Ghost : for the promise 
is unto you and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off; even 
as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” Let us put this ac- 
count together, and we will have- 
something exceedingly plain. — 
Matthew says that they were to 
go and teach all uaiious, baptiz- 
ing them, with the promise that 
the Lord should be with them 
untill the cud of tho world. — 
Mark tells wlmt the teaching, 
mentioned by Matthew consisted 
iu ; that is, preaching the gospel, 
which he says they were to do to 
every creature in all the world, 
and to baptize them that behove, 
with a promise that the persons 
thus baptized should he saved : 
aud also that signs should follow 
them that believe. Matthew 
says that they should go and 
teach all nations. M«i4t says that 
they should preach the gos- 
pel to every creature in nil the 
world. So that there is no - dit- 
lercnce as to the extent ol the 
commission given to the apostles. 
Mathew says that the I^ord should 
be with them even to the end of 
the world, and Mark says that 
signs should follow them that 
believe. This doubtless was 
what Matthew meant by the 
Lord being with them till the 
end of the world ; that is, by 
confirming the word with signs 
following. They both say that 
the people were to be baptized ; 
but neither of them tell us wlmt 
they were to be baptized for ; 
only Mark says that the baptized 
should be saved. Luke throws 
some light on this subject : that 
is that repentance and remission 
of sins should he preached among 
all nations. This compared with 
what Peter said on the day of 
Pentecost, makes this part of the 
commission very plain. He tells 
them to repent and be baptized 
every one of them iu the name 
of the Lord Jesus, for tho remis- 
sion ot sins, and they should re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
Mark says, that lie that believeth 
and is lmptized shall be saved. — 
Peter says that lie shall receive i ! 
the gift of the Holy Spirit. Mat- 
thew says that the Savior promis- 
ed to be with his disciples al- 
ways, even unto the end of tin 
world. Mark says that signs 
were to follow them that believe. 
These two accounts, when put 
together, amount to this: the 
Lord promised to he with them, 
in all confirming the word to the 
believers by signs. Let us now 
put the whole account together, 
and see precisely what it was, 
that these men proclaimed to the 
world. 

First they were to go into all 
the world, nnd teach the gospel 
to every crentnre, in the world. 

Second those who believed 
their proclamation, and repented 
of their sins, they were to bap- 
tize in i he name <sf the Father 


and of theftoft, and of the Hpiilt, 
for the remission of their sins, 
with this promise, that they 
should receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit, and prophesy, see 
visions, and dream dreams, and 
that in addition to these, signs 
should follow them — in the name 
of Jesus they should speak with 
new toungs, they should take up 
serpents, and if they were to drink 
any deadly thing, it should not 
hurt them : they should lay hands 
upon the sick and they should 
recover : and to finish the whole 
of the promises made to them, 
the Lord was to lie with them, 
and they should be saved. Seven 
things comprise the whole of the 
items of command and promise 
which (hoy were to deliver to 
the world : First, faith — Second, 
repentance — Third, baptism — 
Fourth, remission — Fifth, the gift 
of the Holy Spirit— Sixth, power 
— Seventh, salvation and eternal 
life. 

Let the reader compare Mat- 
thew xxviii. 10, 2", with Mark, 
xvi. 15, 16, 17, 18, — Luke xxiv. 
•15, 46, 17, '18, with the second 
chapter of the Acts of the apos- 
tles aud lie will be enabled to 
see aud understand the npostolic 
commission without either priest 
or comnientntov. 

Let it he particularly under- 
stood, that w hen the apostles 
spake of the gospel, that it was 
this scheme of things to which 
they alluded ; for this was wliat 
they proclaimed, nnd this was 
wlmt all the ancient saints be- 
lieved, and received, and by 
which they w*re distinguished 
from all other people. When 
Paul says that if we, or an angel 
from heaven preach any other 
gospel than that which we have 
preached, let him be accursed ; 
or if any man preach any other 
gospel than that which you have 
received let him be accursed, it 
is to the above mentioned pro- 
clamation, lit’ alludes ; for this is 
what he preached, and this is 
what the Galatians had received 
— not a i«irt of it, but the whole 
of it — not one, or two or three, 
or four, or five, or even six items, 
nnd the other one left ; but all 
seven, or else they would not 
receive the gospel Paul preached, 
and which the Galatians received, 
but another, which would not be 
another, but n perversion ol the 
gospel of Christ. 

There never ought to be a 
dispute in the world about w hat 
the gospel is among tliase who 
profess a belief in the bilile; for 
if it is not told in the sciiptures 
plainly, and without leaving it a 
matter of contention, (he biblc is 
not a safe guide, neither conld 
| any thinking man trust his salva- 
tion on its teaching, unless they 
were easily understood: for if 
the gospel is designed for the sal- 
vation of all men, it certainly 
ought tube very plain; for there 
arc a great many in the world 
w ho cannot understand any thing, 
unless it is very plain and easy of 
understanding. There is no sub- 
ject ever addressed to the under- 
standing of man, that needs to 
lie so plain aud easy of compre- 
licusiou as the gospel, if we may 
credit the persons who have pro- 
raulged it- They profess to have 
Imd a commission to proclaim it 
to every creature iu all the 
world. 


In taking so wide a range, 
there would be many persons of 
very weak capacities, w ho arc 
not able to understand but very 
little, and that little must be ex- 
ceedingly plain, or else they 
would not be able to understand 
it. There is no person who suf- 
fers his mind to reflect on the na- 
ture and design of the gospel, 
but Will be led to see that it 
must be the plainest of all mes- 
sages ; for it was to effect every 
creature in all the world ; and 
if so, it must be suited, to their 
capacities to make it a scheme of 
mercy ami benevoleuce ; for if 
they could not understand it, it 
would be worse than folly to 
present it to them. This is one 
reason why so lew, either believe 
or embrace it. It is too simple 
nnd foolish, according lo their 
estimation, to he of any conse- 
quence to them. 

It was so considered in the 
days of the apostles who imme- 
diately followed the Savior ; 
and to such an extent did tills 
feeling prevail, that an apostle 
said, if a man would lie wise lie 
must become a fool : that is, to 
l»c wise, lie must believe and 
practise those things which the 
world considered the most perfect 
foolishness, and too simple and 
degrading, to be lielleved, by 
any rational being. And yet, 
notwithstanding its foolishness 
and simplicity, it lmd power to 
snvo them that believed : for, 
says the apostle, the, or. in other 
words, this foolishness of God, is 
wiser than men, and this weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men : 
“ For when, in the wisdom of 
God, the world by wisdom knew 
not God, it pleaded God, by the 
foolishness of preaching, to save 
them that believe.” 1 Gor. i. 

Or, by the foolishness of the 
gospel which he proclaimed, to 
save those that the world with 
all its wisdom, could not snve: 
for after all the wise men of the 
world had said, or could say, and 
all the wisdom they had or could 
get, with it nil, they could not 
know God. But the apostle, 
with the foolishness ol his prencli- 
ing, could make men acquainted 
with God. From what is said on 
this subject in the New Testa- 
ment, we can see that such was 
the contempt in which the gospel 
was held in that age of the world, 
that a man of talents or under- 
srnmling to profess to l«?lieve it 
and to receive it, was to expose 
himself to the certain contempt 
of the wise ones, so called — to 
expose himself lo their bitterest 
feelings and severest contempt; 
even to so great an extent ditl 
those feelings prevail, until they 
that killed them thought that 
they were doing God's service; 
John xvi. 16; doubtless thinking 
that they were knaves autl ras- 
cals, ami not fit to live. Sueli 
were the feelings which existed 
in the minds of the people, in the 
days of Paul, Peter, Juhu and 
Janies, iu relation t<> the gospel 
which they preached, nnd such 
are the feelings which prevail 
now, both concerning the gospel 
and those who receive it.

year, over 4,000 were u'pder 
twenty-one years of age ! And 
of these about 800 were between 
the ages of nine and fifteen ! 

Of the 2,400 thieves confined 
there, 1,100 were under twenty- 
one, and some 600 under fifteen. 

But hear Mr. Matsell on this 
subject, in his report of 1850: — 

“ Reports have been made to me from the 
Captains of (1 1) Fatrol Districts, from which 
it appears that tho enormous number of 2,955 
children are “engaged in these Wards alone, as 
above described, [i. e. in pilfering, prostitu- 
tion, begging and immoralities of the most 
loathsome description.] And of these Iwo- 
ihirdt are female t between eight and sixteen years 
of age ! This estimate, I believe, to be far 
short of the number engaged." 

Mr. Matsell then reckons up 
the various classes of vagrant 
children in this city, making the 
whole number about ten thousand .

who had no home, hut wandered about the | 
City in the daytime, and at night slept in su- 
llies, carts or elsewhere." — Tribune, June 12. 

Is our most Christian commu- 
nity aware df all this ? A mighty 
multitude growing up among us, 
of child-thieves and of prostitutes 
who are scarce out of their lead- 
ing-strings. Children, number- 
ing by the thousands, who have 
mi home, ami “ sleep in stables, 
or carts, or elsewhere;” w ho are 
without friends, except an occa- 
sional employer, selling them, 
body and soul, for gain; who 
were never in a school ; who do 
not know how to read; who nev- 
er heard of the Bible, and whose 
life is steeped in disgusting crime 
and pollution ? 

The writer of this lias been 
engaged of late in visiting our 
city prisons, and in giving his aid 
to those gentlemen who are In- j 
boring among this class of va- 
grant children — and lie had no 
conception before of the fearful 
extent of this evil. These young 
outcasts and vagabonds crowd 
every filthy lane and alley of the 
city; they infest the piers, till, 
though thousands of dollars are 
lost by their petty pilfering, nei- 
ther police nor owners can do 
anything against them : they fill 
the lowest cellars with their pre- 
cocious debauchery and drunken- 
ness ; the jails, station-houses and 
prisons are packed with them, 
till the Warden of the City Pris- 
on very sensibly says, in the re- 
port above quoted: ‘‘As it is 
now, the moral welfare of the de- 
linquents ami the interests of so- 
ciety would he better served by 
dismissing the charges against 
them than by placing them here 
under the instruction of able ami 
experienced professors of iniqui- 
ty.” 

We have seen girls, scarce 
fourteen years of age, festering 
with disease in the wards of the 
syphilitic Hospital of Blackwell’s 
Gland ; and each day boys and 
girls are brought on criminal 
charges before our Police Courts, 
who iu other grades of society 
would be still iu the nursery. 

Mr. Matsell informs us that one 
of the most common of the vile 
offenses of the city, and one which 
the Police regulations can sel- 
dom reach, is the employment, 
by old vil liana, of little girls, to |

GOSPEL 

( Continued. ) 

Since the coming forth of the 
everlasting gospel, contained in 
the book of Mormon, the very 
■ame feeling prevails among the 
would be wise ones. It is called 
a “ simple and a foolish mess !” 
too simple to be believed or re- 
ceived by any person of sense. 
And every man of that descrip- 
tion in the estimation of the 
world, must be a knave, say they; 
for surely they know better ; for 
any person of a spark of sense, 
must know that it is an imposi- 
tion. But notwithstanding all 
this tumult of words and great 
exertions, the persons who em- 
brace it in sincerity and truth, 
learn, as the saints of former 
years, that it has power to save; 
and that the foolishness of God is 
wiser than man, and the weak- 
ness of God stronger than men : 
God saves them that believe : 
And as this last proclamation has 
the same effect on the enemies 
ol God iu those days, as the for- 
mer proclamation had in the for- 
mer days, so this last proclama- 
tion has the same effect on those 
who receive it, ns the former iiad 
on those who received it, and 
the same fruit follows. They re- 
ceive the same spirit, and that 
spirit brings forth the same fruit, 
at one nge, that it did at another; 
and the same gospel will always 
secure the same blessings to those 
who receive it. 

Upon this subject there ap- 
pears to be something very strange 
to me, in the world ; it is this : 
all men who believe, or who pro- 


less to believe, in the goepel, say 
that as far as the gospel proposes 
eternal blessings, they will be 
enjoyed by all who receive it, 
but as to the blessings proposed 
to be enjoyed by the saints in 
the flesh, these are limited to a 
few individuals, or a few individ- 
ual churches. The fruits of the 
spirit which were brought forth 
in former days, notwithstanding 
they were the effects of receiv- 
ing the gospel, were limited to a 
small period of the world ; for 
though men reeeive the same 
gospel now, yet these fruits have 
ceased , but still the eternal bles- 
sings are the same : they will all 
get to the same heaven, and re- 
joice in the same glory. It mat- 
ters not how much they may dif- 
fer in this world, they will be all 
alike there. 

The great query with me is 
this, how can the gospel still have 
power to save in the kingdom of 
glory, since it has lost its power 
on earth ? Those who were sa- 
ved by it in former days, and 
made meet to be partakers of the 
inheritance of the saints in light, 
were made partakers of its power ; 
on earth ; and we have no ac- j 
count of its saving any in the 
heavenly kingdom, only those 
who were made partakers of its 
power on earth. But according 
to the opinions of the world, it 
has lost its power on earth, but 
still retains power sufficient to 
save men in the everlasting king- 
dom — this may be, but I must 
confess I have serious doubts a- 
bout it, and should not be sur- 
prised if it should be found, that 
those who never receive its pow- 
er on earth, should likewise fail 
of its glory in eternity. 

There is one thing necessary 
to know in order to have a cor- 
rect knowledge of the gospel : 
it is, that it was, is, and ever 
will be the same ; that it is as 
immutable as God himselfj or Je- 
sus the Savior, and that the goe- 
pel is the scheme of life and sal- 
vation; and there was not nor 
will not be any other, it is that 
sheme of things by which all 
who are now saved were saved 
by it. The apostle Paul, in his 
epistle to the Ephesians, i. from 
the 3d to the 11, gives us the 
following account of the scheme 
of life and salvation, which he 
promulged in his day to the gen- 
eration among whom he lived, 
and to whom the Lord sent him. 
“ Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath blessed us with all spiritual 
blessings iu heavenly places in 
Christ : according as he hath 
chosen us in him, before the foun- 
dation of the world, that we 
should be holy and without blame 
before him in love: having pre- 
destinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ to 
himself, according to the good 
pleasure of his will, to the praise 
of the glory of his grace, wherein 
he lias made us accepted in the 
beloved. In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, the 
forgivness of sins, according to 
the riches of his grace ; wherein 
be hath abounded towards ns in 
all wisdom and prudence ; hav- 
ing made known unto us the 
mystery of his will, according to 
his good pleasure, which he has 
purposed in himself; that in the 
dispensation of the fulness of 


times he might gather together 
in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth; even in him.” 

In the foregoing quotation the 
apostle gives us the order of 
things, which he proclaimed to 
the people of his day, which he 
said he had not received of man, 
nor by man ; but by revelation 
of Jesus Christ. Galations i. 1 1, 
12. 44 But I certify you brethren, 
that the gospel which was preach- 
ed of me is not after man : for I 
neither received it of man, neith- 
er was I taught it but l»y the 
revelation of Jesus Christ.” 

The account then which the 
apostle gives of the proclamation 
which he proclaimed to the world 
is that the same thing which he 
received by immediate revela- 
tion from Jesus Christ, was a 
scheme of things which had orig- 
inated in eternity, before the 
world was. “Blessed be the Got I 
and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hath blessed us with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus: according 
as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world.” 
Ephesians i. 3, 4. Having pre- 
destinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ, to 
himself. 5v. That is, before 
the foundation of the world. 

No language need be plainer 
than this, that is, that God before 
he framed the world, had laid 
the scheme of life and salvation, 
and before he formed Adam’s 
dust into man, he had predesti- 
nated that the human family 
should he made children to him- 
self, through Jesus Christ, and 
all this was fixed before the 
foundation of the world; and 
this is what Paul had revealed 
unto him to proclaim to the un- 
circumcision, as well as Peter to 
the circumcision. But it was in 
Jesus Christ that men were to 
be made children to God, or that 
God made children to himself 
out of the apostate race of men. 
“ He hath chosen us in him, in 
whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgive- 
ness of sins wherein lie hath n- 
bounded toward us, or in him he 
hath abounded towards us in all 
wisdom and prudence. - ' In all 
these instances it is in him, not 
out of him, that men are to re- 
ceive blessings, and to become 
sons of God. 

This is in jierfect accordance 
with what this same apostle says 
in the epistle to the Galations, 
when speaking of Abraham, and 
the gospel proclaimed to him, iii. 
8. “And the scripture, foresee- 
ing that God would justify the 
heathen through faith, preached 
before the gospel unto Abraham, 
saying, in thee shall all nations 
be blessed.” The promise to 
which the apostle nllmles is found 
in the book of Genesis xii. 1, 

3. “ Now the Lord lmd said 
unto Abraham,get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, 
and from thy father's house, unto 
a land that I shall shew thee of: 
and I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee and 
make thy name great ; and thou J 
slialt be a blessing ; and I will 
bless them that bless thee, and 
curse them that curse thee : and 
in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed. In x xii. 1;\ Id, 
17, 18 : the promise reads thus — 


“ And the angel of the Lord call- 
ed unto Abraham out of heaven 
the second time, and said, by 
myself I have sworn saith the 
Lord, for because thou hast done 
this thing, and has not withheld 
thy son, thine only son, that iu 
blessing I will bless thee, and in 
multiplying I will multiply thy 
seed ns the stars of heaven, and 
as the sand which is upon the 
sea-shore, and thy seed shall 
possess the gate of his enemies ; 
and in thy seed shall all the na- 
tions, of the earth be blessed : 
because thou hast done this 
thing.” 

In the former of these quotn- j 
tions it is said, that in thee shall 
all families of the earth be bless- 
ed. And in the latter that in 
thy seed shall all nations be 
blessed 

In the 2Sth chapter we have 
an account of the same promise 
being confirmed unto Jacob; for 
according to the declarations ofi 
the Psalmist David this promise 
was made unto Abraham, and 
by oath unto Isaac, and confirmed 
unto Jacob. Psalm, cv. S, 10. 
“Ho hath remembered his cov- 
enant forever, the word which he 
commanded unto a thousand gen- 
erations, [or the generations of 
the thousand years.] Which cov- 
enant he made with Abraham 
and his oath unto Isaac and con- 
firmed the same nnto Jacob for 
a law, and to Israel lor mi ever- 
lasting covenant.”

WEALTH OF GERMAN EM- 
IGRANTS. 

The emigration from Germany 
to this country, is increasing large- 
ly. Captains, recently at New 
York, state that all their, passen- 
gers have brought money, in coin 
and bills of exchange, ranging from 
$250 to $400 each. The arrival 
of German emigrants during the 
last three weeks, it is said, has 
added $2,500,000 to the circula- 
tion. These emigrants do not 
remain in New York, but seem 
to be well informed as to the 
point they ought to strike for; 
nnd accordingly they proceed 
without any unnecessary delay, 
to their destination. Of late 
years a German rarely, if ever, 
starts from his own country, with 
the intention of settling in America, 
without first informing himself 
as to the best locations ; and he 
is very well enabled to do this 
by the great pains taken hy his 
more intelligent countrymen, who 
have preceded him, in furnishing 
information through the medium 
-of books, often prepared for the 
press in this country and sent in 
MS. to their fatherland for pub- 
lication. This is a noble feature 
in the Geminn diameter. These 
sources of information are scat- 
tered broad cast, ami at very 
low prices over the land to assist 
the ignorant and unwary, and to 
point out the shoals and quick- 
sands that are not generally laid 
down in the printed maps of this 
country. Surely this is a labor 
of love, for which the emigrants 
cannot be too thankful. Wc can- 
not resist the pleasure of remark 
ing that a very large majority of 
our German emigrants are indus- 
trious, thrifty, and orderly peo- 
ple. It would be an almost 
endless task to sum up the good 
they have done to this land. — 
The wealth they bring is hut a 
•drop compared with the wenlth 
they produce. Their coming 
secures more gold than the mint 
of California ; for while the latter 
may become exhausted, the re- 
sults of continued labor never 
can be .

ROADS. 

The Senate ol the I'nited States 
have passed a bill for the con- 
struction of a Railroad from Zil- 
waukie, on Saginaw river, via. 
Grand Traverse liny, to .Mackin- 
ac, and granted towards the ex- 
pense of construction alternate 
sections six miles in width aloog 
the line of the road. 

Also for a Plankroad from 
Grand River to Mackinac : thence 
to Saut Ste. Marie; thence 
through the mineral region to 
the west line of the State, for 
which one mile in width is gran- 
ted. 

The construction of those two 
works is of great importance to 
the upper part of the State, and 
to the prosperity of nearly all its 
general interests. The mineral 
region, sufficient of itself for a re- 
spectable State, is secluded near- 
ly one half the year from all the 
world (or want of any more fea- 
sible means of travel than a dog 
train. And despite this draw- 
back, it is the most grow ing sec- 
tion of .the State. 

A plankroad from Grand river, 
touching the eastern head <>! 
Grand Traverse, and crossing the 
straits at Mackinac to the Saut. 
would open nil the country be- 
low lake Superior, and give it the 
advantage of constant intercourse.

A letter in the Richmond 
states that a few days a&*>, while 
several men were engaged in ] 
blasting out limestone aear 
Buchanan, Botetourt county, tlioy 
discovered a cave, with an en-' 
trance some six or eight feet in 
height, and upwards of one hun- 
dred long, with two apartments.

ENGLISH EMIGRATION 
MANIA. 

The London correspondent 
■the North American writes: — 

The emigration mania amongst 
Englishmen is equal, just now, to 
the mania amongst Americans 
when gold was first discovered 
in California. We have heard 
for many years of an ‘‘Irish exo- 
dus,” but there is now an English 
exodus. Englishmen are leaving 
their native land by every •vessel 
bound for Astralia. Fifty large 
ships are taking in cargoes in the 
London docks alone, for.., Austra- 
lia. Numerous vessels are about 
to leave Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Bristol, and other ports, for the 
same destination. 

The applications for passenger 
berths arc far beyond the ability 
of ship owners to supply ; and the 
consequence is that, so eager are 
persons possessing a little capital 
to get away to the new El Dora- 
do, large premiums have been 
paid to those emigrants who lmd 
pre-engaged berths. It is said 
that one ship left England last 
week with eight hundred emi- 
grants on board, and a crew of 
sixty persons! 

So numerous are the applica- 
tions for berths in Liverpool, that 
Messrs. Gibbs, Bright A Co., the 
present owners of the steamer 
Great Britain, have withdrawn 
that vessel from the American

DESTRUCTIVE INUNDA- 
T|ON IN GERMANY. 

The districts of Mulhauson and 
Heiligenstndt have been visited 
by a great calamity. The burst- 
ing of a waterspout caused such 
a sudden rise in the waters of 
'the Ustrut and other streams, 
that not only is the whole har- 
vest of the present year destroy- 
ed, bqt the fields are covered 
with stones and sand to such an 
extent that it will be impossible 
to bring them into cultivation 
for years to come. In a quarter 
of an hour the Unstrut rose 18 
feet above its usual level. The 
h>ss of life is not yet known, but 


it is feared it is considerable. — 
In Doingelsladt 1 1 bodies have 
been found, and nineteen persons 
are missing. In the district of 
Mulhausen above twenty persons 
are reported as having been 
drowned, and between twenty and 
thirty more suspected to have 
shared the same fate. The roads 
are every wheje destroyed, 
whole herds of cattle and sheep 
have peen lost and buildings have 
been so completely swept away 
that scarcely a stone of them re- 
mains. The full extent of the 
loss of life and damage to proper- 
ty has not yet been ascertained. 
The Provincial Government in 
Erfurt has despatched commis- 
sioners to the locality to make 
the necessary investigations. — 
Appeals are already made to the 
public for subscriptions in aid of 
the population of the district.

When this fact is stated, we ilo 
not feel that we have beenfuvor-| 
ed with any partiality whatever, j 
It is a simple naked fact, eslab- j 
I i shed by the records of the 
Courts of the State and the Un- 
ion. 

Neither do we claim exemp- 
tion from infamy on the excuse , 
that a few “graceless scamps 
ought not to taint our good in- , 
tent ions and good behavior.” We 
don’t keep graceless scamps in ( 
our communion. We cast them 
out when their scampishness is 
discovered. But the moment we 
cast one out, he is taken up by- 
others, and made a gentleman 
and a man too virtuous, too pure 
to abide our wickedness. This 
is so well understood that the vi- 
lest scamp on earth feels perfect- 1 
ly sure that he can get into the 
circles of good society by setting 
up as an ajvostate Mormon. And 
so he can for a few days. 

Among all the annoyances and ( 
vexations we are subjected to 
none is harder to bear ; none 
taxes our patience more than 
this: seeing one with a patroniz- : 
ing air, and jw onceit that he is 
doing us a tflht favor, represent- 
ing us nut quite «o held an our eu>- 
mi'M .toy, nnd not quite alone in 
the faults of the disturbances 
which have taken place here. If 
we have not iu the wljtde matter 
of the collisions kept the law at 
all times and in everything; if 
we have not endured w rong and 
violence patiently, beyond all pre- 
vious example, we consent to be 
all slain iu a body w ithout judge 
ar jury, as our brethren have be- 
fore us. 

In the matter of the tw o great 
prosecutions conducted against us, 
in which we have suffered in the 
aggregate years of imprisonment, 
and u loss of more money than 
Beaver Is'and would sell for, the 
principal actors were the highest 
and best men among us; and all 
who acted at all, acted with their 
advice. 

We wish it distinctly under- 
stood that we take the responsi- 
bility of the acts, and do not 
shirk it off on scamps, vagabonds 
or desperadoes. We have peril- 
ed our lives and sacrificed our 
property in enforcing the laws of 
the State and nation. And State 
and nation have prosecuted, ami 
endeavored to punish us for it. 

Not that they were positive | 
enemies to law and order. But 
there is a general aniinnsity 
against us. and for flint reason a 
very transparent lie is believed' 
against us, rather than a plain j 
and well authenticated truth in 
our favor. 

Givg us an oat and out enemy, 


rather than a faint frieud, whose 
best praise is that we are no 
worse than our persecutors. Ei- 
ther say we nave done precisely 
right, in the most difficult and 
li ving circumstances, and have 
successfully vindicated the integ- 
rity of the law, though it has nev- 
er been a shield to us; when 
more favored persons would have 
failed to do so, or leave us to our 
avowed enemies. If we must be 
calumniated, let it be by those 
who hate us. 

Dancing as an amusement is 
practiced here by some. Winter 
evenings it is quite common. — 
But so much evil speaking has 
been indulged in by those who 
practice it iheinselves, but think 
it sinful in the Mormons, that 
prudent and exemplary people 
will not nttend a dance where 
strangers are admitted. A pas- 
senger on a boat, no malter how 
well he may appear, unless con- 
nected with some decidedly re- 
spectable family here, may he 
sure that anv dance to which he 
is admitted is, to say the lenst of 
it, Utopian to us. 

The style ol dress called Bloom- 
er. or Turkish, originated here, 
nnd has generally been used for 
three years bv n majority of re- 
spectable Indies, though some 
have never adopted it. Besides 
a tew very excellent persons who 
never liked it, a number of indi- 
viduals hanging on the skirts of 
society are ever ready to display 
themselves before strangers with 
long dresses, in the hopes of 
thereby obtaining higher esteem 
among strangers than their good 
conduct has procured them among 
their neighbors. 

We apprehend the Chronicle’s 
correspondent fell among such; 
for certainly very few others 
would here attend a dance where 
strangers were admitted. Our 
courtesy has been construed for 
levity by too many well dressed 
villains. And the consequence 
is. that strangers can scarcely get 
access to society at all. 

SPURIOUS AND WORTH- 
LESS MONEY. 

Then* is at the present time an 
extraordinary quantity of spuri- 
ous, worthless and irresponsible 
paper afloat iu this immediate vi- 
cinity, and an uncommon effort 
appears to be making to get it 
off. 

We know of a single house, 
paving out money daily in con- 
siderable -u‘m«, which appears to 
make it a regular business to shove 
off a -portion of worthless funds 
in all it- payments. Mu-li of this 
uione\ goes to Indians who know 
i nlliing whatever of the value of 
nmnev. The outrage is unen- 
dtirri'-le. 

One bill, a 8'*, on the “Peo- 
ples’ Rank,” Patterson, N. Y., has 
been put off and redeemed at the 
Mime place four times, and has 
finally disappeared. Doubtless 
it has fallen into the hands of 
some luckless Frenchman, or In- 
dian from the shores, to be re- 
deemed no more. 

Indians come into this office 
daily to get their money exam- 
ined. Within a week past we 
have been obliged in more than 
a dozen instances to select out 
bills and tell them, o- 

nij-i-di'if The same bill, a vil- 
lainous counterfeit, fully describ- 
ed on tht? Detectors for three 



years past, was brought to us by 
two different Indians on two suc- 
ceeding days, each of whom had 
been paid off with it, and both 
returned it. 

We would willingly do any- 
thing that good citizens ought to 
do to punish those guilty of such 
criminal conduct. Hut it is us<* 
less to attempt it. If a prosecu- 
tion was commenced, the guilty 
parties would ask for and obtain 
empa/ht/ by saying that we want- 
ed to root them out because they 
are not Mormons. 

We know by bitter experience 
tlmt in this country a man prose- 
cuted bv the Mormons, though 
he may plead guilty, will he 
turned at large unpunished. The 
present officers would doubtless 
have more respect to (heir official 
oaths, but a new election is at 
hand, and we don't know what 
felon may lie entrusted with the 
administration ol legal justice. 

The only remedy to which we 
can resort is this expose, made 
with reluctance,- but in till frank- 
ness, and without exaggeration: 
and if the practice continues, 
warning the Indians against all 
paper money, without exception. 

Besides a great variety ol w'd 
countirhit-i and old worn hills on 
wild cut mid other broken banks, 
the issues of several individuals, 
in the similitude of bank mites, 
and of the unauthorized banking 
establishments in Chicago and 
Karine, are poured out in a llnotl. 

II business men, who speak the 
English language, see lit to take 
the latter class of funds, w e have 
nothing to say against it. Hut 
we cannot aid in gi\ iiig it curren- 
cy among Indians, w hose only 
defence against imposition is their 
cofulence in us. \\ e have no 
sufficient knowledge ol their lan- 
guage to tell them upon what a 
sandy foundation these institu- 
tions are built. We are obliged 
to tell them either that the mon- 
ey i' good, or that it i> bail: and 
in every instance where we 
would Hot ourselves be willing to 
pay gold lor the bills, and lav 
them by for future use, we shall 
tell them the latter. 

We have not sufficient knowl- 
edge of the Otehipwe to say, 
“ that is broken — that at a dis- 
count — and that an irresponsible 
issue, likely to Ini I at auv time. ” 
Our invariable answer is, and 
will he, to all such to- win o-nij i- 
* hiii . We can do nothing less 
without becoming t he iustrutm ni - 
ol gross fraud, and we prefer the 
well earned confidence ol all the 
Indian tr bes around us. to the 
friendship and assistance ol all 
the swindlers mi earth.

Me have ol late frequently 
been ollered the patronage ot 
divers friends, who are anxious 
to render us assistance in the 
work of making the Mormons a 
great and lmppy people. 

One class assuming that we 
have plenty o'l capital, but no 
knowledge of men and business, 
offer us to come and open shops 
lor trade, we luruisliing capital, 
buildings, Are, and receiving a 
small share of the profits, and 
assure us that they are not afraid 
to live among Mormons ; as you 
might expect an apprentice ol 
Van Am burgs to tell you lie was 
not afraid to sleep with’ a lion.

The rumora we have received here — and (hey 
amount to little elee as yet — are, that ihe Mor- 
mons hid to proreed over one hundred miles 
from the Bluffs, following up the north bank of 
the Platte, when the Indians commenced the 
levying of black mail by stealing into their 
camp at night and driving ofTlhetr cattle. This 
Was repeated sevral nights in succession,* hen 
at length one of the night guards fired upon and 
wounded an Indian. Finding that no more 
could be hoped from silent and stealthy rogue- 
ry, and exasperated «t the wound inflicted upon 
their comrade, the red men determined upon 
more decisive measures. According at thedead 
hour of midnight, when the whole Mormon 
emigration were sleeping in assured security 
in the valley of the Elk Horn River, the Indians 
charged on horseback into their midst, firing ar- 
rows and shooting guns at random, and yell- 
ing as if all pandemonium were let loose. 

The consternation of the emigt^ntg,- who 
knew little of savage habits, was very great, 
but they were driven by sheer necessity to a 
vigorous defence. So soon as the Indiana dis- 
covered that the camp was thoroughly aroused, 
they retreated as precipitately as they origin- 
ally charged, driving before them as many 
horses and oxen as they could. The rumor is 
that two of the emigrants were killed and sev- 
eral wounded.

One other remark of the Rough 
Notes calls for a passing note: 
u it would seem that the narrow 
escape some of the Mormons had 
about a year ago from the hal- 
ter of justice, has not produced 
a good effect on them.” 

We are aware, Mr. Cad wallader, 
that the Mormons tried in the 
United States District Court at 
Detroit, went to trial prejudged 
and foredoomed. And how nar- 
row their escape was from judi- 
cial murder , we know better than 
you. The opinion has been gen- 
erally expressed, both auiong 
our friends and enemies, that but 
for the uprightness of one man 
■we should have been utterly 
overwhelmed. 

Now you will remember they 
were indicted for robbing the 
United States mail, the 18th day 
of Feb., 18")1 — charged with go- 
ing out armed, in a body, and at- 
tacking the mail train on the ice 
in front of the Indian village, 
Garden Island. 

Now, Mr. Cadwallader, out of 
the some two hundred witnesses 
sworn on that trial, excepting the 
prosecutors themselves, not a 
min could be found who would 
say that he ever heard of the 
thing till the month of May fol- 
lowing. 

Mr. McKinley, the prosecuting 
assistant P. M. on that trial, swore 
upon his solemn oath, that the 
Mormons (the prisoners at the 
bar) did attack the mail train 
and attempt to take the muil ; 
and yet, upon his cross examina- 
tion, he testified that in April 
following, on the opening of nav- 
igation, he entrusted that same 
mail to the Mormons, to be car- 
ried to Mackinac, on the schoon- 
er Dolphin, owned and navigat- 
ed by the Mormons, and none but 
Mormons aboard ; and that every 
mail but one which he sent from 
the office for a period of right 
months, coming down to the com- 
mencement of that prosecution, 
he sent by the hands of the Mor- 
mons. There is not one man 
living within one hundred miles 
of here who believes that anv 
attempt was made on the mail, or 
ever believed it. 

Even Mc’Kinley acknowledg- 
ed, on his cross examination, that 
at his own instance a company 
of thirteen white men and thirlv- 
five Indians came to St. James 
the day following the affair at 
Garden Island, and had an inter- 
view with Mr. Strang, to remon- 
strate with him for the Mormons 
going there to arrest one Eri J. 
Moore on that occasion ; and that 
during an interview of three hours, 
attended with angry vituperation 
and threats against the Mormons, 
no one accused them of meddling 
with the mail. Not a soul men- 
tioned it at all. 

And these are a very few out 
of the hundred facts surrounding 
that prosecution, all showing that 
the charge was merely trumped 
up, without oue solitary fact on 
which to found it ; licked into 
shape like a new born cub, by 
an U. S. District Attorney, and 
supported solely and alone upon 
the oaths of winesses, paid for 
falsehood deeper than hell, out of 
public funds from the Treasury of 
the United States.

MOM A NCW HISTORY OF MOflMONISM, BY AN

( Cmtinued.) 

This sarcastic, but very earnest 
and emphatic address, was unan- 
imously adopted. The meeting 
adjourned for two hours, and a 
deputation waited upon Mr. 
Phelps, the Mormon editor, upon 
Mr. Partridge, the bishop, and 
upon the keeper of the Mormon 
store, and urged upon them the 
expediency of complying with 
these terms. The deputation re- 
ported to the meeting that they 
could not procure any direct an- 
swer, and that the Mormons wish- 
ed an unreasonable time for con- 
sultation upon the matter, not 
only among themselves in Inde- 
pendehce, but with Joseph Smith, 
their prophet, in Kirtland. It 
was therefore resolved, nem. con., 
that the Star Printingoffice should 
be immediately razed to the 
ground, and the types and presses 
secured. “ This resolution,” said 
the anti-Mormons, in an account 
of the occurrence published un- 
der their authority, u was with 
the utmost order, and the least 
noise and disturbance possible 
forthwith carried into execution, 
as also some other steps of a sim- 
ilar tendency, but no blood was 
spilled, nor any blows inflicted. 
The meeting then adjourned for 
three days, to give the Mormons 
an opportunity of considering what 
their fete was likely to be in case 
they should ultimately refuse to 
leave the county. 

The “ other steps of a similar 
tendency,” alluded to in this ex- 
tract, appear to have been the 
tarring and feathering of two 
Mormons. Phelps, the editor, 
managed to escape from the mob, 
but Partridge, the Mormon bish- 
op, and another Saint named 
Allen, were not so fortunate. — 
These two were seized, accord- 
ing to the established back-wood 
or Lynch fashion, stripped naked, 
tarred and feathered, and set 
loose. The Lieutenant-Governor 
of the State of Missouri, Lillmrn 
W. Boggs — a man who from

The public authorities of the 
State of Missouri, and, indeed, 
all the principal people, except 
those at Jackson County, were 
scandnlized at these lawless pro- 
ceedings, and sympathized with 
the efforts made by the Mormon 
leaders to obtain redress. The 
Attorney-General of the State 
wrote to say that if the Mormons 
desired to be re-established in 
their possessions, an adequate 
public force would be sent for 
their protection. He also ad- 
vised that the Mormons should 
remain in the State, and organ- 
ize themselves into a regular 
company of militia, in which case 
they should be supplied with 
public arms. 

Joseph was now on a danger- 
ous teritory, and chose twenty 
men for his body-guard, appoint- 
ing his brother Hyrum Smith as 
their onptain, and another broth- 
er, George Smith, as his armor- 
bearer. He also appointed a 
“general,” who daily inspected 
the little army, examined their 
fire-locks, and drilled them on 
the prairies. 

The people of Jackson County, 
by this time, were informed of 
Joseph Smith s arrival with his 
army. A deputation of them, 
who were in Clny County, to 
submit a proposal for the purchase 
of all the Mormon lands in Inde- 
pendence, no sooner heard that 
the Prophet was in tin 


discovered about three weeks 
afterwards by one Mr. Turtle.” 

At a popular election in 1838, 
at Gallatin, in Davis County, the 
oid ill-feeling having arisen with 
more lliuu its usual virulence, 
the mob would not allow any 
Mormons to exercise their privi- 
lege of voting ; and that a des- 
perate fight, in which two men 
were k i I led, and as many persons se- 
riously hurt, was the result. Both 
parties armed to defend them- 
= | selves, and carried on a guerilla 
warfare for several weeks. The 
cry was raised by the anti-Mor- 
uions, that there would be no 
peace in the country as long as a 
single Mormon was allowed to 
remain within it. 

Early in the September of that 
year, the mob assembled at a 
place called Millport, near Adam- 
Ou-Dialiman — “and,” to use the 
words of Hyrum Smith, “com- 
menced making aggressions upon 
the Mormons, taking away their 
hogs uud cattle, and threatening 
them with extirmination, or ut- 
ter extinction ; saying that they 
had a cannon, and there should 
be no compromise only ut its 
mouth : frequently taking men, 
women, and children prisoners, 
whipping them and lacerating 
their bodies with hickory withes, 
and tying them to trees and de- 
priving them of food until they 
were compelled to gnaw the bark 
from the trees to which they 
were bound, in order to sustain 
life ; treating them in the most 
I cruel manner they could invent 
or think of, and doingeverything 
they could to excite the indig- 
nation of the Mormon people to 
rescue them, in order that they 
might make that a pretext of an 
accusation for the breach of the 
law, and that they might the bet- 
ter excite the prejudice of the 
populace, and thereby get aid 
and assistance to cany out their 
hellish purposes of extirmination.” 

We continue the narrative as 
given in Hyrum Smith’s evidence: 

Immediately on the authentici- 
cation of these facts, messengers 
were dispatched from Far West 
to Austin A. King, Judge of the 


of the county to stand in constant 
readiness, night and day, to pre- 
vent the citizens from being 
massacred, which fearful situation 
they were exposed to every 
moment. 

“ It was on the evening of the 
30th of October, according to the 
best of my recollection, that the 
army arrived at Far West the 
sun about half an hour high. In 
a few moments afterwards, Cor- 
nelius Gillum arrived with his 
nrmy, and formed a junction. — 
This Gillum had been stationed 
at Hunter’s Mills for about two 
months previous to that time — 
committing depredations upon 
the inhabitants — capturing men, 
women and children, and carry- 
ing them off as prisoners, lacer- 
ating their bodies with hickory 
withes. 

“The nrmy of ‘Gillum’ were 
painted like Indians, some of 
them were more conspicuous than 
others, and were designated the 
red spots ; he, also, was painted 
in a similar manner, with red 
spots marked on his face, nnd 
styled himself the ‘ Delaware 
Chief.’ They would whoop, and 
hollow, and yell as near like In- 
dians as they could, and continu- 
ed to do so all that night. 

“In the morning early, the 
Colonel ot Militia sent a messen- 
ger into the camp with a white 
flag, to have another interview 
with General Doniphan. On his 
return he informed us that the 
Governor’s orders had arrived. — 
General Doniphan said that ‘ the 
order of the Governor was, to ex- 
tirminnte the Mormons; but he; 
would not obey that order, but 
General Lucas might do what he 
pleased.’ We immediately learn- 
ed from General Doniphan that 
‘the Governor’s order that had 
arrived was only a copy of the 
original, aud that the original 
order was in the hands of M.tjor- 
General Clark, who was on his

RISE AND FALL OF LAKE 
SUPERIOR.. •• 

There is a periodical rise and felV 
in the waters of this lake, well 
known to masters of-ve9sels and 
others who live at ports on its 
shores, and to account for which, 
many theories have been advanc- 
ed. The water commences, ris- 
ing above or below the Ste. Ma- 
rie Falls, in June every year, nnd 
continues to rise very gradually 
till the last of August, it then 
slowly falls till the following 
May, at which time it is at its, 
lowest ebb. The highest regu- 
lar flow is not mor, than three 
or lour feet. 

The most plnnsikle explanation 
that we have seen is the foUow- 
ing : — During the winter season 
there is no min in the region of 
the lake, it beinir situated in a 
liiitli northern latitude; and 
In nee, while its snpplie*. are nenr- 
ly all cut off, the rapids iff the 
Sle. Mar e are eoustati v least* . 
ini; its volume. The rails coni-t 
inenced and snow U-gins to melt 
about the 1st of April, and the 
immense basin of Like Superior 
become* gradually filled, laster 
than its outlet suffers the water 
to escajie. Thus the grent extent 
of the lake both prevents n sud- 
den rise nnd serves to prolong 
il aft'-r the immediate enuse has 
been removed. — /, S Journal.

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( Concluded. ) 

The first companies of Mor- 
mons commenced crossing the 
Mississippi on the 3d of Feb- 
ruary, 1846. They amounted to 
1,600 men„ women and children 
and passed the river on the ice. 
They continued to leave in de- 
tachments, or companies of sim- 
ilar magnitude, until July and 
August,- traveling by ox-teams 
towards California, then almost 
unknown, and quite unpeopled 
by the Anglo-Saxxjn race. 

The anti-Mormons asserted that 
the intention of the Saints was 
to excite the Indians against the 
commonwealth, and that they 
would return at the head of a 
multitude of the Red Skins to 
take vengence upon the whitee 
people for the indignities they 
had suffered. Nothing appears 
to have been further from the 
intentions of the Mormons. 
Their sole object was to plant 
their Church in some fertile and 
hitherto undiscovered spot, where 
they might worship God in their 
own fashion, unmolested by any 
other sect of Christians. 

But faith was not kept with 
the Mormons who remained in 
Nauvoo. Although they had 
agreed to leave in detachments, 
they were not allowed the neces- 
sary time to dispose of their prop- 
erty ; and, in September, 1846, 
the city was besieged by their 
enemies, upon the pretence, that 
they did not intend to fulfill the 
stipulations made with the people 
and authorities of Illinois. After 
a three days’ bombardment, the 
last remnant was finally driven 
out by fire and sword. The de- 
tails will be found in the follow- 
ing chapter. 

The following narrative of Col. 
Kane, who accompanied the Mor- 
mons from Nauvoo to the Salt 
Lake, has all the interest of a ro- 
mance. It was originally deliv- 
ered as a lecture before the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania, 
and is here reproduced from the 
American edition. 

A few years ago (said Colonel 
Kane), ascending the Upper Mis- 
sissippi in the autumn when its 
waters were low, I was compel- 
led to travel by land past the 
region of the Rapids. My road 
lay through the Half-Breed Tract, 
a fine section of Iowa, which the 
unsettled state of its land titles 
had apropriated ns a sanctuary 
for coiners, horse-thieves, and 
other outlaws. I had left my 
steamer at Keokuk, at the foot 
of the Lower Fall, to hire a car- 
riage, and to contend for some 
fragments of a dirty meal with 
the swarming flies, the only scav- 
engers of the locality. From 
this place to where the deep wa- 
ter of the river returns, my eye 
wandered to see everywhere sor 
did, vagabond and idle settlers; 
and a country marred, without 
beiug improved, by their careless 
hands. 

1 was descending the last hill- 
side upon my journey, when a 
land-scape in delightful contrast 
broke upon mv view. Half en- 
circled by a bend of the river, a I 
beautiful city lay glittering in 
the fresh morning aim , its bright 
sew dwellings, seen in cool, green 


gardens, ranging up around a 
stately domeshaped hill, which 
was crowned by a noble marble 
edifice, whose high, tapering spire 
was radiant with white and gold. 
The city appeared the cover sev- 
eral miles ; and beyond it, in the 
background, there rolled off a 
fair country, chequered by the 
careful lines of fruitful husbandry. 
The unmistakable marks of in- 
dustry, enterprise, and educated 
wealth everywhere, made the 
scene one of singular and most 
striking beauty. * 

It was a natural impulse to visit 
this inviting region. I procured 
a skiff, and rowing across the 
river, landed at the chief wharf 
of the city. No one met me 
there. I looked, and saw no one. 

I could hear no one move; 
though the quiet everywhere 
was such that I heard the flies 
buzz, and the water-ripples break 
against the shallow of the beach. 

I walked through the solitary 
streets. The town lay as in a 
dream, under some deadning 
spell of loneliness, from which I 
almost feared to wake it; for 
plainly it had not slept long. — 
There was no growing up in the 
pared ways ; rains had not en- 
tirely washed away the prints of 
dusty footsteps. 

Yet I went about unchecked. 

I went into empty work-shops, 
rope-walks, and smiths. The 
spinner’s wheel was idle ; the 
carpenter had gone from his work- 
bench and shavings, his unfinish- 
ed sash and casing. Fresh bark 
was in the tanner’s vat, and the 
fresh-chopped lightwood stood 
piled against the baker’s oven.— 
The blacksmith’s shop was cold ; 
but his coal heap, and ladling 
pool, and crocked water horn, 
were all there, as if he had just 
gone off for a holiday. No work- 
people anywhere looked to 
know my errand. If I went into 
the gardens, clinking the wicket- 
latch loudly after me, to pull the 
n»arygold8, heart’s-ease, and lady 
slippers, and draw a drink with 
the water sodden well-bucket 
and its noisy chain ; or, knocking 
off with my stick the tall heavy- 
headed daliahs and sun-flowers, 
hunted over the beds for cucum- 
bers and loveapples — no one cal- 
led out to me from any opened 
window, or dog sprang forward 
to bark and alarm. I could have 
supposed the people hidden in 
the houses, but the doors were 
unfastened ; and when at last I 
timidly entered them, I found 
dead ashes white upon the 
hearths, and had to tread a-tiptoe, 
as if walking down the aisle of a 
country church, to avoid rousing 
irreverent echoes from the naked 
floors. 

On the outskirts of the city 
graveyard ; but there was no re- 
cord of plague there, nor did it 
in anywise differ much from othei 
Protestant American cemeteries. 
Some of the mounds were not 
long sodded ; some of the stones 
were newly set, their dates recent, 
and their black inscriptions glossy 
in the mason’s hardly dried let- 
tering ink. Beyond the grave- 
yard, out in the fields, I saw, in 
one spot hard by where fruited 
boughs of a young orchard had 
been roughly tom down, the still 
auiouldermg remains of a bar- 
becue fire, that had been con- 
structed of rails from the fencing 


round it. It was the latest sign 
of life there. Fields upon fields 
of heavyheaded yellow grain 
lay rotting ungathered upon the 
ground. No one was at hand to 
take in their rich harvest. As 
far as the eye could reach, they 
stretched away — they sleeping 
too in the hazy air of autumn. 

Only two portions of the city 
seemed to suggest the import of 
this mysterious solitude . 

On the southern suburb, the 
houses looking out upon the 
country showed, by their splinter 
ed wood-work, and walls battered 
to the foundation, that they had 
lately been the mark of a destruc- 
tive cannonade. And in and 
around the splendid Temple, 
which had been the chief object 
of my admiration, armed men 
were barracked, surrounded by 
their stacks of musketry and 
pieces of heavy ordnance. — 
These challenged me to render 
an account of myself, and why I 
had had the temerity to cross the 
water without a written permit 
from a leader of their baud. 

Though these men were gen- 
erally more or less under the in- 
fluence of ardent spirits, after I 
had explained myself as a passing 
stranger, they seemed anxious to 
gain my good opinion. They 
told the story of the Dead City : 
that it had been a notable man- 
ufacturing and commercial mart, 
sheltering over 20,000 persons ; 
that they had waged war with 
its inhabitants for several years 
and had been finally successful 
only a few days before my visit, 
in an action fought in front of 
the ruined suburb ; after which, 
they had driven them forth at 
the point of the sword. The 
defence, they said, had been ob- 
stinate, but gave way on the 
third day’s bombardment. 

They boasted greatly of their 
prowess, especially in this battle 
as they called it ; but I discover- 
ed they were not of one mind as 
to certain of the exploits that had 
distinguished it ; one of which, 
as I remember, was, that they 
had slain a father and his son, 


boy of fifteen, not long residents 
of the fated city, whom they ad- 
mitted to have borne character 
without reproach. 

They also conducted me inside 
the massive sculptured walls of 
the curious Temple, in which 
they said the banished inhabit- 
ants were accustomed to cele- 
brate the mystic rites of an un- 
hallowed worship. They par- 
ticularly pointed out to me cer 
tain features of the building, 
which, having been the peculiar 
objects of a former superstitious 
regard, they had, as matter of 
duty, sedulously defiled and de 
faced. The reputed sites of 
certain shrines they had thus 
particularly noticed ; and various 
sheltered chambers, in one of 
which was a deep well, 'construc- 
ted, they believed, with a dread- 
ful design. 

Beside these, they led me to 
see a large and deep chiselled 
marble vase or basin, supported up- 
on twelve oxen, also of marble, 
and of the size of life, of which 
they told some romantic stories. 
They said the deluded persons, 
most of whom were emigrants 
from a great distance, believed 
their Deity countenanced their 


reception here of a baptism of re- 
generation, as proxies for whom- 
soever they held in warm affec- 
tion in the countries from which 
they had come. That here par- 
ents “ went into the water ” for 
their lost children, children tor 
their parents, widows for their 
spouse, and young persons for 
their lovers ; that thus the Great 
Vase came to be for them as- 
sociated with all dear and dis- 
tant memories, and was therefore 
the object, of all others in the 
building, to which they attached 
the greatest degree of idolatrous 
affection. On this account, the 
victors had so diligently desecra- 
ted it, as to render the apartment 
in which it was contained too 
noisome to abide in. 

They permitted me also to as- 
cend into the steeple, to see 
where it had been lightning- 
struck on the Sabath before ; and 
to look out, east and south, on 
wasted farms like those I had 
seen near the city, extending till 
they were lost in the distance. 
Here, in the face of the pure 
day, close to the scar of the 
Divine wrath left by the thun- 
derbolt, were fragments of food, 
cruises of liquor, and broken drink- 
ing vessels, with a brass drum 
and a Bteam-boat signal bell, of 
which I afterwards learned the 
use with pain. 

It was after nightfall, when I 
was ready to cross the river on 
my return. The wind had fresh- 
ened since the subset, and the 
water beating roughly into my 
little boat, I hedged higher up 
the stream than the point I had 
left in the morning, and landed 
where a faint glimmering light 
invited me to steer. 

Here, among the dock and 
rushes, sheltered only by the 
darkness, without roof between 
them and sky, I came t^pon a 
crowd of several hundred human 
creatures, whom my movements 
roused from uneasy slumber up- 
on the ground. 

Passing these on my way to 
the light, I found it came from 
a tallow candle in a paper funnel 
shade, such as is used by street 
venders of apples and pea-nuts, 
and which, flaming and guttering 
away in the bleak air off the wa- 
ter, shone flickeringly on the 
emaciated features of a man in 
the last stage of a bilious remit- 
tent fever. They had done their 
best for him. Over his head was 
something like a tent, made of a 
sheet or two, and he rested on a 
but partially ripped open old 
straw mattress, with a hair sofa- 
cushion under his head for a pil- 
low. 

His gaping jaw and glazing 
eye told how short a time he 
would monopolize these luxu- 
ries ; though a seemingly bewil- 
dered and excited person, who 
might have been his wife, seem- 
ed to find hope in occasionally 
forcing him to swallow awkward- 
ly sips of the tepid river water, 
from a burned and battered bit- 
ter-smelling tin coffee-pot. Those 
who knew better had furnished 
the apothecary he needed; a 
toothless old bald-head, whose 
manner had the repulsive dulness 
of a man familiar with death 
scenes. He, so long as I remain- 
ed, mumbled in his patient's ear 
a monotonous and melancholy 
prayer, between the paases of | 


which I heard the hiccup and 
sobbing of two little girls, who 
were sitting upon a piece of drift- 
wood outside. 

Dreadful, indeed, was the suf- 
fering of those forsaken obeings ; 
bowed and cramped by cold and 
sunburn, alternating as each 
weary day and night dragged on, 
they were, almost all of them, the 
crippled victims of disease. They 
were there because they had no 
homes, nor hospital, nor poor- 
house, nor friends to offer them 
any. They could not satisfy the 
feeble cravings of their sick: they 
had not bread to quiet the frac- 
tious hunger-cries of their chil- 
dren. Mothers and babes, daugh- 
ters and grand-parents, all of 
them alike, were bivouacked in 
tatters, waiting even covering to 
comfort those whom the sick 
shiver of fever was searching to 
the marrow. 

These were Mormons, in Lee 
County, Iowa, in the fourth week 
of the month of September, in the 
year of our Lord 1846. The 
city — it was Nauvoo, Illinois. — 
The Mormons were live owners 
of that city, and the smiling coun- 
try around. And those who had 
stopped their ploughs, who had 
silenced their hammers, their 
axes, their shutters, and their 
workshop wheels; those who 
had eaten their food, spoiled their 
orchards, and trampled under 
foot their thousands of acres of 
unharvested bread ; these were 
the keepers of their dwelling.*, 
the carousers in their temple, 
whose drunken riot insulted the 
ears of the dying. 

I think it was as I turned from 
the wretched nightwatch of which 
I have spoken, that I firet listened 
to the sounds of revel of a party 
of the guard within the city.— 
Above the distant hum of the 
voices of many, occasionally rose 
distinct the loud oath-tainted ex- 
clamation, and the falsely into- 
nated scrap of vulgar song : but 
lest this requiem should go un- 
heeded, every now and then, 
when their boisterous orgies strove 
to attain a sort of ecstatic climax, 
a cruel spirit of insulting frolic 
carried some of them up into the 
high belfry of the Temple steeple, 
and there, with the wicked 
childishness of inebriates, they 
whooped, and shrieked, and beat 
the drum that I had seen, and 
rang in charivaric unison their 
loud-tongued steamboat bell. 

They were, all told, not more 
than six hundred and forty per- 
sons who were thus lying on the 
river flats. But the Mormons in 
Nauvoo and its dependencies had 
been numbered the year before 
at over twenty thousand.— 
Where were they? They had 
last been seen, carrying in mourn- 
ful train their sick and wounded, 
halt and blind, to disappear be- 
hind the western horizon, put* 
suing the phantom of another 
home.

sily come at and understood. 

Our reply is — The “Three 
Master” (Schooner Emmlin) was 
hauled up here at St. James in 
December last, and has been ly- 
ing -on the stocks here from that 
time until the 22iul of Juncinst., 
and is at this writing (£Gth) lying 
here in the llabour, her sails not 
having yet been bent on. 

For the truth of this statement 
we refer all persons interested to 
the officers ol the st am rack- 
ets, Lady of the Lake, 0 6 dens- 
burgh, Michigan ; and Wisconsin, 
of the Ogdensburgh lino, the 
Bucephalus, Gen. Taylor and 
Sciota otthe Buffalo and Chicago 
line, the Morton, .Michigan, <S. Hen- 
drick Hudson of the Green Bay 
and Buffalo line, the Columbia c! 
Green Bay and Mackinac, all of 
whom have stopped here regular- 
ly during the season ; and very- 
few of whom could have failed to 
observe the Three A/aster on the 
stocks every time they have 
been in. 

A lellow by the name of 
Smith, not the regular keeper of 
the Lighthouse at Beaver, but the 
person in whose possession it was 
left last winter, made complaint 
that he ha£ been threatened and 
shot at, by the Mormons and did 
not dare remain at Beaver. 

Of course there has no man 
been standing by night and day 
to Contradict this lie ; but we be- 
lieve we can as conclusively show 
its falsehood iCs though a thousand 
had stood by every hour of his 
residence here. 

Smith resided here last whi- 
ter in a lonely out of the way 
place, several miles from the near- 
est neighbor ; — seventeen hun- 
dred Mormons and not a dozen 
Gentiles residing on the island. 
Had they had any design against 
him they could not have failed of 
using that occasion ; and if their 
designs extended to lile, they 
Would have put nn effectual end 
to all such complaints. * 


i We will add further, that du- 
ring last winter a committee was 
appointed to look after the wants

But a further fact proving the 
ignorance or duplicity of those 
authors of this manifesto is this, 
that no one county has exclusive 
jurisdiction of crimes and misde- 
meanors committed on the waters 
of Lake Michigan. Process is- 
sued out of any county contigu- 
ous to Lake Michigan may be ex- 
ecuted on any part of the Lake, 
■within the State, and all the coun- 
ties contiguous to the Lake have 
concurrent jurisdiction of offen- 
ces committed on the waters with- 
in the State. If the Mormons af- 
ject secrecy no longer, fill the 
courts of the Lake counties with 
prossecutions, but not the news- 
papers with lies. 

We would not accuse the peo- 
ple of Mackinac of being hostile 
to the laws of the land, if they 
had not tbom^lves furnished the 
evidence of hostility. Hut since 
they have so done we propose to 
show what interests and pretend- 
ed rights Mackinac has hostile to 
the laws, which are jeoparded by 
the actions of the citizens )f Em- 
met county. 

The village of Mackinac lias a 
larger proportion of its population 
engaged in the business of sell- 
ing intoxicating liquors, particu- 
larly in retailing it than any vil- 
lage of the same population inthe 
State. And in the trade which 
Mackinac carries on upon lie 
fishing grounds, more profits ere 
made upon the liquors probably; 
than upon all other articles to- 
gether. But of the ruin and 
moral desolation which this trade 
carries with it on the fisher-' 
ies, no man can form any concep- 
tion bat he who 1ms seen it. ' 

Much of the misery and degre-( 
dation which the liquor trade 


trade who have continually set 
their faces against the ruinous 
practices which have prevailed, 
and have of late years become 
general. But while an adultera- 
ted article called Indian whiskey, 
more intoxicating than pure li- 
quor can be manufactured for less 
than six cents per gallon, and 
four gallons of it will purchase a 
barrel of fish, it is vain for a 
handfull of men to discard, the 
traffi c. They but leave a wider 
space for men of less integrity to 
operate iq. The trade gradual- 
ly and surely passes into the 
hands of those who are governed 
by the worst motives. Making 
many hundred per cent upon li- 
quors, the article sold most exten- 
sively, they can by competition 
drive off any man who deals in 
an honost way; even thn’ to do 
so, during the shorUimeJthat the 
competition continues, they fur- 
nish their customers- with ar- 
ticles really needed, at a loss. 

While all the counties down 
to Saginaw Bay were attached to 
Mackinac, as well as nearly all 
the South shore of the Upper 
Peninsula, and the officers for the 
entire region elected by the vil- 
lage of Mackinac, any law against 
the rights and interests of that 
place need be simply let alone 
severely, and it became a nulity. 
Since this jurisdiction is passed 
away, and new communities have 
sprang up, deeply interested in 
the due enforcement of the law 
and the good order of society, 
Mackinac finds its right to vio- 
late the law by trafficking in li- 
quors trampled upon; and its 
interest in making money at the 
fxpense of the moral desola- 
ion and final utter extermination 


Galen B. Cole, Supervisor of 
Charlevoix took the assessment 
there. “ Felonious depredations ’’ 
is an after thought. 

These facts will, of course, be 
left out of the correspondence of 
the unnamed “ committee of safe- 
ty, ’’with the Governor and Pres- 
ident. But so plain are the ear- 
marks of villainy in all these 
Mackinac/^roceedings, that we 
have not tke ; sUg-hte§| fear of such 
men as they bring misled in the 
matter. 

Why is it that the temper- 
ance men thoughont the State, — 
with here and there an individu- 
al exception, join in this crusade 
of a liquor selling people, against 
the only municipality in the State 
where the liquor law is enforced; 
against the only county in the State 
in tekiok no liquor is sold', In tl»e 
endeavour by bloodshed and civ- 
il war to force the trade upon us?

Hut at Mackinac iAerchants and 
traders reside with their families, 
men have wives and sons and 
daughters to restrain their irreg- 
ularities, and to suffer the igno- 
miny of their own disgrace. The 
restraining influence of the fami- 
ly circle, and of numerous respect- 
able visitors from abroad keeps 
up a certain degree ofeelfrespect, 
a regard to personal character, 
and some degree of order in soci- 
ety. On tlfj fishing grounds all 
these are lost. The family cir- 
cle; woman, with her soothing 
influence, are not known there. — 

Here men go, — aside lrora the 
better influences of society, — 
leaving their characters nt home 
to take care of themselves; either 
to give a loose rein to unrestrain- 
ed licentiousness, or for the sole 
purpose of making money. 

Man must seu, in order to form 
any idea of the state of human 
society, where a multitude of

We observe that the only” of- 
fence that is specifically charged 
to the Mormons, is that of plun- 
dering at Birch Point, which is 
in Mackinac county. It is al- 
ledged that property has beenl 
stolen at Gull Island and Pine 
Kiver, in Emmet county, and 
there is a sweeping assertion, that 
the fishermen generally have suf- 
fered by the hands of these 
“ Latter Day Saints.” We reply, 

“ specify your cases, and we will 
show your specifications as false 
as those you have already made, 
have proved to be.” 

The fishermen at Pine River 
make a business of coming over 
to the fisheries at the head of 
Beaver, and stealing nets from 
the Mormons engaged in fishing 
there. They have been detect- 
ed in the act more than once, and 
in one instance the stolen prop- 
erty has been found in their pos- 
session ; and if they do not step 
out they will have a chance of 
trying the strength of their vaun-

TERRITORY OF UTAH— PROCLA 
. MATION BY THE GOVERNOR. 

| Wbereaepitris made knflwnno a me by reli- 
oH« infnrmMinn, from affidavit* and VRriniia 
other source*, that there is in this teritory a 
horde of Mexicans, or outlandish men who aro 
infesting; the settlements, Stirling dp the Indi- 
ans to make war upon the inhabitant*, and 
who are also furnishing the Indians with guns, 
ammunition, Ac., contrary to the lav** of this 
territory and of the United States. 

And wheieas, it is evident that it is the In- 
tention of these Mexicans or foreigners to 
break the laws of this territory and of the 
United States, utterly regardleis of every re- 
striction, furnishing the Indians with guns 
and powder, whenever and wherever it suits 
their designs, convenience, or purpose. 

Therefore, I, Brigham Young, Governor, 
and Superintendent of Indian uffaires, for the 
Territory of Utah, in order to preserve peace, 
quell the Indians, and secure tho lives and 
property of tho citizens at this territory, here- 
by order aud direct as follows. 

1st. — That a small detachment. Consisting 
of thirty men, under the charge of Captain 
Wall, proceed South through the entire ex- 
tent ot the settlement, reconnoitering the 
country, and directing the inhabitants to be 
on their guard against any sudden surprise. 

2d.— That said reconnoitering officer com- 
municate with the expedition now traveling 
South, as often as any information of impor- 
tance is obtained, that I may be kept advised 
of every transaction. 

3d.— The officers and party sent tipon this 
service, are hereby authorized and directed to 
arrest, and keep in cloie-euatody^fpry stroll- 
ing Mexican pSrty.thifte associating with them 
and all other suspicious persons or parlies that 
they may encounter, and leave them safely 
guarded at tho different points of settlement to 
await further orders, as circumstances shall 
transpire, and the law directs. 

4th.— The militia of this Territory are here- 
by required to be in readiness to any point in 
which they may be directed, at a moment's no- 
tioe.

PROTESTANT MISSION. 

A Protestant Mission was established at 
Mackinac a few years after the war, at which 
the children of the traders and other residents 

of Mackinac and a few Indian children were 
educated. Religious services were had at the 
chapel of the Mission, and the reports of the 
Missionaries indicated some progress in relig- 
ion. But the Indian boys educated there 
were not received in the society of the whites 
as equals, and wanted the capital to establish 
in business ; and among the Indians they were 
so ignorant of the modes of procuring subsist- 
ence. and so effeminate as to be dependent and 
despised. 

They fell into menial employments and dis- 
sipation. and soon died. The girls, unable to 
tobtain respectable civilized husbands, and un- 
fit fol wives to the savages, were reduced to 
the necessity of becoming mistresses to white 
adventurers, by whom they were soon cast off 
to the chance of promiscuous prostitution or 
starvation. Disease and destitution rapidly 
carried them off. The Mission was long 
since abandoned. The chapel, an indiffer- 
ent wooden building, has survived all its con- 
verts ; and the belter constructed Mission res- 
idence, is now a popular bearding house. 

The civilization of the Protestant Mission, 
gave the Indians all the white man’s wants, 
with none of his means of gratifying therm- 
it brought before them every temptation of vice, 
with none of the means of lesisling it. It 
cast upon the mere child of the Forest all 
liin responsibilities of the highest order of civ- 
ilized society, with r.onc of its experience. 

Tire FISHERIES. 

The fisheries of Michilimackinac were, to 
some extent, a source of subsistence to t! In- 
dians, before the country was visited by Euro- 
peans. The Indians only fished on the 
shores, in the streams, and in the shallow in- 
land Lakes. The first Frenchmen in this coun- 
try introduced the French modes of fishing, by 
which the fish were pursued to the deep wa- 
ters, and thus a supply was obtained all the 
year. 

As early as 1824, small quantities of White- 
fish and Trout began to be sent to Buffalo for 
market. In the space of thirty years this 
branch of trade has increased from two thou- 
sand barrels to two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand, of which it is supposed one hall are ta- 
ken in what were formerly known as the 
Mackinac fisheries, extending f.am Death’s 
Door to Middle Channel. Formerly these 
were all taken to Mackinac, where they were 
repacked and sent to market. The merchants 
at Mackinac furnished the fishermen, and , 
chased all their fish, and the entiro profits of 
tbe business accrued to them. 

The fishermen, until within a few years, 
were all Indian and Frenchmen, who lived 
in a state of barbarism and Misery, and were 
almost, and in some instances quite slaves to 
the traders. Their summers were spent in 
wigwams of the worst kind on the Lake 
shores, nearly destitute of clothing, a:.d not 
unfrequontly reduced to subsist or. fish alone 
for weeks. The traders so conducted their 
business that the fishermen were generally in 
debt. Bui if by any '■tans, one had a con- 
tinual run of good success, and got a little cap- 
ital at command, he tva- induced to lay it out 
in whiskey, and return to the fishing grounds, 
where, with all Hs companions, he remained 
drnnk till the supply was gone. 

Gradually a few Americans and Irish went 
on to the fisheries. Some of these took with 
them small stocks for trade, and divided their 
lime between trading and fishing. As these 
received their outfits Irom and sold their fish 
at Mackinac, it did not materially change the 
course ot trade. But, taking the supply ol in- 
toxicating liquors more among the Indians, 
made their use more common and fatal. But 
these wc-e men bred to civilization, who had 
gone among savages to get beyond the re- 
straints of the law. They were the worst class 
of men, scattered among the most inoffensive 
and defenceless — and it is needless to say they 
let slip no opportunity ot plundering them. 

Numbers of them are known who boast of 
‘he amounts they have made by taking fisb 


out of the open barrels of the Indians from 
night to night, and placing them in their own. 
On a fishery where a dozen Indians were en- 
gaged, they wero often plundered in this way 
to the amount of one hundred barrels in a sea- 
son. Since the Sauk and Fox war the Indi- 
ans did not dare resent these or greater outra- 
ges, when discovered. 

As a natural consequence, a set of outlaws 
and felons were scattered through the country, 
and found on all the fisheries, hated anti fear- 
ed, and living in security on plunder. The 
control of the fishing business gradually fell 
into the hands of this class of men, the mer- 
chants of Mackinac being their factors. These 
intermediates were no less formidable by 
their crimes than their numbers, and their in- 
timate connection with the Indians and mixed 
French and Indian. Over them they obtained 
all the influence of dependence and fear, 
strengthened by intimate association. In the 
bends of such mpn, the most productive inland 
fisheries in the world afforded only a misera- 
ble and uncertain subsistence to the fishermen, 
even through the summer. 

In winter the Indian fishermen retired to the 
various Indian towns, and the French to 
Mackinac. The Indians obtained a precari- 
ous subsistence by hunting, and the French 
did such labor as they couM get to do for their | 
board. That tailing, they took what fish they ! 
could for food through the ice, and when re- j 
duced to starvation, as more or less were eve- | 
ry winter, they fell back on tho traders f.r 
support, who furnished them on credit. On 1 
these debts they wero frequently sold, of 
which mention is made hereafter. 

Since 1843 merchants and traders have es- 
tablished themselves at other stations, more 
convenient to the fisheries than Mackinac. — 
Most of the fishermen had their outfits of pro- 
visions, barrels and salt, and many were in 
debt also for boats, nets and the balances on 
their winter’s support at Mackinac. But 
the interlopers or traders at other stations, who 
made them no advances, carried on a trade 
ruinous to the Mackinac merchants, by pur- 
chasing the fish put up in their barrels and 
salt, and caught by men provisioned and fur- 
nished by them. Such were the habits of dis- 
sipation prevailing on the fishing grounds, 
that these frauds left the fishermen worso off 
at the close of every season ; for they were 
destitute of credit, and dare not return to 
Mackinac. 

This threw them more into the hands of 
tho felons and outlaws, w ho infested the re- 
gion. The loses incurred by these means 
have ruined several wealthy traders at Mack- 
inac. With these losses, hsl :.ig trade is pass- 
ing to other places, fast growing up, more 
convenient to the fisheries. 

The new class of fishermen are persons of 
limited means, temperate habits, g iod morals, 
and persevering industry, from the best sec- 
tions of the Northern States and Canada, who 
have come into the country to make it a per- 
manent residence. They either make farms, 
or establish mechanic shops, in which they 
engage in productive labors, when not em- 
ployed in fishing, and conduct their business 
as in tho best regulated civilized societies. — 
Their fishing is resorted to, not from necessi- 
ty, but as a resource of profit, and only pur- 
sued while more productive than olhe, busi- 
ness. 

Traders cannot make as much profit off this 
class of customers, hut they take more fish 
with less labor, and, husDandiiig their means, 
are accumulating properly, and rapidly im- 
proving ihe country. By these means more 
than half the trade of Mackinac has been 
transferred to Washington Harbor.Saint James, 
Saint John, Saint Helena, Duncan, Detour, 
ind divers other places; and as every part ! 
the fisheries is more accessible to some of 
these places than to Mackinac, the trade of] 
Mackinac in fish must soon cease. 

SLAVERY ATI) PEONAGE. 

During the French occupation of ;..o coun- 
try, prisoners of war in the hands af the Indi- ! 
ans were occasionally purchased by them, and t 
detained as bondsmen. This was practiced to i 
but a very limited extent, and never grew in- . 
to a system. 

After the country fell into the hands of the 
English, a very few Africans were brought 
from Albany for house servants. But it is 
doubtful whether their detention ; n slavery 
was justified by law. Some oi the. Ojtbi.wa I 
Indians have unmistakable marks of African 
blood. They may be descended either from 
these slaves, or Lom Spanish negroes, who 
came among them while they lived near the 
Gull of Mexico. 

AN hile this country was governed as a part 
of the North West Terrilority, there was a law 
for selling into a bondage all vagrants and 
persons guilty of petty crimes, by which 
there existed a kind of slavery similar to the 
Peonage in Mexico. By a very liberal con- ! 
struction of the law, by the authorities of' 
Mackinac, all poor debtors were held to be 
vagrants, and sold for the payment ol their 
debts. And to avoid increasing the debt by 
the; addition of costs, creditors frequently 
seized them without the interposition of Jus- 


tice or Constable, and sold them at auction to 
the person who would take them for the least 
period of time and pay the debt. 

Sales of this kind continued until 1836. — 
Though never sanctioned by law, it is doubt- 
ful whether the subjects of them could have 
obtained redress or escaped the bondage. — 
There were no persons who knew anything 
about law, Ox held any judicial authority with- 
in many hundred miles of them, except those 
who wero interested in keeping up the system. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The administration of justice in such a place 
as Mackinac, could not but be lax and irregu- 
lar. Not tracing its history, the following in- 
cidents will show its character:— 

Charles O'Malley, not the Irish Dragoon, but 
the Irish Justice, was hearing 5 cause, in 
which Michael Ilousman was defendant — 
Dousman, a littlo litigious, but shrewd, pru- 
dent and persevering, prided himself on his 
ability to conduet a suit with success. But in 
O’Malley’s Court it was well understood that 
defendants stood no chance. Dousman’a dis- 
satisfaction got tho better of him for a moment, 
and he dropped some remark which O’Malley 
construed as a contempt, and admonished him 
sharply. Dousman was silent, and the matter 
passed by. 

But a few months after, a dispute sprung up 
between them on Dousman's wharf, and O'- 
Malley went to his office and made out a war- 
rant for committing him to prison for a con- 
tempt on this stalo transaction. Dousman lav- 
in prison several days, but was finally brougiil 
up on a habeas corpus, and discharged. 

In 1850 Mr. Strang, tho Mormon prophet, 
was before the same O'Malley, charged with 
driving a prostitute off from Beaver Island by 
threatening her with personal chastisement.-* 
The witnesses for the prosecution failed to 
prove any threatening words. O'Malley re- 
called one of them, and asked him if he “ un- 
derstood Mr. Strang to mean that she should 
be chastised, or rodo on the back of a black 
ram, if she would not leave the Island 1” — 
Mr. Strang said, •• Please your honor, 
I object ;’’ and for this Mr. Strang was com- 
mitted to prison for life, for a contempt of 
Court, without further parley, or even making 
out a mittimus. 

He then proceeded with tho trial in the ab* 
8ence of Mr. Strang, and without bringing him 
up to hoar judgment, adjudged that he be im- 
prisoned a year for want of sureties in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars to keep the peace. — 
Whether this year was to run with the other 
term, or after the expiration of it, he warrant 
did not show. 

From both these commitments Mr. Strang 
was discharged, on the return of a habeas cor- 
pus in the evening. But before nine o’clock 
O’Malley had him again arrested, brought be- 
fore him, and again committed for life, without 
swearing a witness. It is presumed that O’- 
Malley did not in fact intend to imprison Mr. 
Strang for life, but to detain him prisoner till 
he thought proper . discharge him. 

The old traders at Mackinac were in the 
regular practice of seizing pour debtors with- 
out suit, and thrusting them into tho County 
jail, until the debt was paid or satisfactorily 
secured. In 1842 llie right of creditors thus 
to imprison their debtors on their own verbal 
process, was seriously claimed ar.d contested, 
on the return of n writ of habeas corpus. But 
the discharge of Ilia prisoner put an end to the 
practice. 

INDIAN Will- KEY. 

The most profitable, and, 31 the same time, 
the most ruinous trade Mackinac ever 1 I is 
that in Whiskey. Indian Whiskey is made 
by putting two gallons of common Whiskey, 
or unverified spirits, to thirty gallons of water, 
and adding red peper enough to make it fie- 
ry, and tobacco enough to make it intoxicating. 
Its cost is not above five cents per gallon. — 
Thousands of barrels have been sold every 
year, the prices generally being fifty cents a 
gallon by tho cask, twenty-five cents a quart 
by the bottle, and six cents a drink. 

More than half the fish taken hy the Indians 
for thirty years have been paid for in this arti- 
cle, and more than half the annuities they 
have received from the United Stales have 
heen laid out in the purchase ol it. Tha most 
wealthy and respectable traders have not been 
ashamed to deal in it. The outlaws and fel- 
ons who found a hiding place in the country, 
were seldom without a supply of it ; and being 
tho instruments of wealthy traders in dis- 
posing of it, became in some degree neces- 
sary to their success in business, and thus se- 
cured their protection. By their means the 
horrors produced hy this trade were kept out 
of Mackinac until the place became filled with 
an unprincipled class of small traders, who 
, ad as little regard to appearances as their 
more wealthy competitors had to integrity. 

The trade in spirituous liquors has lately 
met with a severe check. In 1847 the Beaver 
Islands were erected into the township of Pe- 
aine, and in 1851 a law w..s passed prohibit- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors, except by 
I such traders a9 should enter into bonds with 
' good sureties to make good all damages which 


should happen by tho use of the liquors sold. 
This law the township of Peaine enforced. 
No trader there could give the security, because 
the citizens enmhined to suppress tho trade : 
and as the best fisheries are in that township, 
the effect of it was a sensible improvement in 
the condition ol the Indian fishermen, and a 
material change in the class of whites engag- 
ed in the business. 

A great effort was made to prevent Ihe en- 
forcement of the law, and ns the officers of the 
township of Peaine were all Mormons, against 
whom a strong prejudice exists, the act was 
j generally condemned throughout the country. 
Sympathy was got up for thoso who were fin- 
i ed for tho violation of the law, anil the pro- 
I ceedings of the Constables in collecting the 
fines were spoken of in the newspapers as 
J acts of robbery. But the officers we- firm 
! in their duly, and the consequence was, s most 
marked improvement in tho slato of society. 

1 In 1853 the county of Emmet was ereetpd, 

1 extending over all the fisheries west of Old 
I Michilimackinac, and north of the Grand 
I Traverse Light, as far as the Wisconsin lioun- 
; dary ; and in the spring before the traders 
came on with their supplies tho officers gave 
notice through the newspaper 1 ' published at the 
County seat, of their intention to prosecute in 
overy case of violation of the law « ithin the 
County. On the appearing of this notice in 
Mackinae, a public meeting was called on a 
notice signed by the Supervisor and four Jus- 
tices of the Peace of the town, and the Dis- 
1 trict Attorney of the Upper Peninsula, to de- 
viso measures for resistcncc. At the meet- 
ing held in pursuance of this notice the Dis- 
trict Attorney presided, and one of the Justices 
was Secretary. Resolutions wero passed de- 
nouncing the people of Emmet County as fel- 
ons and robbers, condemning the Legislature 
for erecting the County, threatening armed re- 
sistance to the public authorities, and pledging 
military aid to such transitory traders and fish- 
ermen in Emmet as should resist the law. 

INDIAN PAYMENTS. 

The payment of Indian annuities at Mackin- 
ac began a little subsequent to the war of 
1812, and will continue till 1856, when the 
last expires. They havb sometimes amounted 
to as much as $100,000 a year, but are now 
only $20 or $30,000. 

The practice is to send word to the several 
bands some weeks before the payment is to 
tako place, and call them in. While waiting 
for the arrival of tho agent, they expend all 
ti.eir means, suffer much of hunger, and usual- 
ly obtain considerable supplies on credit, for 
which they are charged two or three prices. — 
As soon as the payment is made, the Indians 
have a Saturnalia, outvieing the carnival in 
the darkest places of Paris or Naples, which 
usually lasts till their money is expended and 
their provisions either oaten up or exchanged 
for whiskey and drank; when, on the first fa- . 
vorahle wind, they strike their encampment. | 
launch their boats, and return home poorer tha» 
when they left. 

Formerly the money was paid to each chief, 
for his band. Before going to get drunk the 
chiefs deposited most of the money, uncount- 
ed. with some Irustv while man. usually the 
• trader with whom ho deal' only keeping what 
■ amount ho wished to drink up. Tho banker 
in these cases paid himself whatever ho had 
advanced to the Indians before receiving their 
annuities, and sneli roinmission as he thought 
proper for tho safe keeping of the money. Al- 
lowing these bankers to tell their own story. | 
the commission was oftener above than below 
twenty-five per cent. Tho Indians wore not 
able In c"' m the money, and at tbe end of the 
Saturnal' , .il qualified to judge whether well 
or ill dealt by. 

As a few large traders monopolized this j 
business, and acted in concert, ll.ty thus se- 
cured a settlement of all balances against ihe 
Indians, in cash, once every year, and besides 
plunder outright, two or three hundred per 
cent, profit on every article sold. 

This state of things- was unendurable to the 
class of small traders, who had no share in it; 
and they procured such a change of the In 
that the annuities wete paid to the head of ev- 
ery family, instead of the chiefs of the band*. 
By this means all had a chance at the plunder, 
and measures still more scandalouB were re- 
sorted to to obtain it. 

Some of the Indians, as soon as they receive 
their annuities, hand the money to their wives 
. for safe keeping. The squaw immediately di- 
vides it into several sums, each c r which is 
I appropriated to a particular use, and tho las. 

! she gives to her husband to getdr-nk on. In 
^ these cases, though the husband frequently re- 
turns for more money, and sometimes beats Ins 
wife to compel her to give him his money, it 
1 is generally securely guarded, and faithfully 
appropriated, according to the original inten- 
tion. 

Notwithstanding a considerable number of 
eases of this kind, the annuities are a curse to 
the Indians. Take all the bands together, and 
they return home with less means than they 
set out with, and on an average they are from 
home six weeks, at a season of the year when 
fishing i» good, and potatoes and corn require 


harvesting. Not a few have lost their lives 
returning home in boisterous weather, and 
weakoned by intoxication. 

DIVISION OF COUNTIES. 

Michilimackinac County always had a Rep- 
resentative in the Slato Legislature, and for 
many years the only one from the upper part 
of the State. By courtesy all local matter* 
affecting the upper country have been dispos- 
ed of without opposition, according to the wish 
of the one or two Representatives from there. 

Notwithstanding this fact, when in 1810 the 
Lower . aninsula was laid ,off into Counties, 
the two Counties of Emmet and Cheboygan 
overlapped and covered Michilimackinac; and 
for three years it continued in existence, not as an 
actual County, but as an aggregation of unor- 
ganized Counties, possessing temporary mu- 
nicipal authority under that name. 

In 1843, when the Upper Peninsula was di- 
vided into Counties, Michilimackinac was 
re-established. But though this Act was 
drawn up by Wra. N. McLeod, the ablest 
! Representative Mackinac ever had. it was so 
worded ns to bound Michilimackinac “along 
margin of tho Lake,” leaving the entire 
water* in Emmet and Cheboygan ; and though 
Mackinac was never without a Representative, 
no proposition was ever made to change this 
boundary, till a bill for that purpose was intro- 
duced into the Legislature of 1853, by Mr. 
Strang, member Irom Emmet. Il is also un- 
fortunate for the village of Mackinac that the 
County extends only to the North of the 
Straits, where the land is generally unfit for 
settlement, instead of the South, where mueh 
of it is of the first quality, and equally contig- 
uous. This was produced by the ignorance 
and carelessness of the members, who could 
have had it different by only asking it. 

The erection of the County of Michilimack- 
inac left Emmet with but five townships, and 
Cheboygan but nine, according to the United 
Slates surveys. Consequently, when these 
counties were organized, in 1853, they were 
doubled up by adding Charlevoix to Kmmot, 
and Wyandot to Cheboygan, and making » 
slight change in the boundary between Em- 
met and Cheboygan, by means of which Em- 
met now consists of twenty-two townships, 
and Cheboygan of twenty-three, being ’about 
an average with the Counties in the beat popu- 
lated parts of the State. This extension of 
the boundaries of the two Counties has been 
much complained of at Mackinac, though for 
what reason it is difficult to imagine, for it 
does not have the slightest effect on that Coun- 
ty. The real complaint, doubtless, is, that 
these Counties wero authorized to organise at 
all. Mackinac is too much used to beiug all, 
and in all ; and too little able to bear competi- 
tion, to he willing to Bee any other place of 
business in hor vicinity. 

The Southern boundary of Michilimackinac 
leaving the waters of that County within tbe 
body of the Counties of Emmet and Cheboy- 
gan, is, to say the least, manifestly improper. 
But the people of Mackinac should be the lost 
to complain of it ; for the bill establishing it 
was drawn up and introduced by their Repre- 
sentative, and since that lime no complaint 
was ever made of il till 1853, when, seeking a 
pretence to complain of the Legislature for au- 
thorizing Ihe organization of three new Coun- 
ties in their vicinity, they ignorantly charged 
them with an error committed ten years before. 
By the same species of blundering Ihe islands 
lying between Drummond and Saint Joseph 
Island, twenty-four in number, and none more 
than two hundred acrea in extent, which, by 
ihe Act of 1840, were included in Cheboygan 
County, were left out of Chippewa wh- n its 
boundaries were determined in 1843, and re- 
mained a part of Choboygan till the act organ- 
izing the township of Drummond, declared 
them a j rt of Chippewa. 

And Mai •, Huron, Granite, and numer- 
ous other amall Islands in Lake Superior, 
were included in Emmet by the Act of 1840. 
The Act of 18(3, laying off the Upper Penin- 
sula into Counries, doe* not extend to them, 
and they rtmiained in Emmet. Unless, by 
1 oti implication the Consti'ution of 1850 
has • ti er 'hem nut of Emmet, they yet re- 
main a part of it. And if they are not a part 
of Ernrnel, th - thty are nm 111 any County; 
and it is doubtful whether any Court can lake 
jurisdiction of crimes committed there. 

It is not improbable that some moat senons 
diffic ’'v may yet grow out of this olundering 
Legislation. But me fault lies entirely at the 
door of the Representatives from the upper 
•ountry: Uribe members from below, con- 
| scious they could not judge of the local wanta 
of a rountry so remote, have voted for it such 
measures as its Representatives introduced. 

In 1*51 an attempt was made to erect the 
new County of Grand Traverse, out of the un- 
organized County of Omeena. John D. Ir- 
vine, member from Mackinac, introduced the 
bill, which was parsed ; but containing no 
provision for dividing the County into town- 
ships, it was impossible to organize. In 1853 
this defect was remedied, and the County en- 
larged to the original bounds of Omeena. At 
the same time all theConnties within the Low- 
er Penmsnla, formerly attached to Mackinae, 




were detached, and attached to Grand 'I rev- 
erse, Cheboygan and Saginaw. 

CHEBOYGAN COUNTY. 

Wyandot and Cheboygan Counties were 
laid off in 1810 , but not organized till 1853, 
when they were united in one, and organized. 
At the time of organizing, ao muoh of Cheboy- 
gan aa waa in range four West, was cut off and 
added to Emmei, for the purpose of making 
the boundary botween them a straight line. 

The County seat of Cheboygan is at the 
tillage of Duncan, on a beautiful Bay, at the 
jonction of the South channel of tho Straits of 
Michilimackinac with Lako Huron. Here is 
o largo steam saw mill, owned by J. Duncan, 
Esq., of Chicago, and a good wharf for steam- 
boats. About a mile to the West, at the 
montli of Cheboygan River, is another steam 
mill ; and a mile up the Rifor is another, driv- 
en by water powor, also owned by Mr. Dun- 
can. The mouth of the River makes a secure 
harbor for small vessels. Along its West 
bank ia a beautiful and flourishing village— 
The branohos of tho Cheboygan, and the vari- 
ous Lakes that outlet through it, furnishes an 
excellent inland navigation of 150 miles in ex- 
tent, through the best agricultural soil in thu 
State of Michigan. » 

The settlement of Cheboygan was begun by 
Alexander McLood, who built tho water mill 
in 1817, and now extonds in the interior to the 
centre of the County. But the most desirable 
locations remain government land. The old 
Jesuits missions had had a number of villages, 
with extensive and well cultivated plantations, 
up the Cheboygan and its branches, and es- 
pecially on the banks of the Lakes. Somo of 
these are now occupied by Indian villages, 
others are grown up to forests. But a por- 
tion yet remain fields ol grass, or covered 
with smalt buehes. 

These locations are all accessible by boats 
of thirty or forty tons burthen, which can start 
from the saw mill, forty rods above where 
email lake vessels land, or two miles frem the 
steamboat wharf. The River, being from fif- 
teen to sixty rods in width, and very deep, af- 
fords one of the best and cheapest navigations 
in the world. 

Tho soil of the inland sections contains ev- 
ery variety of lime, clay, sand, &c., and i9 
generally overlaid with a rich deep vegetable 
( Continued on fourth pope. ) 
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A GENERAL RAIL ROAD 
LAW. 

By the Constitution of 1850 
the Legislature cannot grant n 
charter to a Rail Road Company 
by special enactment, bat are re- 
quired to pass a general law, for 
the organization, <fce, of Rail 
Road Companies throughout the 
State. At the regular session of 
the present Legislature great ef- 
forts were made to pass such a 
law in some form or other. But 
the efforts failed. 

This failure has been the 
ground of continual discussion in 
the newspapers, and Gov. Parsons 
has been most strenuously urged 
to call a session the present win- 
ter, for the purpose of enacting 
such a law. Indeed, having had 
no mail later than about the first 
of December, we do not know 
but such a call has been made, 
and possibly this sabjbect may 
now be undqr discussion before 
that honorable body. 

Tke expression in the newspa- 
pers, approving ami condemning 
the action of the Legislature, has 
been about equally divided : a 
thing to be expected, for a bill 
for that purpose passed the House 
by a small majority, and was de- 
feated in the Senate, not on a di- 
rect vote, but by a gross blun- 
dering on one side, and n little 
shrewd management on the 
other. 

But the bitterness of expres- 
sion of many of the newspapers 
disappointed in the result, is al- 
together unculled for. and unjust. 
Its effect must be to hinder and 
defeat the cause they wish to aid. 
Members who were free from the 
slightest sympathy with the Cen- 
tral Rail Road Company, have 
been freely charged with being 


bought up, body and soul, by that 
corporation. And those who 
were willing and anxious to vote 
for a General Rail Road Law, 
based upon just principles, but 
opposed the bill in question, be- 
cause they believed its provis- 
ions un just and dangerous to the 
rights of the citizens, have been 
charged with violating their 
oaths of office, for no other cause 
than a conscientious performance 
of their duties. 

There were in existence at the 
time of the adoption of the Con- 
stitution various charters for the 
construction of Rail Roads, which 
would have brought some mon- 
ey to their holders, could the 
passage of a General Rail Road 
Law be delayed for a few years. 
And as these charters confine 
the roads to be built to certain 
routes, which possibly might not 
be adopted by Companies under 
a General Rail Road Law, the 
people living on those lines were 
naturally anxious to secure the 
construction of those roads be- 
fore a General Rail Road Law 
was passed. 

Besides these small classes, it 
is doubtful whether there is any 
party, faction or section in the 
State opposed to a General Rail 
Road Law. Even the stockhold- 
ers in the existing roads would 
feel more interest in the construc- 
tion of some new routes, which 
cannot be constructed without a 
General Law. than in the slight 
benefits of au exclusive monop- 
oly. 

The opposition to the General 
Rail Road Bill in the last Legis- 
latnre was not an opposition to 
the execution of that provision 
of the Constitution which re- 
quires the passage of a General 
Rail Road Law, but to the pas- 
sage of a law violating the faith 
of the State, and giving to gigan- 
tic and powerful companies legal 
authority to violate and trample 
on the rights of private citizens. 

When the State sold ouj the 
Central and Southern Rail Roads 
to the corporations that now hold 
them, it guarantied to the pur- 
chasers thnt no other Rail Roads 
should be ’milt, or authorized, on 
certain specified lines, and with- 
in certain specified limits. The 
defeated bill authorized the con- 
struction of roads indiscriminate- 
ly, on all these routes. 

The member from this Dis- 
trict offered amendments saving 
the rights of these companies, 
which were rejected, and instead 
thereof a proviso adopted which 
neither saved the pledged faith 
of the State nor the rights of the 
companies, nor relieved the State 
from just ^obligation to respond 
in damages to those companies 
to the amount of some millions of 
dollars. 

Every member who voted for 
the bill, in fact voted to violate 
the public faith, and to repudiate 
contracts, for one of which the 
State has received a half million 
of dollars — for a law for the ben- 
efit of a handful of speculators, 
which besides entailing endless 
litigation on the State would cost 
her in damages some millions, 
whenever she became just enough 
to deal by the rules which she en- 
forces on the citizen. 

The Southern Rail Road Com- 
pany paid little or nothing for 
the guarantie against competing 


roads, and having got possession 
of the competing lines, probably 
values the guarantie at very lit- 
tle. But the Central Rail Road 
Company paid a half million dol- 
lars for the guaranties in her pur- 
chase, and would lose money by 
relinquishing them at six times 
that sum, and the passage of the 
bill would have been outright 
robbery to that exter.t ; with no 
better excuse than that, the State 
pleased to violate her most sol- 
emn contracts. 

The pretense made by the ad- 
vocates of the defeated bill, that 
these guaranties were unconstitu- 
tional and void, could hardly be 
regarded as more than a pretence 
at best. For il they was violated 
and set qside for that reason, ev- 
ery principle of honesty would 
require a return of the money, 
which was never proposed. 

But the legality and constitu- 
tionality of those guaranties has 
since been put to the test of legal 
ordeal, and the position of the ad- 
vocates of good faith in our pub- 
lic transactions triumphantly sus- 
tained. A perpetual injunction 
has been granted against the con- 
struction of a Rail Road connect- 
ing the village of Jackson, on the 
line of the Central Road, with 
the south line of the State, on the 
sole ground that by the guaranties 
made to the Central Company, no 
such road can approach within, fee 
miles of the main line of the Centred 
Hoad. 

The provisions of the defeated 
bill were such that private prop- 
erty could be taken under it for 
the use of the companies, without 
any public necessity; — which is 
unconstitutional. And in all the 
proceedings for seizing the lands 
of individuals for the use of the 
companies, the machinery of the 
law was such as to give the com- 
panies every conceivable advan- 
tage, aud to deny the most ordi- 
nary protection to the rights of 
individuals. Not only could the 
company choose its forum without 
the possibility of a change of ve- 
nue, but the unfortunate individ- 
ual whose property was seized 
and taken for the benefit of oth- 
ers, was not allowed au assess- 
ment of damages by a jury. The 
ordinary course of law assures to 
him who has sold u peck of pota- 
toes, without fixing the price, an 
assessment of the value by a ju- 
ry ; but by this bill his home 
might be taken by force, for the 
benefit of foreign speculators, aud 
lie denied an assessment of 
damages by a jury. 

One very singular provision of 
the bill, of secondary importance 
in practice, perhaps more than 
any other, showed how entirely 
the bill was designed for the ben- 
efit of speculators — how utterly 
the public necessity was over- 
looked. If the question of the 
public necessity of a Rail Road 
in any county is made, no one 
will deny that the decision of 
that question is safer in the hands 
of the Board of Supervisors of 
that county than a self-constitut- 
ed body ol speculators, who ex- 
pect to make money by deciding 
one way, and lose it by deciding 
the other. Yet the rejected bill 
made the decision of the Board of 
Directors absolute, and authoriz- 
ed them to seize the lands of the 
county, without the consent of 
the Board of Supervisors. The 


interest of the company was allow- 
ed to override public necessities 
and individual rights. 

Such a bill ought not to have 
passed. It would have entailed 
endless misfortunes upon the State. 
It would have been disgraceful 
to the age, and a scandal to the 
Democratic party, which was 
largely in the ascendency. 

Bnt a General Rail Rond Law 
ought to be passed. The Con- 
stitution has imposed that duty 
on the Legislature. Every mem- 
ber is bound by his oath of office 
to make a faithful and earnest ef- 
fort to pass such a law. But this 
obligation docs not extend to re- 
quire him to vote for an uncon- 
stitutional or unjust bill. 

The delay in the passage of a 
General Rail Road I aw, growing 
out of these transactions. Is not 
likely to be attended with any se- 
rious evils. There is no road 
of any public utility which could 
lawfully be built and would be 
likely to be built under a Gene- 
ral Rail Road Law, but it may 
be built under some subsisting 
charter. A year from now an- 
other Legislature will assemble. 
Then, if there is any legitimate 
interest to be served by the pas- 
sage of n General Rail Road Law, 
it will doubtless be satisfied with 
a just and equitable law. To 
sucli a bill a corporal’s guard can- 
not be rallied in opposition. 

RAIL ROADTO THE COP- 
PER REGION. 

The most important enterprise 
for the State of Michigan, at the 
present time, is the construction 
of a Rail Road from Detroit to 
the copper region. The matter 
has commended itself to the ear- 
nest attention of public spirited 
and enterprising men for a few 
years back. The remarkable 
success which lias attended simi- 
lar undertakings in the new 
States, has given strength to the 
various projects for this end. 

The most prominent of these 
projects is that which proposes 
to run over the Pontiac Rail Road 
from Detroit to Pontiac. From 
there to construct a road to the 
mouth of Marquette River, on 
the east shore of I^ke Michigan. 
Cross the Lake by ’ steamboat, 
and construct a road from Mani- 
towoc, in Wisconsin, to Green 
Buv, and thence through the cop- 
per region to some harbor in Lake 
Superior; with a branch through 
the iron region, to a point fur- 
ther east on Luke Superior. 

In favor of this route it is urged 
that tweuty-five miles of first 
class road to Pontiac is already 
built, and provided with depot 
grounds at Detroit, suitable for 
the conducting of a heavy . busi- 
ness; that the Oakland and Ot- 
tawa road, is in the hands of a 
ni'»« ' enterprising company, who 
are laying down a first class track 
over this route, as far as Corunna, 
near fifty miles further; that the 
route is very favorable to con- 
struction, offeringstraight lines and 
horizontal grades at very little 
expense ; that the country along 
the liue is favorable to produc- 
tion, giving assurance of a good 
local business; and at that point 
Lake Michigan can be crossed 
by steamers at least ten months 
in the year. 

These propositions are all in- 
disputable. And if that line can 
command the through business 


from Lake Superior to Detroit, 
it is worthy the attention of cap-’ 
italists. It has already been 
pressed upon the consideration 
of Congress ; and the State Leg- 
islature at its late session passed 
joint resolutions in favor of a 
grant of public lands to aid in its 
constiuction. 

But there are certain objec- 
tions to this route, which so far, 
seem to have been quite over- 
looked, of such a nature that they 
will not only deter capitalists 
from embarking in it, but should 
induce all who are possessed of 
any degree of State pride to look 
for a better route within the State. 

By this route passengers and 
freight coming from Lake Supe- 
rior, must be transferred to steam- 
boats at Manitowoc, and again 
from steamboat to cam at the 
mouth of Marquette River. 

It is not' necessary to argue 
that during the summer, with 
the competition of the Sault ca- 
nal, which will be completed in 
1855, no heavy freight will be 
sent over this road. And be- 
cause the Lake freights on heavy 
articles ever must be coiisiderar 
bly less than by any Rail Road 
which requires two tranship- 
ments in its route, that business 
would be done during the sum- 
mer by bouts passing the Sault 
cannl. 

The business ol the road then 
would be carrying passengers, 
mails and such light freight as is 
usually carried by express com- 
panies. To determine whether 
this route can command that bus- 
iness, we will suppose it com- 
pleted and a daily train coming 
down from Dike Superior. 

We must also suppose at the 
same time the Lake Shore Road 
completed from Chicago to Man- 
itowoc, and the Rock River Val- 
ly Road from its connection with 
the Illinois Roads to Green Bay. 

When the train arrives at 
Green Bay. Every man who is 
in quest of pork, flour, corn, &c., 
takes the Rock River Road and 
makes his purchaces in Wiscon- 
sin or Illinois, instead of Michi- 
gan. Yon have built a road to 
your neighbors farm and mill, in- 
stead of yours. You give your 
competitor, Rock River Valley, 
the advantage over your Grand 
River Valley by 150 miles in dis- 
tance, and the saving of two 
transhipments, aud eighty miles 
Lake navigation. 

The train arrives at Manito- 
woc. To Chicago it is 150 miles 
by Rail Road, and he makes it in 
five hours. To go to Detroit he 
must cross the I^ke, eighty miles, 
taking six hours, an I) our for each 
transshipment are eight, and 295 
miles by Rail Road, taking 7 12 
hours more, are 15 1-2; ten 
hours and a half difference, and 
avoiding Lake navigation in favor 
of Chicago over Detroit. This 
difference would bring Detroi* 
passengers around by Chicago. 
So you have built a road to your 
neighbor’s store, instead of your 
own. 

Travelers ami men ol business 
bound to all parts east and south- 
east, unless they had business to 
the north of Lake Erie, would 
also, when arrived at Manitowoc, 
keep the Lake shore road to Chi- 
cago, and thence some of the nu- 
merous roads diverging from 
them in every direction, avoid- 
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jag this State altogether. So in 
every sense the road would di- 
vert business from the State, in- 
etead of encouraging business 
within it. 

That part of the road east of 
Lake Michigan would be a mere 
local road, a branch of the Pon- 
tiac and Oakland and Ottowa; 
and as such would do a respect- 
able business, when a country 
now inhabited only by muskrats, 
and occasionally visited by stray 
trappers, is filled with inhabit- 
ants. But it would have no prac- 
tical connection with that part 
of the road west of Lake Michi- 
gan. 

Steam navigation is practicable 
on Lake Michigan during ten 
months of the year, and when 
the winters are favorable, with 
slight interruptions, the entire 
year. But in any part of the 
Lake this navigation is disagree- 
able to passengers, and expen- 
sive for freight for six months, 
so much so that it cannot com- 
pete with even a circuitous Rail 
Road route, which makes nearly 
the same time. Rail Road speed 
is regularly pushed up to twice 
and three times steamboat time. 
So that a very circuitous Rail 
Road may make better time than 
n direct steamboat route. 

But when the weather is bois- 
terous, passengers coming from 
the north, even to the interior of 
the Lower Peninsula, would keep 
the Rail Road round to Chicago, 
rather than wait at Manitowoc 
lor better weather, or encounter 
the perils and discomfort of Lake 
navigation. And passengers bound 
t<» the mineral region, would not 
start by this road, except in very 
iine summer weather, lest they 
might be detained by bad weath- 
er a few hours, and thus be be- 
hiud the time of those that take 
the circuitous route around the 
head of Lake Michigan. 

Another objection to this route, of some 
alight moment, is that it requires two termina- 
tions, one for the copper region, and the othei 
for the Iron country : doubling the entiretoll- 
:ng equipment, and the expense of running, 
at that end of the route, without any equiva- 
lent. 

Another route which has commanded a share 
of the public attention, second only to the 
above, is that from Pontiac by way of Sagin- 
aw and the Straits of Michilimackinac, through 
the Iron and Copper regions to Lake Superior. 

This route is equally favorable to construc- 
tion, little if any inferior in the country it pass- 
<’« through, further removed from general com- 
petition, and absolutely secured against being 
tapped, and carrying its trade and business to 
our rivals, a: our expense. 

It possesses a material advantage, in inter- 
secting, centrally, both the Iron and Copper 
country, by a single line; by which one half 
'he expense of construction and rolling stock, 
and of running on that end oftho line is saved, 
and the vexations and delays, attendant on 
making connections avoided. 

This route is a trifle shorter than that by 
j Manitowoc. As it avoids the delays of eighty 
miles Lake navigation, by a four mile ferry 
from Old Miohilimackinac to Saint lgnace, it 
must make decidedly the better running time. 

It would be essentially a Michigan road, and 
no road out of the State could ever compete 
successfully for its business, if a single diffi- 
culty could be avoided. 

This difficulty is the passage of the Straits 
of MichiliraackinBC in the winter. The Straits 
a,e so obstructed by ice as to render steam - 
boating an impossibility, on an average four 
months every year. The most favorable sea- 
sons the obstruction is not less than three 
months, and it has extended to above five. 

i et but a small portion aj this time arc the 
Straits passable on the ice. The currents are so 
strong as to constantly waste the ice. While 
11 ‘8 piled in mountain masses on the shores 
and shoals, the deep channels are either open, 
or covered only by thin and rotten ice. Even 
o mail train, consisting of men and dogs on- 
y. has remained encamped on the shore in 
sight of Mackinac, for three weeks, unable to 
cross, either in a boat or on the iee. 

No contrivance for removing the iee and 
sepmg open a passage would be of the least 
loe. The obstrectmg ice is frequently pil- 
^ up from the bottom, in solid masses, fifty 
"c* igh ; and if set in motion by the currents, 


would-crush a steamboat like an egg shell. 

The only remedy for this evil, is a bridge 
over the Straits ; an undertaking nearly equal 
to that of the construction of the road itself. — 
There is no difficulty whatever in the way of 
the construction of a bridge over the Straits, 
except that of expense ; but the cost of a dura- 
ble structure would be little if any less than 
$3,000,000. 

Without it, this would be but a summer 
road ; and the wants of the mineral region in 
winter would force the opening of some other 
channel, before the settlement of the country 
would give the road a good way business. No 
plan for the opening of a road on this route is, 
therefore, worthy of attention, unless it pro- 
vides for bridging the Straits. 

A third project was set on foot last summer, 
by an Ohio company, called the Cincinnati 
and Mackinac Rail Road Company, who pro- 
pose to take the line of one of the numerous 
roads radiating* from Cincinnati, as far as 
Greenville ; thence to construct a road on 
nearly an air line, .through the western tier of 
counties of Ohio, and through Hillsdale, Jack- 
son and' Lansing, Mich., to the Straits, and 
thence to be continued by the preceding routs 
to Lake Superior. 

This project is subject *® the same objection 
as the last, and the further .objection that its 
southern termination is out of the State, and 
obviously contrived to transfer our legitimate 
trade to Cincinnati. And if these objections 
should not prevail, still the road cannot be 
built, crossing the tracks of tha Central and 
Southern roads, and extending as it does across 
the south line of the State, withoat the con- 
sent of those corporations ; a consent which 
they can never be expected to give. 

It ia doubtful whether the project is serious. 
Cincinnati is ninety miles nearer Ontonogon 
by way of Chicago than by the Straits, and 
avoids the obstruction of the Straits, and the 
expense of bridging. 

By the Chicago route there is not more than 
one third as much wilderness and unsettled 
country to go through ; and less than one fifth 
as much road to be yet provided for, in order to 
effect the connection. 

Against this the only advantage promised 
by the Mackinac rente, is the Mackinac and 
Sault Ste Mary’s passenger and fish transpor- 
tation business. This passenger business 
would not amount to one passenger a day 
Any one may judge the amount of fish transpor- 
tation, when we add that there are seldom 5,000 
barrels of fish wintered at both places, and that 
the fishing in the winter is less than the home 
consumption. And the opening of a constant 
outlet would not materially change these facts. 
The difficulties in the way of winter fishing 
are too great to be overcome. It will never be 
resorted to in this region, except by barbari- 
ans, reduced to starvation, and gentlemen of 
leisure, who for an adventure will work of an 
occasional fine day, eix or eight hours, for 
what fish a shilling would purchase. 

Lumber, which the country immediately 
south of the Straits would supply in abundance, 
can be furnished cheaper from the interior 
counties, on the same route, two hundred miles 
further south. There are no other articles 
which Cincinnati looks for in this direction. 

The object of Cincinnati in '..s move, is, 
doubtless, to get a direct communication with 
the Grand River Valley, for the purpose of com- 
peting with Detroit in the trade in groceries 
and southern productions generally ; articles 
which she can furnish at a very small figure 
below the Detroit rales, but still sufficient, 
with a good line of transportation, to givo her 
a monopoly of the trade. 

So far as the people of Michigan are con- 
cerned, this object will be attained by extend- 
ing the Cincinnati and Ferrysburg road to De- 
troit ; but this would leave the trade between 
wholesalers and retailers at Detroit. To trans- 
fer that branch of the business to a rival city 
in a neighboring State, is the sole object of 
this magnificent project. The promise of a 
read to the Straits and beyond them is bat a 
blend to the real purpose, and designed to se- 
cure northern aid in the effort to procure the 
right of way through the southern counties. 

Among these three projects the only one 
which commends itself to the interest of Mich- 
igan as a whole, is that of a road by way of 
Saginaw and the Straits to the copper region ; 
a project not to be thought of, unless the Straits 
are to be bridged. 

There is, however, another route, so far as 
we know, never spoken of, which seenres to 
the State the advantages of the improvement: 
avoids the difficulties at the Straits, and is 
more direct, and possesses more local advanta- 
ges than either of the other routes 

From Pontiac, through Flint and Saginaw, 
to Lake Michigan, midway between Grand and 
Little Traverse Bays, is a route admitting the 
construction of an air line road of the first class, 
at the lowest cost. No road ever constructed 
in the country presents more favorable grades 
for the same distance. The country on both 
sides for a great distance is of the finest quali- 
ty, and from the beginning would send for- 
ward a large amount of freight. 

Tho termination on Lake Michigan would 
be at a Bay (into which Pine River discharg- 
es itself) always affording safe anchorage, 
sheltered from all winds but the north, and bat 
slightly exposed in that direction, and never 
closed by ice. From there aeroea to the north 
shore, at Seul Choix, or the month of M ania , 
tique River, the navigation of the Lake is nev- 
er obstructed by the ice, and a good harbor is 
obtained for the boats at that end of the steam- 
boat route. 


Notwithstanding its higher latitude, this 
route is more favorable to winter navigation 
than that from Marquette River (Noti-pe-kago) 
to Manitowoc. For the mouths of Marquette 
and Manitowoc Rivers close with ice ; there 
are no ontside harbors, and the steamboats in 
winter would be obliged to lie at anchor, ex- 
posed to every storm, and loading with ice. 

But on this northern route the outside har- 
bors are sheltered, so as to afford great secu- 
rity to vessels; and the streams entering them 
are large and rapid, and dosed with ice but a 
short time. 

Grand and Little Traverse Bays, and the 
Islands along the route, are within a few min- 
utes steaming of the track of the boats, and 
some one of them could be reached, and thus 
secure the most ample protection in any storm, 
no matter how sudden and severe. The water 
is so exceedingly deep on this route, that the 
winter does not suffice to make it cold. In the 
month of February large fields of ice, blowing 
up from the Straits by continued north winds, 
melt and disappear before they roach the Fox 
Islands. 

Passengers by this rente might occasionally 
be detained one day wailing for a winter 
storm to blow out. But with stanch boats this 
would be of rare occurrence, and going off on 
some rival route would be out of the question. 
The distance across the Lake would be less 
than at Manitowoc by 18 miles ; saving one 
hour and a half. 

From the month of Manistique River the 
rente would be nearly an air line, through 
both the iron and copper region to Lake Supe- 
rior, at or in the vicinity of Ontonogon, a line 
of country abounding more in natural wealth 
than any other section of the Upper Pen- 
insula. 

The advantages of this route are, that it is 
entirely within the State, and therefore sub- 
ject to legitimate Legislative control, and pro- 
tection; that it is no where liable to be rapped, 
and its business transferred to competing 
routes, carrying our legitimate trade to rival 
cities ; that it can be used the entire year, and 
avoids the difficulty at the Straits; that it 
will command a good way business; and is 
the shortest as well as the best route from tho 
copper region to Detroit, and all places to the 
east. 

The difference in distance in favor of this 
route over that by Manitowoc is twenty-four 
miles of Rail Road, and eighteen miles by 
steamboat, equal to two hours and a half in 
time. But the saving in construction, rolling 
stock and daily expense in running is still 
greater, because it avoids the necessity of two 
distinct roads at the northern termination. — 
And all these advantages are gained without 
loss or expense. 

There ia a local advantage of no small mo- 
ment, and yet quite worthy the attention of 
statesmen, to be gained by adopting this route. 
The iron region is between Lake Superior and 


cargo. These all, with sailors 
and light house keeper, engaged 
in a tirade of the most unmitigat- 
ed abuse of the Mormons.

The 
insurance agent brought the rope 
back, and put it where he got it 
Among the sailors who went 
aboard the Seaman, either with 
the insurance agent or a little 
previous, when his Mackinac ves- 
sels were in this harbor, some 
one left a marlinespike unlike 
the one in use there, and when 


such situation as to be useful un- 
til it is finally well worked. The 
eflect of the improvement, be- 
sides facilitating intercourse be- 
tween the extremities of the Is- 
land, is to bring into use a large 
tract of excellent land. 

loo much praise cannot be 
awarded to those who have help 
ed this important undertaking 
through every discouragement 
to completion. 

A QUESTION FOR ASTRON- 
OMERS. 

The present doctrine of all as- 
tronomers is, that the sun is the 
centre of the solar system, around 
which planets, asteroids and com- 
ets revolve. Also that fixed stars 
are suns to other planetary sys- 
tems, having no motion corres- 
ponding with this planetary mo- 
tion round the sun, and no de- 
termined or ascertained motion. 

The earth is supposed to re- 
volve round the sun once a year, 
at the distance of ahont ninety- 
five million of miles from it. — 
When the earth bus made half 
of this annual revolution, it is 
therefore one hundred and nine- 
ty million of miles from where it 
was six months before. 

Now the north pole of the 
earth points constantly to a point 
near the north star, and the south 
pole as constantly to a point near

Now, by this rente as soon as navigation 
closes on L‘ake Superior, the iron can be sent 
to Lake Michigan, at a very slight additional 
charge, and there shipped to market, and the 
avails realised immed ; ately, insteaJ of re- 
maining on hand for months as so much dead 
capital. 

As it is now, iron manufacturers can only 
send forward their productions and get imme- 
diate returns for about four months in tnc year. 

Increase that term to ten months, and the capi- 
tal now invested would employ twice as many 
laborers, and increase the dividends by a still 
greater ratio. The operation of this fact 
would fill the iron region with forges and fur- 
naces, and change it from a wilderness to clus- 
tering villages, teeming with indastrious pop- 
ulation, digging wealth from the bowels of the 
earth. 

No other route in tho Slate can develop and 
combino so many important interests, both lo- 
cal and general, as this. And no other is so 
essentially a State work,bono5tung every part, 
by giving prosperity to the whole.

Cheboygan County, which must do all its 
trade there, is withou. doubt the very best 
County for agriculture in the Stale; and its 
fisheries are considerable. The day is no.t 
distant when goods and passengers destined 
for Mackinac will be landed from steamboats 
on the wharfs at Duncan, and reshipped on 
the small sail vessels employed on the fishe- 
ries. Many of the first settlers of Cheboya- 
gan wore not of the best clas3. Thejupartake 
too much of the characteristics of Mackinac. 
But they are of the more industrious class troin 
that place, and circumstances favor their im- 
provement. There is a good prospect of a 
regular and considerable emigration of the 
most industrious classes from the eastern and 
middle States, of a decrease of drinking and 
dissipation, and a real and substantial improve- 
ment in society. Fow if any of the Counties 
of the State ever began with brighter prospects 
than Cheboygan. 

GRAND TRAVERSE COUNTY. 

The country aronnd Grand Traverse Bay 
has for several centuries been a favorite resi- 
dence of the Indians. The supply of game 
was always good, and of fish abundant. The 
climate is very mild for the latitude, and the 
soil productive. 

At an early period the Jesnite missions made 
considerable progress there. Both the apple 
and peach planted by them are now found 
growing wild, and are flourishing. The fruit, 
though inferior in quality to the cultivated, is, 
nevertheless, of considerable value. Since the 
Indians of Miohigan have generally emigrated 
beyond the Mississippi, an effort I -.13 been 
made to concentrate those who remain around 
Grand Traverse, and improve their condition. 
This attempt has entirely failed, as it ever 
mnBt, while the execution of it is entrusted to 
persons feeling no particular interest in the 
fate of the Indians, and receiving office as the 
reward of political services. 

At the present lime there are n number of 
•mall Indian villages around Gr ind Traverse, 
engaged part of the year in a piculture and 
pari in hunting. Their nitrabi s not increas- 
ing. Pulmonary diseases an very ce' nnon 
and fatal. At different villages are stationed 
school teachers, farmers and mechanics, ap- 
pointed by the Government of the United 
States, to instruct the Indians.

Jhe balance of 
Omeena, Leelanan and Antrim regained the 
townehip of Omeena ; but no provision was 
contained in the Act for organizing a township, 
choosing inspectors of <v rtion, levying taxes, 
or forming Jury lists. It was, therefore, im- 
possible to organize the County, and it re- 
mained destitute of legal government or judi- 
cial authority till 1853 


the County, with a view to permanently occu- 
py and control it. 

Mr. Strang, the Mormon prophet and leader, 
was a member of the House, and introduced 
and advocated the bill, and so far did his 
presence and personal acquaintance with him 
serve to allay prejudice, that the Act passed 
by a vote almost unanimous.

The first visible effect of this Act is ridding 
die place of a few of its most undesirable in- 
habitants, and a great increase of a belter class 
of emigrants. Improvements are rapidly pro- 
gressing, and both agriculture and the manu- 
facture of lumber are being carried on with 
Success. 

The pineries around Grand Traverse are Ex- 
tensive. There is also considerable white oak 
of an excellent quality. About half the land, 
distributed in tracts of considerable extent, 
is of an excellent quality for agriculture. The 
rest is pine plains aud cedar swamps. These 
are covered with valuable limber, which will ; 
not be exhausted in many years. As the tim- 
ber disappears, this land will also ho found 
susceptible of a high state of cultivation. 

Grand Traverse is the most beautiful Bay in 
Michigan, and litllo excelled in mild chaste 
beauty anywhere. Its shores are bold, and 
there is considerable high land around it. It 
is sprinkled with Islands, aud its shores 
notched with Bays, 'and Harbors. Indeed, all 
Grand Traverse answers the purpose of a har- 
bor. The Bay is rarely obstructed with ice. 
Except in very severe winters, no ice forms 
there. 

A road has been opened from the County 
Seat, at the West head of the Bay to the Mus- 
kegon River, and by this route all the towns 
from Grand Traverse to Lake Superior are 
supplied with mails during the winter. Any 
road hereafter made from the lower part of the 
State to the Straits of Michilimackinac, is sure 
to take Grand Traverse in its route. 

Grand Traverse is getting a good emigra- 
tion by water. Bui a strong tide of emigra- 
tion is now settling to the North from Grand 
Rapids, which will soon fill Grand Traverse 
County with settlers. Stearohoats begin to 
enter the Bay occasionally, and a very little 
addition to its business will call them in regu- 
larly. These futilities of communication will 
make settlement easy and desirable. 

EMMET COUNTY. 

In 1810 the f aunty of Tonedegana was laid

Fortunately, Samuel Shaw went to Chicago 
ant) engaged a cargo of timber to a lambe r 
firm, and got them to send a vessel to winter 
in the Harbor, wuh provisions to pay for the 


timber as fast as it was made. This made a 
sufficient supply ; and the same traders imm*. 
diately offered to sell large amounts to the 
Mormons, at low prices, and so sharply did 
they press the competition, that Mr. Shaw 
found it difficult to make out his cargo. 

In 1849 the Mormons commenced building 
a house of worship, since known as the Tab- 
ernacle. Daring the winter of 1849 ’50, while 
several men were engaged in getting out tim- 
ber for this building, a large company of men 
came from Whiskey Point and drove them 
from their work. One of the Mormons, Spaul- 
ding Lewis, who refused to quit work, was se- 
verely beaten. 

During the same winter a debating school 
was instituted by the Mormons, but others 
came in, and by rude and filthy conduct, some- 
times accompanied with threats of violence, 
broke it up. At a social party, new years, 
a large number came in uninvited, but prom- 
ising to conducfwitlt propriety, but before leav- 
ing they beat two of the Mormons, pretending 
to no other reason than that they were “Damn- 
ed Mormons.” 

A mail came in, in the course of the winter, 
and when the MorinonB called for their letters, 
they received every manner of insult. Some 
were struck, and sn ‘ had letters taken from 
them before they left the office. Fishermen, 

; 'tendin. i be drunk, went to the houses of 
the Mormons when the men were absent, and 
exposed their persons in a beastly manner, ac- 
companied with vile language and threats of 
violence. 

Mr. Strang had left a cow on the Island for 
the use of a poor woman, afflicted with palsey. 
A fisherman of the name of Frazier, wintering 
on the Island, drove her off and sold her to 
another fisherman, named Patrick Sullivan, 
who, knowing the circumstances, said he 
“ would kill any damned Motmon who came 
for her.’’ 

The effect of all theBO aggressions was a de- 
cided animosity between the Mormons and 
their neighbors. The distinction of Mormon 
and Gentile came into use, and a line of dis- 
tinction in society became visible and broad. 
However the Mormons neither resisted nor re- 
taliated. Until the spring of 1850 they adher- 
ed strictly to the rule of non-resistance to vio- 
lence, and a patient endurance of whatever in- 
juries and persecutions were inflicted upon 
them. 

The spring of 1850 brought a largn emigra- 
tion of Mormons to Beaver. The various mis- 
sionaries returned, generally accompanied with 
a goodly number of followers. A large com- 
pany came down from Voree, ami the leading 
men of the church removed with their families, 
intending to make Saint James the permanent 
head quarters of the church. 

These emigrants generally had to land at 
Whiskey P.-int, then in possession of Peter 
McKinley, successoc to Alva Cable. They 
were frequenty! met with threats on the boat’s 
deck, and always on tho wharf. A dozen men 
would generally surround a family of emi- 
grants and order them back on the boat, tell- 
ing them that they were preparing to drive off 
and kill all the Mormons, and had combined 
to prevent any more landing. Th"re was a 
wharf on the West side of the Harbor, where 
boats might have landed tho emigrants in the 
vicinity of the Mormon settlements, but most 
of them refused to d > so. These demonstra- 
tions were the means of keeping away many 
emigrants, notwithstanding which they in- 
creased to between six and seven hundred. 

At this time there was a marked change in 
the policy of the Mormons. They publicly 
announced that they should submit to injury 
and aggression no longer — that they would re- 
turn blow for blow and stroke for stroke, and 
would punish every man who insulted or in- 
truded upon them. 

On different occasions fishermen and sailors 
went to their meetings for the avowed purpose 
of interrupting them in the course of worship. 
All these attempts were suppressed with s 
strong hand. Guards attended all the meet- 
ings. When strangers came in they were 
sealed, so as to disperse them throuM. the eon- 
gation. As the guard walked up and down the 
aisles, with lie-vy cants, the first show of dis- 
turbance was the signal for dragging out the 
1 guilty party, without wait.ng for parley or 
apology.

Why such an article as the 
foregoing should find a place in 
a respectable paper, is more than 
we can divine. There is no Grand 
Island in either Lake Michigan 
or Huron ; no Island ever called 
by that name within the range of 
the Mackinac fisheries. 

Grand Island, Lake Superior, 
is two hundred and fifty miles 
from Mackinac, and there is not 
a Mormon there, or within one 
hundred miles of it, and that is 
the only Island ever known by 
that name above Niagara River. 

It has been represented by the 
people of Mackinac and by the 
newspapers in their interest, for 
three or four years past, that the 
Mormons were in the constant 
practice of stealing whatever 
property was brought among 
them, or left exposed in any of 
the country near them. 

If this is true, would two fish- 
ermen citizens of Mackinac 
venture among them with “ a sup- 
ply of provisions, nets, stores, &c.” 
And if what all Mackinac has 
been agreed in saying for the last 
three years is not true, then why 
should this new tale be credited ? 

And if “ these miscreants” can- 
not “ be brought to their bear- 
ings, so long as they have votes 
nnd influence enough to make it 
ah object fbr politicians to fawn 
about them,” will the Enquirer 
be so gbod as^o inform its rea- 
ders and us what politicians are 
expected to do the fawning? — 
Can the Enquirer learn nothing 
by experience ? Has not the ed- 
itor of that paper seen $30,000 
expended and prejudice and per- 
jury resorted to, to fix the stain 
of some ofTence on the Mormons ? 
And has he not seen their inleg- 
tegrity vindicated in every judi- 
cial investigation ? 

With the mass of facts before 
him , which he will well enough 
recollect, without our repeating 
them, has he not every reason to 
believe that tales of this kind are 
constantly manufactured, merely 
for effect ? Does lie not see that 
this upon its face is false ? 

For who.’ is said about fawning 
politicians, we should really like 
to know what act has been donp 
in which the Mormons of the 
Stute of Michigan can be suspect- 
ed of trafficking with politicians ? 
What favors have they ever re- 
ceived, what benefit have they 
conferred, which by possibility 
could be the result of political 
bargaining ? We sincerely wish 
to make this issue, and would 
like to see both sides fairly repre- 
sented in both the Enquirer and 
Islander. 

If there was the slightest prob- 
ability that the offence named 
had been committed by any Mor- 
mon, we should protest against 
its being styled a “ Mormon out- 
rage.” What would any one 
think in reading in a respectable 
paper of Baptist outrages, and 
Presbyterian outrages, because a 
member of either of those church- 


es had committed an offence 
against the law ? 

We cannot see why statements 
of this kind so lightly made, are so 
perseveringly persisted in by the 
newspaper press. We are un- 
willing to believe that men deem- 
ed honorable would wittingly 
conspire with a band of miscre- 
ants to literally crush out and 
murder a people, by heaping up 
a pile of falsehood against them, 
till no one would dare to do 
them justice. 

Here at Saint James are a num- 
ber of merchants doing business, 
with genera! assortments of goods. 
The doors of several stores are 
of pine boards, only an inch 
thick. Mr. Wait’s store is only 
enclosed with half inch boards, 
and locked with a common pad- 
lock, which could be picked with 
a cut nail, and no person sleeps 
in it or within eight rods of it. — ; 
Yet never a store has been bro- 
ken into here. 

Mr. Wait wintered eighty bar-' 
rels of fish in an unfinished build- 
ing, with boards stood up against ] 
the doorway, and propped up 
with a rail outside for want of a 
door lock. , " 

M. M. Aldrich wintered a 
quantity of fish, pork, flour, dec., 
worth above $1,000, protected 
from theft only by common glass 
and sash windows. 

F. Johnson & Co. had a con- 
siderable quantity of the same 
kinds of propery and several hun- 
dred bushels of grain in a build- 
ing Unly enclosed with inch 
boards, on their wharf ; and for 
several weeks one side of the 
building open to make room to 
work ja pile drivei, so that the 
property was as much exposed as 
though it had been in the street ; 
and they have now and have had 
for more than a week past more 
than $1,200 worth of pork, beef, 
flour, beans and dried fruit piled 
up in the same building, and 
pork and flour out on the wharf. 

And among all this not one ar- 
ticle, not a pound weight, not a 
penny’s worth has been stolen. 
Not one merchant can be made 
to believe his property is unsafe. 
Such another place cannot be 
found in Michigan. We doubt 
whether it can in the United 
States. 

Here are four packing houses, 
where the packing of fish is go- 
ing on daily. In those houses 
and on the wharves are seldom 
less than two hundred barrels of 
fish. Neither packing house has 
a lock, and two are without doors. 
Add to this the nets and other 
things used in fishing, which are 
just as much exposed to the dep- 
redation of anybody who pleases 
to steal them as are the pebbles 
upon the Lake shore, and there 
is nightly not less than $5,000 
worth of property, of the Bame 
kind that the Mormons are con- 
stantly accused of stealing, as 
conveniently exposed as it possi- 
bly could be, and the owners can- 
not be persuaded that there is the 
least danger of losing a thing. 

We have mentioned this par- 
ticular kind of property, not be- 
cause it is in any respect more 
exposed to depredation than eve- 
ry thing else of the portable 
kind owned here, but because 
these facts are within the obser- 
vation of the officers of the nu- 
merous steamboats which stop 


here, and any person from Chica- 
go to Ogdensburgh can learn the 
truth by inquiring of them. 

Now, with all these facts in 
the possession or in the reach of 
the whole public, how is any man 
of sense to believe these oft re- 
peated tales of “ Mormon out- 
rage T* How is it ? Are the 
Mormons, as a people, such un- 
mitigated thieves that they will 
commit open, daring robberies 
on their shores, and go hundreds 
of miles to steal all manner of 
property, and yet so honest they 
will not steal from each other ? 

We have heard of “honor 
among thieves,” but it is asking 
too much of ljuman credulity to 
ask mankind to brieve, that a 
people are morehorusd among them- 
selves than any other community 
in the State, and are nevertheless 
an unmitigated den of thieves. 

Or does the Enquirer mean to 
be understood that “ there are 
some very bad men among the 
Mormons, whose outrages bring 
disgrace upon the whole V* Then 
why call their misdoings “Mormon 
outrages T And why not prose- 
cute the . criminals, and prove 
their guilt? And how does it 
l^appen that these few bad men 
never steal from their neighbors ? 

The standing fact, known to 
numerous strangers as well as 
reorients, that property both of 
of^ens and Btrangers is safe here 
ffiPSaint James without guard or 
locks as it is no where else in the 
United States, among as numer- 
ous a population, can never be 
answered but by admitting a re- 
markable degree of honesty 
among the people.

The New York Tribone, in advocating its 
favorite system of River and Harbor improve- 
ment at the expense of the national govern- 
ment, selects Mackinac at an example to illoe- 
trato this necessity ; arguing that the locel 
business at Mackinac could never besr the ex- 
pense, and has comparatively a trifling internet 
in the cons true lion of a good harbor there ; 
but that the through navigation is deeply in- 
terested in the construction of an artificial har- 
bor there, aa a place of refiige in heavy weath- 
er and adverse winds. 

No error could be more obvious ; no in- 
stance more unfortunate for the case of the 
Tribune. There ie anchorage for a thousand 
vessels in perfect safety in any storm In the 
vicinity of Mackinsc, though not so situated as 
to accommodate the local trade. The narrow 
deep channels among the Islands are all har- 
bor, for refuge in dangerous weather. 

The reason why vessels do not stop and lay 
one tide or the other of Roond Island, imme- 
diately in front of Maokinac, ie because if the 
weather is too bad to go by there iu either di- 
rection, it is impossible to get there. 

All vessels coming op Lake Huron, if they 
meet a storm in the Straits, can make Duncan, 
at the lower end of the south channel, eighteen 
miles south-east of Maokinac. If it is not a 
north-west storm, they can keep on onder the 
south shore to MoGolpin’s Point, aix miles 
west of Mackinac, where the anchorage ie 
good. If by any means they failed of making 
the south channel, there still it no difficulty in 
making the Cheneux, which is as safe as a ca- 
nal basic. But to get to Jfcckinao is impos- 
sible. 

Vessels coming down Lake Michigan, if 
they encounter bad weather, a’.w iya make 
Saint James, where -.hey are aa safe as in the 
basin of the Brooklyn navy yard Or if pass- 
ing here, they get into the Straits, and find 
the weather forbidding, the? make Saint Hele- 
na, eleven miles west of Mackinac, where 
there ie an excellent harbor, always safe. 

Mackinac ie the most perfect illustration of 
a place, which anything can pass if sbe can 
only reach it All the difficulty, ail the dan- 
ger, is in getting so iar ; none in going by. 

Every vessel meeting adverse winds is she 
reaches the Straits seeks a harbor to lay in for 
favorable winds; and at each entrance of the 
Straits she finds them, furnished ready by the 
band of nature. But if Mackinac harbor was 
still as s dry dock, no vessel after working its 
way so far would be inclined to stop. The 
anchorage one side or the other of Round In- 
land is always good, but they have no occasion 
for iu 

We do not object to the Ikeory of the Tri- 
bune, on paper. But it has been so generally 
used as a pretext for getting money expended 
either where harbors cannot be made at any 


reasonable cost, or where (here is no occasion I 
for them, that it is doubtless impossible to re- ' 
store it as a part of the national policy,

The several officers charged by law with ta- 
king the census in the County of Emmet have 
their work far advanced, and the result so fsr 
is very gratifying. A few of the Islands are 
yet to be visited, and a portion of the unorgan- 
ised territory ; but it is already shown that tbs 
population of the County isoverfourthousand. 
We think it a little short of five. 

The returns, we are assured, will show a 
development of resources equally gratifying.

COWDERY’S LETTERS. 

Oliver Cowdery was the earli- 
est associate with Joseph Smith 
in the ministry ol the dispensa- 
tion of the fullness of times. The 
series of letters, one of which we 
insert in each number, till the 
publication is complete, give a 
most faithful history of the bring- 
ing in of the dispensation. They 
were written in answer to brief 
letters from Wm. W. Phelps, 
then a recent convert, and a seek- 
er for farther knowledge. The 
letters of Phelps consisting prin- 
cipally of brief inquiries, we 
omit, the answers being full 
without them. 

LETTER II. 

, Sept. 20/A, 18?4. 

Dear Brother : — In my for- 
mer letter to you I promised 
to commence a more partic- 
ular and minute history of tne rise 
and progress of the Latter Day 
Saints ; and publish, for the ben- 
efit of inquirers, and all who me 
disposed to learn. There are 
certain iacts relative to the works 
of God, worthy the consideration 
and observance of every individ- 
ual, and every society: — They 
are that he never works in the 
dark — his works are alwavs per 
formed in a clear, intelligible man- 
ner: and another point is, that 
he never works in vain. This is 
not the case with men ; but 
might it not be ? 

When the Lord works, he ac- 
complishes liis purposes, and the 
effects of bis power are to be 


seen afterward. In view of this, 
suffer me to make a few remarks 
by way of introduction. The 
works of man may shine fbr a 
season with a degree of brillian- 
cy, but time changes their com- 
plexion ; and whether it did or 
not, all would be the same in a 
little space, as nothing except 
that which was erected by a 
hand which never grows weak, 
can remain when corruption is 
consumed. 

I shall not be required to adorn 
and beautify my narrative with a 
relation of the faith of Enoch, and 
those who assisted him to build 
up Zion, which fifed to God — on 
the mountains of which was com- 
manded the blessing, life forever 
more — to be held in reserve to 
add another ray of glory to the 
grand retinae, when worlds shall 
rock from their base to their een- 
tre ; the nations of the righteous 
rise from the dost, and the bless- 
ed millions of the chnrch of the 
first born shout bis triumphant 
coming, to receive bis kingdom, 
over which he is to reign tfll all 
enemies are subdued. 

Nor shall I write the history 
of the Lord’s church, raised up 
according to his own instruction 
to Moses and Aaron; of the per- 
plexities and discouragements 
which came upon Israel for their 
transgressions; their organiza- 
tion upon the land of Canaan, 
and their overthrow and disper- 
sion among all nations, to reap 
the reward of their iniquities, to 
the appearing of th© Great Shep- 
herd, in the flesh. 

But there is, of necessity, a 
uniformity so exact; a manner 
so precise, and ordinances so mi- 
nute, in all ages and generation* 
whenever God has established 
his churoh among men, that should 
I have occasion to recur to ei- 
ther age, and particularly to that 
characterized by the adveut of 
the Messiah, and the ministry of 
the apostles of that church ; with 
a cursory view of the same till it 
lost its visibility on earth ; was 
driven into darkness, or till God 
took the holy priesthood unto 
himself, where it has been held 
in reserve to the present century, 
as a matter of right, in this free 
country, I may take the privi- 
lege. 

This may be doubted by some 
— indeed by many — as an admis- 
sion of this point would over- 
throw the popular systems of the 
day. I cannot reasonably ex- 
pect, then, that the large majori- 
ty of professors will be willing 
to listen to my argument for a 
moment ; as a careful, impartial,, 
and faithful investigation of the 
doctrines which I believe to be 
correct, and the principles cher- 
ished in my bosom— and believ- 
ed by this church — by every hott- 
est man most be admitted as 
truth. Of this I may say as Ter- 
tulian said to the Emperor, when 
writing in defence of the saints 
in his day: “ Who ever looked 
well into our religion that did 
not embrace it F 

C -'mmon undertakings and 
plans of men tray be overthrown 
or destroyed by opposition. The 
systems of this world may be ex- 
p.oded or annihilated bjr oppres- 
sion or falsehood; but it is the 
reverse with pure religion.— 
There is a power attendant on 
♦-nth that all the arts and de- 
-iir ns of men cannot fathom; 
ther- is an increasing influence 
wh : c!i uses up in one place the 
moment it is covered in another, 
and the more it is tradneed, and 

,e harsher the means employed 
o effect its extinction, the more 
numerous are its votaries. 

It is not the vain cry of de- 
lusion from the giddy multi- 
tude ; it is not the sneers of big- 
ots ; it is not the frowns of zeal- 
ots, neither the rage of princes, 
kings, nor emperors, that cad 
prevent its influence. 



The feet is, as Tertulinn said, 
no man ever looked carelally in- 
to its consistency and propriety 
without embracing it. It is im- 
possible : that light which en- 
lightens man, at once enrap- 
tures him; that intelligence which 
existed before the world was, 
will unite, and that wisdom in 
the Divine economy will be so 
conspicuous, that it will be em- 
braced, it will be observed, and 
it must be obeyed. 

Look at pure religion, whenev- 
er it has had a place on earth, 
and you will always mark the 
same characteristics in all its fea- 
tures.

Those who have 
been guided by them, hnve al- 
ways shown the same principles ; 
and those who were not, have n< 
uniformly sought to destroy their 
influence.

Hut the thou- 
sands of years w hi ch have come 
anil gone, have let' - , it unaltered ; 
the millions who have embraced 
it, and are now enjoying that

The proviso simply provides 
that in making these grants of lands, a partie- 
olar oias* of persons shall not be entitled to 
the benefits of them. 

One word here by way of reply to the gen- 
tleman from Virginia, [Mr. Letcher,] who 
asked me a question Ibis morning. That ques- 
tion, as I understand it, was, why a limitation 
ofthiaaort had been imposed with regard to 
donationa oi land to settlers, when a similar 
provision waa not introduced with regard to 
the salary of the surveyor general 1 Now, sir, 
am 1 really expected to answer a question of 
thataortl The first section of the bill pro- 
vides that where an individual shall discharge 
eastain specific and well defined duties, he 
shall he paid for the services so rendered at a 
specific and defined rate. That is natural. — 
Ths reason Is obvious. The propriety of it 
will be admitted by everybody. The first sec- 
tion, then, is simply to provide compensation 
tot a particular officer, who is to render certain 
services; end there can certainly be no neces- 
sity for me to explain why a limitation is not 
put upon the salary of that officer. The latter 
portion of the bill provides for donations of 
land to settlers. Now, the Government might 
pay one who practices polygamy for discharg- 
ing the duties of surveyor general for services 
rendered, and yet might esteem it impolitic to 
maka donations of land — gifts to parties on 
condition of settlement, and thus settle that 
country with persona practicing polygamy — 
The distinction, I apprehend, is sufficiently ob- 
vious without any farther remarks from me. 

One word more. I have risen merely f°r 
the purpose of explanation, and not to express 
opinion s. As 1 have already stated, when 1 
submitted this bill to the committee cu public 
lands, it was without this proviso. 

Now, with regard to the Mormons them- 
coins, 1 have to attte the fact, that polygamy 
u a lkoal iniHlution in the Territory of Utah. 
I have a volume of the itatutea of U tah before 
mt, and I have examined it carefully. 

Mr. Milleon. Really, 1 am somewhat as- 
tonished at that declaration of the gentleman 
foot Ohio. Do 1 understand, the gentleman 
to say that polygamy is a LX UAL institution in 
the Territory of Utah! 

Mr. Disney. Yes. 

Mr. Million. Has the law legalising it ev- 
er bean revised by Congress 1 i should like 
la know if the gent lem an has any information 
npos that subject! 

Mr. Disney. I ban just stated that I have 
examined the laws of the Territory of Utah. 

Mr. Millaon. What 1 with to ask the gen- 
Ikaoaa is, whether that law has ever been re- 
vised by the Committee on Territories ! And, 
if so, whether the Committee on Territories 
«M prepared to— wbat i take it for granted 
they will promptly do— report a bill annulling 
eseh a law ! 

Mr. Disney. 1 will answer the gentleman. 
There is no statute in the Territory of U tah ex- 
pteeaiy allowing polygamy as such, although 
it recognises its existence. The slalulct rtcog- 
— issue cf marriage s under such a system 
there as nsirs-at-law, and make provisions in 
regard to estates, and in every way and form 
recognise the existence of polygamy as a legal 
institution. 1 hold in my hand a statute of 
that character. 1 desire merely to make one 
more remark in addition to whatl have already 
aaM. It ia proper for me, in justice to the 
Mormons, to stale that their statute books are 
/UM with provisions against incontinence of a 
mosi severe character. 

Mr. Simmons. Sir, 1 am opposed to strik- 
ing oat the oiause, for two reasons. My first 
iceaoik it, that it would be repudiating tho 
Whole antecedent policy of this Government 
upon the subject of legislating for Territories, 
and fitting them to become republican Slates 
af this Union. The ordinance of 1767, pro- 
viding for the government of the NorthWest 
Territory, from which the States of Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin were 
formed, and whioh received tho sanction of 
lh« old Congress under the confederation, and 
the confirmation of the new, laid down six ar- 
ticles *a fundamental rights, to be forever se- 
cured by the government to the people, •• for 
extending the fundamental principles of civil 
and religious liberty, which form tho basis 
whereon these republics, their laws and con- 
stitutions, are erected ; to fix and establish 
those principles as the basis of all laws, con- 
stitutions and governments, which forever 
hereafter shall be formed in the said Territo- 
ry, and for the establishment of States and per- 
manent government therein,” dec. And among 
these articles, the third one reads in this man- 
ner:— 

“ Religion, morality and knowledge being 
n eos etar y to good government and the happi- 
ness of man kin d, schools and the means of 
education shall forever be encouraged.” 

Here, sir, religion and morality are recog- 
nised aa being necessary to good republican 
institutions. Certainly, sir, they do not mean 
by religion and morality Uormonim and po- 
lygamy. 

Bat again, sir, this very ordinance oi 1787 
wee adopted, wold fat word, avowedly on its 
fact, by Congress, is aa ordinance for the 


government of the Mississippi Territory, then 
containing the embryo State now in part rep- 
resented by the gentleman from Alabama> 
[Mr. Phillips,] and made it the law there too, 
•* excepting the tost article forbidding slavery ,” 
which exception was made in consequence oi 
the contiguity of that great Territory to slave 
States, and of its being deemed a necessary 
outlet for their emigration. But the whole of 
the six articles, excepting the last, was adopt- 
ed and applied in so many words to that Terri- 
tory, together with its declaration that religion 
and morality are the basis of free republican 
institutions; and with its provisions for the 
support of schools and education. 

It seems, sir, that this Government once had 
something to do with these subjects. Con- 
gress once thought that Teriitories could not 
be properly fitted to become republican States 
without morality. If the learned gentleman 
from Georgia [Mr. Stephens] will take the 
trouble to look into Heeren’s introduction to 
his Political History, he will be satisfied the 
author is right, when he says, ihe reason why 
the civilization of Asia is so much behind that 
of Europe, is owing to the institution and prev- 
alence oi polygamy, which spoiled'the domes- 
tic relations, and occasioned morrv evil than 
slavery itself, becanse one was the parent of 
the other. 

Sir, polygamy, everywhere, spoils the do- 
mestic relations, breaks up the family oircle, 
which is the school of morality, of social or- 
der, and of republican liberty. But, sir, as 
with individuals, so it is with a people, always 
going from one extreme to another. A few 
years ago the Mormons were driven out of the 
Stole ol Illinois by violence, and tho two 
Smiths were shot in a base and cowardly man- 
ner in prison, from general disgust with their 
institutions. Tho whole society was soon af- 
terwards expelled from the SlRte. Now that 
they are gone away into the western woods, 
and got homes in another place, at a great dis- 
tance from ourselves, we do right not to per- 
secute ; hut by no means, with our govern- 
ment pat. mage, let us oncourage and strength- 
en such institutions; for. when in the course 
of the increase and settlements of our people 
in the western domains, they eometobe neigh- 
bors, or fall in contact with Mormons, they 
will certainly have more trouble. All their 
institutions are at variance with ours. I would 
therefore pr.aa no law to build up or strengthen 
them. 1 shall vote in favor of retaining the 
provision in tho bill for these reasons. It 
seems to me very unwise in the HousoofRcp- 
resentatives to allow tho idea to go abroad to 
the world that we are recognizing and patron- 
izing such institutions by bounty laws, insti- 
tutions at war with all true liberty and the 
moral ssntiment of Christendom.

The friends of Temperance 
held a State Convention in De- 
troit, the latter part of April, to 
prepare for the fall campaign. — 
Since then we have heard of no 
movements. We fully expected 
to see the act of 1853 overruled 
by the Courts, and were quite 
prepared for the existing difficul- 
ties. 

The act of 1853, known as the 
Maine Law, was supported by 
some of the bitterest enemies of 
temperance, because they dare 
not return to the people after op- 
posing it They made it uncon- 
stitutional, for the purpose of get- 
ting it overruled by the Courts, 
and then voted for it, to save 
themselves with their constitu- 
ents. Several old, firm, consis- 
tent friends of temperance, after 
fruitless efforts to amend, finally 
opposed it, believing that it would 
damage the public .morals and 
discourage the temperance re- 
formers. 

It was a melancholy exhibition 
of the triumph of vice, when at 
Lansing, among the conservators 
of the public weal, men daily hot 
with liquor, and seldom quite 
free from intoxication, crowded 
themselves forward as the most 
faithful advocates of reform, and 
pushed aside the unflinching la- 
borers of «,wenty-five years ser- 
vice in the cause, as luke-warm 
half-hearted reformers, behind the 
enterprise of the age, and as old 
logies, or hypocrites. 

If we had any confidence in 


the workings of experience to 
make men wise, we should look 
forward to the next Legislature 
with hope. Prohibition is emi- 
nently necessary. That necessity 
is felt and acknowledged by a 
large majority of the people. 

At the last session of the Leg- 
islature this District was repre- 
sented bv an unflinching advo- 
cte of temperance, who was too 
old a bird to be caught with chaff. 
Whethet it will be so again is 
very uncertain. We are not free 
from the most serious anxiety on 
the subject ; more on account of 
this liquor question than any 
other. We have no important 
local interests to look after. We 
are anxious to see a man brought 
forward for d member of the next 
Ilquse sound in this respect, not 
seriously objectionable otherwise, 
who can fa elected. We care little 
what party he belongs to. 

The Monroe Democrat, of 
March 23d, has the following : — 

SquATTta Sovereignty. — T he organ of the 
Mormon community that colonized Beaver Is- 
land, in Lake Michigan, has the following ar- 
gument in favor of Douglas* principles 
ular sovereignty, which we commend to all 
who advocate the Nebraska bill : — 

“ What business has Congress or the United 
States with the law concerning marriage ?— 
That is a domestic matter of each State, in 
which each is sovereign. Fifteen of the States 
allow a largo portion of their population, (the 
slaves,) as many wives as their masters please, 
and as many concubines a9 they can get. A 
majority allow every man to keep as many 
concubines as he can hire, and turn them off 
when he pleases, and consign them to poverty 
and destruction, In all the States vast num- 
bers are publicly kept as common prostitutes, 
and neither Congress or any other power has 
been appealed to. But because tbe Mormons 
in Utah have, like the Puritans in New Eng- 
land, determined to be governed by tho law of 
God, they must, forsooth, be refused admission 
into the Union. Does not republicanism itself 
guaranty to Utah the right of sel f-governmeut 1 
Have not they the same right to establish po- 
lygamy, that Michigan has to prohibit it, and 
establish duality t la tha republicanism of 
America a reality, or is it a false pretense, a 
sw j rdle ! Nothing can be clearer than that if 
the people of Utah see fit to institute and prac- 
tice polygamy, no power on earth can legally 
prevent them. The only real difficulty in the 
matter will ariso whon those who have been 
legally married in Utah to a number of wives, 
choose to go with their wives to reside in oth- 
er Slates. 

We don’t see any thing espe- 
cial to object to in what the Demo- 
crat says. Yet it doe9 put us in 
the wrong pen. 

The Democrat will remember 
that we were answering the ques- 
tion of the Chicago Tribune, ‘what 
shall we do with the Mormons?’ 
in reference to the expected or- 
ganisation of Utah as a State. It 
was not squatter sovereignty, but 
State sovereignty that we were 
advocating. 

If squatter sovereign f y, or what 
is colled popular sovereignty, is 
adopted as the rule ol the nation, 
then it will certainly follow that 
the Territory of Utah has the 
same right to establish polygamy 
as Oregon lias to establish duali- 
ty. 

And if State sovereignty is to 
be maintained intact, it as clearly 
follows that Utah, as a State, has 
the same right to establish polyg- 
amy as Michigan has to prohibit 
it and establish duality. 

We have not at any time ad- 
vocated the new political doc- 
trine of squatter sovereignty. — 
But we have insisted that if that 
doctrine prevailed with the na- 
tional government, it must carry 
with it the practice o\ absolute non- 
interference in any of the internal af- 
fairs cf a Territory; whether in 
regard to marriage, slavery, or 
any other domestic institution', 
which does not trench directly 


upon those powers expressly 
granted to Congress by the Con- 
stitution. 

And we have thrust before the 
people the fact that if Congress 
does affirm this squatter sove- 
reignty doctrine, for the purpose 
of introducing slavery into Ne- 
braska and Kansas, other radi- 
calisms may transplant them- 
selves to new unorganized Ter- 
ritory, and in the exercise of this 
new and untried sovereignty pre- 
sent to Congress pills, more bit- 
ter than either slavery or polyg- 
amy, to be swallowed, in order to 
preserve the life of the new born 
ruler, ** squatter sovereignty.” — 
He draws all his sustenance from 
his Congressional mother, and 
she will need vomit up what lit- 
tle remains of morals, public vir- 
tue and national honor, ns well as 
an enormous mass of ancient and 
religions prejudices, and ances- 
tral traditions ; or the bantling 
will perish of the food he is nour- 
ished with. 

We do not subscribe to the 
doctrine of popular sovereignty, 
or the sovereignty of majorities 
any where, as sound in morals. — 
We hold that minorities have 
rights as well as majorities. Ev- 
ery written constitution is a stand- 
ing witness that there are some 
things whicli a majority cannot 
rightfully do. And all experi- 
ence shows that the power which 
must be vested in a majority, in 
order that the wheels of govern- 
ment may not be stopped, is ev- 
er liable to abuse. 

W<° recognize in the govern- 
ment of the United States sove- 
reign power, absolute, except so 
far as restrained by the constitu- 
tion, for certain specified purpo- 
ses, and power concurrent with 
the States for certain other pur- 
poses. 

Beyond this, all the rights and 
attributes, and all the preroga- 
tives and powers of sovereignty, 
except so for as restrained by 
written constitutions, belong to 
the State governments. 

The rights reserved in the 
constitution of the United States 
to the people, belong to them 
equally, whether residing in 
States, organized Territories, or 
any unorganized dominion. 

The rights reserved to the peo- 
ple by the State constitutions, be- 
long to the people of tho States 
severally reserving them. 

The Slates can have no power 
whatever in the Territories, be- 
cause they are not in their do- 
minion. 

The constitution contains no 
express grant to the United States 
of power to govern Territories. 
But it recognizes the United 
States as the holder of Territory, 
not within any State, by the 
clause granting power to make 
rules and regulation® concerning 
the public lands, under the name 
of Territory, and by providing 
for the admission of new States 
to be erected in that Territory. 

This Territory is within the 
boundary and dominion of the 
United States, but not within 
that of any individual State, and 
dominion carries with it the right 
to govern, absolute, except so 
far as limited by a valid consti- 
tution. Hence the United States 
hold all the attributes and pre- 
rogatives of absolute sovereignty 
within the Territories, except so 


far as limited by the constitution, 
in reserving certain powers to 
the people. 

The United States can not only 
do in any Territory whatsoever 
the government of a State might 
constitutionally do within its ju- 
risdiction, but they may do all 
those things which the State 
governments are prohibited do- 
ing by the State constitutions. 

To exercise all this power, 
simply because it is constitution- 
al, would be an abuse of the pow- 
er of majorities. The object be- 
ing to erect these Territories into 
States, they should be allowed, 
as they usually have been, to ex- 
ercise so much ol the local pow- 
ers of government as can safely 
be reposed in their hands. 

W hen the Territory now in- 
cluded in the five North Western 
States was only occupied by a 
few traders and adventurers, 
with a sn-ill portion of the Amer- 
ican element, the fathers of the 
republic prescribed to them a 
law of inheritance, a judiciary, a 
bill of rights, &c.,and guarantied 
to them a free republican consti- 
tution as a Territory in a state of 
pupilage, as soon as there should 
be 5,000 free male inhabitants of 
full age in the Terri !ory, and in 
due time admission into the Uni- 
on as States; but for the present 
gave the entire power of the lo- 
cal government to the Governor 
and Judges, subject only to the 
constitution and the supervision 
of Coflgress. Similar provisions 
of law were made for the organ- 
ization of several of the eurly 
Territories. And our opinion is 
that it was wisely done, and that 
the rule ougut not to have been 
departed from. 

New Mexico was u conquered 
country, and the people not well 
affected to the Waited States. — 
But they were more than squat, 
ters. Ihey were well settled, 
held legal titles, and by treaty 
were entitled to all the rights, 
privileges and immunities of cit- 
izens. If popular sovereignty 
was allowed to prevail, they 
would have organized institutions 
as inimical to every religion but 
the Roman Catholic, as those of 
Utah are to all but the Mormons ; 
and twenty times as opposed to 
American progress as the Mor- 
mon institution is falsely accused 
of being. 

This difficulty might have been 
avoided by sending them a gov- 
ernment like that of the North 
West Territory ; calling in a largo 
portion of the American element 
by liberal grants of land, and 
reconciling the Mexicans to 
American institutions, by a just 
administration, of a better gov- 
ernment than they had ever pos- 
sessed. 

Neither policy was resorted to. 
But while Texas was allowed to 
menace tw >tLirds of the Territo- 
ry with the extension of her do- 
minion over it, and Texan revo- 
lutionary land warrants were lo- 
cated on the anciept Mexican farms 
which had been occupied under 
legal titles for 150 years, a little 
handful of Americans, protected 
by a military government, bullied 
the Mexicans into submission to 
their squatter sovereignty, and 
organized Territorial government 
without authdrity from Congress. 
In order to keep up this order of 
things, a majority of the old res- 



r^Thavebeen constantly bul- 
lied out of their right of citizen- 
ship, in violation of the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo. And yet 
squatter sovereignty has failed, 

and New Mexico is represented 
in Congress by a Roman Catho- 
lic priest, who cannot speak a 
word of English, and has no more 
sympathy with American institu- 
tions than Santa Anna. 

A large portion of the New 
Mexicans have been driven away 
by the wipngs heaped upon them, 
and the country must be farther 
depopnlated ; whereas a more just 
policy would have Americanized 
it, and made it a respectable State 
before this time. 

The people who settled Utah 
had been monstrously outraged, 
and deserved sympathy and lib- 
erality from the United States. 
But they were not qualified for 
self-government. Allowing them 
to undertake it, has brought about 
the legal establishment of more than 
one institution to which Con- 
gress would never have given its 
consent But the thing has been 
done, and cannot be undone. 

So we say in regard to the 
people of Utah, prudence would 
have dictated sending them a 
government, consisting of men of 
legal learning, uncorruptible in- 
tegrity, and prudent, liberal, con- 
servative principles; men remark- 
ably free from sectarian prejudi- 
ces, and aide to command the 
confidence, both of the people they 
governed, and the General Gov- 
ernment. 

Such a policy would have saved 
the interminable struggle just 
opened in Congress in the debate 
on the bill establishing the office 
of Surveyor General of Utah. — 
The effort to hedge in the Mor- 
mon institution, by legal restric- 
tion, is nW proved unavailing ; 
and the appeal to lawlessness 
will doubtless again be made. — 
The effect of this, with numerous 
concurring causes, will be to gen- 
erate wide spread lawlessness and 
general disorder. It destroys 
the foundation of free govern- 
ment. 

In the particular case of Ne- 
braska, we see no Objection to 
giving the same powers to its gov- 
ernment at its first organization 
as are possessed by most of the 
existing Territories — because it 
will undoubtedly be filled with 
a people qualified and disposed to 
use the power wisely. 

But we do object most seri- 
ously to recognizing squatter sov- 
ereignity, for the purpose o f accom- 
plishing a great wrong ; like the 
extension of so oppressive and 
.demoralizing an institution as that 
of slavery. 

And we earnestly protest 
against hypocritically using squat- 
ter sovereignty as the means of 
extending an institution which de- 
nies marriage and permits un- 
restrained concubinage to 3,000,- 
000 of people, and then trampling 
upon it to disfranchise 18,000 
people who allow continent, well 
regulated, and scriptural polyga- 
my. 

' We have a little pride in be- 
ing right in politics, as well as 
religion. Will the Democrat put 
us right with its readers ?

lies west of Iowa, it is thought lhough u it lhe Sabbalh day . 
that, if a free State is raised up 
south of it, freedom will take 
care of itself there. Emigrants 
are pushing from Iowa to Nebras- 
ka with unexampled rapidity, 
several thousand haring settled 
and opened farms since January. 

These are nearly all originally 
from the free States. The Ger- 
mans are rushing forward for Ne- 
braska at the rate of several hun- 
dred a day. 

Circumstances indicate the rais- 
ing up of free States, on the Mis- 
souri, with more rapidity than it 
could have happened if no effort 
had been made to desecrate them 
to slavery. The hard contest 
which it cost to break down the 
Missouri Compromise, has cnlled 
the attention of the world to this 
splendid country, now unexpect- 
edly opened to settlement. The 
severe measures necessary to ob- 
tain the Indian title, would not 
have been taken, except for the 
great anxiety to increase the pro- 
portion of slave States ; and had 
the Territory remained sacred to 
freedom, it might not and proba- 
bly would not have been legally 
opened to settlement for years. — 

The people of the free States are 
more mobile than planters and 
slaves, and can settle a township 
with free men, easier and for less 
expense than a single slave plan- 
tation can be made. And fortu- 
nately, at this crisis, the Irish em- 
igration, which is favorable to 
slavery, is falling off. and the Ger- 
man and Scandinavian, which is 
favorable to freedom, is rapidly 
increasing.

The following from Brigham

RAIL ROAD TO MACKINAC. 

Some of our readers have doubt- 
less heard of the Cincinnati and 
Mackinac Rail Road — that is to 
be — and possibly some of them 
may have imagined that it would 
sometime be built. 

The stringency of the money 
market has caused the undertak- 
ing to be abandoned. Aside from 
tli legal difficulties in the way of 
getting such a road across the 
Central Road, the project was a 
most transparent humbug from 
the beginning. 

During the present session of 
Congress an act has been passed 
erecting a new Land District, 
consisting of all the Lower Pen- 
insula north of township twenty, 
the County of Delta in the Up- 
per Peninsula, and the Islands 
generally except Drummond and 
those farther north. 

The Office for this District is 
most judiciously located at Dun- 
can, on the south side of the 
Straits, eighteen miles from Mack- 
inac. 

This location, made by the 
President with sole reference to 
the public interest and the con- 
venience of those doing business 
at the Land Office, is another 
heavy blow upon Mackinac.

AN ANCIENT BOOK. 

The -il-Jest book in the United States, it is 
said, is a manuscript Bible in the possession 
of Dr. Witherspoon, of Alabama, written over j 
a thousand years ago ! He describes it as fol- 
lows 

“ The book is strongly bound in boards of 
the old English oak, and with thongs, by 
which the leaves are also well bound together. 
The leaves are entirely made of parchment, of 
a most superior quality of fineness and smooth- 
ness little inferior to the best satin. The pa- 
ges are all ruled with great accuracy, and 
written with great uniformity and beauty, in 
the old German text hand, and divided ofl into 
chapters and versos. The first chapter of ev- 
ery book in the Bible is written with a large 
capital of inimitable beauty, and splendidly 
illuminated with red, blue and black ink, still 
in vivid colors ; and no two of the capital let- 
ters in the book are precisely alike.” 

A very great mistake. The 
Bible was not divided into chap- 
ters 1,000 years ago. The wri- 
ter evidently intends to be under- 
stood that it is an Enlish Bible, 
written in the German text; but 
the English was never written 
in that. The old English Uack 
letter is similar to German, but 
not the same. There is no ex- 
isting copy of the entire Bible 
in any lnnguoge near a thousand 
years oid.

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WAR NEWS. 

No important battles have been 
fought on the Danube. The 
Russians have retired upon Jas- 
sev. 

It has been decided that 70,- 

000 allied troops should go to 
Varna, and 50,000 to Sevasto- 
pol. 

Immense exertions were mak- 
ing by the Turkish commanders 
for the relief of Silistria. 

The Russians in Lesser Walla- 
chia subjected it to pillage. 

The Russians are collecting 
forces in Finland, apparently to 
threaten Sweden and Norway. 

TIIE SIEGE OF SILISTRIA. 

Silistria held out at our latest 
accounts to the 11th of June. — 
There was no truth in the state- 
ment that Mussa Pacha had been 
killed. 

From May 28th to May 30th, 
six attempts to storm were made. 
All were repulsed with prodig- 
ious loss. 

During the nights of the 28th 
and 30th the Turks made sorties, 
and committed fearful carnage on 
the besiegers. 

THE BLACK SEA FLEETS. 

The fleets are still engaged in 
conveying the Anglo-French 
force to Varna, but the matter 
seems to progress slowly. 

THE BALTIC. 

A telegraphic despatch dated 
Gothland, Sunday 11th, says that 
both the French and English 
fleets were at Bordsung, twenty 
miles from Sweborg, and it was 
expected they would attnck the 
latter place on or soon after the 
13th. 

On the 30th of May three 
English steamers destroyed the 
ships, dock-yard and stores at 
Branestadt in the north of the 
Gulf of Bothnia. 

Three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand rubles of damage was done. 
' On the 31st the steamers cap- 
tnred several off Uliaborg, and on 
the 1st of June the steamers de- 
stroyed tlie ships, dock-yard and 

si ores at Whaborg, and 400,000 
rubles damage was done. 

A rumor prevails that the Em- 
peror of Austria had said public- 
ly to the Duke of Gotha: — “I will 
give you my word of honor, that 
il the Emperor pf Russia does 
not evacuate the Principalities, 

1 will declare war against him.” 

From Sweden we are informed 

that every military and naval 
preparation is being made. A 
general opinion is expressed that 
a declaration of war by Sweden 
against Russia may shortly be 
looked for. 


A MAN BEFORE ADAM. 

A conglomerate work, to use a geological 
phrase, has lately been published in Philadel- 
phia, entitled “The Types of Mankind," made 
up of contributions from the late Dr. Morton, 
Agassiz, Usher, Nott and Gliddon. This 
work 19 destined to create something of a com- 
motion in the religious world. The idea of 
the unity of the race of man is totally discard- 
ed by the authors, one and ail. l)r. Usher 
makes the astounding statement in this work 
that a human fossil has been found in New 
Orleans, in the course of some excavations in 
that city, to which a pre-Adamite age is at- 
tributed. According to iiis authority, the 
skeleton of a man, of the conformation of our 
native Indians, was discovi_.,d at a depth of 
sixteon feet, lying below a succession of four 
fossil cypress forests, to each of which the age 
of 14,400 years is given. Agassiz is said to 
have accepted this as a fact, and based upon it 
his assertion that man existed upon the earth, 
at least 150,000 years ago. The theologian 
must either disprove this statement or be com- 
pelled to admit a now exegesis of Holy Writ. 

The Evening Post is responsible for the 
above. We do not see how the fact that Dr. 
Usher makes an “astounding statement” 
about a “ human fossil,” to “ which a pre- 
Adamite ago is attributed,” or even that said 
skeloton was found at a depth of sixteen feet, 
below “ four fossil forests,” to each of which 
the age of 14,400 “ years is given,” is an ade- 
quate basis for all that is here piled upon it 

Considering tho volume of the mighty Missis- 
sippi, the liberties it takes with its banks, the 
rapid growth and luxuriance of vegetation in 
that semi-tropical region, and the concurrence 
of natural convulsions in producing physical 
changes, we think he must be a bold rather 
than a safe generalizer who could deduce with 
any confidence from such data as are here giv- 
en, the conclusion that man has existed on this 
earth 14,400 years, much less 150,000. We 
do not propose to dogmatize in turn ; but we 
cannot believe that “ the theologian " is “com- 
pelled to admit a new exegesis ” on any such 
grounds as these N. Y. Tribune. 

We perfectly agTee with what is said by the 
Tribune, and cannot dismiss the subject with- 
out adding that some of this class of scientific 
skeptics ere the most credulous beings we ev- 


er met with, and very transparent humbugs 

There is a swamp within a mile of Saint 
James, grown over with a heavy growth of 
timber ; and on which gigantic trees have 
grown, fallen down and rotted away ; and all 
hollow under, and occasionally a hole through 
the floating soil, in which an ox could be 
thrust, and left to be discovered a century or 
two hence, as this human body has been near 
New Orleans. Seven years since an Indian 
woman was lost there, and haslfius doubtless 
laid the foundation for another equally sound 
attack upon the integrity of sacred history. 

We recolleot of five similar discoveries by 
men of distinguished standing among the eci- - 
entific world, each in its time exploding the 
Mosaic chronology, or the doctrine of the unity 
of the human race, and then more effectually 
exploding itself. 

1. In the cavern at Dnrfort, in France, was 
found a large quantity of human bones, which 
it was insisted could not have been carried in- 
to it alter tho formation of the rock, in conse- 
quence of the narrownt-s of the passage. — 
This theory was explodou, :ind the hones prov- 
ed modern by examining them nnd showing 
that they were only partially mineralized, or 
petrified, and still retained a portion of animal 
matter. 

2. The skeleton of a man and dog were dis- 
covered in rite fissure of the rock of Gibralter, 
nearly imbedded in the rock, and where the 
fissure was much too narrow for them to have 
been put there since the rock was formed. It 
was, therefore, conjectured that the remains 
were older than tho pillars of Hercules, and 
had been imbedded in the rock while it was a 
soft paste, thousands of ages since. A very 
little examination showed that the rock en- 
closing the skeleton was a stalactite, now in 
process of formation, filling up the fissure 
with considerable rapidity, and the skeleton 
rather encased than imbedded and petrified. 

3. A vast mass of human remains have 
been found imbedded in solid, compact lime- 
stone rook, 8t Guadeloupe, W. I. When first 
discovered, tho rock was set down hy all geol- 
ogists as more ancient than the Mosaic dato 
of the creation. But, again, it has been most 
clearly demonstrated that these bones are not 
fos-iiized, hut retain gluten and carbonate of 
lime, as all bones do before being mineralized. 

In other words, that they are modem bones. 

It is ascertained too that the rock is now 
process of rapid formation. 

A battle was fought there between native 
tribes, within two centuries, and these bones 
are of the same race, and probably the hones 
of the slain. But if another fa- i was wanting 
to establish their modem orig n, it was recent- 
ly suppl.ed in tho discovery of a skeleton of a 
soldier, with his mus.W, deeply imbedded in 
this same rock, so as to seem a part of it, and 
even the metal buttons of his clothing suffi- 
ciently preserved to show the French manu- 
facturer's mark. Land shells, pottery, arrow- 
heads and carved wooden ornaments are found 
in this rock. 

4. Many yearn ago the prints of two human 
feet were found in the sand stone of a quarry 
at Saint Louis, Mo., which it was alledged 
must have been tracks in the soft sand before 
the rock was formed. These, though remark- 
ably perfect, are finally proved to have been 
cut out with tools; the motive being probably 
only to humbug geologists, and make sport of 
science. 

5. In the limestone used for the construction 
of the United States Court house at Detroit, is 
a figure which tho celebrated Dr. Houghton 
determined was a fossilized human head. In 
this case there is no doubt whatever that the 
figure is actually mineralized, and that tho 
rock in which it is imbedded is pre-Mamie . — 
But it certainly requires as lively a fancy to 
make it a human head, as it does to mako an- 
gels with blue wings, and pearly white feet 
passing through the feathers, of the white and 
blue clouds that rise up of a summer afternoon, 
when the sun is hot and genllo breezes blow. 

The stone containing this figure is hand- 
somely dressed, and placed in the wall of the 
Court House in a prominent position, near the 
door, and of a thousand men whom we have 
seen examine it in succession, not one believ- 
ed it human. 

So will fall to the g'ound every attempt to 
overihrow tho divine “ rord.

WAGES OF LABOR. 

The average wages of agricultural laborers 
in England, last year, were forty cents a day. 
The wages of journeymen carpenters now, in 
Waterford, Ireland, are at the present eighty- 
three cents a day. 

In Central India tlrn wages of a field laborer 
are now six cents a day, he finding his own 
food ; women receive four cents snd a third, 
and boys receive threo cents. House servants 
are better paid, and they are compelled to wear 
much better olothes. 

Thirty years ago a field laborer cost his 
owner, in the southern States, less than a dol- 
lar a week, (interest on his price, and cost of 
keeping,) now the cost is twice as much. 

In 1851, average wages at Lowell, Mass., 
in the factories, foy females, thirty-three cents 
a day ; for males, eighty cents, clear of board ; 
or, fifiy-iwo cents a day for females.and one dol- 
lar twelve cents for males, without board 

The wages in 1840, were precisely the same 
there. 

The wages oftabor at Greenwich Hospital, 
England, for carpenters, bricklayers and ma- 
sons, doubled from 1735 to 1828, (from 2s. 
6d. to 5s. per day.) 

Tho weekly wages of husbandry labor in 
England, in 1700, were equal to the price of 
fifty-four pints of wheal : in 1790, to eighty- 
two pints; in 1832, to id- 'ty pints. (Sixty- 
four pints make a bu6l 

From Win. Penn’s . •. book, it appears 
that in 1699, it required i57 days of unskilled 
labor to earn a ton of flour — cash wages 33 
cts. a day. In 1834, such a laborer at Phila- 
delphia could earn a ton of flour in seventy- 
eight days— cash wages, 75 cents a day. — 
Flour was at the former period, $45,34 ; at 
the latter, 858,32 per ton. 

Thus, in 132 years in England, the wages 
of unskilled labor, had nearly doubled, when 
estimated in wheat, in cash they had quite 
doubled, and in nearly all other commodities 
they had many times multiplied their nominal 
value. Even in the year 1813. a cottager's 
Sunday hat cost 20s., now 7s.; a 6hirt 10s. Cd. 
now 38.; calico, 2s. 9d., now 6d.; brown suga 1 
10d., now 4d. In 14 years, from 1820 to '34, 
cotton cloth fell from 12jd. to Cd. In these 
years the price of cloth diminished 51 percent., 
wages remaining in money price the same.— 
But what is more remarkable, the money price 
of all the British and Irish productions and 
manufactures exported from England had ial- 
len in these 14 years full 40 per cent. This 
reduction continued steady till 1850.841, 
63 would put chase as much .of these articles 
which make up the multiform exports of Great 
Britain, as 894 would have purchased 30 
years before. The money wages remained the 
same, lh real wages had more than dou sed 
within 30 years in perhapo ovorylhing but 
wheat and house rent. 

Tho wages of women in the United States, 
measured in the same way, have trebled since 
the year 1818— the pirir># of the general intro- 
duction of machinery into manufactories. 

The wages of husbandry in France have in 
like manner trebled in 130 years. While the 
process of doubling the wages of labor was 
going on in England, tho population rose to 
fourteen millions. 

The facts of political economy must have 
another and fairer hearing than the old school 
authorities could give them. Increase of pop- 
ulation, and the unlirniu.,, multiplication of 
products by the use of machinery do not de- 
press wages, but on the contrary, the improve- 
ment of the condition of the laborer every- 
where keeps even pace with all such increase. 

Tho laws which govern society are belter 
than the disciples of the dismal science imag- 
ine. Life is not necessarily a battle, nor is 
humanity a failure. We have indeed, a great 
deal to learn, but we have as much to hope 
for, whieh will conid^Rhe fullness of time. — 
The present good of this faith is, that wo can 
thank God and lake courage. 

The business of steamboats at this place is 
steadily increasing. At the present time 
more boats stop here than at 3ny other place 
between Sheboygan and Detroit. Scarcely a 
week goes by, but some boat comes in which 
has nevor been here before ; and every new 
one becomes a regular customer. It is very 
important to increase our business transactions 
with these boats, and thus give prosperity to 
every kind of business in the Islands. The 
Harbor of Saint James is the natural commer- 
cial centre for all this end of the Lake. The 
present time is propitious for emigrants, who 
wish a permanent home in a now and grow- 
ing place. Those who intend finally coming, 
should not delay for one year. Five hundred 
additional men would find steady employment 
at high prices next winter. An industrious 
man with a good span of horses, can do better 
at teaming than he can in the learned profes- 
sions elsewhere. 

Baltimore, June f The Sun, of this A. 
M., has a letter coma g late advices from 
Fort Leavenworth, si ■» that tho citizens of 
the new Territory of K as had hold a large 
meeting for the purpose ot organizing into an 
association to protect the rights of the squat- 
ters. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring it a bona 
fide right of the squatters on the '■oil of the 
Territory, also of every person of lawful uge, 
or at the head of a family, who marks out a 
claim of 160 acres, t arect thereon a cabin or 
residence ; the same to be the undisputed 
property of the settlers. The resolutions also 
recognize the instil.. '.ion of slavery a« at pres- 
ent existing, and recommends slaveholders to 
introduce their slaves as soon as possible. — 
The resolutions furth r state that no protec- 
tion will be afforded to abolitionists who may 
come out as settlers in the new Territory. — 
Already 2,000 claims have been made near 
Leavenworth, and applications are etill going 
on. ' 


Late reports indicate the success of the lit- 
tle speck of revolution which has some time 
prevailed in Mexico. The rising against San- 
ta Anna is extending, and some hta troops 
are going over to the insurgents. It is notim- 
probahle that he may soon be an exile again. 
In tho mean lime, the 810,000,000 which 
Mexico received under the Gadsden treaty, is, 
or 87,000,000 at least, on deposit in tho 
banks of thisxountry, and the possession of It 
is likely to become the principal bone of con- 
tention in the coming struggle. Almonte, the 
Mexican minister to the United States, has 
oharge of it now. 


Private letters from Utah give a discourag- 
ing account of the sialo and prosperity of the 
Territory. At tho same time some of the 
newspapers give a very flattering account of 
the state of affairs thoro. As tho Doseret 
News does not exchange with us, we have no 
regular information from Brigham's people. — 
It appears, however, that the Indian hostilities 
drag their Blow length along, but have ceased 
to be dangerous. The emigration to Utah is 
little if any greater than that from Utah to 
California. 

The Brighamites at Salt Lake have appoint- 
ed Jedediah M. Grant an Apostle, in the place 
of Willard Richards, deceased. Grant is su- 
perior to Richards, and is a preacher of estab- 
lished reputation. We need not say that he 
is a decided Brighamite, and will have no ad- 
ditional influence in his new calling. 

Commodore Perry has affected a treaty of 
commerce with Japan. Tho treaty has been 
received at Washington, and is probably be- 
fore the Senate ere this. Wo havo not seen 
a copy, but it Is likely to appear before the 
public soon. It iH said that this treaty dees 
not opet. Japan i . the commerce of other nati ins. 
But all the commercial powers are likely to 
get admitted to tho trade, if they pursue a ju- 
dicious policy. 

The prico of steamboat wood has -ome up 
to 82,00 por cord, and at that prico h is impos- 
sible to sup- the dematci. Choppers get 
75 cents per cord, and ItaulerA from 75 cents 
to $1,00; that which is near by realizing 
something handsome for tho standing timber. 
Those who cannot sustain themselves at these 
rates, would be poor though gold eagles reined 
down their chimneys. 

A press of book work, and the anxiety of 
the priuters to attend Conference havo delayed 
this issue two weeks. It is possible that wo

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DEBATE IN CONGRESS ON 
POLYGAMY. 

( Concluded. ) 

Mr. Seward. I insist that there 
is a necessity for the adoption of 
the amendment I have offered, for 
this reason : Congress 1ms no pow- 
er to disturb existing rights. If 
the people of the Territory of Utah 
were clothed with authority to pass 
a statute which recognizes the va- 
lidity of these jnarriages, t hen po- 
lygamy is not a crime, and Con- 
gress has no power to declare that 
a crime which hits been legalized 
in the Territory. 

We might as well attempt, by 
legislation, to bastardize the issue 
of these marriages ; and we might 
as well go still further, and change 
their law of inheritance, and say 
that the issue resulting from these 
marriages should not be entitled 
to inherit the property which be- 
longs to their parents. 

It is too late now, after the gov- 
ernment of the United States has 
sanctioned the existence of this 
law of polygamy, and given to 
these people a Territorial organiz- 
ation, to fix upon them as a crime 
that which has been sanctioned by 
your government. I hold that the 
only way to treat this matter, is to 
bring up the question directly, and 
assert the power, if we possess it, 
of repealing the organic law under 
which polygamy is 
this Territory. 

What right have we to fix upon 
these people as a crime that which 
lias been sanctioned by law ? The 
very highest authority we have 
declares that there can l ie no of- 
fence where there is no law. Such 
Ls the language of the Bible ; ami 
it Ls useless to talk aboi.u the ex- 
istence of crime, when it receives 
the sanction of your laws. The 
marriages which have taken place 


Congress. All that we can do is to 
look to the future, and prevent 
these marriages, if we consider 
them immoral 

Mr. Kerr. I am opposed to 
the amendment, of the gentleman 


the reason, as 1 believe, that it 
will render the proviso a little 
more acceptable. I do not see that 
anything in the world is to be ac- 
complished by the fling that is 
now being made at the Mormons. 

Supposing polygamy to be a 
crime, as all of us pronounce it to 
be, what will be the effect of an 
attempt, at the present time, to 
strike at it ? It will drive off the 


Mormons from Utah to some other 
portions of the Union, where the 
homestead bill that we have pass- 
ed during the present session of 
Congress will enable them to set- 
tle down again comfortably and 
securely. 

Congress will thus aid and abet 
in establishing them elsewhere by 
the authority given them to go 
there, and thus indirectly sanction 
this very institution of polygamy, 
and do injustice to other commu- 
nities. 

Well, Mr. Chairman, I was go- 
ing on to observe that polygamy, 
whatever it may lie, has not been 
legalised by Congress. It is con- 
fined to Utah ; it.is confined there 
almost exclusively. The effect of 
the present proposition, if adopted, 
will be to diffuse it through the 
vast extent of the public domain. 
For, if you virtually prohibit it in 
Utah by the provisions of this bill 
— which is a homestead bill on a 
very restricted scale — the effect 
will be to drive the Mormons from 
their present locality, and scatter 
them broadcast through air the 
rest of the public domain of this 
country. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, as one who 
is sincerely and decidedly opposed 
to the prevalence of crime of every 
sort, and especially to the exist- 
ence and prevalence of this partic- 
ular crime, I am opposed to this 
amendment. If Congress has not 
got the fearless independence and 
determination to make a bold and 
direct onslaught on the institution 
of polygamy, by providing penal- 
ties for the punishment of those 
guilty of that crime — so long as 
Congress does not aim at its total 
suppression — then I say let it stay 
where it is. Let it l>e confined to 
Utah ; and do not interjiose any 
enactment of legislation here, the 
direct tendency of which will be 
to unsettle again that migratory 
horde of people — for they are a 
migratory people ; start at a very 
and go to a very 
■at, distance, in order to secure a 
place where they can enjoy the ex- 
ercise of their religious rights. I 
am in favor of giving these Mor- 
mons a title in the land, instead of 
having them cut, off as they are by 
the restriction of this Territorial 
bill. 

Mr. Parker. Mr. Chairman, I 
am gratified to observe that there 
is, so far as I enn learn, but one 
sentiment in this committee in ref- 
erence to the crime of bigamy or 
The faces of all of us 
I rather incline to 
the belief that there is not one ex- 
ceptiop to the rale. I believe even 
the gentleman from Utah himself 
is not an exception, for since he 
has occupied a seat upon this floor, 
he has not, to my knowledge, said 


ed his mouth in its defence. 

The question th<^ simply is, in 
what shape shall we meet this 
crime My fri^pd from North 
Carolina [jj^Kerr] objects to the 
adoption of this proviso, because it 
is meeting the question indirectly. 
He prefers marching directly up 
to it, and in the common parlance 
of the day, taking the bull by the 


horns. He is for declaring at 
once that polygamy shall be deem- 
ed a crime. Well sir, suppose you 
do make that declaration, what 
will lie the effect ? 

It has been tolerated in that 
Territory ever since the Territory 
was organized ; and they do not 
deem it to be a crime there. It 
cannot be found in their statutes, 
and you cannot, by annulling any 
of their laws, reach it You can- 
not reach it in any other way than 
through the organic law of the 
Territory ; and if in that way you 
declare it a crime, anti the crime 
is stiU committed there, how can 
yon execute the law ? 

I say, then, that it is impossible 
to reach it directly by any law up- 
on your statute book, ami that it 
cannot be more effectually reached 
than in the form proposed in this 
section. It can be reached in this 
manner, and in this form it is per- 
fectly legitimate. 

Mr. Boyce. I move to add the 
following words : “More than one 
wife, or to lie guilty of any irre- 
ligious practice.” 

No one can be more opposed to 
polygamy than I am. I have no 
idea of proceeding in any matter 
blindly. What rigid has this Gov- 
ernment to interfere with the re- 
ligious relations of the people in 
tliis Territory 2 The whole pow- 
er which this Government exercis- 
es over the Territory is simply 
that of a constructive character. — 
Where is it derived from 2 There 
is no express clause in the Consti- 
tution in relation to this matter. — 
The authority which is derived 
from that clause which prescribes 
the right of making all needful 
hxles and regulations for the Ter- 
ritories, clearly does not authorize 
a govermental power. It is said 
by the best writers on constitution- 
al law, to be derived as an inci- 
dent to the treaty-making power ; 
they lay down the principle thus : 
liecause you have the right to ac- 
quire territory, you have also the 
right to govern it. 

Well, Mr. Chairman, the right 
to govern the Territory Ls not an 
unlimited power of Government. — 
It is subject to all the express lim- 
itations of the Constitution that 
may be applicable to the subject ; 
and the subject is liable to all the 
implied limitations derivable from 
the nature of this Government. — 
Sir, what is the object <>f the gov- 
ernment of the Territory ? The 
governments of Territories are or- 
ganized merely for pnrjiose of 
protecting the Ten ■l ies in their 
infant state-, until tl / are able to 
become States. 

The whole power of the Gov- 
ernment over the Territories should 
be confined to that narrow sphere 
of protecting the rights of persons 
and things until they are able to 
become States. It by no means 
implies that Congress has a right 
to interfere with the domestic, the 
social, or the religions relations of 
the people. Their religions rela- 
tions, I say, are not to be interfer- 
ed with. This is a religions sul>- 
jeet ; and because it Ls a religions 
subject, it is one of great magni- 
tude. 

> But, Mr. Chairman, if there is 


one thiug in reference to the ] low- 
er of Congress, it is that it has no 
right- to interfere with the subject 
of religion. That Ls the very first 
of the amendments to the Consti- 
tution ; it stands at the head of all 
the amendments. Congress shall 
pass no law upon this subject — 
But it may be said that thLs relig- 
ion of the Mormons is not a true 
religion — that it is a false religion. 
But I do not think that Congress 
has any right to say that this or 
that religion is true or false. Who 
made ns judges over tide matter t 
Who appointed us apostles, or 
bishops, or priests? Why, Mr. 
Chairman, if there is any one suL 
ject which this Congress dot's not 
understand practically, I expect it 
is this very subject of religion. 

I ask you, sir, who set us up to 
be judges of other jieople’s relig- 
ion { Who gave us authority to 
legislate for them on the subject of 
religion t But it may l»o suppos- 
ed that it is no great violation of 
the principles of the Constitution 
to interfere with the religion of 
the Mormons ; but once you break 
in upon that principle, once you 
violate it in any regard, where will 
you stop ? I am opposed to any 
infraction at all of the Constitution 
on thLs point Let all religions be 
free. Let every man worship God 
according to his own heart and 
conscience. 

Well again, Mr. Chairman, the 
spirit of this bill ia at war with 
another clause of the Constitution, 
which says that Congress sliall pass 
no bill of attainder. I know that 
legally and technically, the clause 
applies to the passage of acts of 
Parliament depriving a man of his 
life. Bnt the Supreme Court have 
determined that the term contain- 
ed in this clause of the Constitu- 
tion applies to all kinds of legisla- 
tion, by which any pains or j>en- 
alties are inflicted upon persons. 

It is to prohibit any kind of 
legislation by which Congress pla- 
ces itself in the condition of the ju- 
diciary to judge, and hear, and de- 
termine the cause itself. Now, I 
a^k, what is the bill before us but 
a bill of pains and penalties against 
this people, against a whole na- 
tion ? Why, sir, we have no par- 
allel in our history 

[TIere the liammer felL] 

Mr. Campbell, of Ohio. I un- 
derstood the gentleman from South 
Carolina [ Mr. Boyce] to admit the 
constitutional power in Congress 
to donate these lands absolutely to 
actual settlers. Now, sir, I want 
to know from him, and I inquire 
for the sake of obtaining informa- 
tion, whether, if Congress lis t the 
power to make an absolute grant, 
it has not also the power to affix 
coiulitis ns to the grant? 

A Member, (in his seat.) Not if 
the provisions of the bill are un- 
constitutional.

Now, 
Mr. Chairman, I assume the posi- 
tion that if you can give away the 
land at all, you may affix such con- 
ditions to the grant as Congress 
may regard as wholesome and nec- 
essary for the protection of sound 
morals and the public good. To 
illustrate my views, Mr. Chair- 
man — 

Mr. Boyce, (interrupting.) — 
Will the gentleman from Ohio 
allow me to make a remark ? 

Mr. Campbell. In a mo- 
ment. I wish to put a case to 
the honorable member from 
South Carolina. 

Suppose that, in the wildness 
of religious fahaticism in Utah, 
the Mormons should imagine 
that they had received a revela- 
tion from the prophet Joe Smith 
which required them to enact an 
ecclesiastical law to the effect 
that the oldest born of every wo- 
man in that Territory should, 
when it was one month old, be 
sacrificed and slaughtered : and 
suppose, further, that, under 
such circumstances, that people 
should come here and ask Con- 
gress to make a grant of lands 
to encourage settlement under 
a system of that kind; would 
not the honorable gentleman, 
acting in the capacity of a guar- 
dian, and representing a people 
having a joint interest with all 
the rest of Yhe people of this 
land in that domain, deem it 
proper and advisable to provide 
that no person who subscribed 
to, and practiced upon, the prin- 
ciples of such a religion, or rath- 
er fanaticism, shpuld have a 
grant of land ? Now I will yield 
to the gentleman from South 
Carolina [Mr. Boyce] to answer 
my question. 

Mr. Boyce. I propose to ask 
the gentleman from Ohio 

Mr. Campbell. I propose 
that you answer the question, 
which I have already propound- 
ed, first. 

Mb. Boyce. You put an ex- 
treme case, and I believe it is 
customary to answer one ques- 
tion by asking another. • 

Mr. Campbell. Answer the 
question first, and then propound 
yours. 

Mr. Boyce. Then I will say 
that I would do nothing to re- 
cognize such a state of things. 

Now, I will ask the gentle- 
man whether Congress has the 
right to declare, in this bill, that 
no Presbyterian should have the 
privilege of taking a portion of 
this land ? 

If a Presby- 
terian church in Utah, actuated 
bv a wild fanaticism, should de- 
clare by an ecclesiastical pro- 
vision, the allowance of polyga- 
my, or any other crime, as a te- 
net of its laitb, I should say that 
no person subscribing to such a 
provision, or practicing under it, 
should have any portion of the 
public domain, and that it would 
clearly be the duty of Congress 
so to declare.

Gen- Quitman was excused by 
the Grand Jury of the United 
States District Court at New Or- 
leans from giving testimony against 
the Cuban filibusters, on the 
ground that he was as guilty as 
any body else. The Court re- 
quired Quitman, Thrasher and 
Sanderson to give, bail in $3,000 
each to keep the peace towards 
Spain and her colonies, which they 
did, under protest, and were dis- 
charged. 


The hard shell Democrats of 
New York refuse all accommoda- 
tion with the soft shells, and have 
a separate ticket in the field for 
State officers, headed by Greene 
C. Bronson for Governor. This 
will throw that State into the 
hands of the Whigs, and the Sew- 
ard Whigs will lead the Silver 
Grays. 

The mass meeting which assem- 
bled at Jackson 6th July to organ- 
ize a party opposed to the further 
extension of slavery, nominated a 
ticket for State officers headed by 
Kingsley S. Brigham for Governor. 
This nomination is opposed by the 
Detroit Advertiser, in favor of an 
out and out old line Whig nomina- 
tion. The most probable result of 
the scramble is the success of the 
administration Democrats.

The Belligerents in the East 

Either the western powers yet 
hope and desire to bring Russia to 
terms without flooding Europe 
with the horrors of a fierce and 
protracted war ; and therefore pur- 
sue this protective rather than of- 
fensive system ; or appalled at the 
magnitude of their undertaking, 
and perhaps discouraged by the 
unreliable nature of the support 
which they may expect from Tur- 
key herself, they are staving off 
the conflict that they may gain 
time for securing additional allies 
and resources. 

There are «ome facts which fa- 
vor the former supposition. All 
qualifying circumstances taken in- 
to an account, there yet is some- 
thing inexplicable in the absten- 
tion of the western powers from 
effective warfare — from acts of 
war as distinguished from prepa- 
rations therefor. 

They have not done anything 
that would hinder an honorable ar- 
rangement, did the necessities or 
interests of Russia prompt her t& 
that course Each belligerent has 
prepared for war ; the bombard- 


ment of Odessa could be attribut- 
ed to a misunderstanding of the 
act of the Russian Governor, or at 
the worst be accounted a set off 
against the affair of Sinope. 

The assaults on the Russian forts 
and troops on the Danube have all 
been made by the Turks. And 
then the surrounding of Russia by 
a cordon of powers allied with 
France, England and Turkey, 
might be interpreted into a very 
strong hint that Russia had better 
come to terms without compulsion 
by arms. 

Still the second supposition is 
the more probable. England and 
France are evidently unwilling to 
commence offensive operations. — 
Great as have been their prepara- 
tions, those of Russia have been 
upon an equal scale. While they 
supposed that their purpose was 
concealed from the Czar, he has ei- 
ther read it or concealed his pro- 
ceedings from them, and has com- 
pleted his belligerent provisions on 
a scale of commensurate magnitude. 

The combined fleets and armies 
are therefore to be augmented, and 
new allies are to be obtained. — 
Some leaking of intelligence from 
Turkey also leads to the suspicion 
that the western powers have over 
estimated the reliability of the 
Turks as allies in war. 

Private letters thence represent 
that there is little or no discipline 
in the camp ; that the soldiers are 
idle, the officers tyrannical and 
overbearing ; that the credit of 
the government is at the lowest 
ebb, and that emphatically Tur- 
key is “sick” unto death. Public 
accounts show that the Turkish 
government evinces all the petu- 
lence of disease, and the jealousy 
and super sensibility of a depend- 
ant It will not surprise us if for 
months the affairs on the Baltic, 
Black Sea and Danube remain in 
statu quo. 

We have no idea that France 
and England will shrink from 
the task they have undertaken. 
They are probably now holding 
out renewed inducements to the 
Czar, and offering to Sweden 
terms — perhaps the restoration 
of her territory to Finland — that 
will secure her alliance. Poland 
flanked by Austria and Prussia, 
will be in arms. Spain in her 
present troubles would be glad 
to join the alliance. The small 
German states would be com- 
pelled to take sides with them. 

In other words, it is quite pos- 
sible — and we do not think it 
improbable, that England and 
France will refrain from real, 
earnest feeling — from offensive 
war — as long as possible, in the 
hope of thiowing a much larger 
allied force upon the scene of 
action, and that they are con- 
scious that with their present 
force they can do little more 
than keep the enemy’s fleets 
within their harbors. — N. Y. 
Com. Advertiser.

Fishermen are taking more than 
the usual quantities offish, for which 
they are realizing good prices. 

Articles we are obliged to pur- 
chase bear a high price, but on an 
average they are not as high as 
those we sell. Every kind of crops 
are coming in well, and the quan- 
tity of land in crop is greater than 
at any previous time. 

Several span of horses and nu- 
merous horned cattle, pigs, poul- 
try, <kc, lmve been brought on 
this season, so that now the sup- 
ply of stock is good.

Growth ofl.'tah. 

As unwilling as the public art* 
to believe the truth in favor of the 
Mormons, we do not understand 
why they so readily coin and swal- 
low any falsehood complimentary 
to them. 

The settlement of 1 "tah began 
in 1S4S, and as early as the fall of 
1849 it was generally reported 
and stsited iu most of the leading 
papers that the population there 
was sufficient to justify establish- 
ing a State government. Papers 
of the character of the New ’i ork 
Tribune and Philadelphia Ledger 
rated them as high as fifty to >ix- 


Total, 18,206 

This statement includes all 
missionaries, and tlieir families, 
who have taken up their resi- 
dence in Utah, even though ab- 
sent on missions of several years 
duration, and all other persons 
whose stated residence is in the 
Territory, though personally ab- 
sent, and is therefore something 
above the actual population. 

This being an official docu- 
ment, from those who are in au- 
thority in Utah, and exceedingly 
anxious to make the best show 
possible, it ought to put a qui- 
etus on bragging upon the growth 
ol Utah. 

We rejoice in all the -pros- 
perity they really have, but 
don’t see any sense in believing 
that they have many times the 
growth that they represent in 
their most boasting statements. 

The same document showed 
that the whole number of mis- 
sionaries which they had out in 
all the world was hut 139. This 
number includes many who are 
known to have settled down, 
and either entirely quit preach- 
ing, or become mere local preach- 
ers in their own neighbor- 
hoods.

of Utah, in which the non-exist- 
ence of slavery there is given as 
the reason for refusing them the 
common rights of citizens. 

As this seems to contradict 
our former assertion that slavery 
does exist the.Ee, and that its es- 
tablishment was the price paid 
the south for voting Utah a gov-, 
ernment, it is proper to explain, 
that the census ol 1850 shows 
26 slaves in Utah, and the num- 
ber is considerably increased 
since that time. 

There is also a law in Utah, 
passed by the Territorial Legis- 
lature, to protect the rights of 
masters to such slaves as shall 
have voluntarily consented to 
be removed there. The statute 
is the mildest lorm of slave law. 
But it is slave law, in its proper 
sense. It recognizes ownership 
in human beings. 

This is a proper performance 
of the terms on which Utah was 
made a Territory. But, it is 
nothing more. It is the pound 
of fiesh, but no blood. 

The South are not satisfied, 
because the peculiar institution is 
not sufficiently extended to se- 
cure itself there. Unless nurs- 
ed, it would run out, as it has in 
the northern States. It is now 
scarcely more secure there than 
in New Jersey. 

Health of Mackinac. 

An effect has been made to de- 
ceive the public into the opin- 
ion that Mackinac was a proper 
resort lor health, the present 
season, and to deny the existence 
of small pox there. 

We mentioned some time 
since the existence of both small 
pox and cholera in Mackinac, 
having the authority ol one of 
the oldest and most respectable 
residents of the place. 

The same facts are since stat- 
ed in the Detroit Free Press, 
Green Bay Advocate, and Mil- 
waukee Sentinel, on the author- 
ity of travelers in search of 
health and pleasure, who have 
been at Mackinac. 

We take the present occasion 
to say, on the authority of one 
of the most respectable public 
officers in Mackinac, that there 
were three weeks ago twelve 
cases of small pox in Mackinac, 
and that citizens and strangers 
were, to a great extent, exposed 
to the contagion. The disease 
yet continues. 

Of cholera, there have been 
more cases in Mackinac than in 
any other town along the Lakes, 
in proportion to the population. 

In saying this, we do not 
speak of cases taken sick at oth- 
er places, and removed to Mack- 
inac, but of sickness among res- 
idents. 

We can show the names of 
more residents of Mackinac, in 
proportion to the population, 
who have died of cholera, than 
have been reported by the board 
of health of any city or village 
along the Lakes, from Buffalo to 
Chicago. 

We do not wish to be under- 
stood, however, that Mackinac 
is naturally or essentially a sick- 
ly place. It possesses the natu- 
ral advantages of fc pure atmos-

disease is more or less felt every 
year, in both summer complaints 
and typhoid fevers. 

Add to these the unequaled dis- 
sipation of Mackinac, and when- 
ever cholera does appear there it 
mast be very' virulent Once in a 
place, though the dissipated are its 
natural fuel, those of the best hal>- 
its are liable to be consumed by 
its progress. 

So much does the progress of 
cholera depend on a dissipated 
and unclean population to prey 
upon, that it has extended to all 
the fisheries trading with Mackin- 
ac ; whereas, not a single case has 
occurred here, or at any of our 
fisheries. 

The extraordinary efforts re- 
cently made in Congress to extend 
slavery over Kansas ami Nebras- 
ka, are likely to prove a dead fail- 
ure. 

So successful have been efforts 
to send on free emigrants to occu- 
py and mould the institute >ns of 
these new Territories, that (he 
danger of slavery extension in that 
direction is nearly past 

A little good is likely to grow 
out of this attempt at mischief. — 
These Territories would not have 
been opened to settlement, but for 
the anxiety to extend slavery in 
that direction. But when settled, 
as they will be speedily, they must 
1 m; received into the Union, even 
though their Constitution prohib- 
its slavery. A few such results 
and ambitions politicians will pro- 
pitiate freedom instead of slavery. 

An appropriation was made 
by Congress, at its recent ses- 
sion, for the construction of a 
Light House at this Harbor. —

till next year. 

Terrific Hail JStorm. 

A terrific lmil storm recently 
occurred in Perrv county, Ohio, 
running from north-west to south- 
east. An account says: — 

“ Masses of ice fell weighing 
from an ounce to three-quarters . 
of a pound. One piece was 
measured, and found to be eight 
inches in circumference. Chick- 1 
ens, geese, pigs, calves, lambs, j 
dogs, &.c., were killed in num- 1 
hers, and the fruit trees were ; 
literally stripped of their twigs j 
and leaves; the fences are bat- 
tered as it they had been pelted 
with stones ; the corn was cut 
down, and wheat fields ruined. 
The dwelling houses were rid- 
dled of their glass, and in many 
instances the sash of the w in- 
dows were broken to pieces. — 
Cattle exposed to it were so 
beaten by the bail, as to be al- 
most incapable of moving the 
next day, and the horns were 
broken ei lirely off of several of 
the sheep.”

• Leary and Company, of Fred- I 
crick City, Maryland, inform us 
that “ the Consolidated Lotteries 
of Maryland are strictly legal, 
being in all respects State lot- 
teries, governed and controlled 
bv State Officers, and drawn by 
the State Lottery Commission- 
er.” It was unnecessary for 
Mr. Leary to print this informa- 


North. The infamy of his State 
is known. She does authorize 
Lotteries, and appoints public 
officers to superintend the cheat- 
ing, swindling business of tak- 
ing money from the pockets of 
her citizens and strangers, in 
exchange for the remotest chan- 
ces of drawing prizes. It is 
well known that that State, as 
well as that slave-breeding ar- 
rangement Virginia, and the 
sleepy North Carolina, do legal- 
ize the most dangerous and in- 
sidious form of gambling. And 
it is a shame and a wrong. 

However, if their citizens see 
fit to endure it, we can endure 
it. But there is one thing about 
it we wont endure. In the scar- 
city of money down South, the 
Lottery ticket sellers are after 
our people’s money here. Prin- 
ted circulars, telling in huge 
type, and exclamation points, of 
the great fortunes buyers of their 
tickets are sure to get — recom- 
me: ding the unfortunate with 
type that leans forward and type 
that leans backward, to perse- 
vere and keep investing — are is- 
sued by houses in Baltimore, all 
over the North. Local agents 
direct these through our Post 
Offices, or furnish their princi- 
pals in Maryland with full lists 
of names to be inscribed upon 
their letter envelopes. These 
circulars are distributed in this 
city by thousands. 

Now, do our citizens have any 
doubt about the influence of Lot- 
teries, and the speculating in 
tickets? Is not the purchase 
money worse than thrown away ? 
Does not the buyer run the risk 
of becoming dissatisfied with 
steady employment, and being al- 
lured to chance lor a livelihood? 
Are not the associations of Lot- 
tery Offices introductory to gam- 
bling of every description, and 
to the indulgence of passions 
that are sure to demoralize and 
to destroy the cheated and driv- 
en victim ? 

The records of our courts, and 
the history and traditions of ev- 
ery community in thp North 
here, furnish abundant evidence 
that the purchase of lottery tick- 
ets i ruinous to the estate and 
body and soul of man. It is 
hard enough for the best organ- 
ized of us, to go along through 
life justly and decorously, so 
many temptations to error do 
beset the path. It is just about 
as much as a nervous, impulsive, 
passionate organization can do, 
to carry the man sober through 
the thick inducements to be- 
come drunken, that now girt all 
round the journey of life, from 
majority to old age. 

Why pile up fresh trouble up- 
on the already troubled ? Man’s 
natural proclivity to evil is suf- 
ficiently great. Why should 
any one devise and mature cun- 
ning plans, to stimulate new pas- 
sions, and decoy into artificial 
vices ? It is cruel — it is wick - 
ed. 'Die circulation of these 
Lottery advertisements should 
be suppressed, by some statute 
as ellective as that ol Virginia, 
which inhibits Anti-Slavery pa- 
pers from a place in the Govern- 
ment mails even and hands 
them over to the flames.— Buff.

I feel ashamed for humanity 
when I see ministers strutting or 
sauntering about the streets with 
gloves on, such weather as this 
and their poor, duped hearers toil- 
ing and sweating to support them.

ing only for their bread ; hir«*- 
lings who preach for hire and di- 
vine for money, looking f rom their 
quarters for gain. They devour 
widows’ houses, and for a pretence 
make long prayers. Are so mean 
they would take the last dime of 
the widow or orphan, to buy sum- 
mer gloves or silver-mounted canes, 
or some fancy article for their indo- 
lent wives and daughters. They 
dress better than the people, must 
have better food, better schools for 
their children, better everything. 

Now' if they w'ould work enough 
to raise only the potatoes they con- 
sume, instead of begg.ng and liv- 
ing In idleness, they would some- 
what lighten the burdens of those 
who are bowed to the earth with 
toil, and would do a good deal 
more for the gospel. The true 
gospel is not a lazy doctrine : is 
not a begging doctrine ; and a 
minister could do more in spread- 
ing it by laboring six days in the 
week, and preaching one day, than 
he could in sauntering about the 
streets of a village, or traveling 
from house to house in the coun- 
try. 

The clergy often preach very 
zealously about the old, miscon- 
strued, Mosaic command, to keep 
the seventh day holy ; but who 
ever heard them preach al»out that 
more important command — “Six 
days shalt thon labor?” That 
would condemn themselves.

Mere accusations, then, are

or we shall never plead guilty. 
If it is a crime to be at direct, 
settled and immutable variance 
with the contradictory system of 
modem Christianity, then we are 
guilty, and never expect to be 
penitent while eternity endures.

and oily smoothness, and honied 
flattery, art felly mingled with the 
most deceptive bargains compared 
with which pagans are mere novi- 
ces. Prom thence go to courts 
and halls of state, and there the 
spirit of invasion, oppression, con- 
quest, and bloody ambition are 
more rife than ever known in Chi- 
na. 

Again, compare the unity oftbe 
disciples of the Shuster with that 
of the professed chrlstians of Eng- 
land, And the balance is greatly in 
favor of the former.

Stay Away from the Cfty. 

Yoang men in the country who look with 
longing eyes upon a city life, will do well to 
ponder upon the facts given below by the ed- 
itor of the New York Sunday Times. A 
young mao of Danbury, Ct., came to New York 
in search of employment as a clerk or book- 
keeper, but not being able to find a situation, 
after weeks of fruitless endeavor, wrote to the 
Times man for advice what to do. The reply 
will suit the meridian of every large city in 
the Union: — 

There are hundreds of young men in the 
city wailing, Micawber-like, for something to 
•• turn up,” and the majority of them will wait 
until their resources are all exhausted, when 
they will be forced to return to their homes, 
poorer but wiser men. This is no place for 
country-bred youths, and it is time they found 
it out. Every profession and business here 
ie overcrowded, and where one person does 
well, nine others barely make a living. A 
young man from the country has heavy odds 
against him. 

lie is surrounded by all the vices peculiar to 
large oities, and, if be escape the Scylla of 
poverty, he stands a pretty good chance of be- 
ing wrecked upon the Charybdis temptation. 
New York ia not what it seems to a new com- 
er. One would suppose, on seeing the im- 
mense amount of business transacted here, 
that all could find something to do ; but that 
dlea is obtained by looking at ths surface of 


affairs, and not at the substrata. There is an 
immense number of young men whose parents 
reside in the city, and they can afford to lake 
lees salaries than those who are compelled to 
pay the highest prices at present charged for 
board. There are various other considerations 
too, which shonld weigh in a calm review of 
the reasons both for and against coming to 
New York, that will more or less readily 
suggest themselves to all. 

If we could reach every young man who 
contemplates removing to the city, we would 
say, “Stay away as long as you can find any- 
thing to do elsewhere.” We advise onr cor- 
respondent to paok up his clothes, and, with- 
out more delay than a good locomotive will 
cause, gel back to the pleasant village of Dan- 
bury. He can probably make a living there, 
which is more than he can hope to do here, 
unlese he has extraordinary good luck.

" TRADE WITH MACKINAC. 

Since the people of Mackinac 
have, by a long; course of crimi- 
nal conduct, destroyed the trade 
between that place and the Bea- 
ver Islands, they begin to be 
conscious of the extent of the 
injury they have done them- 
selves, and are anxious in some 
degree to repair it. 

Last spring Mr. Scott, a mer- 
chant of that place, engaged in 
the fishing trade, applied to Mr. 
Strang fm permission to send ten 
boats and the usual complement of 
men, to fish on Big Beaver — a per- 
mission which Mr. Strang could 
no more give or refuse than any 
other citizen— and offered to pay 
one hundred dollars for the 
privilege. 

This was sufficiently ridicu- 
lous ; but to give it the infamy 
of the true Mackinac stamp, Mr. 
Scott asked in return that Mr. 
Strang should exempt his fisher- 
men from leg?) prosecution and 
private revenge, for any viola- 
tion of law, for any past injury 
done to the Mormons ; as though 
a Mormon Prophet could dis- 
pense the laws of the State, and 
suspend the due course of legal 
administration, or would debase 
himself to the infamy of making 
merchandise of revenge, and bar- 
tering in the vile passions of 
lawless men. 

This proposition was rejected 
with the indignation it deserved, 
and Mr. Scott went away won- 
dering why Mr. Strang was not 
willing to make $100, when it 
came so easy. A nlan who was 
never scrupulous ns to his ways 
and means, can never understand 
why another should be. 

Since Scott’s failure, Mr. Av- 
ery has tried his hand at open- 
ing trade here. He has got 
himself in charge of the little 
Propeller Stockman, to run in 
the fishing trade. As she nec- 
essarily passes here on her reg- 
ular trips, it is a matter of much 
interest with him to wedge in 
and get a little business here. — 
The additional expense will be 
next to nothing, and what busi- 
ness he can get here is clear 
gain. 

Avery professes to be a very 
good friend to the Mormons, and 
anxious to keep up intercourse 
with them, on the same terms 
as other good citizens. 

This we know to be all hum- 
bug; a mere false pretense. j - 
Avery has been engaged, heart, 
soul and purse, in the persecu- 
tion of the Mormons of Beaver 
Island from the beginning. 

There has been no mean act 
done, no wickedness concocted 


against us, but he has had a 
share in it. 

Avery was concerned with 
O’Malley and Granger in getting 
up Granger’s foray against the 
Mormons in 1851, in which a 
large body of armed and drunk- 
en Irish and Indians were quar- 
tered on Beaver Island for 
months, going about threatening 
and abusing peaceable inhabit- 
ants, plundering them of their 
property in open daylight, and 
driving women from their homes 
with the fear of debauchery, and 
children with the threat of death. 

When, the same year, a fund 
was raised and offered as a re- 
ward to any one who would 
murder Mr. Strang, Avery con- 
tributed to the fund, and did his 
share of the wind work in per- 
suading the quarrelsome Irish 
and ignorant French half breeds 
that the killing would be law- 
ful, because the Sheriff offered 
the reward. His position as an 
officer of the United States gave 
importance to his opinions of the 
legality of such a homicide. 

These measures failing to 
drive out the Mormons, Avery 
joined with others in Mackinac 
in getting up those famous pros- 
ecutions against us, which cost 
the United States $30,000, in an 
attempt to convict a whole com- 
munity of crimes punishable 
with perpetual imprisonment 
and death, which they had nei- 
ther committed or dreamed of ; 
deliberately going about the 
work of drumming up witness- 
es to swear to prepared lies, 
without one word of truth to 
build them on, for the purpose 
of delivering over Mr. Strang 
and numerous others, some to ju- 
dicial murder, and others to per- 
petual imprisonment ; all for # no 
greater end than the monopoly 
of the fishing business, and the 
destruction of a rival to the 
trade of Mackinac. 

When Mr. Burke, keeper of 
the Isle le Galet Light Ilouse, 
carelessly left the government 
boat without fastening, so that 
it drifted off with two or three 
hundred dollars worth of prop- 
erty, Avery, as Collector, report- 
ed and circulated the story from 
Buffalo to Chicago that Uie^Ior- 
mons had stolen it ; all the time 
so perfectly assured that such 
was not the case, and that the 
boat had not been stolen, that 
when he was informed that the 
boat had been found afloat, after 
several days absence, drifted 
ashore on an uninhabited Island, 
with not so much as an article 
of the property aboard turned; 
over, he laughed outright, and 
said he never thought the boat 
was stolen; but Burke must 
have some excuse for losing it. 

Avery advised, and with oth- 
ers procured, the seizure by the 
United States of 30,000 feet of 
timber belonging to the Mor- 
mons at Beaver, which, after 
long and expensive litigation, 
was discharged. After it was 
fully discharged, and Mr. Strang 
contracted to sell a cargo of it, 
Avery broke up the contract by 
giving an official notice to the 
Captain of the vessel which was 
to transport it, that it was gov- 
ernment property, and his ves- 
sel would be seized and forfeited 
iif he removed it. 

Avery and his associates, the 


Burchards, have been in the 
habit of keeping up at the front 
of their store a large blackguard 
signboard, putting upon the 
Wendells for refusing to join in 
the crusade against the Mor- 
mons; and asking the fisher- 
men to trade with and patronize 
them in preference, as the con- 
stant and reliable enemies of the 
Mormons; endeavoring to ruin 
the business of the Wendells, 
for no other offense than refus- 
ing to join in deeds of lawless- 
ness against us. 

Avery and his partners were 
all engaged in giving the guar- 
anty of military aid to the out- 
laws at Pine River, and the fish- 
ermen at Gull Island in resist- 
ting the due execution of the 
law in Emmet County, m the 
process of which a murderous as- 
sault was made on the Sheriff of 
Emmet, and six men shot, three 
of them very dangerously. And 
after this deed was done, Avery 
attempted to shield the guilty 
from public indignation, by as- 
serting times untold what he 
knew to be utterly false — that 
they were provoked to the ag- 
gression. 

We are informed also, and 
think it exceedingly probable, 
that he did shield many of them 
from legal punishment, by help- 
ing them to escape. 

From the beginning of our 
troubles till now, when we look 
back and laugh at the impo- 
tence of the hand raised to de- 
stroy us, there has been no 
wrong done us but Avery has 
assisted in it, encouraged it, or 
first hearing of it after it was 
consummated, has applauded it. 
And yet, now, he professes to 
be, and to have always been, 
friendly to us. 

Such a man cannot trade here. 
There may be some, and among 
recent emigrants doubtless are 
many, who have not personally 
suffered by his misdoings. But 
we understand too well that 
when any member suffers, the 
whole body suffers. We shall 
not by our patronage build up 
and increase the business and 
influence of those who seek our 
destruction. Nor will we even 
do such business with them as 
might be a convenience to us 
without specially benefiting 
them. For their only object in 
doing such business, is as an en- 
tering wedge to something else. 

Aside from any objection to 
patronizing particular men, there 
.are strong reasons why we can- 
not do business with Mackinae 
at all. If there is trade between 
the two places, the advantages 
must be reciprocal. 

Now it is well known that cit- 
izens of this place cannot go te 
Mackinac without going armed, 
or subjecting themselves to dan- 
ger of personal violence. 

If we send vessels there, they 
are in danger of being pirated.— 
So often have our property been 
seized on some false pretense, 
or on no pretense at all, and our 
vessels pirated, and only deliv- 
ered up after long detention, or 
great injury, that we have been 
obliged to seek business connec- 
tions elsewhere. 

We will not retaliate by sim- 
ilar acts upon them. But we 
will have nothing to do with ei- 
ther the guilty parties or these 



who having the power take no 
measures to punish the guilty. 

These things have not been 
done seldom, or in a corner. — 
Twenty different cases have oc- 
curred where the property ol 
citizens residing here has been 
seized by mobs or combinations 
of the men of Mackinac, without 
the pretense of law or right.— 
The more respectable citizens 
could have prevented these 
deeds of villainy in most cases, 
or failing to prevent, punished 
the guilty, if they bad desired 
to; but they did not. We can 
only conclude they approved of 
or were indifferent to the of- 
fense, and hold them all respon- 
sible together. To these re- 
marks the brothers Wendell 
are the sole known exceptions. 

The only terms on which we 
can consent to have any inter- 
course with them are, that they 
will cease their warfare against 
us, and produce such a state of 
affairs there that we can go to 
Mackinac in our own boats with 
our property, without danger to 
person or property. 

And as this is the undivided 
feeling of the whole people here, 
and we are not dependent oh 
Mackinac for anything whatev- 
er, they might as well talk 
against the east wind as under- 
take to break through it. 

SCANDALOUS. 

We learn with mortification and 
sorrow, that intoxicating liquors 
were famished for the entertain- 
ment of a party of young people, 
at the house of a respectable lady 
of this place, this week. 

And we are seriously discour- 
aged and disheartened in our ef- 
forts to ameliorate and improve 
the condition of the human race, 
when we hear that of the numer- 
ous and respectable company there 
assembled, not one was found to 
remonstrate against, or resent such 
an insult 

The effort to put an end to the 
UBe of intoxicating liquors here 
has coat us years of struggle, in 
the course of which some of us 
have p ut our lives in peril 

Our supposed success - in this 
measure has done much to redeem 
us from the prejudice which false- 
hood and folly had heaped up 
against ns ; and bat for the folly 
of some few men, who, however 
temperate at home, will be induced 
to.oceasionally drink with frien ds 
in public places, we have no doubt 
would have entirely accomplished 
that work. 

Never were we more discour- 
aged in any efforts in doing good 
We have had the thing to look in 
the face all along, that in spite of 
our utmost efforts, a few among 
the most influential men will occa- 
sionally drink on board steam- 
boats and at public places ; and 
in the certain and inevitable course 
of nature must endnre this addi- 
tional fall, and entail it npon their 
posterity. 

What an idea — the fall of man. 
How many have wondered that 
Adam, in a state of happiness, 
should be tempted to do what God 
said was not ‘good ; that he should 
bring wo and death on himself 
and his posterity, to enjoy a little 
luxury in eating, which God had 
warned him against.

place where the record was found

Whatever may be the feeling of 
men on the reflection of past acta

All those virtually agree 
in saying, that he was an honest, 
upright, virtuous, and -faithfully

can be influenced by no other 
motive than to destroy the rep- 
utation of one who never injured 
any man in either property or 
person. 

While young, I have been in- 
formed, he was afflicted with 
sickness ; but I have been told 
by those for whom he has labor- 
ed, that he was a young man of 
truth and industrious habtis. — 
And I will add lurther, that it 
is my conviction, if he bad nev- 
er been called to the exalted 
station which he now occupies,

Autobiography of a Thorough Bred 
, Yankee. . ^ 

J. E. Johnson, the editor of 
the Council Bluffs Bugle, gets off 
Ft may be ne- \ t ^ e following autobiographical 


sketch of himself. He was born 
in Fredonia, Chautauqua county. 
New York, which place he left 
when about 13 years of age. — 
Ilis subsequent history we will 
tell in his own words: — 

Up to the age of eighteen our 
energies wcJre directed and em- 
ployed in Agriculture. Possess- 
ed of a feeble, and rather femi- 
nine constitution, and having 
the care of a mother and young- 
er members of the family, we 
concluded to look about for 
lighter employment. We re- 
sided in Ohio, found the coun- 
try decidedly too small, started 
with an ox team towards sun- 
down, but did not reach that 
pdriirt, for oar funds gave out, 
her husband-} and ‘brought us up at the Capi- 
tal of the Sucker State all stand- 
ing. 

When, alter passing through 
the various degrees of sickness, 
poverty, and a •“ power” of ague 
shakes, wood sawing, soap mak- 
ing, pediing, etcetera, we ob- 
tained a situation with 60 little 
suckers, and commenced teach- 
ing the idea “ how to shoot,” 
with so much success that the 
“ Yankee Schoolmaster” was 
considered “ some pankins.” — 
Our education, however, being 
limited, we had to scratch hard 
to keep ahead of the scholars. 

Here we staid a year, made a 
raise, came up into the then un- 
settled Iowa, was offered a share 
in the Keokuk landing claim, 
(now the city of Keokuk,) for a 
week’s work, but “ didn’t take,” 
spent our . funds in the ague 
shaking business, and returned 
home to our mother sick and 
out of heart. The tears and 
words of encouragement of that 
excellent mother determined us. 
By the next season we were 
again beaded toward the, for 
West, and made a halt near the 
Mississippi river, where we as- 
sisted in laying off and building 
a new town. 

Here we staid about five

Synopsis of the Homestead Graduation 
Bill. 

The first section provides that 
the minimum price of the public 
lands of the United States shall be 
reduced after the first of July, 
1855, and sold according to the 
following scale : For lands which 
shall have been offered at public 
sale, and remained unsold five years, 
one dollar per acre ; for land which 
slmll have been offered at public 
sael and remained unsold ten years 
seventy-five cents per acre ; for 
lands which shall have been offer- 
ed at public sale and remained un- 
sold twenty years, twenty-five 
cents an acre ; and for lands which 
shall have been offered at publicsalo 
and remained unsold thirty years, 
twelve and a half cents an acre ; 
providing that the graduating pro 
cess, fifty to twenty-five cents an 
acre, shall not take place until the 
lands in the fifty cent class shall 
have been exposed to sale for a 
period of at least two years, at the 
price of fifty cents per acre, after 
which the price of the said lands 
shall be reduced to twenty-five 
cents per acre.

Tile following article has just been published, as an appendix to 
a small work entitled “The Epistles of Oliver Cowdery, on the bring- 
ing in of a New Dispensation,” which will, perhaps, be interesting to 
a large portion of our readers : — 

The Book of Mormon is not a text book among the Saints of the 
last days. In all their public controversies the Bible is the universal 
atandard ; but in their domestic affairs, the Book of the Law of the 
Lord is the end of controversy. . 

The Book of Mormon is not a book of doctrine, but of history. — 

Its subject is a branch of the house of Israel, who left Judea in the 
times of the Kings, coasted along the Red Sea and the Indian Ocean, 
passed through Eastern Asia, crossed the Northern Pacific to the 
North-west coast of America, migrated by slow stages through Mexi- 
co and Central America, and spread over the Continent from the 
Lakes to the Equator. . . , _ _ „ _ . 

. The last scenes in its history are in the State of New ^ York, very 
remote from most of the important events mentioned in it 

The Book of Mormon was first published in 1880, and a large edi- 
tion immediately put in circulation. Its style is exceedingly simple, 
indicating inferior literary attainments in its authors, but the most ex- 
cellent morals, and a high regard to religious duties and obligations, 
and considerable knowledge of theology. t . '.I 

The translation into English, evidently has not improved or embel- 
lished the original. The English is exceedingly barbarous mid un- 
grammatical, evidencing extreme want of literary qualifications in 
translator apd editor. The.proof -reading of the first edition was 
worse done than is usual with country newspapers, and occasionally 
the most gross errors were designedly committed by the printers. 

The grossest of these were corrected in the subsequent < ditionfc, to 
some' limited extent. Bat the stereotyped edition, which it 'was in- 
tended to make an accurate standard, having been executed by men 
who had no interest in the faithfulness of the work, abounds with nu- 
merous and gross inaccuracies. . • * ' • 

But, aside from literary defects and editorial and mechanical blun- 
ders, the Book of Mormon is the most extraordinary book of this pro- 
ductive and progressive age. It traces, for a period of one thousand j 
years, the history of a semi-civilized population, extending over half 
the American continent, with snch minuteness that the student in 
modern, geography finds no difficulty in locating their nations and cit- 
ies, and all the events in their history. 

Their cities, fortresses, temples and numerous public works, form 
the same prominent feature in their histoiy which such works usually 
do in the history of a people in a low state of civilization, aud in some 
instances are minutely described. Su<A a work should have com- 
manded the attention of antiquarians and historians iu all the world. 

Prejudice has shut the eyes of tlie learned to this va«tfundofknowledge. 

A few years after the Americ. i government sent the distinguished 
traveler and learned savan, John L Stevens, as Embassador to Cen- 
tral America, accompanied by the artist, Mr. Catherwwood, with per- 
mission to inquire into ami examine the antiquities and aboriginal 
monuments of that country.

An imperfect compass was in use among the nations, whose histo- 
ry is written in the Book of Mormon.

The same state ot facta which rendered a communication of the divine will neoeaearr for 
tbn salvation of mankind in the days of Jesus Christ, equally exist, and render each a commo- 
njcs'i -n equally necessary to the present generation.

THE CATHOLIC’S ON PERSECU- 
TION. 

Answer to “ the letter from a Professor 
in n Catholic College. 

Sir : — I avail myself of the op- 
portunity you offer to any one to 
reply to the article under the 
above caption, which appeared 
in The Tribune ol the 13th inst. 
I shall endeavor to be brief. 
First: The Professor denies 
that it is the doctrine or prac- 
tice of the Catholic Church (by 
which lie means the Popish 
Church) that faith is not to be 
kept with heretics, or that she 
is intolerant, un progressive, and 
inimical to liberty. 

He asserts that a lie is looked 
upon by every enlightened Cath- 
olic as a .mortal sin, deserving 
everlasting flames. 

That allegiance to the Pope is 
purely spiritual, lie admits that 
the Pope is supreme above all 
the governments and nations of 
the earth, but in no other light 
than a spiritual one. 

In regard to the first proposi- 
tion, I assert that the Popish 
Church is intolerant, unprogress- 
ive, inimical to liberty, and keeps 
no faith with heretics. First, 
her very assumption of infallibil- 
ity of necessity makes her intol- 
erant. Her arrogant claim of 
supremacy above all the govern- 
ments and nations of the earth, 
in things spiritual, must also of 
necessity make her intolerant. 
In relation to this, however, we 
shall look for authority of a high- 
er order and more conclusive 
than the ipse dixit of the Profess- 
or in a Catholic college. Let us, 
therefore, first open their own 
infallible Rhemish Testament. 
Here we read that “ the blood 
of heretics is not called the blood 
of saints, no more than the blood 
of thieves, man-killers and other 
malefactors, for shedding ofi 
which, by order of justice, no 
commonwealth shall suffer.” — 
(Rkem. Test. Annot. upon Rev. 
xvii. 6.) 

Experience teaches,” says 
Cardinal Bellarminc, that there 
is no other remedy for the evil 
but to put heretics to death; for 
the Church proceeds gradually, 
and tried every remedy. At 
first, she merely excommunica- 
ted them ; afterward she added 
a fine ; then she banished them; 
and finally they were constrain- 
ed to put them to death.” — ( Bel - 
farm. deLaicts, lib. iii, c. 21.) 

Then comes the decree of the 
General Council of Luteran on 
the subject, which, at once, 
stamps the doctrine with the 
seal of infallibility. The decree 
runs as follows : — “ Let the sec- 
ular powers be compelled, if 
necessary, to exterminate to 
their utmost power all heretics 
denoted by the Church.” — (Gen. 
Coun. Lat. A. D. 1215.) 

We see now that this Infalli- 
ble Church both sanctions and 
commands the putting of here- 
tics to death. That these sanc- 
tions have been gratified, and 
these commandments obeyed, 
the pages of history, stained with 
the blood of the martyrs, fearful- 
ly portray. As it is claimed to 
be the- Infallible anil Unchang- 
able Clinroh, what, then, will be 
our destiny should thatlnfallibil- 
ity ever predominate in this 
country ? Heretics denoted by 
that Church would, perhaps, 
never again be publicly burnt 
to death ; not for want of will, 
,but because even the secular 
powers now begin to hate the 
monstrosity of such sanguinary 
intolerance, or, as the scripture 
expresses it, the “ ten horns [the 
kingdoms of the earth] shall hate 
the whore, and make her deso- 
late. (Rev. xvii, 16.) 

To be convinced that the Po- 
pish Church is unprogressive, or 
at least, unprogressive in good, 
we have only to visit those 
countries where Popery prevails. 


and where there are but few 
Protestants to be found. Look 
at Cuba, for instance, or Mexico, 
or South America ! A more ig- 
norant, degraded, superstitious 
and vicious race are nbt to be 
found, at least, among nations 
claiming to be civilized. For 
proof, I refer to every tourist 
who has visited those parts of 
the world, and published an ac- 
count of his travels. 

In regard to lying, let ns read 
what Saint Ligori says on the 
subject, in his work entitled, 
“ the moral Theology of the il- 
lustrious and Most Reverend 
Lord Alphonsus de Ligorio.” — 
He was enrolled among the 
Saints, as the title of bis book 
declares, by Pope Pius vii. on the 
15th of September, in the year 
1S16, and his book was d.eclar- 
to be “ sound, and according to 
God,” (sana ac securt}um Deum.) 

"To answer,” says this great 
saint, " with equivocation, where 
there is a good reason, and 
equivocation itself is lawful, is 
not wrong. And if a person 
swears without a good reason, it 
is not to be considered a perju- 
ry : since, in one sense of the 
word, and according to a mental 
restriction, he swears what is 
true. Thus, also, if any one is 
interrogated in regard to any- 
thing that it is expedient to con- 
ceal, he ean answer, ‘I say No;’ 
that is, I say or utter’the word 
No.” (Ligor. lib. iii, n. 152.) 

“A culprit or a witness,” con- 
tinues the Saint, “who is inter- 
rogated by a judge, unlawfully, 
can swear that he is ignorant of 
a crime, which, in truth, he 
knows.” (Ligor. lib. iii. n. 154. 

The saint asks the question, 
“ can an adulterer, who is ques- 
tioned by the woman’s husband, 
deny that he committed adulte- 
ry with his wife ? I answer: 
he can, by equivocally asserting 
that be did not break the matri- 
monial tie, which, in fact, is 
true. And if he has sacramen- 
tally confessed the adultery, he 
can answer, ‘ I am innocent of 
this crime,’ because by confes- 
sion it has been removed.” (Li- 
gor. lib. iii. n. 162.) 

“It is asked,” says St. Ligori, 
“whether a servant, by the 
command of his master, can say 
that his master is not at home ? 
It is admitted,” says he, “by 
card, that he can strike his feet 
against a stone, and answer, * he 
is not here.’ But to this” says 
the Saint, “ I do not agree, if 
the one who asks the question 
could by no means notice this — 

I would rather grant tliat the 
servant could answer, * he is not 
here,’ that is, he is not in this 
door, or at this window — he is 
not here so far as to be seen ! ! !” 
(Ligor. id. ib. n. 165.) 

“ Is it lawful,” asks the Saint, 

“ to swear to anything false by 
adding in a whisper, a circum- 
stance that is true ? Some di- 
vines say it is ; and their reason 
is,' because, in order that an as- 
sertion be true, it is sufficient 
that there be an outward accord- 
ance with the mind, whether 
this concordance be expressed 
by signs, or by a whisper, which 
may so happen that thg other 
may not hear it. But it is bet- 
ter to say that it is lawful if 
these signs or this whisper could 
by any means be perceived by 
the other, although his senses 
do not perceive them.” (Ligor. 
lib. iii. n. 168.) 

Lastly, iu regard to whatever the Pope’s 
supremacy over all the governments -and na- 
tions of dearth (as is admitted by the Pro- 
fessor.) is Jibe considered in no other light 
than a spiritual one. 

To elucidate this point, we shall have to 
consider what the Inquisition is — who estab- 
lished it, and for what purpose. 

Popish devotees are made to believe, and 
Protestants, too, are told ovpr and over again, 
that the Inquisition was not established by 
the Catholic Church, and that, therefore, the 
Church ia not accountable for any ot its acts, 


be they what theymay: 
quote from Ligori :— : 

14 Pope Paul III,” says Ihe Saint, ** estab- 
lished the General Inquisition at Rome, in the 
year 1542, by hii Bull 34, commencing with 
the words 1 Licet ab initio."’ {Ligor. De Pro- 
hib. Libro., p. 838.) “ In the General Con- 
gregation,” continues the Saint, “ of the Holy 
Roman and Universal Inquisition, held in the 
Apostolical Quitinai Palace, before our most 
bolt lord, Lord Benedict, by Divine Provi- 
dence the fourteenth Pope, and beford the 
»oat eminent and most serene doctors, the 
Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, spe- 
cially deputed by the holy Apostolic See, 
General Inquisitors against horetical pravity,” 
Af. {Ligor. De Rom. Pont,, Dee. iii, p. 85.) 

By the above we see, 

Fintty, That the bloody Inquisition was 
established by the Romish Church, and not at 
all by the secular power, as the Popish cler- 
gy themselves know, .but ate ashamed and 
afraid to acknowledge it. 

Secondly t That it was instituted to exer- 
cise iu powere “ against heretical pravity.” 

Thirdly : That these powers extended even 
to the taking of the lives *f heretics, “whose 
blood,” as their Rhemish Testament assert*, 
“ ia no more thab the Mood of thieves, man- 
killers, and other malefactors; for the shed- 
ding of wbith, bv order of justice, no common- 
weal ih shall suffer.” 

It is generally pretended by the defenders 
of Popery, that the Inquisition ia solely a po- 
litical inatitation ; that the crimes it punishes

The 
ultimatum is this, that wherever Popery has 
the power of enforcing her sanguinary laws, 
heretics must be put to death.

CHARACTER OF TIIE PEOPLE. 

In 1816 and T7 the country 
was overrun with horse thieves and 
counterfeiters. They were so nu- 
merous, and so well combined to- 
gether in many counties, as to set 
the lawg at defiance. Many of the 
sheriffs, justices of the peace, and 
constables, were of their number ; 
and even sonic of the judgfts of the 
county courts ; and they had nu- 
merous friends to aid them and 
sympathize with them, even arnomj 
those who were the least suspected. 

When any of them were arrest- 
ed, they either escaped from the 
slight jails of those times, or pro- 
cured some of their gang to be on 
the jury ; and they never lacked 
witnesses to prove themselves in- 
nocent The people formed them- 
selves into revolutionary tribunals 
in many counties, under the name, 
of “Regulators;” and the governor 
and judges of the territory, seeing 
the nhposssbillity of executing the 
laws in the ordinary way, against 
an organized banditti, who set all 
law at defiance, winked at and en- 
couraged the proceedings of the 
regulators. 

These regulators in number gen- 
erally constitutedabout a captain’s 
company^ they gave a 

military organization, by the elec- 
tion of officers. The company gen- 
erally operated at night When 
assembled for duty, they marched, 
armed and equipped as if for war, 
to the residence or lurking place 
of a rogue, arrested, tried and pun- 
ished him by severe whipping and 
banishment from the territory. — 
In this mode most of the rogues 
were e.\j>elled from the country ; 
and it was the opinion of the best 
men at the time, that in the then 
divided and disorganized state of 
society, and the imiterfect civiliza- 
tion which required such proceed- 
ings, were not only justifiable, but 
absolutely necessary for the exist- 
ence of government 
There yet remained, however, 
for many years afterwards, a not- 
ed gang of rogues in the counties 
of Fojx; and Massac, and other 
counties bordering on the Ohio 
river. This gang built a fort in 
Fope county, and set the govern- 
ment at open defiance. In the 
year 1881, the honest portion of 
the people in that region assem- 
bled under arms in great nulnbers, 
and attacked the fort with small 
arms and one piece of artillery. — 
The fort was taken by^onn, with 
the loss of one of the regulator 
and three of the rogues killed in 
the assault. The residue of the 
rogues were taken prisoners, tried 
for their crimes, but I believe were 
never convicted. 

At a later time, a number of 
iognes who had located themselves 
in the county of Elgar, were bro- 
ken up, whipped, and expelled by 
a company of regulators from the 
Wabash valley, the present Gov- 
^nor French being a distinguish- 
ed member of the regulators. In 


1837 a series of mobs took place 
in Alton, which resulted in the de- 
struction of an abolition press, and 
in the death of one of the rioters, 
and one of the abolitionists. 

******** * 

After the violence of feeling had 
somewhat subsided, both parties 
were indicted for their crimes aris- 
ing out of these transactions, and 
all were acquitted ; making it a 
matter of record, that, in fact, the 
alxditionists had not provoked an 
assault ; that there had been no 
mob ; and that no one had been 
killed or wounded. 

Previous to the year 1840, oth- 
er molw were rife in the northern 
part of the Spite. The people 
there had settled without title, up- 
on the public lands of the United 
States, which were then neither 
surveyed nor in market, and they 
had made valuable improvements 
on these lands, by bnilding mills 
worth ten thousand dollars, open- 
ing farms, frequently of four or 
five hundred acres, and whole vil- 
lages of six or eight hundred in- 
ha! titants, were built on them. 

By a conventional law of each 
neighborhood, the settlers were all 
pledged to protect each other in 
the amount of their respective 
claims. But there were mean men, 
who disregarded these convention- 
al arrangements. Such as those 
lx-longed to that very honest fra- 
ternity, who profess to regulate all 
their dealings by the law of the 
land. Such men had but little re- 
gard for public opinion, or abstract 
right ; and their consciences did 
not restrain them from “jumping” 
a neighbor’s claim, if they could be 
sustained by law and protected 
against force. 

It soon l>ecame apparent to ev- 
ery one, that actual force was the 
only protection for this dcserip- 
of property. And although the 
most of the settlers were from the 
eastern States ; from the land of 
steady habits, where mobs are reg- 
ularly hated and denounced, and 
all unlawful fighting held in ab- 
horrence ; yet seeing themselves 
left without legal protection, and 
subject to the depredations of the 
dishonorable and unscrupulous, 
they resolved to protect them- 
selves with force. Many were the 
riots and molw in every county, 
arising from this state of things. — 
Every neighltorhood was signaliz- 
ed by some brawl of the kind 

The old peaceful, staid, puritan 
Yankee, walked into a fight in de- 
fence of his claim, or that of his 
neighbor, just as if he had receiv- 
ed a regular backwoods education 
in the oldefi times. It was carious 
to witness this change of character 
with the change of position, in 
emerging from a government of 
strict law to one of comparative 
anarchy. The readiness witu which 
our puritan imputation from the 
east adopted the niobocratic spirit, 
is evidence that men are the same 
everywhere, under the same cir- 
cumstances. That which any man 
will do, ihqx’nds more upon his 
position ujHin the laws and gov- 
ernment, and up m the administra- 
tion of tlie laws, thau to mental or 
physical constitution, or any pecu- 
liar trait of character or previous 
training. 

Then again the northern part of 
the State was not destitute of its 
organized bands of rogues, engag- 
ed in murders, robberies, horse- 
stealing, and in making and pass- 
ing counterfeit money. These 
rogues were scattered all over the 
north ; but the most of them were 
located in the counties of Ogle, 
Winnebago, Lee and De Kalb. 

In the county of Ogle they were 
so numerous, strong and well **r- 


be 


ganized, that they could not 
convicted for their crimes. 

By getting some of their num- 
bers on the juries," by producing 
hosts of witnesses to anstain their 
defense by peijured evidence, and 
by changing the venue from one 
county to another, and by contin- 
uances from term to term, and by 
the inability of witnesses to at- 
tend from time to time at a dis- 
tant and foreign county, they most 
generally managed to be acquit- 
ted. At the spring term, 1841, 
seven of them were confined in the 
Ogle comity jail for trial. The 
judge and the lawyers Lad assem- 
ble*! at the little village of Ore- 
gon, preparatory to holding the 
court 

The county had just completed 
a new court house, in which court 
was to l>e held for the first time 
the next day. The jail stood near 
it, in which were the prisoners. — 
The rogues assembled in the night, 
and set the court house on fire, in 
the hop*; tliat as the prisoners 
would have to lie removed from 
the jail, they might, in the harry 
and confusion of the people at- 
tending to the fire, make their es- 
cape. The whole population were 
awakened at a late hour of a dark 
and stormy night, to see the lurid 
flames bursting from the roof and 
windows of their newly erected 
temple of justice. The bnilding 
was entirely consumed, but none 
of the prisoners escaped. 

This produced a great excite- 
ment in the country ; three of the 
prisoners were tried, convicted and 
sent to the penitentiary for a year. 
Brtt they managed to get one of 
their confederates on the jury, who 
refusod to agree to a verdict, until 
the eleven others had threatened 
to lynch him in the jury room. — 
The other prisoners obtained chan- 
ges of venue, and were never con- 
victed. They all broke ont of jail, 
and made their escajie. The hon- 
est and snletantial portion of the 
people were now determined to 
take the law int^their own hands ; 
they were determined that delays, 
insufficient jails, changes of venue, 
hnng juries, and peijured evidence, 
should no longer screen the rogue 
from punishment 

And here it is to be remarked 
that the new counties, such as 
Ogle, were so poor in reveqne, and 
so mnch in debt, their orders at so 
great a discount, that they were 
not able to build good jails ; and 
the other counties which had 
them, refused to receive prisoners 
from the new counties, un’ess the 
cost of their keeping was paid in 
advance. The people formed them- 
selves into regulating companies, 
both in Ogle and Winnebago 
counties, and proceeding in a sum- 
mary way, they whipj>ed some of 
the most notorious rogues, and or- 
dered others into banishment — 
Among those who had lx^en ord- 
ered away, were the family of the 
Driscolls — the old man and seve- 
ral of his sons. 

The old man and some of his 
sons had lieen in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary, and made their escape 
from it The old man was a stout, 
well built, hardened, deliberate 
man, and his sons had more than 
common boldness in the commis- 
sion of crime. This family were 
determined not to l»e driven away, 
and to this end they and several 
of their confederates held a private 
meeting, in which they resolved to 
strike terror into the regulators, 
by threatening death to all the 
leading men in their ranks, and by 
assassinating their captain. 

t^ome of the Driscolls went to 
the house of Capt Campbell, who 
was a captain of the r<*gulators, 
just after dark, of a Sunday eve- 


ning, just as the family had re- 
turned from church, anti pretend- 
ing to be strangers inquiring their 
way, they called Capt Campbell 
out into his doorvard, and there 
deliberately shot him dead in the 
presence of his wife and children. 
Before day next morning the new3 
of the mnrder had run over the 
country like lightning. The peo- 
ple early assembled at the house 
of the murdered man, in White 
Rock Grove, in great numliers ; 
and there seeing the dead victim 
of this assassination, his bkxxl yet 
fresh upon the ground, his wife 
and children in frantic agony, they 
were tlirown into a .wild uproar of 
excitement and frenzy, somewhat 
like that which seizes upon a herd 
of cattle, upon seeing and scenting 
the blood of a slaughtered bullock. 
They spread out all over the coun- 
try, in search of the murderers. 

The actual murderers who had 
done the deed had escaped, bnt 
they seized upon the old man 
Driscoll, and the people of Winne- 
bago county, coming down next 
day afterwards, had seized upon 
two of his sons. The prisoners 
were taken to Washington Grove, 
in Ogle county, for trial. The old 
man and one of his sons were con- 
victed as being accessories to the 
murder, and the other was acqnifc- 
ted. 

The trial occupied nearly a 
whole day before the whole band 
of regulators, composed of about 
three hundred men, many of them 
being magistrates, and some of 
them ministers of the gospel ; and 
Is described as having been con- 
ducted with much solemnity and 
seriousness. The condemned were 
sentenced to lie shot within an 
hour ; a minister of the gospel, 
who was present, prayed with 
them, and administered to them 
the consolations of religion ; and 
then they were brought out for ex- 
ecution. They were placed in a 
kneeling position, with bandages 
over their eyes, and were fired up- 
on by the whole company present, 
that there might be none who 
conld be legal witnesses of the 
bloody deed. About one hundred 
of these men were afterwards tried 
for mnrder and acquitted.

Grieved was I to be obliged 
to add, 4 but your ladies keep their beauty la- 
ter and longer.’ This laot stared one in the 
face in every company ; one meets ladies past 
fifty, glowing radiant and blooming, with a 
Ireahness of complexion and fullness of outline 
refreshing to contemplate. What can be the 
reason! Tell us. Muses and Graces, what 
can it be ! Is it the conservative power of 
sea-fogs and coal smoke — the same causes 
that keeps the tutf green, and makes the holly 
and ivy flourish 1 

How comes it that our married ladies dwin- 
dle, fade, and grow thin — that their noses in- 
cline to sharpness and their elbows to ango- 


start* some of the most beautifel girls la the 
world produces so few women. Hava not oor 
close-heated stove rooms something to do With 
it ? Have not the immense amount of hot 
bisouits, hot corn cakes, and other eompounde 
got up with the acrid poison of saleratus. some 
thing to do with it?

For my 
part, 1 must say, the most favorable omea 
that 1 knew of for female beauty in America 
is the multiplication of water-cure establish- 
ments, where onr ladies, if they get nothing 
else, do gain some idea aa to the necessity of 
fresh air, regular exercise, simple diet, and 
the laws of hygiene in general.” i 

UTAH. 

Government in most of the new State* of 
our Union, has been, (and for the matter la 
yet, in most of the old) a business of getting 
into office, of living at the public expense, and 
in all ways promoting private advantage at 
the coat of general good. It has been refresh- 
ing to witness in Utah, a glorious exception 
to this faot. The Territory waa founded by n 
common movement for the common good,— 
Its population was not an aggregation of self, 
isb individuals, selfishly pursuing diverse in- 
terests. The colonists of the SaltLake Valley ( 
generously and wisely merged their personali- 
ty in the commonwealth. They labored moat 
harmoniously and from the start, tor ton pvi- 
lio weal. Mr. President Yotrao gave nrid sasd 
of statesmanship, in hi* first message to th* 
Territorial Legislature. He distinctly *ad 
thoroughly indicated the direction whieh the , 
industry of the people should steadily p aiw se 
—to independence of all other eommonitiee, 
for the supply of every necessary sad luxury 
of oivilized life, wbiob their olimste, their soil, 
and iu mineral resources, would suable theta 
to produce. This waa aii ant of true states- 
manship, refreshing and encouraging contrast 
with bulky and involved paragraphs, in which 
a President of the United States wraps up an 
evil purpose to obstruct the construction of a 
national railroad to the Psci fi asStmtee, and 1$ 
carry Slavery wherever the Sieve Pewer wish- 
es. The Utah Government too at aa e*4j 
hour, decided for ita oitixena and for fetnin, , 
ages, the most favorable eiroumstaaees foe thn 
moral life of the inhabitants of its citige and 
villages. It established wide stredM, Urgn 
and roomy lots of land for dwellings, and 
made it a Slate care to irrigate the highways, 
and conduct streams of nuraing water wher- 
ever the levels of the soil would admt at it, 
and man needed the element for use or for 
pleasure. All visitors to the Great Salt Lake 
City, agree in calling it 44 magnificent” fat ita 
plan, and its site. This is the testimony et 
numerous engineer officeis of the U. S. Artsy, 
and of the emigrants to California and Oregon. 
The city is the fruit of the overseeiiig sate of 
the Mormon Government. 

Hardly had the colonists rested from the la- 
bor of putting into the ground their first sowing 
of grain, when they turned their sttaniloo to 
providing for tho children of Utah forever, a 
complete system of public instruction. The 
plan contemplates a University, in which the 
highest branches of scholastic learning shall be 
taught. 

Within four yean from their entrance into 
the Salt Lake Valley, the people of Utah hed 
founded a State, bad erected and put in opera- 
tion sawmills, gristmills, potteries, cotton fee- 
lories, woolen factories, blastfurnaces, found- 
ries, and had under way rolling snilla for bar 
iron, and reanufaetoriea of the beet root sugar. 
Rich as is American history, in extraordinary 
results of the application of energy end intelli- 
gence, to the advancement of man’e social con- 
dition, there Is nothing in it, to match the rap- 
id, solid, and hopeful growth of Utah.

If Cast Iron can be used in the construction 
of houses, to the exclusion of Wrought, we may 
expect to see this valuable material freely 
used, in the preparation of fire-proof, and wa- 
ter-proof edifices. We specially commend the 
following articles to some of our largo Iron 
manufacturing establishments — to Jewett & 
Root — the Eaolc Iron Works — Swart’z & 
Brothers — or the Shepards. The building 
of Iron houses here for Banks, Public Offices, 
and Government .buildings, for Federal and 
State ose, could immediately be inaugurated. 
Ultimately, Iron will be the material used in 
the construction of warehouses, wheat and flour 
depots, and stores for the sale of costly goods 
and merchandise. Dwellings for families will 
last be bnilt of metal — but that they will be so 
constructed by and by, is certain. 

This is the first notice of the malleable class, 
that has fallen under our notice. If the arti- 
cle is what it is described to be, it is invalua- 
ble. It roust immediately be made the sub- 
ject of profitable manufacture at Lancaster. — 
The employment of the words “ new and val- 
uable invention,” would bit a patent right, 
and iotironto a monopoly — but there is not an 
invention that goes through our Patent Office 
that cannot be either improved on, or d rare- 
regarded for its invalidity, in case the holder 
refuses a fair price for bis property. 

We attended yesterday evening an informal 
meeting of business men, at the Auction 
Rooms of M. N. Croft, Court street, Brooklyn, 
at which Mr. Sexton, the inventor of a new 
plan of iron buildings explained hie system. — 
He constructs tho framework of his building* 
entirely of cast iron, in sections, which are 
made to interlock by very close fitting and in- 
genious joints, secured by keys. This method 
of building avoids the labor of driling and 
bolting, which has been a great inconven- 
ience of iron buildings. It also allows the 
house to be taken down in sections, and re- 
moved at a very little expense. He covers 
the frame work on the outside with plates of 
iron, by a similar system of interlocking, 
without any bolts or other fastenings, the 
joints being packed with gutta-peicha, so as 
to exclude water under hydraulic pressure. — 
To finish the dove-tailing of the joints he has 
invented a machine that can perform the work 
oflortymen. The walls are made hollow, 
and the enclosed space i9 filled with a non- 
conduoling composition of beach sand and 
other substances, so that, as Mr. N. observed, 
hie house becomes, when finished, a perfect 
fire-proof safe. 

The roofs and floors are made of cast iron 
frames, resembling heavy window sashes, the 
interstices being occupied, as in the case of 
windows, with plates of glass, of any required 
thickness and transparency. The glass used 
is not our common glass, but is in itself a new 
and valuable invention, being called malleable 
glass, from its wonderful property of tough- 
ness allowing it to bend freely without break- 
ing. It can be drawn out into threads of any 
fineness, and so stlong and flexible that they 
are said to be commencing the manufacture of 
piano and violin strings from their material. 
Mr. S. handed round a piece of this glass

The Largest Steamer in the World. 

The immense screw and paddle steamer, 
building by Scott Russell, at Millwall, Eng- 
land, for the Eastern Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, is to be completed in twelve months. — 

Her keel has been laid down, and several of 
her bulwarks, or compartments, are raised, 
and the works are proceeding with energy and 
expedition. A railroad has been laid down 
the entire length of her ways, to facilitate the 
conveyance of the material from the factory to 
the different parte of the vossel. The exact 
dimensions of the ship are as follows :— Ton- 
nage, builder’s measurement, 22,000 tons; 
tonnage, burthen, 10,000 tens; extreme length, 

680 feet; extreme breadth, 83 feet; extreme 
depth, 58 feet; power of engines, (screw pad- 
dle,) 2,600 horse. Her engines are in the 
course of construction, and will be fitted in the 
vessel before she if floated off. The hull will 
he entirely of iron, and of more than usual 
strength, the magnitude of her size enabling 
Mr. Brunei), the architect, to introduce many 
precautionary measures conducive to support j n _. 
and security. From her keel up to six feet : 
above her water line is double, of cellular con- 
struction. The upper deck will also be 
strengthened on the same principle, and will 
form a complete beam, similar to the tube of 
the Brittannia Bridge, so that any external in- 
jury will not affect the tightness or the safety 
of the ship. She is divided into ten separate, 
water-tight compartments, each being sixty 
feet in length, enabling her to take out suffi- 
cient fuel for a voyage to Australia and back 
to England, without stopping.

Facts in Human Life. 

The number of languages spo- 
ken in the world amounts to 
3,064. The inhabitants of the 
globe profess more than 1,000 
different religions. The num- 
ber of men is about equal to the 
number ofwomen. The aver- 
age of human life is about 33 
years. One quarter die previ- 
ous to the age of seven years; 
one half before reaching 17; and 
those who pass this age enjoy a 
felicity refused to one half the 
humnn species. To every 1,000 
persons only one reaches 100 
years of life ; to every 100 only 
6 reach the age of 65 ; and not 
more than one in 500 lives to 80 
years of age. There are on eaith 
1,000,000,000 inhabitants, and 
of these, 333,333,333 die every 
year, 91,824 every day, 3,730 
every hour, and 60 every minute, 
or one every second. These 
losses are about balanced by an 
equal number of births. The 
married are longer lived than 
the single, and above all, those 
who observe a sober and indus- 
trious conduct. Tall men live 
longer than short ones. Women 
have more chnnces of life in 
their favor previous to being fil- 
ty years of age, than men, but 
fewer afterwards. The number 
of marriages is in proportion of 
75 to 100 individuals. Marria- 
ges are more frequent after the 
equinoxes; that is during the 
months of June und December. 
Those born in the spring are 
generally more robust than oth- 
ers. Births and deaths are more 
frequent by night than by day. 
The number of men capable of 
bearing arms is calculated atone 
fourth of the population.

Joseph no longer stands a proph- 
et on earth. He is not standing 
among ns to gnide ns as he was 
when these revelations were given, 
lbr God has taken him, and he 
wears the crown of King and 
Martyr. 

What follows ? Either Joseph 
has given the word of God ap- 
pointing another in his stead, or 
those revelations have fallen to 
the ground, and Joseph has prov- 
ed himself a false prophet, and 
Mormonism an imposture. 

Neither you or I can take the 
latter alternate. We are both ol>- 
liged, by onr faith in Joseph as a 
true prophet, to say that “through 
him (rod has appointed another in 
hi\ stead? 

Who has lteen so appointed ? — 
It is needless to say that there is 
not a jierson on earth who pre- 
tends to have received such an ap- 
pointment, except myself During 
the ten years since the martyrdom 
of Joseph, I, and I alone, have 
stood up as a prophet of God, 
claiming to have been appointed 
by revelation of God through Jo- 
seph, and to have been sent by 
the hands of Angels, as he was. 

Therefore there is no escaping 
the conclusion that either I am a 
true prophet, and his lawful suc- 


cessor, or Joseph is a false proph- 
et, and Mormonism an imposture. 
This is the only alternate with you. 
With me there is none Called by 
the voice of God, and ordained by 
the hand of angels, since the day 
of his death I have known my 
calling, as he did his in the days 
of his ministry. 

So forcible is the position I have 
above stated, that for years after 
Brigham Young assumed to stand 
at the head of the Church, the 
promise was held out continually 
that a prophet was yet to rise, 
who had been appointed by Jo- 
seph. Knowing the attachment 
of the Saints to the family of the 
martyred prophet it was skillfully 
insinuated that one of the sons of 
Joseph had been so appointed, and 
that Brigham, to save him from 
being murdered by the Gentiles, 
as his father had been, was stand- 
ing ostensibly in his place and 
governing by his authority, until 
the Church, being delivered from 
the fear of the Gentiles, should be 
able to acknowledge and defend 
their prophet Any one who was 
in Nauvoo in 1S46 and 1S47, 
knows that a majority of those 
who started on the western exo- 
dus, started in this hope. 

In the mean time the papers is- 
sued by Mormons in Nauvoo, New 
York and Liverpool, were contin- 
ually preparing the minds of the 
Saints to expect a prophet for 
leader, no more ; telling them, “let 
no man for a moment think his 
place is to be filled by another,” 
as though a successor would rob 
him of his crown ; and claiming 
that the Twelve had power to dic- 
tate all the affairs of the Church 
in all the world, not under the di- 
rection of the Presidency, as they 
did in Joseph’s time, but inde- 
pendently, as sectarian priests do. 

This was the borden of their ar- 
gument continually, till the great 
mass had got up as far as the Mis- 
souri River, and a little beginning 
made at Salt Lake ; when, at the 
Octolier Conference at the Talter- 
nacle at Council Bluffs, they sud- 
denly turned and acknowledged 
that the argument had all the 
time been against them, because 
the Strangles had adhered to the 
original constitution of the Church, 
and they had departed from it 
and in order to mend their case so 
that we should have the best of 
the argument no longer, they then 
elected Brigham Young, Prophet, 
Seer, Revelator, First President, 
Successor to Joseph Smith, by 
whatever name the office may be 
called. 

If an election by a local assem- 
bly of the Saints, called together 
without any such purpose, and au- 
thorized by no law to do such an 
act, is sufficient to make a man a 
Prophet of God, a Seer and a Rev- 
elator, the representative on earth 
of the name and power of the Al- 
mighty, then, and then only, have 
they helped their case. 

To pretend that such an election 
is a fulfillment of that law which 
requires the leader of this Church 
to be called by the voice of God, 
and ordained as Joseph was, by 
the hand of Angels, is so utterly 
bald that it needs only to be stat- 
ed, not answered. 

And I have the assurance now 
of Benjamin Clapp, an Elder so 
much in the confidence of Brigham 
Young that he has entrusted to 
him the important mission of se- 
lecting locations and establishing 


stakes in various States, that at 
this day, though publicly sustained 
in the papers and official docu- 
ments as Prophet, Seer, &o. Brig, 
ham disclaims himself any such of- 
fice, and looks for a prophet yet 
to rise ; thus yet playing fast and 
loose, to retain Iris actual position 
as leader, and hold on to those 
who are not blind enough to be 
deceived by a popular election to 
the Prophetic office.

If you are ignorant of all these 
matters, with what grace do you 
appear as teacher ot God’s law 
and purposes ? Do you not tear 
to stand in a place too high for 
you ? 

Perhaps you will say that 
there never was to be another 
dispensation succeeding that in- 
troduced by John the Baptist, 
and fully established by Jesus 
Christ. II so, I would inquire 
how does your dispensing of 
things accord with that ? And 
why have you changed that or- 
der ? You say it was not to be 


disclaim. 3d. 1 certify that Ro- 
man Catholicism and Protestant- 
ism all belong to one and the

I consider 
it as one body, full of names of 
blasphemy. I certify, also, that 
it is blasphemy to name the body 
of Christ Methodist, Baptist,

And as we are assured that 
the purposes of God will stand, 
and that his ways are perfect, 
we may safely conclude that, 
although satan and wicked men 
for a time may seem to thwart 
his purposes, yet he will finally 
bring about his decree, and do 
all his will and pleasure. So 
when he gave to Abraham and 
his seed the land of Canaan for- 
ever, we may not suppose the 
promise of God has failed, sim- 
ply because they for a time have 
been out of the country, any 
more than we should doubt the 
historical fact relating to their 
cap'ivity heretofore. 

For as in the case of the or- 
der of his church when first es- 
tablished, and destined to be 
perfected, and without any 
schism, spot or wrinkle, even so 
shall it be finally accomplished. 

But I certify that this order 
hns traveled down to us unbro- 
ken, but that, as the Jewish 
Church were sometimes driven 
away from the order of God’s 
house for transgression, to dwell 
ns captives in Babylon, during 
which time their sacred rights 
and ordinances were of necessi- 
ty neglected, amkcould not be 
observed according to God’s law, 
until they returned.

K i wives without being married, 
here the oniui lacks no element 
of chastity according to the com- 
mon acceptation of it, but the au- 
thority of the priest or magistrate- 
in Europe this thing is public 
and unconcealed. All the kings' 
of England except George IL (who 
are as much the head of the Epis- 
copal church as the Popes are of; 
the Roman.) had sneh. The cliil- 1 
dreti of these left hand marriages | 
are portioned as Abraham portion- 
ed his sons by Hagar and Ketnra. 
Not many years since a son of 
George III, George Fitz Geoi-ge, 
received a patent of nobility, and 
now has a seat in the House of 
Lords. 

The children of Napoleon I. by 
these left hand marriages are nu- 
merous, and aim mg them is Can- 
robert, now commanding the ar- 
mies before Sebastopol. Thepi-es- 
ent Emperor Napoleon has, besides 
Eugenia, two wives at least, one a j 
Baltimore lady, and the other a 1 
French woman fVom Ham, where 
he was imprisoned some years 
since, each of whom ha9 borne him 
a family of children. 

In this country we have as high ' 
an example for that practice as 
Daniel Webster, who had four wo- 
men, each of whom had as ranch 
right, except the priest’s authority, 
to claiih him for husband os his 
married wife. And this fact does 
not rest on assertion or doubt. It 
was as well known in Washington 
as that Webster was a Senator. — 
And so large a number of those 
making up the bulk of good soci- 
ety there were either in the same 
or still more scandalous transac- 
tions, that nol>ody except Mrs. 
Swishelm dare frown on him for it. 
She published it. Bat though not 
a paper attempted to question it, 
Webster stood too high to be frown- 
ed down. 

Do not imagine that these are’ 
the sole examples. They are al- 
most as numerous as men of supe- 
rior talent Oj>en or concealed, 
they are every where, among states- 
men, moralists, poet®, orators, cler- 
gymen, lawyers, merchants, physi- 1 
cians, even - class of men w ho make 
up the sum of civilization ; among 
farmers alone are such unions rare/ 
Public odium in these cases on- 
ly produces secrecy. It has no 
power of prevention. When the 1 
vail of secrecy is broken, the re- 
sult is not reformation. The step 
is downward, from illegitimate 
marriage to indiscriminate prosti- 
tution. And it is the infamy of* 
these left hand or illegitimate mar- 
riages, an infamy produced by the' 
victims of them being without le-' 
gal protection, which ha® attached 
itself in the public mind to |K»lyg- 
amy in any shape, and rendered 
that disreputable. 

Once remove the mind l,eyond ^ 
those prejudices, and it contem- 
plates polygamy without repug- 1 
nance No one ever laughed at 1 
the plaintive tale of Jacob’s mour- 
ning for Rachel because according ' 
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to our law Leah only was a wife, 
Rachel buta prostitute. The heart 
is not the less touched with the sto- 
ry ot Joseph making himself known 
to his brethren, because in this 
country he would have been a 
bastard, and all his father’s kind- 
ness to him so much robbery of 
them. 

Who sings the Psalms of David 
with less devotion, or doubts the 
ti uth of the scripture that he “ was 
a man atlrier God's own heart,” lie- 
cause after he had four wives of 
his own God gave him the fourteen 
widows of Saul to wife ? (2d Sam. 
xii. 8,) or is less enraptured with 
the majestic greatness of Isaiah lie- 
cause “ hie conduct if he resided 
tn Oakland county nxndd coivriyn 
him to a tei'm at Jackttonl ” 

No, the nionieut we contemplate 
polygamy as a legal institution we 
cease to question Rachel’s chastity, 
though her husband’s attentions 
are divided between her and three 
others. We do not donbt the sis- 
ter of Ciesar, though she is but one 
of several wives of Anthony. We 
withhold our condemnation of An- 
thony till abandoning his wives he 
spends his strength on the prosti- 
tute Cleopatra, at chri&tian men do 
in dll the citie* of the United States. 

The New York Tribune has hon- 
estly made this distinction, and 
honestly advised its readers that 
legalized polygamy araongthe Mor- 
mons bears no relation to either 
indiscriminate prostitution or to 
that criminal polygamy which in 
all the States consigns the guilty 
to prisons. 

On the score of morals this fact, 
that a house of prostitnti- >n cannot 
| be found among a people where 
polygamy prevails, is worth more 
than all the declamation the sub- 
ject has called out. Of the Mor- 
mons, this fact is conceded by all 
who know them. Christian men 
not a few have left them, argry at 
this fact; and amoug them men 
we can name who still talk of the 
demoralizing tendency of Mor- 
monism. 

| In Turkey a few years ago it 
was supposed by christians that 
the watchfulness of the harems 
r lone preserved the chastity of the 
wives. But the opening of the 
harems has produced no change. — 
In Arabia and amoug the Fellaks 
of Egypt the wives were never ( 
shut up in harems. Yet their chas- 
tity is proverbial. Adultery in all- 
those countries is so rare as to ex- 
cite universal horror, similar to 
that here felt at wifi- murder, aud 
is punished with death. 

Just across the Mediterranean, 
in Christian Europe, w hat a con- , 
trast Stepping from paradise to 
pandemonium. The lady who has 
not a gallant, who is #0 hnv as to 
lie obliged to accept the civility of 
her own huehand, is in utter dis- 
grace. Cypria- ' are the leaders at- 
court, in balls and public acsexi- 
blies. They are publicly vUited at 
their houses by gentlemen of eve- 
ry profession. They have titles of 
nobility, and with beauty and tal- 
ent, in spite of all virtnous influen- 
ces, they hold an undisputed posi- 
tion in all the highest circles. Such 
characters as the CotmtMB of 


» 


Landafelt and La>ly Blessjngtati 
never existed in a cuijjitry "'here 
polygamy prevailed. In the south 
of Europe they are more common 
than virtuous dames. 

And Christian ministers, who 
have been employed as missiona- 
ries among the ungodly of Chris- 
tian New York, have, in their offi- 
cial reports, represented that be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and for- 
ty every fourth female is a public 
prostitute. The corruption, though 
less in rural districts, extends eve- 
ry where 

And these things are not only 
in a Christian country, but among 
the members of Christian church- 
es. The evidence is not the 
accusation of their eo^ipies. 

I They have often, in various 
shapes, officially furnished it. 

Not long since a publication 
went out in religious papers on 
good authority, and no where 
disputed, of a Sunday school 
teacher going to a house of as- 
signation in New York for a new 
victim, for whose ruin he was to 
pay a large price, and finding his 
victim one of his own scholars, 
a modest girF of fourteen, who 
had been inveigled in on false 
pretenses, who the moment she 
recognized him appealed to him 
for protection. The tender age 
of the victim appealed not in 
vain, where for forty years con- 
science had been dumb ; and 
that one was saved. How many 
thousands have been so lost ? 

Knowing that no such thing 
exists among us, can we feel less 
than mocked when we hear 
Christian men talking about Mor- 
mon debauchery, and the immo- 
rality of polygamy ? What can 
we think while reading tirades 
like the above- from the Gazette 
but of the prayer of the Phari- 
see, who “ thanked God that he 
was not like other men, even as 
those Mormons at Beaver Island 
—adulterers V’ 

These things come home to 
us. They are thrown upon us 
from day to day, and we are ob- 
liged to think of them and speak 
of them when we wish to let 
them alone. 

Not many days since the Capt. 
ofa steamboat, himself a member 
of a Christian church, reputed an 
exemplary one, who has religious 
service with his family, after 
walking over his premises with 
a Mormon, the owner of onp of 
the wharves here, inquired where 
he eould find a lady with whom 
a liberal gentleman would find 
accommodations for the night ? 
Being told there were no such 
here, he replied, “ I had heard 
so, and presumed there were no 
low houses (or sailors; there 
ought not to be; it would be a 
disgrace to a religious people, 
though they are obliged to have 
them in the cities; but for a re- 
al gentleman in a quiet way, you 
know there would be nothing 
said about it.”

replenishing the earth. ' 

Similar circumstances occur so 
often that it is impossible for us 
to read what the papers say about 
Mormon polygamy with any oth- 
er feelings than such as would 
arise at seeing a set of cyprians 
in the front parlor of a house of 
ill fame singing cump meeting 
hymns. We fancy we see Z. B. 
Knight, of the Gazelle, leading 
the choir.

This story about crimes is an 
after thought. The manifesto of 
the Missourians stated distinctly 
that they did not proceed at law, 
because their offence was not au 
offence at law. “The difference 
in religion and domestic habits 
(being Mormons and doiug their 
own work instead of employing 
slaves) rendered the occupation of 
the country by lx>th incongruous, 
and one bail got to leave.” The 
manifesto concluded, “one party 
has got to leave. We will not — 
they shall —peaceably if they will, 
forcibly if they must.” 

They were treated as “ foreign- 
ers and enemies .” Their crops, 
their lands and their cattle were 
made a spoil. Many were killed, 
some hundred made prisoners, and 
ten thousand driven at the point 
of the bayonet from the State, aud 
the Legislature appropriated $100,- 
000 to pay the expense. 

In Illinois the excuse for their 
expatriation was that which Mr. 
Knight now proposes crimes. — 
Thus. Ford who was Governor of 
the State at the time, has written a 
history of the State of Illinois, 
which since his death was publish- 
ed under the editorial charge of 
Gen. Shields. 

In this work Ford undertakes to 
vindicate himself from blame for 
his part in the matter, especially 
the murder of the Smiths. In this 
vindication he shows that the char- 
ges of crime against the Mormons 
when traced up universally turned 
out false. And in the same con- 
nection he admits that from the 
beginning he determined that the 
Mormons should leave the State, 
claiming as a merit that he design- 
ed to accomplish the expatriation 
and exile of 30,000 innocent citi- 
zens, but meant to briny it abend 
without the additional crime of mur- 
der, or at least to avoid the murder 
of a prominent man. And he a 
Christian, a Governor of a Christian 
State. What would not be said of 
a Mormon who sbonld make such 
an avowal ? Sir, our bitterest en- 
emies, in the wildest excitement of' 
madness, have never accused us of 
so terrible a crime as is here plead 
as the intention, in a Governor’s 
excase, for a deed of still deeper 
die 

Col Kane, of the U. S. army, 
who witnessed the expulsion, bears 
ample testimony of the integrity 
and virtue of the Mormons and 
their exemplary conduct, and the 
beastly and ruffainly vices of their 
persecutors. 

A committee of the Illinois Sen- 
ate, who investigated the difficul- 
ties, made a report fully exonerat- 
ing the Mormons ; and Judge Dou- 
glas "‘ho presided in the criminal 
courts of that district most of the 
time while the Mormons resided 
there, sustained President Fillmore, 
his political opponent, in the ap- 
pointment of Young and other 
Mormons to office in Utah, by his 
public statement that there wa*« 
less of crime among them than is 
usual among a population of the 
same number, and far less in pro- 
portion to population than among 
their neighlx>rs. Gov. Ford ac- 
counts for the rapid growth of 
their difficulties there by the state- 
ment that the old settlers in Han- 
cock county were of the worst class 
in the State. 

Finally, on their expulsion from 
there, those who acknowledge Mr. 
Strang a-* their leader settled in 
Wisconsin, in the midst of an old 


wealthy Yankee neighborhood, 
where they were always received 
in good society, and never had any 
difficulties. 

Those who follow Mr. Young 
went to Utah, and their virtuous 
conduct was so well attested by 
Capts. Stansbury and Gunnison, 
of the U. S. engineers, that a Whig 
President appointed most of their 
territorial officers from among 
them a thing seldom if ever be- 
fore done for a territory. 

At the time of the difficulties 
here, four years ago, there was in 
fact no question at issue but the 
question whether Mormons should 
have legal protection. 

We were then in Mackinac 
county. The control of all pub- 
lic affairs was in the hands of 
persons residing in Mackinac, 
not Mormons. A Mormon was 
never placed on either grand or 
petit jury. So careful were they 
that the administration of the 
law should not fall into the hands 
of Mormons, that when Judge 
Abbot died, in order to prevent 
Judge Greig, a Mormon, from 
holding a county court, Gov. 
Barry appointed J. P. King, who 
had run against Greig, and been 
defeated, a judge over his head. 

We did not object to all these 
advantages against us, but claim- 
ed then to defend our rights at 
law. Our persecutors denied us 
tliis refuge. Officers came from 
Mackinac here to enforce the 
law. They resisted, and Gov. 
Barry gave them lus tacit support. 
That act cost him at the last 
election 650 votes in this county,, 
and about 300 in the rest of the 
State, making 1,900 difference 
in the canvass. In a closely con- 
tested election it would have 
decided his fate ; and against an- 
other election the number of 
votes which such an net would 
lose would not be less than 1 ,500, 
making a difference of 3,000 in 
the canvass. 

The local officers were una- 
j ble to give us protection. They 
made a most earnest appeal to 
the Governor, and he refused. — 
The issue was determined in 
blood, and we are here. 

We live in the consciousness 
that if any of us were murdered 
in any of the surrounding coun- 
ties, no matter how publicly, the 
murderers would never be pun- 
ished. Our property has fre- 
quently been taken from us 
without legal process, but we 
have seldom been able to get 
redress, and never without its 
costing more than the original 
injury. Mormons residing here 
have large judgments recovered 
in Mackinac, on which the weal- 
thiest men in that place are lia- 
ble ; but the power behind the 
law is so much above ‘the law, 
they have never been able to 
collect them. 

No, sir; all protection has 
been withheld from us, and we 
have been treated as foreigners 
and enemies for years. That 
threat carries with it no terror. 

As for civil war, we know its 
terrors better than those who 
talk of it at a distance. But we 
have contemplated it, till we do 
not much dread it. If it must 
come, let it come upon »s, and 
not upon our children. We suf- 
fered it when we were few,and 
our enemies many. We will 
not fear it now, that the tables 


are turned. War is an 
venient neighbor, and if it comes 
again we shall endeavor to car- 
ry it into the enemies country. 
And if we suffer in it wc have 
the Savior’s assurance that if any 
man shall lose houses or lands, 
or wife or children for his name’s 
sake and the gospel, he shall re- 
ceive a hundred fold in this 
world, and in the world to come 
life everlasting. 

We have no other place to 
flee to. If we had, we still re- 
member the warning, “ He that 
will save his life shall lose it, 
but he that will lose his life for 
Christ’s sake shall find it.” We 
are not men of blood, but suffer- 
ing has given us a patient cour- 
age, that will endure when all 
else fails, and wrings victory out 
of defeat. 

There is something terrible in 
the encounter of men who have 
been injured so deeply, suffered 
so much, contemplated death so 
long that they neither wish to 
live nor dread to die ; who have 
treasured up the memories of a 
life of unrequited injuries, all to 
be avenged in that struggle of 
life which takes persecuted and 
persecutors in the same hour to 
the judgment of God. Who 
wonld not relinquish the hope 
of yielding his life for the loved 
ones behind, to lengthen out its 
span twenty years, and die qui- 
etly between his sheets, with 
his family and friends around. 

You do not understand such 
men, and had better let them 
alone.

DISMEMBERMENT OF E.MMET 
COUNTY. 

The county of Emmet w as or- 
ganized in May, 1853, in pursu- 
ance of an act passed at the pre- 
ceding session of the Legisla- 
ture, consisting of all that part 
of the Lower Peninsula north of 
Township thirty -two north, and 
west of range three west, and the 
Islands iu Lake Michigan west- 
ward thereof. 

At the time of the passage of 
this act it was distinctly under- 
stood in all places that the white 
population of this county was 
made up almost exclusively of 
people of the Mormon faith, and 
that in every section of the 
county they would be able to 
keep the entire control of all

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Spiritual manifestations. 

When, a few years since, Joseph 
Smith was found declaring revela- 
tions from God and messages from 
the world where spirits dwell, the 
whole world !>egan scoffing, and 
they have not done yet But now 
their scoffing is at themselves more 
than him. All the world is agog 
after spiritual manifestations. 

Every great religious reforma- 
tion or revolution has been follow- 
ed by spiritual manifestations of 
some mysterious kind ; and in this 
case that result is only a fulfillment 
of prophecy, and one of the essen- 
tial mfeans of the consummation of 
all things. 

How true it is that men love 
lies more than the truth. Every 
class of men run after low and 
groveling spirits when they peep, 
mutter and rap. Judges and Sen- 
ators are creeping after their fool- 
ish necromancy. But when God 
Almighty speaks, how few to do 
him reverence. 

Something over a year since 
Gen. Shields, of Illinois, presented 
a petition in the United States Sen- 
ate, asking an author itive investi- 
gation On. presenting the memo- 
rial, Mr. Shields said : 

I beg leave to present to the Senate a peti- 
tion with some fifteen thousand names append- 
ing to it, upon a very singular and novel soli- 
ject. e The petitioners represent that certain 
physical and mental phenomena of mysterious 
import have become so prevalent in this coun- 
try and Europe as to engross a Urge share of 
public attention — a partial apalyaia of these 
phenomena attest the existence. 

First. OI an occult force which is exhibited 
in sliding, raising, arresting, holding, suspend- 
ing and otherwise disturbing ponderable bod- 
ies, apparently in direct opposition to the ac- 
knowledged laws of matter, and transcending 
the accredited power of the human mind — 
[Laughter.] 

Secondly. Lights of different degrees of in- 
tensity appear in dark rooms, where chemical 
action or phosphorescent illumination cannot 
be developed, and where there are no means of 
generating electricity or of producing combus- 
tion. 

Thirdly. A variety of sounds, frequent in 
occurrence and diversified In character, and of 
singular significance and import, consisting of 
mysterious rapping, indicating the presence of 
invisible intelligence. Sounds are often beard 
like those produced by the prosecutor of me- 
chanical opeiations, like the hoarse murmur of 
the winds and wave* mingled with the harsh 
creaking noise of the masts and rigging of a 
ship laboring in a sea. Concussions also oo- 
eur resembling distant thunder, producing os- 
cillatory movements of surrounding objects, 
and a tremulous motion of the premises upon 
which these phenomena occur. Harmonious 
sounds, as that of human voices, and other 
sounds, resembling those of the fife, dram, 
trumpet, itc., have been produced without any 
visible agency. 

Fourthly. All the functions of the human 
body and mind are influenced in what appear 
to be certain abnormal states of the ay item, by 
canaea not yet adequately understood or ac- 
counted for. The occult force or invisible pow- 
cr frequently interrupts the normal operation of 
tha faculties, suspending sensation and volun- 
*wy notion of the body to s deathlike coldness 
t rigidity, and diseases hitherto considered 


incurable have been entirely eradicated by this 
mysterious agency. The petitioners proceed 
to state that two opinions prevail with respect 
to the origin of these phenomena— one ascribes 
them to tbs power and the intelligence of de- 
parted spirits operating upon tbs elements 
whioh pervade all material forms; the other 
rejeots this conclusion, and contends that all 
these results may be accounted for in a ration- 
al and satisfactory manner. 

The memorialists, while thus disagreeing as 
to the cause, concur in the opinion as to the 
occurrence of the alleged phenomena, and in 
view of their origin, nature and bearing upon 
the interests of mankind, demand for them a 
patient, rigid, scientific investigation, and re- 
quest the appointment of a scientific commis- 
sion for that purpose. 

I have now given a faithful synopsis of this 
petition, which, however unprecedented in it- 
self, has been prepared with singular ability, 
presenting the subject with great delicacy and 
moderation. I make it a rule to present any 
petition to the Senate which is respectful in its 
terms, but having discharged this doty, I may 
be permitted to say that the prevalence of this 
delusion a: this age of the world, among any 
considerable portion of our citizens, must orig- 
inate, in my opinion, in a defective system of 
education, or in a partial derangement ot the 
mental faculties, produced by a diseased con- 
dition of the physical organization. I cannot, 
therefore, believe that it prevails to tbe extent 
indicated in this petition. 

Different ages of the world have had their 
peculiar delusions. Alchemy occupied the at- 
tention of eminent men for several centuries, 
but there was something sublime in alchemy. 
The philosopher's stone, or the transmutation 
of base metals into gold, the elixir titim or 
« water of lile,” which wootd preserve youth 
and beauty, and prevent old age, decoy and 
death, weie blessings which poor humanity ar- 
dently desired, and which alchemy sought to 
discover by perseverance and piety. Roger 
Bacon, one of the greatest alchemists and 
greatest men of the thirteenth century, while 
searching for the philosopher's stone, discov- 
ered the telescope, buru.ng glasses and gun- 
powder. The prosecution of that delusion 
led. therefore, to a number of useful discov- 
eries. 

In trio sixteenth century flourished Cornelius 
Agrippa, alchemist, astrologer and magician, 
one of the greatest professors of hermetic phi- 
losophy that ever lived. He had all the spir- 
its of the air and demons of the earth under 
his command. Paulua Jovius says that the 
devil, in the shape of a large black dog, at- 
tended Agrippa wherever he went. Thomas 
Nash say 8, at the request of Lord Surrey. 
Erasmus and other learned men, Agrippa call- 
ed up from the grave several of the great phi- 
losophers of antiquity; among others, Tully t 
whom he caused to redeliver his celebrated 
oration for Roscius.. To please the Emperor, 
Charles tbe Fourth, he summoned King David 
and King Solomon from the tomb, and the 
Emperor conversed with them long upon the 
science of government. Thi9 was a glorious 
exhibition of spiritual power compared with 
tbe insignificant manifestations of the present 
day. 

I will pass over the celebrated Paracelsue. 
for the purpose of making allusion to an Eng- 
lishman with whose veracious history every 
one ought to make himself acquainted. In the 
sixteenth century. Dr. Dee made such progress 
in the lalismanic mysteries that be acquired 
ample power to hold familiar conversation wilh 
spirits and angcl*,and lu learn of them all the se- 
crets of the universe. On one occasion the 
angel Gabriel gave him a black crystal of a 
convex form, which he had only to gais upon 
intently, and by a strong effort of the will he 
could summon any spirit he wished to reveal 
to him the secrets of futurity. 

Dee, in his veracious diary, says that one 
day while lie was lining with Albertus Laski, 
a Polish nobleman, there seemed to come out 
of the Oratory a spintual creature like a preliy 
girl of seven or nine years of age, with her 
hair rolled up betore, snd hanging down be- 
hind with a gown of silk ofrhangable red and 
green, and with a train ; she seemed to play 
up and down, and to go in and out behind the 
books, and as she seemed go between them 
the books displaced therasolves and made way 
for her. This I call a spiritual manifestation 
of the most interesting and lascinaiing kind. 
Even the books felt the fascinating influence 
of this spiritual creature, for they displaced 
themselves and made way for her. Edward 
Kell, an Irishman who was present, and who 
witnessed this beautiful operation, verifies the 
Doctor’* statement : therefore it would be un- 
reasonable to doubt a atoiy so W*!l attested, 
particularly when tbs witness was ,a Irish- 
man. [Laughter.] 

Doctor Dee was the distinguished favorite 
of King* and Queens— a proof that spiritual 
science was held in high repute in the good 
old age of Queen Elisabeth. But of all the 
professors of occult science, hermetic philoso- 
phy, or spiritualism, the Kosicrucians were 
the moat exalted and refined; with them the 
possession of the philoeopber’* Stone was to 


be the means of health and happiness, an in- 
strument by which msn could command ihe 
services of superior beings, control the ele- 
ments, defy the abstraction of time and space, 
and aeqaire tbe most intimate knowledge ol 
all the secrets of the Universe. These were 
objects worth struggling for. 

The refined Rosicrucians were utterly dis- 
gusted wilh the coarse, gross, sensual spirits 
who had been in communication wilh man pre- 
vious to their day, so they decreed the annihila- 
tion of them all, and fubstiluied in iheirstead a 
race of mild, beaotifnl and beneficent beings. 
The spirits of the olden time were a malig- 
nant race and took especial delight in doing 
mischiel. but ihenew race is mild and benig- 
nant. These spirits, as this petition attests, 
indulge in the most innocent amusements and 
harmless recreations, such as sliding, raising 
and tipping tables, producing pleasant sounds 
and variegated lights and sometimes curing 
diseases which were previously considered in- 
curable, and for ihe existence of this simple 
and benignant race, our petitioners are indebt- 
ed to the brethren of the rosy cross. 

Among the modern professors of spiritual- 
ism, Cagliostro was the most justly celebra- 
ted. In Paris his saloons were thronged with 
the rich and the noble. To old ladies he sold 
immortality, and to young ones he sold beau- 
ty that would endure fur centuries; and his 
charming Countess gained immense wealth 
by granting attending sylphs to such ladies as 
were rich enough to pay for their services. — 
The •• Biographedes Oontempores” — a work 
which our present mediums ought to consult 
with caii-— says there was hardly a fine lady 
in Paris who would not sup with the shade of 
Lucretius in the apartment* of Cagliostro. — 
There was not a military officer that would 
not discuss the art of war with Alexander, 
Hannibal, or Cwsar; or an advocate or coun- 
selor who would not argue legal points wilh 
the ghost of Cicero. 

These were spiritual manifestations worth 
paying fur, and all uur degenerate mediums 
would have to hide their diminished heads in 
the presence of Cagliostro. It would be a cu- 
rious inquiry to follow this occult science 
through all its phases of mineral magnetism, 
animal mesmerism, &c., until we reach the 
present latest and lowest phas- ‘ *11 spiritual 
manifestations; but I have -ugh to 

show tbe truth of Burke’s beautiful aphorism, 
“Tbe credulity of dopes is as inexhaustible as 
the invention of knaves.” 

The memorial was laid on the 
table, and no further attention paid 
to it. In France it would have 
been referred to the ablest men of 
science in the empire, whose re- 
port would have gone far to pro- 
tect the public from imposition, 
which now, supported by a few 
facts and much falsehood, runs 
riot

The spirit said he acci- 
dentally dropped hia pocke' book in his own 
yard, that an individual (describing him) pick- 
ed it op, and feanng 10 pass the money, gave 
it to another individual, an Irishman, who ex- 
changed it in Cleveland for gold | that the 
Irishman kept half, and the man who picked 
it up half. On this information the Irishman 
was charged wilh it, and all the circumstances, 
place where found, and kind of money ex- 
changed for, and what exchanged for. made 
known just as the spirit detailed it, whereupon 
the Irishman and his friend owned up and re- 
funded the money, greatly to the joy of Father 
Woolaey, who thinks there must be something 
in it. 

For our part we think this ac- 
tion of Father Wookey very nat- 
ural. It in precisely the same thing 
as Saul tit i, only on a very sm*’.! 
scale. Why should not those 
whom God answers neither by vis- 
ions, voice or nrim, go to familiar 
spirits ? 

8? I BITS AS BOOTS AND KITTENS. 

The Spiritual Era of July 6th contain* an 
editorial article detailing some curious mani- 
festation* wbieb tit* editor hae witnessed— . 


For instance, a table is spread in the usual 
manner for a meal, by a young girl who ia a 
highly developed mediatn. Soon apparently 
a living thing about the size of a kitten is 
seen to be moving about under the tablecloth, 
and after a while as the spectators grow fa- 
miliar wilh the phenomenon, a small delicate 
hand, seeming to belong to a child about four 
years old, is observed to protrude suddenly 
from beneath the cloth, and is as suddenly 
withdrawn.

A SHUT TICKLES TBS BOTTOM Of A SEAN’* FOOT.

head. ***** After I had felt 
hand laid on my forehead five or six times, I 
suddenly reached forth to sen if I could clutch 
it. I caught hold of an object resembling the 
wrist of a person. As soon as I had fairly 
clasped it, I was drawn from my chair across 
the room, for eight or ten feet. Meanwhile 1 
was holding on with all my strength, and the 
object which I held on to was making moeh 
effort apparently, by wringing or twisting the 
arm and hand to release itself from my per- 
sistent grasp. * * When it toached my 
forehead, I eonld distinctly feel the fingere, 
and even the very nails opon them. The hand 
felt to me smoother and far let* moist than the 
human hand ; in fact, no Parian marble eonld 
be polished to soch perfect smoothness. I al- 
so held a closed fan np as high as I could 
reach, and it was taken from me, though no 
person was within several feet of me at he 
time, and I was fanned for nearly a minute, 
and so were the others in the circle, each one 
in turn. My shoe was taken off my right foot 
and thrown across the room, and the bottom of 
my foot mat tickled excettively. My porie-mon- 
naie was taken from my pocket, the bank notes 
removed from it, and laid around on the heads 
of the members of the circle. They were soon 
replaced from whence they were taken, and 
the porto-monnaie returned to me. Indeed it 
mat slipped back into the pocket of my pants, 
opposite to the one out of which it was at first 
removed, it being the furtherest off from those 
who were sitting wilh me in the circle.

ginning of the academic year, do make these 
appointments, and notify tfae Secretary *f the 
Board, of the names and residence of appoint- 
ees.

savage tribes. 

With game abundant, and land 
free to whoever pleased to settle 
on it, without toe possibility of 
obtaining an inheritable title, or 
a right transmissible to posterity, 
it is doubtful' whether any people 
would not relajtse to barbarism. 

The earliest missionaries among 
the Indians of this State taught 
them Christianity, and the rudi- 
ments of letters. They introduc- 
ed among them a system of agri- 
culture, little inferior to that pre- 
vailing in France at the time, and 
such of the mechanic ails as were 
necessary iu their infant, civiliza- 
tion. 

They failed to give them any 
permanent inheritable title to the 
lands they cultivated, or any such 
interest in the affairs of the State 
as to compel them to learn the sci- 
ence of government. They con- 
ducted the affairs of the several 
bands as if they were so many 
children of an affectionate and be- 
nevolent father. 

Thus there was only an individ- 
ual advance, not a national ; the 
next generation began at the same 
point with the preceding, and left 
off with it They gained nothing 
by experience, ana the moment 
national wars broke up the mission 
system, they fell back on their 
original barltarisra with diminish- 
ed ability of self-sustenance.

These Indians have congeneric 
languages, sufficiently like to lie 
taught by the same grammar, and 
requiring but slight variations in 
the dictionaries ; they scarcely re- 
quire different books, the difference 
being rather in the spoken than 
written languages. 

A considerable number of Itooks 
have been published in the Chip- 
pewa language, most of which are 
religious works ; Baraga’s Gram- 
mar and Dictionary of the Chip- 
pewa language are works of rare 
excellence. 

But there is little prospect of 
the number of works m these lan- 
guages ever being materially in- 
creased. The numberspeaking the 
language is so small, and the pro- 
portion of persons of literary taste 
so limited, that the sales of a book 
can never justify its publication in 
the language. 

Missionaries have introduced 
books among them, as the necessa- 
ry means of religious instruction. 
But circumstances favorable to their 
civilization, make the English lan- 
guage necessary to them ; and once 
educated in that, its wider literary 
range must render their native lan- 
guage of little practical value 

At present a large proportion, 
probably one-half the Indians in 
the State, have some education, ei- 
ther in their own or the English 
language ; but with few exceptions, 
their attainments are very limi- 
ted. 

Missionaries, merchants and sol- 
diers have been among the Indi- 
ans of Michigan more than two 
hundredyeare. In the work of 
christianizing the Indians and in- 
troducing letters among them, de- 
voted piety, talent of the highest 
order, combined with rare enter- 
prise and energy, immense treas- 
ures, and the powerful support of 
government, have been put in re- 
quisition during moat of that long

If i hey can now have perma- 
nent homes, and an individual 
tille to the soil, inalienable for 
the time, but inheritable, and in 
pursuance of the w ise provisions 
of our constitution, take upon 
themselves a share in the gov- 
ernment, there is every pros- 
pect that they will escape what 
seems to be their fate — exter- 
mination — nnd increase in num- 
bers and usefulness. 

To this end it is necessary to 
obtnin reservations for them in 
compact bodies, and divide off 
individual farms l<> such as will 
occupy them, and upon their 
abandoning their tribal organi- 
zations, extend to them all the 
rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties of citizens, (except for n 
time the power to alien their es- 
tate.) 

With the assistance of a few 
benevolent whites, several of 
the bands would now be able to 
organize tow nships, and to car- 
ry on the affairs of the govern- 
ment, if the malign influence of 
unprincipled traders could be 
rounleracted ; and at the worst, 
that would not be ol long con- 
tinuance. 

These locations should be se- 
lected with care with reference 
to the influence of surrounding I 
society, and to their ability to 
subsist themselves, during the 
remaining period of the transi- 
tion state. 

Such locations, in most cases, 
are now occupied by the Indi- 
ans.

The war of extermination de- 
nounced against the prairie tribes 
has l>een forced upon us, sav its ad- 
vocates, by the treachery and cru- 
elty of the Indians. We deny this, 
and appeal to facts to sustain ns. — 
Since the emigration to California 
commenced, the bands of nomudes 
who inhabit the va«t buffalo range 
have found their supplies of food 
gradually diminishing, and have 
I teen forced to appeal to the whites 
for partial relief from starvation. 
They have frequently,’ even when 
denied the pitiful alms they asked, 
preferred to steal a cow or a horse, 
and not to die, for the want of 
meat. This is no crime among In- 
dians, although the refusal of hos- 
pitality is, and they are only carry- 
ing out a law of their being, which 
requires them to eat, by means of 
an observance of their imperfect 
social organization, which permits 
them to steal rather than not to eat. 
But they would always rather eat 
the fooa of hospitality than that of 
theft, if they could obtain it. II< >w 
terrible have they found the retal- 
iation, as compared with the origi- 
nal wrong. They have been slaugh- 
ter^!, tortured, scalped, by men 
professing a high religious superi- 
ority, and claiming a more refined 
civilization. This has gone on for 
six years, and until the whole In- 
dian country is excited to fury 
against the emigrants. They up- 
j >eal to government, represent the 
wrongs done them, acknowledge,* 
frankly, the sins they have com- 
mitted, and a-k first for food, then 
for protection promising, and with 
earnest faith, to keep their hands 
from shedding white blood. 

They receive all manner of gov- 
ernmental pledges, and for a time 
are quiet But they cannot under- 
stand why their “Great Father,” 
who has so much money and such 
great houses and big canoes, and 
who burns so much powder and 
shows so much bunting, why lie 
cannot send them corn and cattle 
at once, instead of waiting until 
some future time ; and so, after pa- 
tiently starving for another few 
months, hunger drives them to steal 
another cow or more horses, and 
retaliation, sur-retaliation, murders, 
soalpings and cruelties ensue. Then 
the treaty is broken, the Indians 
P-- 1 ; have not kept the faith, and have 
forfeited all right to the corn and 


country’s dignity, which that in- 
experienced and nervous young 
officer supposed to beconcentrn- 
I ted in him, ami he ordered his 
men to fire What came of it 
then, we know. What is liere- 
aller to result from that foolish 
order, Gon alone can foresee. 

The Law of Kindness has nev- 
er been tried upon the Indians. 
With them, our rule of action 
has ever been the bullet, the 
sword, and the torch. Slaugh- 
ter the men, outrage the women, 
burn the cabins, trample the 
corn-fields. We have forfeited 
our plight of faith with them, as 
we never dare do with France 
or England ; we have stolen 
their Inuds, retained their annu- 
ities, lied to them, cheated them, 
sent drunken, incompetent, and 
rrtguish agents to carry out the 
laws of our coiintay, among a 
people who know no law save 
that of common observance ; and 
when they have failed in any re- 
gard, no matter how slight, to 
fulfill the rigid demands of their 
“Great Father," they have been 
bnyonetted, sabred, scalped and 
roasted bv thousands.

If he 
is savage, lie remains savage. — 
It is true that the mere posses- 
sion of the soil does not abso- 
lutely, and in all cases, create 
civilization. It only has a ten- 
dency to do so, just as a roving 
life has a tendency to prevent 
it. It must combine with that 
natural necessity to which 1 
| have referred, and .which alone 
j can compel the individual to 
J become stationary, before it can 
I be efficient. Its use consists in 
instilling the idea of distinct 
| property in that which Imshere- 
| lofore been held in common, 
nnd in no manner can this be so 
thoroughly a'tnined ns by giv- 
ing to each a right, which shall 
be ascertained from that of oth- 
1 ers. It is at least a starting 
point. 

The individual knows that lie 
has a possession peculiar to him- 
self. It is liis own, nnd ns such, 
will ncquire an importance in 
his sight which will secure for 
it Ids care. It is true, that in 
order to do this, there must be 
a congeniality in the location to 
his taste, so that the Indian 
would probably select with ref- 
erence to the pursuits of his sav- 
age stale; but no matter what 
the motive, the effect is tin- 
same. He is fixed to some spot 
— a place where lie may behold 
the fruits of his tori ns they ri- 
pen; and in this country, so rap- 
id is the advance of settlement, 
so quickly would population in- 
crease, and the supplies of nature 
decrease around him, that soon 
the necessity would exist which 
would impel him to civilized life. 
This is demonstrated by the his- 
tory of the settlements which 
huve already been founded. Thus, 
the decline of fur-hearing ani- 
mals in Michigan, has robbed 
the Indians of one tie to their 
savage life, and has driven them, 
either to localities- w here those 
animals still lingered, or to lake 
and river shores, where the fish- 
eries proffered them sustenance. 
The result lias been, the collec- 
tion in certain spots, of small 
communities and towns, as at 
L’Anee, the Rapids of St. Mary’s 
and the I t-e-qiiaw-nie-non set- 
tlements, which have gradually 
obtained a fixedness of c harac- 
ter, and exhibit to a eonsidern 
hie extent the appearance ol civ- 
ilized society. Nor are these 
examples the only proof we have 
of our theory. We know how 
reluctant they are to depart from 
the land in which they dwell. — 
They only retreat before the 
whites, because they have no 
place to live among them. Now, 
this evidence that they possess, 
in common with onrselves, the 
love of locality — tlitU sensibility 
to associations, which attaches 
men to home, nnd makes them 
useful ami lojnl members of the 
State. It argues their capacity 
to become stationary, for it 
tern-lies us to expect that they 
would. Give them t lie oppor- 
tunity to obey the dictates of 
this feeling, nnd they will take 
their position among others — 
for the reluctance to depart is 
hut the desire to remain, and 
they can only remain, by becom- 
ing fixed in their habitation, as 
are those around them. 

In alt efforts to civilize the 
Indians, which have been made 
by the government, the certain 
results of this law of necessity, 
do not seem to huve been prop- 
erly provided for. This may be, 
and is probably, to a great ex- 
tent attributable to the peculiar 
relations which subsist between 
the State and the federal power, 
which curtails the latter, the 
duty of so framing its systems 
as that the interests of the for- 
mer tuny he subserved. The 
existence of a hostile tribe with- 
in a State would he a grave im- 
pediment to settlement ; and 
even if not hostile, if large in 


numbers, vicious, uncivilized 
and incapable of industry, so 
that they would not be useful 
citizens, their presence would 
be a serious evil. The general 
government, therefore, possess- 
ing the exclusive control over 
the tribes, and the sole right to 
extinguish their title totliepub- 
; lie domain, but bound so to ex- 
! ercise that control and right as 
! not to interfeie with the sover- 
eignty of the Stntes, were ne- 
cessarily circumscribed in their 
; policy for their civilization. 

Consequently no permanent 
! provision for the localization of 
! the Indians of Michigan could 
be made by the treaty of Wash- 
ington, save that ol a motion to 
the west of the Mississippi. — 
Rut even here a fault was com- 
mitted. Instead of'providingm- 
mtdiate removal, so that they 
should be fixed so soon ns possi- 
ble, it left it for the future, no 
doubt with the humane inten- 
tion of permitting them to re- 
main, if circumstances should 
seem to justify it. Practically 
the effect of this was to leave 
them for many years where they 
were at the time the treaty was 
executed — the roving occupants 
of a country held in common.— 

It discouraged fixed settlement, 
and sut like an incubus upon ev- 
ery energy ol their minds — upon 
every effort to reclaim them. 
An intimate acquaintance with 
tliem.tinder circumstances which 
gave me unusual opportunities 
ol observation, has taught me 
the truths of this.

The necessity for civili- 
zation and civilized labor was before them, 
but llteir treaty old t(fa lions forbade and pre- 
vent .1 lb in (mm nbeyn.n it. Thus they bad 
no other objects m life than tlo.se of theiribsr-

Whatever they ail iineiKpw expended for Hie 
oratilicalioo ol the moment. Incapable of oh* 
lainintr the auli.-ianit.il representative of pro- 
gress the nucleus around which the virtues 
and comforts ol civilized life might gather — a 
Itotnr — they bail not the natural and ordinary 
inducement lo thrill and industry. In fine, 
from the exi c.tin.iii of the treary. rn I83li. up to 
the adoption of the Stale Consiilution. in l*Ol>, 
lliey fell that they wero merely wailing, not 
dwelling, in the land The necessity lor civ- 
ilization cnne hut tile government system 
was in no way prepared to meet it. The only 
prnvi-iim • I s.l m - dc lor it (removal to the 
J western w ild-) had, in the course of events, 
become repugn. ini to the end. If there ever 
| had been efficiency in il, the time lor il had 
passed. If they had been removed when the 
treaty was made, there is no doubt that lliey 
would sooner or later arrived at the same criste 
which they experienced here. I nin inclined 
I to the belief that it would not have come so 
anon, but that whenever it did come goveru- 
j ment could have prepared for it. 
j Another defect of the treaty of Washington, • 
and the management of the Indians under it, 
is, that they lend to perpetuate the tribal con- 
! nection, with its incident ovils. Thus, all the 
benefits which they receive are, as members of 
t the tribe, their provisions, 4heir annutties, iron 
and carpenter’* work, religious and secular ed- 
ucation, and lastly, the large amount to be re- 
ceived for the reservations, all belong to them 
in common, and is divided among them pc 
capite, or so far »3 it is possible to do so. No 
individual exertion places one before the other 
—no personal merit is followed by saperior re- 
wards. They hold the benefits of the treaty, 
os they do their forests in their wild slate, a* 
the property of all ; the share of each to bo ae- 
certatned, only when the time lor its enjoy- 
ment arrives, and then to be in all rnnpects, at 
great as that of the "there. Their sole title t» 
the menibcrshtp of the body; oil the machine- 
ry of the government intercourse tende to 
strengthen this idea. They meet to receive 
their annuities and other payments, as hands, 
under their respective chief*; they communi- 
cate with the l’n''ed Stales through their fi- 
lers, who, on such occasions, porsiis the same 
-online, a* they do in their primitive state 
I wards other tribes. On the pay roll*, and al 
the pay table, they »re scrupulously divided, 
according to their inter-tribal organization; m 
shot l, everything tends lo the preservation ol 
their national existence. »nd consequently W 
repiurnnnt to their individual civilization — 
The evil of this is. that their language, man- 
ners and habits »'* perpetuated; it keep* 
around them the forms ol tht.tr barbarity, it 
prevents them from forming an acquaintance 
with proper systems of government. ,u, * 
lers that spirit of communion, whiph is one ol 
the great characteristics of the savage state, 
and which, as a in8(ler nf course, id f»t** w 
the existence of distinct property.

“Then make Jule give me my 
pin cushion. She’s got it in her 
pocket” 

“ It’s no such thing ; I havn’t," 
retorted Julia. 

“ You have, I say.”

“ Will you hush ?” The face of 
Mrs. Lyon was |iery red, and she 
stamped upon the floor as she 
spoke. 

“ I want my pin cushion. Make

Irritated beyond control, Mrs. 
Lyon caught Julia by the arm, and 
thrusting her hand into her pock- 
et drew out a thimble, a piece of 
lace, and a penknife. 

“ I told you it wasn’t there. —

This impertinence was more 
than the mother could endure ; 
and, acting from her indignant im- 
pulses, she boxed the ears of Julia 
soundly ; conscious, at the same

A woman of good impulses, but 
with scarcely any self-control, was 
Mrs. Lyon.

ed so little fraternal affection, griev- 
ed her deeply. 

“My whole life is rendered un- 
happy by it,” she would often say.

Many times had Mrs. Lyon said, 
under like circumstances, “Why 
don’t you put things to rights ?” 
or, “ I never saw such girls. If all 
was topsy-turvy, and the floor an 
inch thick with dirt, you’d never 
turn over a hand to put things in 
order or, “ Go and get the broom, 
this minute, and sweep up the 
room. You’re the laziest girl that 
ever lived.” Many,, many times, 
as we have said, had such language 
been addressed by Mrs. Lyon, un- 
der like circumstances, to Julia and 
her sisters without producing any- 
thing better than a grumbling, par- 
tial execution of her . wishes. But 
now, the mild intimation that the 
room was in disorder, produced all 
the effects desired. Julia went 
quickly about the work of restor- 
ing things to their right places, 
and in a little while order was ap- 
parent where confusion reigned be- 
fore. Little Tommy, whose love 
of hammering was an incessant an- 
noyance to his mother, had ceased 
his din on her sadden appearance, 
and, for a few moments, stood in 
expectation of a boxed ear ; for a 
time he was puzzled to understand 
the new aspect of affairs. Find- 
ing that he was not under the ban, 
as usual, he commenced slapping 
a stick over the top of an old ta- 
ble, making a most ear-piercing 
noise.

Need 
it be said that she had an abund- 
ant reward ? 

OPINIONS. 

My opinions, like the opinions 
of others, may be true, or they 
may be false. Therefore the 
opinions of even inspired men 
are not a sure foundation to 
build upon. Men of God some* 
times set forth their own opin- 
ions, according to their judgment 
of right; yet they themselves 
dare not risk their eternal life 
on such a foundation. And sure- 
ly it can be no certain foundation 
of trust to other men. Nothing 
short of direct revelation from 
God can constitute a sure foun- 
dation of eternal life to any 
man. 

Is the Bible such a founda- 
tion ? Then why so many opin- 
ions built upon that book ? Sure- 
ly it is because of uninspired 
priests, or of usurpers of power 
and authority not given from on 
high. For the Bible never ac- 
knowledged but one set of ad- 
ministrators in the church in any 
age, and they were an inspired 
ministry always, or they were 
rejected. Who will dare deny 
this fact ? Opinions were quite 
prevalent and diversified in re- 
lation to John, the forerunner of 
Jesus, as also of Christ himself; 
and when Peter was inquired of 
in regard to mens’ opinions 
about the son of man, he replied 
they were various. 

But of his own opinion upon 
that matter, our Savior did de- 
clare it to be nothing short of 
direct revelation from the Fath- 
er of heaven. Declaring, at the 
same time, that no man could 
know the son of God (even in that 
age) in any other way. And even 
the inspired John, the prophet, de- 
clares the same thing, and says he 
knew him not until it was made 
known to him directly from heav- 
en. Yet he did know that he was 
sent to prepare the way for his 
immediate entering upon his min- 
istry. 

Here is work for uninspired di- 
vines to think upon. Two cousins, 
whose qiothers both knew of these 


two penonages by direct revela- 
tion befo-e they were born, who 
grew up h the same neighborhood, 
and under he immediate Ingtruo- 
tion of goUy parents, both of 
whom knew him by revelation, 
and yet the ore prophet of God 
knew not the oiher, from parent 
or any other earthly teacher. 

How then is it joesible for un- 
inspired priests and teachers to 
know Jesus Christ in this age? or 
how is it possible for their unin- 
spired opinions to bo -x>rrect in 
reference to this matwr? All 
those who believed John, and who 
saw also the Holy Ghost (ascend, 
and heard the words spoke* out 
of heaven, had not to depenl on 
mens’ opinions ; neither any oher 
who afterwards knew him. 

These facts, with a flood of ot* 
er testimony, stand forth in con- 
firmation of this all-important 
truth, that mankind verily do need 
more revelation from God than 
the mere opinions of uninspired 
men. And it is not an opinion of 
men merely that these signs shall 
follow believers, bnt it is God’s 
word. Some mens’ opinions am 
contrary to it. 

It is no new thing for men? 
opinions to belie God’s word, — 
Shall I ask any man if God’s word 
is true ? No, indeed ; bnt I will 
ask the sects of their opinion about 
the application of this word to 
themselves. Do these signs follow 
them now, who believe this word 
and promise of Christ? I hear 
them say no. Thus I must count 
them infidels to this most precious 
faith. And why am I uncharitable 9 
Is it not charitable to credit xaeai 
open confessions ? 

I believe God and the holy 
prophets. But what do Christen- 
dom believe ? Ana A world of 
opinions not found in God’s word, 
and consequently they ought not 
to expect these signs should fol- 
low them for believing almost ev- 
ery thing imaginable, save the true 
gospeL If the Jewish church, in 
her ajiostacy, could cry out for 
miracles to be wrought before their 
eyes to make them believe in the 
power of God among men, then 
why not gentile sects do so too 9

prevarication— —of falsehood. — 
Whereas, before he merely mis- 
took the law — now he misrepre- 
sents the facts. He has told a false- 
hood to conceal his ignorance, and 
the cloak is not large enough to 
cover it. 

Mr. Knight now says : 

“We said (in Ihu Gazetl't last article) 
that the Mormon* of Salt Lake City are 
in the admitted, open, flagrant, violation of the 
inosl sacred laws of tho United Stales — they 
are living in polygamy. Whereupon the 
' King’ says he takes issue with us, and says 
there is no law of the United States against 
polygamy. In that he is right; and we plead 
to a loose expression that did not convey the 
meaning of our mind. What we should havo 
said was that they were living so against the 
laws of every state in tho Union. For we 
believe that there is no state which has not 
laws that will punish severely tho crime or 
misdemeanor, of polygamy. But we were 
caught by our brother, the ‘King’ and han- 
dled just as if he supposed we meant that the 
denizens of ll\e Salt Luko Basin were viola- 
ting a luw of Congress. Pretty * sharp prac- 
lioo’ to ho found in a seriously labored defense 
of Mormon Polygamy." 

Again we take issue. We did 
not gain a victory qver a “ loose 
expression, which did not convey 
the meaning of his mind " — a mere 
/fviM l/tujue, which it required 
■sharp practice to look oat. 

Mr. Knight's position, in his own 
language, was, “when we go to 
apply the laws of the United States, 
not localltj inapplicable — the Mor. 
moil denizens of Salt Luke Basin 
are in an attitude condemned” - 
This is technical language, to de- 
signate such treaties aud acts of 
Congress as are in general force 
throughout the confederation from 
those which are applicable to par- 
ticular localities only. It being a 
rule of law that acts of Congress 
of a general and public nature do 
not, ipso facto , extend to territo- 
ries, but only to the Federal States, 
this form of language has been 
adopted to extend those laxos to the 
Territories. 

Will the editor of the Gazette 
pretend that in using this lan- 
guage he did not mean “ that the 
denizens of the Salt Luke Basin 
were violating a law of Con- ( 
gross ?” Is he foolhardy enougli 
lo pretend that in saying “laws 
ol the United States not locally 
inapplicable ” he did not mean 
laws of the United States at all, 
but only State laws, applicable 
only to the body of the several 
counties of the States for which 
they were enacted, and not alike 
in any two Slates in the union ? 

Then what did Mr. Knight 
mean by asking members of 
Congress, fas he asserts in the 
Nov. nrlicle,) “ why Congress 
teas silent , and did not require the 
President to enforce the laws in 
Utah I" Does Mr. Knight mean 
to say that lie thought the Presi- 
dent could supersede the Gov- 
ernors of the several States, and 
assume to himself their prerog- 
ntivesof enforcing “State laws, 
and that Congress could require 
him to do it?” This ignorance 
is worse than the other. If Mr. 
Knight will not own the truth, 
that he was both ignorant and 
malicious, no fib will help him 
out short of this, that all he has 
said on the subject, first and last, 
is a “ loose expression,” u lipsus 
lingue. Does lie ever make any 
other than loose expressions ? 

The Gazette’s article was 
made up more than any thing 
else ol a tissue ot complaints 
that the Mormons violated the 
law, and the President, Cabinet 
and Congress were grossly dere- 
lict of duty in not enforcing the 
laws and punishing the guilty ; 


.and now, forsooth, it was not 
laws of the U. S., it was not 
acts of Congress that were vio- 
lated. It was for not enforcing 
the laws of the States, out ’ of the 
States which enacted them, that 
the President, Cabinet and Con- 
gress are to be publicly im* 
peached. That the editor of a 
leading political paper, in one of 
the cities of Michigan, should 
imagine that the President, Con- 
gress and the Cabinet could law- 
fully meddle with the execution 
ol the State laws, exhibits a de- 
gree ol stolidity we had never 
dreamed of. With so much 
dullness, we believe Mr. Knight 
will not himself pretend that 
his case is helped by the fact 
tlmt these “ State laws ” were 
to be enforced in the Territory 
of Utah, over which they Imd 
not been extended. Yet to this 
deptli lias lhe editor of the Ga- 
zette degraded himself, to cov- 
er with a fib an error he had 
fallen into, in his haste to make 
criminals of the Mormons. 

After del! ing his present po- 
sition with such success, he 
states our argument on the sub- 
ject of polygamy as follows : 

*• Then he follow* up his esse hy alluding to 
ihe many instances recorded in (lie Old Testa- 
ment, in which lhe men of (jod are represent, 
ed as having lived in lire practice of polyga- 
my. May be he would have us all engage in 
lhe sacrifices, wars, murders, &c., which are 
iheru recorded. If the argument is good for 
anything. It is good proof that mankind should 
now-a-days live just as the children of Israel 
did two or three thousand years ago." 

This again is false. The ar- 
gument, il it proves anything, 
proves that men ought now to 
live as they ought to have lived 
two or three thousand years 
4go; not as they did live. Our 
position was that “ according to 
the Old Testament God sanc- 
tioned and commanded polyga- 
my, not permitted and suffered 
it;” and that “the New Testa- 
ment in no sense limits or re- 
vokes what is contained in the 
Old, and finally that the whole 
plan of salvation contemplates 
the adoption of the heirs of lile 
into the polygamic families ot 
polygamic Abiahumand Jacob.” 
So polygamy does not stand as a 
naked fact in history, to be judg- 
ed by human wisdom. It slands 
in the scriptures as un institution 
and command of God. Does Mr. 
j Knight put the murders and , 
I other crimes of that age on the 
[same footing? or by what argu- 
; ment does he make obedience 
to the divine commandments 
equally heinous with the gross- 
est crimes ? 

In the next paragraph the Ga- 
zette says: “The King insinu- 
ates a defence ol polygamy by 
alluding to the evil practices ol 
Christians.” We will not an- 
swer lor “ the King.” He is 
abundantly able to answer for 
himself. The Islander did no 
such thing. 

The Islander defended tbe Mor- 
mons against the charge of outr 
raging law, decency, morality and 
humanity, by “ regulating their do 
mestic institutions in their own 
way,” which the Gazette made 
against them. In that detence the 
Islander showed that among Mor- 
mons chastity was universal, where- 
as among Christians, our accusers, 
pollution is the rule, chastity the 
exception ; and against this show- 
ing the Gazette answers not a 
word. 

Tbe Islander shows historically 


that polygamic nations so univer- 
sally respect the matrimonial obli- 
gations, that among them adultery 
is a rare and most detestable 
crime ; whereas, among monogam- 
ic nations adultery is so common 
that the guilty men every where, 
and guilty women in most places, 
hold the mast exalted and respect- 
ed places in society, and fornica- 
tion and adultery not only go un- 
punished, but nndetested.

Not so his August Majesty, Ja- 
cob A. T. Wendell, Emperor of 
the continent of the Great Tur- 
tle. This vast fresh water con- 
tinent stretches lull threegmiles 
north and south, and makes a 
very preeminent lump in the 
straits of the same name,, con- 
taining a population of five or 
six hundred souls, American, 
Irish, German, French, Indian 
and half-breeds, speaking four 
different languages. 

W eaker powers ought to learn 
not to trifle with such a vast and 
teeming population. Consider- 
ing the limited territory and 
sparse population of the United 
States it is a wonder they have 
taken so little pains to propiti- 
ate such a power. In the pres- 
ent dispensation of federal ap- 
pointments, the Turtle has not 
much above twenty offices, 
though it furnished the Demo- 
crats in their late defeat all of 
153 votes, and the neighboring 
Mormon Kingdom has all of one 
office, though at the same time 
it furnished but 695 votes. 

Unjust as this was to the Great 
Turtle, the federal government 
actually tried to give two of 
these places (not four as the Un- 
ion said) to these men of the 
Beavers. The spirited Emperor, 
Wendell, did not stand any such 
pranks. He trotted the com- 
missions back to Washington, 
and let Mr. Secretary Guthrie 
know that he could take care of 
Turtledom, and all the region 
round about, without imperti- 
nent intermeddling. 

CONFERENCE 

We have not been able to 
find room for even a synopsis of 
the proceedings of the July Con- 
ference in this No. The place 
of meeting was in the splendid 
Enoch Park, and the first day 
was occupied by the prophet in 
preaching. 

The morning of the second 
day, verv early, all the heads of 
families came to the place of 
sacrifice, and olferd their victims. 
Upwards of 200 victims were 
slain* Preaching and the eucha- 
rist occupied the forenoon, du- 
ring which the feast was pre- 
pared, and tables spread in the 
park, sufficient to accommodate 
the whole assembly. 

We have never seen tables ut 
this place so loaded with the 
good things of the land, and nev- 


Considerable numbers were or- 
dained to all the other quorums, 
from the Twelve down, but more 
than usual care was taken to place 
no person in any quorum who 
would not faithfully attend to the 
duties of the calling. 

Among the most cheering thing* 
of this interview, is a dispensation 
of baptism for the dead ut this 
place. Heretofore that sacrament 
has only been administered at 
Voree. - 


^CONFERENCE AT LAKE MOR- 


MON. 

A party of some fifty odd per- 
sons left here the 13th to attend 
the Conference on Holy Island, 
and made the passage across Lake 
Michigan in fish boats, the same 
day, camping on shore. The nest 
day they made the run np Pine 
River and Lake Mormon to Holy 
Island, when they completed the 
preparation of the grouuds, and 
camped, many of the settlers join* 
ing in the work. 

The 1 5th the boats were out 
bringing in the settlers. It was a 
glad and glorious sight in this pri- 
meval wildness of forest and wa- 
ter, such a gathering together of 
the fait hful and believing on a land 
they will soon make a garden. 

After the congratulation of mu- 
tual friends in this happy reunion, 
the ensign was run up a staff fas- 
tened in the top of a tall maples 
and the services commenced. They 
consisted of a relation of the per- 
secutions suffered by the Mormons, 
and especially the efforts to di»- 
jiossess them of that country, and 
a solemn thanksgiving and praise 
of God for their happy deliverance 
from civil war and from threaten- 
ed persecution. After the admin- 
istrations of sacrements, <&&, the 
Conference closed, and the camp 
broke up. Ruch a scene has not 
been witnessed in that Lake since 
the earth came new from the hand 
of God. May it oft be repeated. 

The day after Conference men 
and women went together to the 
mouth of Pine River aud erected 
a gallows and hung in effigy the 
men who made the murderous at- 
tack on two lx>at loads of unarm- 
ed Mormons there two years since. 
Had the men been in hand iustead 
of the effigies, they would have 
doubtless shared the same fate. 

The following day all hands got 
together and put up the body of 
a synagogue, for a future place of 
worship. It is a block house, of 
excellent workmanship.

and understand arts, which, a few centuries 
ago, the greatest genius would have deemed 
miraculous, and above all, overlooking the 
natural necessity, which forces man to civil- 
ized pursuits, and mistaking artificial wants 
for those of nature, we wonder why, in a few 
years, barbarous tribes do not comprehend the 
mode of our lives, the machinery of our acts 
and the ornaments of our luxury. We forget 
that they have imbibed their customs, as we 
do ours, with the first glance of their infant 
eyes, that they havs grown with their growth, 
and by force of habit have entered into all their 
ideas of existence. We forget that, nourish- 
ed in the very lap of nature, her grandeur has 
become luxury lo them, and that her rugged 
features do not present the frown of suffering, 
or the austerity of wildness. We forget that 
they are not the heirs of a polite and learned 
ancestry, that they have not resided in coun- 
tries where over-population or any other cause 
has driven them to labor and fixedness of hab- 
itation ; wo forget years of hostility and fre- 
quent amotions; tho strifes against engines of 
war, unknown to their rude understandings, 
and the hopelesa struggles against vices, not 
their own, and the fatal combats with diseases, 
whose first presence was their first knowledge 
of their deadly power. We forget these as 
reasons why they have not advanced, but we 
recognize in their bitter fruits, in decay and 
extermination, the manifestations of a destiny 
of ruin; we forget their continued residence in 
far off wilds, where but few of the arts of civ- 
ilization penetrate. And lastly, we forget 
that, when brought into contact with us, our 
arts and sciences, our domestic economy and 
governmental institutions, systems perfected 
before they knew them, which their observa- 
tion had never revealed to them, nor their edu- 
cation taught them to expect, must present a 
thousand mysteries which their “ unprepared 
minds" cannot solve. We do not see that no 
efficient plan (ras been adopted for their civili- 
zation but that the duty of government of 
States, has, in the case of our Indians at least, 
had the effect to embarrass and prevent the 
consummation of its humane designs. Why 
are they not like us, is the stern inquiry! — 
Why have they not ascended from the sim- 
plest to the most complicated form of society ! 
Why cannot thpy appreciate our civilization 
before they experience the wants upon which 
it is based ! 

But the Indians of Michigan have advanced 
in civilization— their present condition, as con- 
trasted with that of poitions of the same tribe 
in other localities, demonstrates the progress | 
they have made. An observation of them 
from boyhood has taught me the truth of this. 
For instance, the Chippewas who inhabit that 
portion of the British possessions which in- 
cludes the shores of Lake Superior from Gros 
Cap to Pigeon River, are almost as wild as at 
the discovery of the continent. Some little 
change haa been wrought in their dress by the 
trade with the rfudson’s Bay Company, but 
white population is scarce. Subsistence may 
still be attained by the chase. Their numbers 
are not large, and their country is in its pri- 
meval wilderness. They are a fierce, strong 
and barbarous race, exhibiting few implements 
that are nut supplied by Nature, and no arts 
which are not absolutely connected with their 
roving habits. When we come to the bands 
of Minnesota and Wisconsin, we find them a 
step in advance of the north shore Indians. — 
Not so wild, j>ut more vicious, with more of 
the utensils and comforts of civilization — but, 
perhaps with less of the virtue, hardihood and 
courage of the others. But the Indians of 
Michigan, whose intercourse with the whites 
b39 been more frequent, and whose natural 
necessities have attained greater force, exhib- 
it a marked superiority. Their dress, thoughts, 
habits and pursuits aro absolute refinement 
when compared with those of their British 
brethren, while their morality and constitu- 
tional hardihood are greater than those of the 
Minnesota and Wisconsin bands. These dif- 
ferences not only evinces improvement, but a 
capacity to improve. 

But the world generally and necessarily 
have but imperfect opportunities to appreciate 
either their actual progress, or the Impedi- 
ments which beset their path. Our standard 
of comparrison is confined to our position, and 
that is the height which we stand above them. 
Few persons have seen them in the different 
phases of their being; there is absolutely little 
in their condition to make them the object of 
popular consideration. The negro race has 
attracted sympathy and aid because they have 
political elements in ihflir situation, which af- 
fect the public destiny. The world has rec- 
ognized their capacity lo become civilized ; 
it has become a fixed fact ; yet they were, a 
few centuries ago, as barbarous, and certainly 
not esteemed of so great mental ability as the 
Indians. The difference is, that they have 
constantly been Within the reach of improve- 
ment— that they have been stationary so long, 
that time enough has elapsed to develop with- 
in them the necessities of their being. With 
the Indian, this has not been ao ; shut up in 
the forests, surrounded only by pernicious ex- 
amples, at first the friend, then the enemy, and 
at last the dependent of the whites, he has in 
no manner become identified with the inter- 
ests of the country, and has been too often re- 
garded as a mere curaberer of a place on the 
earth, whioh a more energetic and useful man, 
might occupy. We axe too prone to believe 
in the innate difference of races — too apt to 
draw comparisons favorable to our inherent 
superiority; we forget that oivilixation has 
been a wave, tossed frog) eentury to century, 


from age to age, from race to face, bearing na- 
tions for a time upon its top, but leaving them 
in the decline of its trough. We seem to re- 
gard it as the invention of our genius — the pe- 
culiar progeny of our superior intellect. Yet 
all the civilized world are not civilized in the 
ordinary acceptation of the term. Our own 
country demonstrates that portions even of the 
European race have not attained to so great an 
advancement as is exhibited by the Indians of 
this State; but they wear the dress, obey the 
laws, and live in the habitations whioh char- 
acterize civilization, still, they are not fully 
developed. They are aggregated with those 
who are— nothing more ; but We do not doubt 
their capacity— do not wonder that thousands 
of them neither write orvead, or they have no 1 
fixed pursuit, and understand neither art or 
trade. It never strikes us, though they may 
be induced to vice, that it is inherent, or that 
it 19 necessary to send them away from us to 
learn letters, morality or manners. They are 
of the same race aa ourselves, and consequent- 
ly, the highest development of the race is the 
standard of the development they may attain, 
and we let them remain, wisely and justly 1 
think, to rise, as lime and opportunity shall 
permit. We have the principle, but it has 
not been comprehensive enough. It has not 
extended to tho universal brotherhood of man 
—it has been limited by races. 

The fact then that the Indians of Michigan 
are not completely civilized, is not proof that 
they shall continue so. It is only lately that 
the time came for their improvement, and then 
they were met by a system which discour- ( 
aged and prevented them. No sooner was ^ 
the new Constitution formed, than a marked | 
change came over their habil9. They had 
then a power to remain within the Slate. — I 
Their settlements increased. A dispensation 
for the acquirement of fixed habitation devel- 
oped itself, until now almost every band has 
purchased tracts of land out of ita annuities. — 
In the fisheries, in the lumber trade, in navi- 
gation, and even in merchandise, they find 
congenial employment. Individual enterprise 
begins lo display itself. Tho communistic spir- 
it of their old state has no existence, save 
where it i9 directly fostered by the Bystora of 
the treaty which still holds them lo their tri- 
bal organization. With very few exceptions 
they are christianized. The elders among 
them see the necessity for education and in- 
dustry — the effect is visible in the deportment 
of the rising generation. The whites among 
whom they reside regard them with kindness, 
and as so progressive in their present tenden- 
cies that their absence from the Slate would 
be a positive evil. Entire self-dependence, a 
full enjoyment of political rights, seem to be 
the only requisite to their certain advance- 
ment. It is an honor to our State that she has 
so framed her Constitution, that these ends 
may be attained. 

I recommend to the committee to procure, if 
possible, the passage of an act by the Legis- 
lature expressive of the willingness of the 
Slate that they Bball remain within her limits, 
and designating to the general government 
such a plan for the severance of relations be- 
tween it and them, as shall leave them, so far 
a9 possible, in a condition to become useful 
citizens of the State. 

In reviewing the system of the treaty of 
Washington, I havo considered it solely as 
bearing upon tho civilization of the race. Its 
defects are, to a great extent, those of necessi- 
ty. The government does not, nor ever can, 
possess all the powers necessary lo consum- 
mate its humane intentions.

press the extension of the evil, 
if eradication cannot be pur- 
sued ?** 

To this the Knickerbocker 
replies in the following tart re- 
maks; 


“ It is all well to say * repress 
the evil,’ and ‘ put down Mor- 
monism,’ but how is it to be 
done ? Would our friend wage 
a civil war against the Saints? 
If he would, what good would 
that effect ? Did the editor of 
the Transcript ever know a re- 
ligion to be put down by artille- 
ry? But granting that gunpow- 
der would sweeten the morals 
of Utah, where in the Constitu- 
tion has the government a right 
to resort to such power for any 
such purpose? Congress has 
certain well-established limits 
within which it can act, but 
within these limits we find no 
authority that would warrant 
the government in waging war 
against a people because their 
marriages are such as Noah, A- 
braham and Moses believed in. 
We say that Congress has no 
power to act in the premises.— 
If the editor of the Transcript 
thinks differently, he will confer 
a favor on us by pointing out 
the chapter and verse. If Con- 
gress can put down the Mor- 
mons for having a dozen wives, 
why not our friends the Shakers 
for having no wives at all ? The 
Shakers believe that marriage is 
a sin — a doctrine which would 
depopulate the world in a cen- 
tury. The editor of the Tran- 
script says that bigamy is inju- 
rious to the best interests of the 
State. If that be so, whafrnust 
we say of a faith that places an 
embargo on the supply of chil- 
dren ? — an article without which 
the United States would soon 
become a howling wilderness. 
If the Transcript would preserve 
its consistency, it must not only 
war against the Mormons, but 
against our broad-brimmed 
friends of Niskayuna.

A few weeks since we pub- 
lished an account of the trial of 
the murderers of the lamented 
Gunnison, in which the Mormons 
of Utah were charged with 
screening them from just pun- 
ishment. The following letter 
from an old Saint Louis trader 
who was present, though crude 
and uncouth in its style, proba- 
bly puts the matter in its true 
light. After reading this, who 
can wonder that there is no per- 
manent peace with the Indians. 
Not only were United States of- 
ficers engaged in corrupting the 
Indian women during the silling 
of the court, but a woman — a 
prisoner in chains — was violated 
by her keepers, before the eyes 
of her husband, chained by her 
side, and for this no redress is 
offered. Yet thi* nation is scan- 
dalized with the corrupting ten- 
dency of Mormonism : 

St. Louis, May 24, 1855. 

Mil Editor: Having just ar- 
rived from Salt Lake City on the 
fifth of this mouth, in company 
with the mail from Utah, I have

PONTIAC GAZETTE AGAIN. 

The Gazette is out in a new at- 
tack on the Mormons, of so singu- 
lar a character that we cannot for- 
bear giving it our readers as a lit- ! 
erary curiosity : 

Whcrk boms Horsy* Wist. — About two 
weeks sgo some five or six horses were stolen 
in the neighborhood of Milford in this connty. 
The alarm was given, and runners dispaichrd j 
to various points to detect the thieves and re- 
cover the horses. It was ascertained that 
titan horees were pul on board a propeller at 
the Dock at China. St. Clair county, a short 
time after the theft above mentioned. The 
boat was said to be bound for Chicago. An 
officer was sent to Chicago to be on hand 
when the vessel arrived. When the Propeller 
came in she had seven horses aboard, and had 
left eleven horses at Heaver Island. The a<-v- 
, en landed at Chicago were brought from Buf- 
falo, and the eleven left at Beaver Island were 
the aame put on board at China. From a mi- 
nute description by the mate of the Propeller, 
the officer had no doubt that some of the eleven 
hones were those stolen near Milford. The 
officer returned to Oakland county, and the 
Under Sheriff, A. Bernard Cudworth, K«q., 
waa immediately sent to Beaver Island, in 
search of said horses. 

On his way he found King Strang at Detroit, 
who gave Mr. C. letten to some of the princi- 
pal men at Beaver Island, and saying to them 
that any service done for Mr. C. would be con- 
sidered as done for him. Upon arriving on the 
Island Mr. C. was shown every hospital ity, 
and piloted whithersoever ho wished lo go. — 
But no horses could be found on tho Island ; 
and the men at the Dock, where the officer of 
the Propeller said they left the eleven horBos, 
eaid there were no horses left by the vessel, at 
all; but that ihe whole eighteen had been ta- 
ken off for exercise, and had been re-shipped, 
when the boat left! 

Mr. Cudworth traversed Ihe Island in every 
direction, but could find nothing of ihe horses 
—or any Horses. But at about every ball mile 
he would encounter a Mormon. He was not 
out of sight of a Mormon, in all probability 
while he remained on the Island. 

The question now remains to be solved.— 
What become of those eleven horses 1 Were 
they not all, or a portion of them stolen horses! 
It it not probable that there is a system of 
stealing carried on by those outlswa who in- ' 
habit Beaver Island! Had not the Public 
Authorities, and the citixens of this State, bet- 
ter keep a special watch on those men — men 
who openly and flagrantly defy and violate the 
eaered law of the Stale ! 

These latter questions are suggested by the 
abuve facts. For their faithfulness we have 
the best authority. That there is villainy in 
the transaction, somewhere, there can be no 
doubt; and it rests between the Propeller, 
(whose captain is eaid to be a Mormon,) and 
.the denixens of Beaver Island. We strongly 
incline to the opinion that it is a Mormon 
trick against tha Gentiles, as they are gra- 
ciously pleased to call those who do not be- 
long lo their bsnd. For we think as all histo- 
ry proves, the set of men who will combine 
to defy and violate one lew of the Government 
-that protects them, will also combine to defy 
And violate any other law which intervenes 
against the accomplishment of whatever de- 
. signs they may have in view. But from the 
isolated position of tho Island which they in- 
habit, it is nearly impossible to bring to jus- 
tice the men who rr.By be guilty of any crime. 

The man who could steal eleven 
horses in one drove, five or six 
from the same neighborhood, ami 
actually run them off and conceal 
them so effectually that the own- 
ers, after tracing them to a well 
populated Island of only 3, r »,ft00 j 
acres in extent, could not find 
them, must be much smarter than 
common. To say the least, we 
don’t think any body but Mor- 
mons need underbike it. If they 
can do it, all the horses may as 
well surrender to them at once, as 
the coons did to Capt. Scott, and 
the wild cats to Col. Crocket. 

The Gazette may remember that, 
according to the fable, the coons 
readily came down from the trees 
and gave themselves up to Capt 
Scott, because the gallant Capt 
was so good a shot that there was 
no use in standing out ; they were 


'certain to be brought down. — 
Wonder if horses will not soon be- 
gin to swim across to the Island, 
because the Mormons are such ex- 
pert thieves that they must fall in- 
to their hands any way. 

We shall not undertake to say 
how many falsehoods there may 
be in the Gazette's article, but will 
specify the following ! 

1. Eleven horses were not ship- 
ped ou any propeller at the dock 
at China. No such or similar ship- 
ment was ever made there. 

2. No horses shipped at China 
were ever landed at Beaver Is- 
land. 

3. No propeller or steamboat 
ever left eleven or above six hor- , 
ses at Beaver Island. As many as 
six homes have been landed here 
at one time ; but never in any 1 
case has a boat coming from be- 
low left more than a single span lit I 
one time ; nor has- more than a 
single span ever been lauded by 
one bout on the same trip, except 
homes brought by emigrants l;om 
Iowa and Texas. 

On all the above facts we ap- 
peal to the officers of all the steam- 
boats and propellers which stop at 
Beaver Island — over sixty in num- 
ber. 

4. It is not true that Mr Cud- 
worth could find no homes on the 
Island. Nothing could be more 
false. Several farmers regularly 
work home teams. A large num- 
ber of homes, both American anti 
blooded homes, French and Indian 
ponies, are constantly ranging 
about here. These a stranger, un- 
less he made a very thorough 
search, mijht not see, because they 
have a very wide range ; and such 
as are owned by the Indians not 
unfrequently swim the channels 
from Island to Island. Still it is 
not probable that a gentleman 
looking for homes would spend a 
day heie without running upon a 
gang of a dozen or a score of 
them. 

But in addition to these, a large 
number of home teams are con- 
stantly employed hauling wood on 
the wharves, and in the most fre- 
quented places. As well might 
any one pretend to have visited 
Pontiac and searched city ami 
township for horses, and failed of 
seeing a single one. 

We are perfectly willing to ad- 
mit that if Mr. Cudworth, or any 
other gentleman engaged in search- 
ing for stolen homes on Beaver Is- 
land, failed for a whole day to find 
any horses, the circumstances would 
be more than suspicious. No man, 
except on a Sabbath or a very 
stormy day, could lounge for an 
hour about one of the wharves 
without seeing several span of hor- 
ses hauling wood, which is con- 
stantly brought forward at the 
rate of one hundred cords a day. 
If Mr. Cudworth will say circum- 
stantially over his own name that 
be searched faithfully Beaver I<- 
land, and eouliT not fin 1 one or 
twenty homes, we will si>rn a cog- 
novit for any amount of offences. 

5. The Gazette says : “The men 
at the dock where the officers said j 
they left the eleven homes, said 
there were no homes left by the 
vessel at all ; but that the whole 
eighteen had been taken off for 
exercise, and reskipped when the 
boat left.” 

Now we venture the assertion 
that no officer of any boat ever 
said he left eleven horses under 
such or any other circumstances. 


The story is a mere lie. If there 
is any truth in it, what boat was 
it ? What is the name of the -offi- 
cer ? What office does he hold ? 
Get his certificate, and we will pub- 
lish it, and convict him of the most 
reckless false witness. 

Moreover no man at a dock here 
ever told Mr. Cudworth that 
eighteen horses were taken off a 
boat here for exercise, and all re- 
shipped when the boat left. Mr. 
Cudworth was informed by the 
gentlemanly proprietor of one of 
the wharves that the propeller 
Iowa stopped at his place in the 
night with a large number of horses 
aboard, which were taken ashore 
for exercise/ while the boat was re- 
ceiving wood, (some three hours,) 1 
and taken on board before the 1 
boat left, and that he was not aware 
that any of them remained on the 
Island, lie had no occasion to 
count the horses, because he did 
not charge passenger homes for 
merely passing over the wharf for 
exercise ; and the opinion that all 
the homes returned aboard was a 
mere inference, from the fact that 
wharfage was paid on none, and 
that without counting he had not , 
discovered that less went aboard ' 
than came off. For the correct- 
ness of this statement and the 
falsehood of that of the Gazette, 
though we have not the pleasure 
of a personal acquaintance, we ap- 
peal with confidence to Mr. Cud- 
worth, the under Sheriff of Oak- 
land county. 

The statement that while Mr., 
Cudworth was traversing the Is- ' 
land he encountered a Mormon ev- 
ery half mile, calls for a brief re- 
mark. We wish to know by what 
particular ear mark or brand a 
Mormon is so well known that Mr. 
Cudworth could know he was not 
encountering Gentiles instead of 
Mormons. 

We can well understand that 
with most of the farms, narrow in 
front and heading up on both sides 
of the roads, any man would hard- 
ly go a half mile without meeting 
somebody ; but we do not believe 
Mr. Cudworth has any means of 
knowing whether each man he 
meets is a Mormon or a Gentile. 
If lie has any such art, we should 
like to learn it. But if Mr. Cud- 
worth imagines that the public at- 
tached so much imjMirtance to his 
visit as to set a watch to dog hi* 
footsteps, he is vainer of h : s con- 
sequence than he here got credit 
for. 

If any one imagines that a drove 
of eleven stolen horses have been 
shipped on here, or that a system- 
atic business of stealing is carried 
on, why not get a shrewd and re- 
spectable officer whose character 
and conduct will assure him the 
same hospitality and attention 
which the Gazette says Mr. Cud- 
worth received, to come and stop 
here ami look over the Island at 
his leisure t Why not engage 
some of the numerous fish traders, 
who stop here at all times during 
the fishing season, to keep an eye 
out for such horses* as were suppos- 
ed to have been brought here ? - 
Why not a-k the aid and assist- 
ance of the United States’ engi- j 
neers and the men in their employ, i 
some fifty or sixty in number, 
camped on the Islands, who are 
engaged in the I^ake Survey in 
still weather, and as often as there 
is a blow sufficient to interrupt the 
most exact measurements on wa- 
ter, merely ranging the Islands to 


shoot rabbits and pigeons ? Won- 
der how many of these govern- 
ment employees were included 
among the Mormons encountered 
every half mile ? 

In another article in the Gazette 
we learn that there is so little se- 
curity for property in the Chris- 
tian city of Pontiac, that property 
owners have established a “pri- 
vate police,” who in their appro- 
priate duties find it necessary oc- 
casionally to shoot a man, one hav- 
ing been very recently shot ; salt- 
peter being “used freely, and 
proving a better safeguard to prop 
erty than the law T 

We beg to assure the Gazette 
that in the Mormon city of Saint 
James there is neither public nor; 
private police, and no demand for 
saltpeter; the law affording am- 
ple security to property. So am- 
ple is this security, that the houses 
are without locks, and valuable 
stores in which no person sleeps 
have only common padlocks on. 

Mr. Strang, whom vain men 
like the editor of the Gazette call 
“King Strang,” thus acknowledg- 
ing his dominion in the midst of 
the Republic, has a large amount 
of valuables laid up in his house, 
guarded only by a wooden latch, 
and the windows not fastened 
down, yet his house is never lis- 
tened nights. 

So confident is lie of the safety 
of property under the shadow of 
“Mormon law," that at the very 
date of the Gazette’s article his en- 
tire family were absent from home 
for six days, his house unoccupied, 
and in a condition that a boy five 
years old could have ranged and 
plundered it. And this house con- 
tains the church plate, regalia, and 
most of the valuables which Mr. 
Strang has accumulated during his 
active and energetic public career, 
attended as it has for several years 
been with remarkable success. — 
And his house is forty rods from 
the nearest building, surrounded 
by a thick set grove, affording per- 
fect concealment, and only two 
hundred feet from the Lake, where 
boats could lor d from the house 
and depart unseen. Not an artic- 
le was missed from it. Four years 
practice in this maimer has not 
been attended with a los? to the 
value of a shoe string. And Mr 
Strang’s experience is not different 
from that of his neighbors gene- 
rally. 

It is hardly probable that a band 
of outlaws, such as the Gazette 
persists in calling the Mormons, 
have been congregated together 
for the general purpose of stealing, 
Ac., and yet so honest that none 
will steal from another. If it is 
so, “ KiiigStraiig" must have learn- 
ed not only the art of raising a 
storm, but also to ride the tempest 
and guide the whirlwind with a 
hair. 

However, in view of the Ga-: 
zette’s recommendation to the au- 
thorities and citizens to “keep a 
s fecial watch on these men,” 
“King Strang” authorizes us to 
say to the Gazette and the citizens 
of Pontiac that if they will send a 
respectable gentleman, of unexcep- 
tionable moral character, to keep 
watch at this place, the King will 
extend to him the hospitality of 
his mansion without charge, such 
length of time as he sees fit to 
stay on that business, and will ren- 
der him any assistance he may re- 
quire, only asking in return that 
he shall publish in the Gazette a 


faithful account of bis mission, and 
its results. And as the fear of the 
Mormons is on those that hate 
them, if such an embassador can- 
not be induced to come, lest some 
harm should befall him, the King 
also offers to send one of his sons 
to Pontiac as a hostage for the safe 
return of the embassador. Will 
the Gazette publish this ? Will it 
see to the sending an agent to 
watch and search ? 

THE SACRED LAW. 

The Pontiac Gazette accuses 
the Mormons of openly and fla- 
grantly violating and defying the 
sacred law of the State. Can the 
Gazelle tell us which of the laws 
of ihe Stale issaefed, and which 
may, without sin, be profaned? 
We have not gone so far in law- 
lessness here as to hold only a 
portion ol the laws sacred, and 
profane the rest, regnrdless of 
the common authority from 
which they nil emanated. It is 
n scandal that in a Christian 
Stale men should take to them- 
selves a dispensation to violate 
the law nt pleusure. 

But whichever law the editor 
of t ho Gazette regards as espe- 
pecinlly sacred, it is evident he 
does not so regard that law of 
God — “ Thou shnlt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbor.” 
If the scriptures are right as to 
the late of those who love and 
make a lie, it does not require 
the spirit ol prophecy to perdict 
his fate. 

Once lor all, we tell Mr. 
Knight that whatever may be 
the opioion of the Mormons as 
to the policy or righteousness of 
some of the laws, State and Na- 
tional, such for instance as the 
fugitive slave law, there is no 
pluce in the State where law is 
so little violated as in the two 
Mormon counties, Emmet and 
Manilue. At that distance away 
it is easy to keep up false accu- 
sation, if one prefers it; but we 
will submit that question to 
Pontiac men, if they will come 
here and tfleti judge. 

FISHERIES. 

The fishing business has this 
year been uuusnally productive, 
and a. fish bear a high price iu 
market, all engaged in the business 
have prospered beyond precedent 
From all the information we are 
able to obtain, we are of opinion' 
that twice the usual quantity of 
fish have been taken by each man 
employed. This success has great- 
ly increased the number of men 
employed, anti caused the invest- 
ment of large sums in l>oats, nets, 
Ac. Should this improvement con- 
tinue through the season, it must re. 
suit in a permanent extension of 
that branch of business. Tho fish 
trade of Saint James had last year 
become much greater than that of 
Mackinac, and at this time exceeds 
that of any place in the fishing re- 
gion. 

THE CROPS. 

Crops of all kinds look well, 
and promise abundance. The 
spring was cold and backward, 
but the summer has been very 
fine, the weather being warm 
without excess of heat, and 
showers frequent. Corn is now 
in tassel and some forward fields 
in silk, and considering that the 
autumns are here very fine, and 
no frosts till late, the crop will 
have abundance of time to ma- 
ture before the fall frosts.

It is unreasonable to sup- 
pose that they would not much 
sooner associate with their rude 
brethren than any other gentle- 
man with like education aud civ- 
ilized taste. 

As a result, they will be des- 
pised by their brethren, and per- 
haps in return will despise their 
friends. At all events they are 
not suited companions. Here 
ends their usefulness among 
their people. They have been 
brought up gentlemen, know 
nothing about work or labor. — • 
What kind of business were they 
expected to follow after they 
returned from college, at home 
with their people, when first 
sent to school ? It was well 
known that the Indians have no 
learned professions among them, 
and it is not necessary as a gen- 
eral thing that they should have 
men of superior learning, even 
lor goverinenuil objects.

In mv opinion the mission-svs- 
tom among the Senecas of New 
^ ork lias worked the best ; and 
the Senecas arc now in a fair 
way to become entirely civilized. 

Our missions ijre supported 
by the American Hoard of Mis- 
sions; the general Government 
has also done something through 
this Board, in supporting the 
common schools among the Sen- 
ecas — say about one thousand 
dollars yearly are expended of 
the civilization fund, for the Sen- 
ecas, under the direction of the 
Missionaries. 

Hut the best plan is to have 
Boarding Schools connected with 
the missionary stations, in two 
departments — one department 
for the males, and one lor the fe- 
males. The boys, between 
school hours, to labor on the 
larm or in the shops, and the 
girls to learn what the farmers 
daughters are taught, each ;n be 
under the direction of compe- 
tent teachers, ot men and wo- 
men of good practical Christian- 
ity, and no Catholics. This is 
by far the best plan for civiliz- 
ing the red man. Civilization 
must commence with the young; 
the preference or advantage 
should always be given in favor 
of the girls, because they will 
soon become mol hers, ami thev 
will have the cure and treating 
ol the children, and thereby the 
advantage gained should not he 
lost, but step bv step be advanc- 
ing up and up, and over the hill 
of civilization, until the summit 
is gained. The effect of this 
system would be perceptible 
very soon in the old people. —

The 
StJt Nations of Now York Indian* attempted 
it in 18-16, and proved a failure. 1 am- deci. 
dedly of the opinion that the plan is so fun of 
objections, that it shell not again b«f attempt 
ed by the Northern Indians. But the great 
principal reason is, that the Indians there 
would be in no belter condilion. They would 
then bo under a Territorial jurisdiction, and 
therefore belter remain where they are,, under 
the protection of a noble and generous State. 
And there is, and always are, many associa- 
tions connected with the earlier history or the 
•State, which calls forth noble and generous 
feelings on the part of her public men towards 
the remnants of the red man, who possessed 
and occupied the lands of the States before 
them. -. 

The future prospects of the red man of this 
country I shall not speculate upon at the pres- 
ent time; but when there is only here and there 
bright and cheering prospects for the red roan, 
to the philanthropist. But the idea of re- 
claiming and preserving them into civiljzed 
communities, should not be given up, but it 
should ho persevered to the end, and only 
» hen the great and benevolent work is accom- 
plished, nnd not before, by adopting judicious 
and well digested pluns for their civilization. 

I would suggest here, which is, in my opin- 
ion, to bo very important, and which states- 
men should never lose sight of ; in planning 
systems for civilizing or ameliorating the red 
man, that m, he must change Ins Biiperslitlous 
notions which he calls religion. Barbarism 
and his religion co-operate with each other in 
resisting the approaches of civilization, and it 
is stationary. And if he is ever civilized, hp 
has got to adopt Christianity, that great prin- 
ciple, the greatest civilizer of man — and which 
co-operates nnd goes hand in hand with the 
modern civilization. The greatest hindrance 
why tho red man hesitates to adopt the habits 
and customs of the whites — because he thinks 
it will interfere with his religion, and rejects 
all improvements as a matter of conscience. — 
But this tho benevolent white man must over- 
come by kindness, on the principle, that some- 
limes there is more gospel in a loaf of bread 
than half a dozen sermons. 

As I have remarked before that I do not 
know tho main purpose of this inquiry ; but, 
gentlemen, I hope it is for the purpose of elic- 
iting facts and views from vurious individuals 
to enable you to devise some plan to submit to 
your House lo enable them lo make laws ame- 
liorating, or calculated lo aid in ameliorating 
the condition of the red man within the bor- 
ders of the Stale of Michigan. If this is the 
case. I pray 'hal you may be able to make 
such laws as shall prove a groat and lusting 
benefit to the red man, and an honor to ths 
committee who proposed, and the State a ben- 
afuclor lo the pour sons of the American for- 
est. 

The Slate of Michigan, I have noticed, has 
passed many salutary laws for tho benefit of 
mankind. It has manifested much solicitude 
for the rights of man everywhere, and the 
greatest and crowning act to her honor is the 
passage of the prohibitory law against the use 
uf intoxicating drinks. 

And if now it takes up lire case of the red 
man, 1 trust it will prove equally us successful 
as it lias proved in her other laws for the good 
of mankind. 

I regret very much that my time is so limit- 
ed as not to be able to review the whole poli- 
cy hcreiriforo adopted to civilize the native in- 
habitants rif i is. country in a more detailed 
manner. There are other considerations in 
my judgment than those assigned in this com- 
munication. which have retarded tho progress 
of eivilization, hut it would require eomespaee 
and time lo prepare it ; hut most of which 
however arises from polilir.il considerations, 
and tho form aud hi inner of holding property.

A FEAST FOB ANTIQUARIANS. 

Recent excavalions.on the site 
of the ancient cemeteries of Si- 
don have brought to light objects 
which exceed in interest the dis- 
coveries of Ninevah. Sidon is 
30 miles south of Beirut, and 
contains 10,000 inhabitants.— 
There has long existed a tradi- 
tion of treasures hidden among 
the ancient ruins, to which the 
people gave credence. In this 
belief, a Moslem obtained a right 
to dig in an old grave yard. — 
For a long time his labors were 
unsuccessful, but in the winter 
of 1853 ’54 he came upon three 
copper pots, each containing 
eight hundred pieces of gold, 
which bore the name or head of 
Philip or Alexander. The val- 
ue of each piece is about five 
dollars. 

Of course, when this was pub- 
lished, an army of gold diggers 
took the field. On the 19th of 
last January, writes a correspon- 
dent of tlik-New York Journal 
of Commerce, Jhme men, at the 
depth of twefvb feet, struck up- 
on a splendid sarcophagus. On 
the lid was an inscription in the 
Pbcenician language. 

“The lid is of a blue-black 
marble, intensely hard and ta- 
king a very line polish. The 
lid is about eight Icet long by 
four feet wide. The upper end 
is wrought into the figure of a 
female head and shoulders of al- 
most a giant size. The features 
are Egyptian, with large, full, 
almondshaped eyes, the nose 
flattened, and lips remarkably 
thick, and somewhat after the 
negro mould. The whole coun- 
tenance is smiling, agreeable, 
nnd expressive beyond any thing 
I have ever seen in the disin- 
terred monuments of Egypt or 
Ninevah. The head-dress re- 
sembles that which appears in 
Egyptian figures, while on each 
shoulder there is the head of 
some bird — a dove or pigeon — 
and the bosom is covered by 
whnt nppenrs to be a sort of cape, 
with a deep fringe, hs of lace. — 
On the lid, below the .figure head 
is the inscription, consisting of 
twenty-two long lines, closely, 
written. The letters are in per- 
fect preservation, and can be 
* read with the utmost ease and 
accuracy, and the whole forms 
■ by lar the longest and most per- 
fect inscription in this most an- 
cient language and character. — 
It appears to be mainly a gene- 
ological history of the person bu- 
ried in the sarcophagus, who, as 
it appears, was a king of Sidon. 
The names of Baal and Asktoreth, 
the well known gods of the Si- 
donians, occur repeatedly in 
these inscriptions. Some of the 
■words are Hebrew, as tnelch, 
king, while the forms of some 
of the letters are so much like 
those of the ancient Greek as at 
once to indicate the relationship. 
Letters were invented by the 
Phoenician. Here we seem to 


see them dropping from their 
hands in the first casting.” 

The correspondent adds that 
the Rev. Mr. Smith, an Ameri- 
can missionary, who is transla- 
ting the whole Bible into Ara- 
bic, deciphered the inscription 
with little difficulty. A contest 
has arisen between the English 
nnd French consuls, as to the 
Ownership of the splendid prize, 
each being anxious to enrich the 
collection of antiquities of their 
respective countries with this 
remarkable monument. While 
the question is pending in the 
courts, the Turkish Governor 
has placed a guard of soldiers 
over the coveted treasure. — Ex.

Meeting no evaporating surface, 
and with no temperature colder 
than that to which they were sub- 
jected on the mountain tops, they 
reach the ocean before they be- 
come charged with fresh vapor, 
and before, therefore, they have

Saint James, July 1, '55. 
v Dear Brother : — In my last^l 
communication I closed my nar- 
rative with the discharge of the 
Sheriffs possee, and his arrest^ 
lor the killing of Francis Wor- 
rell. 

The Sheriff being fully aware 
of the prejudice of the people of ( 
Hancock against him for the 
killing of the murderer Worrell, 
he did not deem it safe to be 
tried on the charge of murder in 
Hnncock county, therefore chang- 
ed the venue to Peoria county, 
and was there acquitted honora- 
bly. 

In the course of the winters of 
1845 and 1846, at the instance 
of Brigham Young, H. C. Kim- 
ball and Willard Richards, and 
others of the quorum .of the 
Twelve, it was agreed upon by 
them in council that brethren 
>vho hrjd been faithful in paying 


the kingdom of God would 
be borne off triumphant in all the 
nations of the earth, until the 
coming of Jesus Christ ; and in 
the event of the Apostles being 
killed, or otherwise die, they 
would be succeeded by the 
quorums of the Seventies* (then 
thirty-three quorums,) and by 
gradation down to the Deacons; 
each in their lime and order, 
until the winding up of the pres- 
ent dispensation. 

After he had finished his teach- 
ings, I asked leave, and obtained 
the floor. On rising I told them 
that" I diffeied in opinion with 
the. President ol the quorum of 
the Twelve ; that I did not so 
understand the revelation of 
God’s law ; that I so understood 
the law that no quorum, from 
that of the Twelve, in regular 
gradation to High Priests, Sev- 
enties, Elders, Priests, Teachers 
and Deacons could rightfully ex- 
ercise any authority in the gov- 
ernment ol God’s church and 


-tAMugv 4 nd could pv^nluce 
’ the pr/per •vouchers that they 
have paid a full tithe of all their 
property, should receive an en- 
dowment ol patriarchal priest- 
hood, under the hands of the 
twelve Apostles, so soon as the 
upper room of the Temple could 
be fitted thcrelor, and tithe 
gatherers were sent in every 
direction. Consequently there 
was tin immense sum of mon- 
ey and property paid in, andi 
the rooms in the Temple* were 
fitted up, and the promised en- 
dowment began in the latter 
part of December, or therea- 
bouts, and was continued from 
day to dav until in February,' 
IS 16. 

It is not my design to give in 
detail the things that transpired 
during the (fbatiuuauce of the 
e xciting times from the death of 
Joseph Smith to the beginning 
of the exodus ol the Saints, for 
it would -really take more time 1 
to write them than I ran at this 
time devote to the subject. But 
ns many things are inseparably 
connected with my history, I; 
cannot well abridge this work 
. so ns to leave them out. 

Brigham Young and myself; 
had frequent sparrings as it. re- 
spected the IegUimatenuTlvon'i y 
to lend the church, as I always 
conceived the leadership of the 
Twelve nothing buf!.a usurpation 
t of au thor ity, that could not un- 
der any circumstances be exer- 
cised rightfully by any quorum 
l oLtlie ghurch. And without the 
prophet at their head, they could 
• not enter upon the duties of their 
N_oalling. Therefore, no prophet, 
no' church. 

Brigham on a certain occasion, 
in the upper room of the Tem- 
ple, urged emphatically, (before 
the principal official members of 
the church and their wives there 
assembled to hear instruction,) 
that so long as one man remain- 
ed on earth bolding priesthood 


kingdom, except under the le- 
gitimate head of the church, viz., 
the Prophet, Seer and Revelator! 
of the church ; that all acts of 
the several quorums were inval- 
id, unless so directed. 
f->I considered the order of God’s 
kingdom, in its full organization, 
to be, a Prophet at the head, 
with his home ministry, consist- 
ing of a High Council, chosen 
from among the High Priests af- 
ter the order of Melchisedec, 
High Priests, -Elders, Priests, 
Teachers and Deacons, and 
amenable to the Prophet, the 
Chief Shepherd of the flock ; the 
quorum of tWTwelv*- Aj*->et5er, 
under the direction of the Chief 
Sycjrherd, of eqiLd authority as 
a traveling High Council, -with 
the Se.venties to help them; 
whose duty is to open the gos- 
pel to the nations, and have ju- 
risdiction on all the face of the 
earth. 

And, furthermore, the order 
Taught by the President of the 
[Apostles must certainly be erro- 
neous, unless the order and 
priesthood of God’s kingdom 
hud been abrogated, and anoth- 
er established instead thereof. 
The difficulty (ornithcl* breach) 
’between Brigham Young and 
myself grew widerdaily, nnd I 
was told, confidentially, by Ly- 
man Clark Whitney that tlieic 
hud been a plan laid by Brig- 
ham and Ilosca Stout ot con- 
trive a row to take place in 
the Temple, and have me called 
in to appease the rowdies, (as I 
was then superintending the bor- 
ing of some cannon in the ground 


ders were again issued to move 
forward. We went on sixteen 
miles further, and camped be- 
tween Farmington and Bone- 
parte, on the Desmoines River. 

While we were encamped on 
Sugar Creek there was scarce a 
night without a council, and 
quite as many changes of plans 
as councils. At one of those 
councils (which were usually 
held in the night) Howard Ea- 
gan came to my tent and called 
me aside for a private talk. lie 
asked me if I Was going to cross 
the bridge to the council tent 
that nrglit. I told him I was. — 
He then told me that he had a 
private matter to communicate, 
and did not want me to tell who 
informed me; that orders had 
been issued by Hosea Stout to 
all the sentinels, that if I cross- 
ed the bridge to kill me nnd 
throw me over’ the railing into 
the creek. I immediately start- 
ed to the council, and the senti- 
nel on the bridge hailed me. I 
told him that 1 was the person 
that he had orders to kill and 
throw into the creek, nnd at the 
instant set forward my foot, ta- 
king him by the arms. I threw 
him his length on the floor of 
the bridge, then passing on into 
the council tent, I demanded ol 
Brigham Young what kind of or- 
der had been given the guard to 
kill me and have me thrown 
over the bridge into Sugar 
Creek. 

He said he did not know that 
any such order had been given. 
We had Stout and some of the 
guard sent for, who appeared be- 
jrftjru ttlc Tjouiicfi, africl upon ex- 
amination stated that Stout had 
given the order- to kill me. — 
Stout said, on mustering and 
charging the guard tifat he bf*d. 
by way of joke, said to the guard, 
let all who pass the bridge to 
the council except Bishop Mil- 
ler, go unmolested, but kill him 
and throw him over the bridge. 
He supposed all had understood 
it ns nil idle joke, as he had 
spoke at his usual tone of voice, 
and in a public way. The guard 
said they did not know whether 
Stout had been joking or not, 
but could not think he was in 
earnest, as it seemed to them a 
very strange order. They were 
inclined to think lie was joking. 

We had repeated delays, from 
causes which I could not find 
out. On one day orders would 
be issued to go abend, and per- 
haps the day after to stop and 
lay by in camp. On one partic- 
ular occasion the two brothers, 
O. and 1*. 1*. Pratt, and a com- 


minor part of the enmp at that. 
About this time a deputation of 
officers came up from Fort Leav- 
enworth, with orders 'frpm Gen. 
Kearneygbat we. could not be 
permitted to leave the U/S. with 
the bad feelings' we entertained 
against the general government, 
and go to California, unless we 
furnished a battalion of soldiers 
to operate with the U. S. 
against Mexico in the present 
war; and if we refused compli- 
ance, we were to be forthwith 
dispersed into the States! 

Brigham called a council, (I 
did not attend.) The result of j 
their deliberations was to enlist 
a battalion for one year’s term 
of service, and were to be mus- 
tered out of service, with per- 
mission to retain their arms, and 
conditioned that such muster- 
ing out of service should take 
place at San Francisco. About 
this time the Sioux Indians at- 
tacked the Pawnee Loup Indi- 
an village, burnt and sacked it, 
(the Puwnees’ being on their 
summer hunt,) and no one at the 
village but the missonaries, far- 
mers, &c. They took alarm and 
sent a despatch to the Bluffs for 
teams to bring them and their 
effects down to the Bluffs. I 
made a bargin to haul them and 
their effects down, and forthwith 
started (the distance 120 miles) 
with thirty-two wagons, and the 
families thereto belonging, in- 
tending to unload the families 
and camp, and let the teams re- 
turn with the missonaries to the 
Bluffs.

I bore all this, ami more too, 
with patience, ns I wasyctlabor- 
jng under theJTelusum that Jo- 
seph Smih, the younger, was re- 
ally prophet, and Brigham, by 
sufferance, was acting as tempo- 
rary leader. After many plans 
proposed for the sake of order 
in traveling, finally, on the 6tli 
day of February, 1*46, there 
were as many inmilies started 
west for California as could con- 
veniently ferry their wagons 
and effects over the Mississippi 
River, and Ijimong them. We 
went eight miles out into Iowa, 
and camped on a stream called 
Sugar Creek. Orders having 
been issued by Brigham Young 
for all hands that could be ready 
to start west to be moving 


where we lay in camp a day or 
two, awaiting the .coming up of I 


on the 9th of July, and on the 
l&iji we arrived at the mission 
station, and on the 22d July we 
sent them to Council Bluffs, — 
•We Received in payment' for 
hauling the effects of the rpis- 
sonaries their standing crop of 
wheat, oats and garden vegeta- 
bles, together witji a lot of old 
Corn, which was all better for 
us than money. While the 
teams were gooe with the mis- 
sonaries’ goods we harvested 
and thrashed our grain, shelled 
the corn, and sacked all ready 
for a move on return of our 
teams. One morning before the 
dew dried off so that we could 
proce^l to threshing, we saw 
persons walking in the distance, 
and by the aid ofaglass distinct- 
ly ascertained that the objects 
were eight Indiansapproaching. 
They came jup without any hes- 
itancy, nnd when I interrogated 
them through James Emmet, 
who acted as interpreter, we us- 
ed that they consisted ol 


the eannon, bringing another let- 
ter from Brigham Young, direct- 
ing me to stop short, where I 
was ; organize a high Council of 
twelve, and for me to preside 
over them in their deliberations, 
and for said council to manage 
all matters relating to my camp 
(as it was cglled,) both spiritual 
and temporal, and go into winter 
quarters, some at the . place we 
then were at, and the others at 
Grand Island, on the souj^h 
Platte. • 

. Our Punka Indiaif Chief was 
yet with us. We- informed him 
of the purport of the orders we 
had received from ou-r big cap- 
tain. He told us that it would 
not do, at all ; that our big cap- 
tain knew nothing of Indian cus- 
toms; that the Pawnees winter- 
ed their horses at Grand Island, 
and that our immense herd 
would -eat up all the feed before 
the winter was half gone, and 
when the Pawnees came in from 
their summer hunt they .would 
kill all our cattle, and drive us 
away ; .that it was wholly im- 
practicable to winter in the pla- 
ces designated by our big cap- 
tain. But said, if we would go 
with him to his village, on or 
near the Loquocore or Running*- 
water River, that there was 
rushes abundant t.o( ’winter all 
oar cattle, and. to spare ; that it 
was his country,, and he ha<J the 
granting of privileges, and that 
there, was none to dftject, and he 
could' ride to it on his jfony 
in two days. Lf 

We held a cumud] in reeftra 


_Wfi atarteA tU to what should be done in our 



preseut circumstances, and Unan- 
imously agreed ta gai,. with tile 
Punka chief to his vm*g£. He. 
had already agreed to act as pi- 
lot. We hatf in he mean time 
re-crossed tfre PMtte River, and 
on the 13th of August started 
'for the Punka village. We saw 
and killed a number of Buffalo 
on our route, and without loss 
or accident arrived on the 23d 
of August at the Punka village, 
and found every thing as repre- 
sented by the Indian chief. 

The excitement and surprise 
was very great in the Punka 
camp at our aproacb. They 
were riding and running in eve- 
ry direction, twenty or thirty ri- 
ding towards us, (we yvere, no 
doubt, a great curiosity to them, 
two hundred covered wagons 
and a vast herd of cattle.) On 
nearing us they recognized their 
chief, who spoke to them, and 
all was calm. The chief was 
quite sick at this time, but how- 
ever he called a council of all

the Punkas had taken part in 
tl»e burning and sacking of the 
Pawnee village. We pitched a 
tent for them, and extended ourj 
hospitality towards them. 

On the return of our wagons 
from the Blurt's, a large number 
of wagons came up from there, 
Which increased our whole num- 
ber to two hundred nnd forty, 
nnd persons to six hundred, with 
written orders from B. Young to 
start forthwith for California. 1 
had sent lour men to the Bluffs 
to bring up two cannon, six 
pounders, that had not yet re- 
turned ; but, nevertheless, I 
commenced crossing the River 
Platte, as our road lay on the 
south side of the Loup fork, on 
which we were then camped. 

On the 8tb of August our men 
got back that we bed eei# for 


the winter. The name of the 
chief is Ten-nuga-numpa, signi- 
fying, or rather interpreted, Buf- 
falo, Bulls, two. 

We were now, as we suppos- 
ed, at home. But very serious 
results sometimes grow out of 
very trifling things. The old 
chief continued sick, and as our 
wagons were moving up to the 
place of our shanties we passed 
through the Indian camp, and all 
the Indians, on a rush, with arms 
in hand, came upon us, threaten- 
ing destruction, saying their 
chief was dying, and we must 
have poisoned him. I ordered 
a halt, and went into the chief’s 
lodge, and lound bus Just recov- 
ering from a hinting fit. He

These “ humble and pious men” ans n o»| 
reaping the fruits of the seed that was 80 di , J 
genl.'y sown by some of their Aum4/ e 
brethren, in Caldwell, Dewitt, and Da, a 
counties, in Missouri in 1839. We happened! 
to be traveling to Far West, Caldwell CoJ 
Mo., when stopping at a friend’s house in De 
wit. an armed mob of 150 men came down 
upon tho inhabitants of that village, ih e „ 
about 24 in number; for a pretext ihtr 
brought the Sheriff along with them, with u.o 
avowed purpose of serving a process upon a 
Mr. Hinckl^j Mormon, thinking he would 
resist, but rarthe real purpose of mobbing ihs 
people. Mr. Hinckle submitted to the proc Ml , 
which baffled in a measure the designs of the 
mob. To obviate all difficulty, however, two 
humble mid piuus men, Sessiel Woods and Ab- 
bot Hancock, the one a Baptist and the oth« 
a Presbyterian minister, of Carrolton, Cartel 
Co., Mo., led the mob on, who were kept in 
check by the Mormons from committing any 
particular outrage at that time. They, how- 
ever, after firing off their guns, and showing 
other demonstrations of pious hostility, paswd 
resolutions, pledging themselves to *• reium j 
in two days, and if the Mormons were not I 
gone, to burn their houses and throw their 
goods into the Missouri rivur." This they 
religiouily observed. 

A Mr. Bogard, a bumble and piotu Melho - ' 
Hist preacher, headed a mob with which he I 
burned houses, destroyed properly and life, : 
and committed some of the grossest outrages 
that evor disgraced humanity. Having got 
his hand in with .Mormons, hs commenced on 
others, and shot a man who was not a Mor- 
mon. This, of course, was neither pioui nor 
reliqinus, and conld not be tolerated. He left 
and preached his way to Texas, where tbs 
people, no doubt, would he very much edified 
with his piety. These circumstances took 
place in the neighborhood of this late dis- 
graceful affair.

■ man can ever get rid ol the 
style of hand writing peculiar to 
his country. If he be English, 
he always writes an English 
style ; if Erendi,in French style; 
if German, Italian or Spanish, in 
the style peculiar to his nation. 
Profpssor B states : I am ac- 

quainted with a Frenchman who 
has passed nil his life in England 
who speaks English like one of 
our own countrymen, and writes 
it with ten times the correct- 
ness of ninety-nine in a hundred 
of us; but who cannot for the 
life of him, imitate our mode 
of writing. I knew a Scotch 
youth, who was educated en- 
; tirely in France, and resided 
sixteen years in tlrnt •country, 
mixing exclusively with French 
people — but who, although he' 
imd a FreTucliv, Wiila# mVit-tor? 
and perhaps never saw anything 
but French writing in his fife, 
yet wrote exactly in the En- 
glish style: it was really nation- 
al instinct. In Baris all the 
writing masters profess to teach 
the English style of writing'; 
but with till their professions, 
and all their exertions, they can 
never get tin ,r pupils to adopt 
any but the cramped hand of the 
French. Some pretend to be 
able to tell the characteristics 
of individuals by their hand-wri- 
ting. I know not how this may 
be, but certainly the nation to 
which an individual belongs can 
be instantly determined by his 
hand- waiting.

At that place he was engaged 
with numerous others in shooting 
at the Sheriff of Emmet . county, 
while engaged in summoning jurors, 
for which he was indicted at the 
Circuit Court held for that coun- 
ty, by Judge Douglass.

As the New YorkDaily Times, 
of Oct. 10th, has, by copying, 
given currency to the Record's 
article, we reply to the Times, 
if any such bold piracies are be- 
ing earned on against tbe iat- 
aaease commerce of the Lakes, 
it becomes a matter of national 
government. If a gang of twen- 
ty men have a schooner of twen- 
ty or thirty tons and two Mack- 
inac boats pirating on Lake 
Michigan “ as boldly as though 
they were carrying on a legiti- 
mate business,” 1cm than a week 
would suffice to ferret out and 
capture every soul of them. 

There are no rough, broken, 
rugged shores, no narrow, crook- 
ed bays, no intricate channels 
among Islands, and no hidden 
harbors about the Lake as places 
of rendezvous or refuge. All 
the Lake for two hundred miles 
around where these piracies are 
ailed ged to have been commit- 
ted presents a moderately curv- 
ed and even shore line, without 
bays or headlands, and no har- 
bors but the mouths of rivers, 
all of which are occupied by 
towns or villages, or large lum- 
bering establishments. 

More than one hundred stea- 
mers and more than five hundred 
sail craft, manned by store than 
three thousand sailors, are em- 
ployed in the carrying trade of 
this part of the Lake. Every 
part of it is a common hlghwfcf, 
traversed daily by numerous ves- 
sels of all classes. The state- 
ment that in such a place twenty

It is an excellent thing ff>r all 
who are engaged in giving instruc- 
tion to the young people, 'frequent- 
ly to call to mind what they were 
themselves when young. This prac- 
tice Is qrie of the most likely to im- 
part jxftience and forbearance, and 
to Correct unreasonable expecta- 
tions. At one period of my life, 
when instructing t wo or three young 
jjeople to write, I found them, as I 
thought, unusually stupid. 

I happened about this time to j 
look over the contents of an old ! 
copy-book, written by me when I ] 
was a boy. The thick upstrokes, 
the crooked down-strokes, the awk- 
ward joining of uie letters, and the 
blots in the book, made me com- 
pletely ashamed of myself, and I 
could, at tliat moment, have burn- 
ed the book in the fire. The worse, 
however, I thought of myself, the 
better I thought of my backward 
scholars; I was cured of my uurea- i 
sonable expectations, and became 
in future doubly patient and for- , 
bearing. In teaching youth, re- 
member that you once were young, 
and in reprovin their youthful errors, 
endeavor to call to mind your own.

THE DECALOGUE. 

]. Those Commandments vrere given by the voice of God, 
in Mount Sinai, to Moses, nnd to all Israel; (Deal Lx, 10;) lor 
though Moses and the Elders of Israel only went into the 
Mount. (Ex. xxiv, 1, 2, » — 11.) and Moses alone received 
‘the Tables of the Law; yet all Israel heard the voice of God, 
when lie gave the Commandments. (Ex. x'x, I 6 — 13. xx, 
22. I)eut. v, 4, ft. Josephus' Ant.. B. iii, ch. v, 4.) 

2. The Commandments wore writ am on two tables of stone, 
by the finger of God. (Deut. ix, 10, 11.) Moses broke 
these tables; after which lie prepared two others, on which 
God wrote the same, words, (Deut. x, 2. 4, .*,) and the tables 
wcrAjloced in the Ark of the Covenant, (Josephus' Ant, U. 
viii.jfc. iv, 1. Heh. ix, 4.) and kept within the Tabernacle and 
theTemple until the Babylonish captivity. (2dMac.iL 4,5.) 

3. They were not reston'd to the Ewlraic Temple, (Buck's 
Th. Die. “Ark." But Con. “Temple,") and the Jews have | 
not possessed them since going into Babylon. 

4. It was never allowable to write the exact words of the ta- ! 
bles. (iJoseplms' Ant, B. iii. eh. v, 4.) except in the Exemplar 
of the Law. kept in the riuuctuury. But the substance of 
them, so written out by the ITophcts for publick use, is now 
restored by divine authority. 

I. 

Thou slialt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy might, and with all | 
thy strength: 1 thou shalt adore him, and serve j 
him, and obey him: thou shalt have no other 
gods before thee: thou shult not make unto j 
thee any image or likeness of anything that is 
iu the heaven above, or in the earth beneath, 
or in the waters of the earth, to bow thyself 
unto it, or to worship it: then shalt not bow 
down thyself unto, nor adore anything that 
thine, eye beholdeth, or thy imagination con- 
ceiveth of; but the Lord thy God only; for the 
Lord thy God is a jealous God, visiting the in- 
iquity of the fathers upon the children, from 
generation to generation, even upon all that 
hate him, and showing a multitude of mercies 
unto them that keep his commandments. 

1. The design of the Almighty evidently is t<> found his 
government in love; and to nuke that the chief sanction of 
his law. Love is the first thins rci|uin‘il of all men; love 
nnlo (lod. who lirsl loved us. mid who bestows oil us ull the 
good which we possess. 

2. The adoration service and obedience, which he demands 
of us, nn* but the nature! sequence of that love: und the uni- 
versal prohibition of fills.' god-, is a neee-sury means of keep- 
ing our hearts unto him; for if we were allowed to bestow 
divine adoration on lire, the sun, or any instrument of his mu- 
nificence, or any statue, or symbol, or any UUtn, or officer, or 
imaginary being, as his representative, man's shortsightedness 
would forget God, and soon worship only the creature. 

3. Thus the earth is filled with examples of nations re- 
laueinr to idolatry through such small Imginitings. as setting 
IqmpfHynih'.'Is of Cod's perfe.-tions, to be woiv-liii < I by the 
Sygymuitl instead of the (hid whose majesty they symbolized. 

4. The priesthood and the generality of the learned inmost 
I’agau milieus, do not worshi|i the idol.-: which they set. up 
/or the ignorant to adore; but rather the majesty who L* above 
them, or the power mill beneficence which they represent. 

ft. And in ltoiimn Catholick countries, it is to lie feared that 
many of the ignorant, really tenninute their adoration mi 
the cross, the images ami pictures, with which their church- 
es ure filled: though the mere presence of them in the church 
is not objectionable. 

fi. Though < bid has founded h'is government in love, and 
mude that tin - chief sanction of his law, we on' not allowed 
for one moment to imagine that In- will not punish sin, or that 
lie will look upon it with any tlcpvo of allowance. 

7. For in the same breath he t.-lls us that lie is a jealous 
God, visiting iniquity on all that bate him: not us some have 
said, visiting tile iniquity of l lie fathers upon their innocent 
posterity; but upon tlieir children who abide in their sins. 

8. Often ii happens tlmt though the father alone may have 
committed the sin. the children an 1 its bcnefiiuries. If the 
fathers have obtained property by baud and violence, the 
children who inherit il. receive it, subject to the curse; and 
unless they make reporutioii for the iniquity, must expect to 
lie visited with the wrath of Uod, as for a sin done in tlieir 
mix iiersons. 

II. 

Thou shult not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain: thou slialt not usurp do- 
minion as a ruler; for the name of the Lord 
thy God i> great- and glorious almve all oth- 
er names: he is above all, and is the only 
true God; the only just and upright King 
over ull: he alone hath the right to rule; and 
in his name, only lie to whom he granteth it: 
whosoever is not chosen of him, the same is a 
usurper, and unholy: the Lord will not hold 
him guiltless, for he taketh his name, in vain. 

1. By the first Commandment God establishes a govern- 
ment among men, which lie makes supreme in all things. 
But as every government, besides laws mul the sovereign 
power whence they emanate. mast also have officers by whom 
the laws shall bo administered ; so those officers must derive 
their authority from the sovereign, in legal form. 

2. All officers act in the name of hiui from whom they de- 
rive their authority. Ia the severe! American State, the offi- 
cial acts of most State officers ure done “in the name of the 
people of the Stale." 

3 Officers of the FedcraMJovcmmcnt. uet “in the name of 
the United Status of America." In tic- monarchies of Eu- 
rojie. official art- an- done “ ill th" name" of the sovereign. And 
in voluntary societies and corporations, the officers act "in 
the name" of the society or corporation. 

4. It therefore appears that to uet in the nuine of any one, 
is to art bv his authority; and to net ill the name of God, is 
to net by his authority. _ ... 

ft Fiance taking the name of God iri vain, L* tuking his au- 
thority without being authorized; il is attempting to govern, 
without being called to tbut oflic«; in any matter wherein God 
has dculurod a law, anil appointed on administrator of the law. 

6. It follows, therefore, that every form of government 
among men, which was not instituted of God. is a usurpo- 
fion, (Zeclx. xlv, 9, 17. Dun. #,*4-1. vii. 14. 15 v. xi. 15.) und 
that every exercise of the proper ft: net ions of government un- 
der it, is u taking of the name of God in vain, as every ex- 
ercise of functions not proper to government, is tyranny. 

7. Priests made by the authority of man. und not called of 
God; Priests who constantly profit to have received no dis- 
pensation from God, and who deny that lie has revealed bim- 
selfto any for eighteen hundred years, do constantly adminis- 
ter >n his name, as boldly as though they were sent by him. 

P. They baptize in the name of the Father. the Son. and 
: the Holy Spirit ; they go about doing work- iu ’he assumed 


power und might of God’s ministers, of whom Jesus Christ 
said, "1 never knew you; depart from me, ye that work iniq- 
uity.'’ (Matt. vii. 23.) 

9. He did not deny that they hail preached, prophesied, 
or worked miracles in his nume. He denounced them ns 
workers of iniquity, because they were unknown to him; tlmt 
is, were not his ministers. They took God's name in vain. 

10. God lutsappointoda door to the priesthood; a coil of 
God by revel u ion, and an ordaining by the hands of his minis- 
ters; (Heb. v, 4. Ex. xxviii, 1. 1st Tim. iv, 14. Ants vii, 35;) 
ami Christ ile'lores that he that come- not in by (lie door, but 
climbs up sonc other way, is a thief and i> rabbin;. (*' ohq X, 1.) 

" III. 

Remen her tlie Sabbath day, to keep it ho- 
ly. Six diva slialt thon labour, and do all thy 1 
work, but the seventh day the Sabbath ot‘ j 
the Lord fiiy God: iu it thou shalt uot tlo any i 
work; tin •»,iior thy son, nor thy daughter,! 
nor thy lurnisorvaat, nor thv woniaiwervant, 
nor th v cattle, nor the stranger that is within 
thy cates: for in six aces the Lord thy God 
made the heavens and the earth, the sea and 
all that in them is, and rested the seventh 
age: wherefore the Lord thy God blessed the 
seventh day and hallowed it: thou slialt keep 
it holy unto him, that thou forget not the Law, 
nor be found keeping the company of the 
vile, nor be despised by the righteous. 

1. The day of rest uriginateil in the rest of God, when he 
censed the w- rk of creation, at the making of man, to have 
dominion over tie earth. , 

2. It was had in remembrance as un institution of God, be- 
fore promulgated by hLs voice iu Sinai; (Gen. ii, 2. 3, Ex. 
xvi, 23;) and there is no grouud for believing that the 
sunctifviug of the sabbath, »u, not a law among the Patri- 
archs "und the Antediluvians, because it is not mentioned in 
the -eripiuros; for from the time of Moses until that of .Solo- 
mon, when it was iinqUMtionably in force, it is nowhere men- 
tioned. 

3. Throughout Christ tndimi, with some slight exceptions, 
the first day, nail not the -seventh, is kept a* u Sabbath. For 
this they have no warrant in the scriptures, and pretend to 
none. (Buck's Th. Die. “vSabbotli.") The reason given for 
the change, is, that Christ min'd rrom the dead the first day, 
and the attempt is to justify it by tradition, and tl)o practice 
of the Church. 

4. But, evidently, the Church have no power to change or 
abrogate a comuniidnu-ntspf God, who required us to keiqi 
(he seventh day, not any other day ir, the seven. 

ft. The early t hristianS did undoubtedly frequently meet 
on the first day for religious worship, precisely as the the 
taints do nowadays, in exclusively Clinstion communities; not 
because they regiinlcd it as the rinbbuth of God, Imt Itecause | 
(Mi tlmt day" being the regular day of heathen festivals, men 
would come together to hear them. 

(i. Keeping the first day as a Sabbath, instead of the 
seventh, Ls one of .ho innovations forced upon Christianity by 
the Kinperimr Onus tantilie, to uiuke tiio change of national re- 
lilfi.'U lr.ss diHtmll. 

7. The vert- In.igtmgc of this Commandment, scents to pre- 
stige tho projKMi-'tv of imm to change the Sabbath; reuiein- 
tier tiie Sabbath .iiv; and God, foreseeing what wicked men 
would do, lots placed on his choacu a Bpcciul injunction tlmt 
tlicv kee|i that dav in nil their gencratioits for a perpetual 
covenant; (Ex. l.xxi, 13—17;) and awful penalties ure de- 
nounced against those wlu> abolish it. 

8. The Sabbath is appointed for men in event station in 
life. The crime of exacting labour of children and servants 
gn the Sabbath day, Ls a great offence unto God. But it is 
the Snblmtli of the beast u* well as of men, nnd to work 
Ueasts for our pleasure or profit, Ls iui offence uuto God. 

Thou -halt love thy neighlxjur aft thyself 
thon shalt not revile him, nor speak evil of 
him, nor curse him: thou shalt do uo injus- 
tice unto him: ami thou shalt maintain his 
right, against his enemy: thou shalt not exact 
rigorously of him, nor turn aside from reliev- 
ing him: thou shilt deliver him from the snare 
and tho pit, and slialt return his ox when he 
strayeth: thou shalt eoiufprt him when lie 
mourns, and nurture him when he sickens: 
thou shalt not abate the price of what thon 
1 invest of him. for hLs necessity; ltor shalt thou 
exact of him, liccaii.se lie leaueth upon thee: 
for in so doing thousands shall rise up awl 
call thee blessed, and the Lord thy God shall 
strengthen thee in all the work of thy hand. 

1. As God has founded his government mi the dominion of 
love, und as our principal relations in life are to God as a an- 
periour, and to our neighbours os fellows, love to our neigh- 
bour is as necessary to a faithful observance of h& law, us love 
to him. 

2. All the Commandments which follow after, are bat the 
chilior.il imi of the law, “Thon shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself;" a law very aptly expressed in tlmt other form of 
word*. ” Whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, do 
ve even so to them." (Mult, vii, 12. Luke vi. 31.) 

3. Many infidel writers of late years, have attempted to de- 
rive this precept, under the name of the gulden rule, from 
heathen philosophers, anil have claimed that Christ borrow! 
it from Zo raster. or Confucius; whereas, they, as well as, % 
have onlv copied it, with a slight change of wortls, from the 
Commandment. “Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

4. The doctrine contained in it, is original with God. and 

does not even dale with Moses, hut was known in the days of 
Adam; and it was in violation of this law, as well as tliut 
which says, thou shall not kill that Guiu lifted ap his hand 
against Abel. . , , , 

"). If all men were under ihe law of (Jod, thu* law wowi 
introduce u universal brotherhood: a consummation most 
desirable. But so long as men are found in rebellion ugaia-t the 
law of God. it is most important that those who cleave unto 
it should remember this thing, that ihey love one unolher. 

6. If any one has reallv done us an injury, we ought, as 

fur as posable. to believe" that he was blinded Ui the right by 
the common infirmities of our corrupt nature, rather than 
that he has delilmretely, and of malice aforethought, designed 
to do a wrong. ... ... 

7. But if the utmost stretch of chanty will not bnng os to 
so favourable a conclusion, still we should remember that his 
corrupt conduct will injure him more than us, and so remem- 
bering, should look npon him as an object of compassion, 
whom we ought to reclaim, rather than an object of ven- 
geance, to be destroyed. 

8. Even when we are obliged to bring him to judg®* 0 *- 
our prayer should he tliat he bo not utterly condemned, but 
that w’. -m he is fo’tnd in *he wrong, there mv? be (bund mom 

for rep ntaire. 


Hononr thy father and thy mother: giv$ 
heed to tlieir commandments obey their law, 
and depart not from their precept*: reverence 
their age, and seek uuto their house all the 
days of thy life: exalt, not thyself against them, 
nor withhold to build up their house above 
thine own: honour and obey the King and 
I the Judges, and the rulers, and all that are 
set in authority; for they are as fathers among / 
the people: that they-may be a fear unto evil 
doers; and the Priest also, who stands liefore 
the Lord, that he may instruct thee: and thy 
days shall l>e long upon tlie land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

1. Tlie Patriarehul ages were distinguished by veneration 
fin- parents, and deference to age. ns well as hv a proper re- 
gard for those who by tlieir priesthood, or office, stood oa 
fathers of tlie people. 

2. Even at this day, in some Oriental and Levantine coun- 
tries, children so honour their fatliors and mothers. 

3. But in no country on earth, have incu so (hr doparted 
from this rule, as in the United States. 

4. It is the continual scandal of tho time and country, that 
children constantly speuk of their parents as the “ old man 
and woman" and as age grown upon thum, rather look upon 
them ns encumbrances upon the estate, than as heads of tho 
house. 

ft. This evil is increasing with time. A single generation 
bock, children were instructed at home nnd at school, to make 
obeisance to parents, teachers, nnd to men and women gener- 
ally, at entering nnd leaving a house, at mooting them on ull 
occasions, nnd especiallv on receiving fiivonrs from them. 

6. All this is changed now. Very small ohililren pride 
themselves on wanting respect to age, station, and parentage. 

This is all wrong. 

7. The general lawlessness which pervades the continent, 
the boldness with which laws and the ministers of justice are 
defied, by small holla's of men, grow naturally out of the edn- 
cutioii of boys, in the customary manner. 

s. But due honour to parents, does not consist solely in mere 
forms. The whole idea tliat at a eurtuin uge a sou becomes 
independent of his father. L* vicious. . 

9 . A son should be subject to his father all his days. H® 
should ever look up to him us the head of tlie house, and 
though separately established on his own inheritance, should 
pay such deference to him, us lie in turn would desire from 
his own sons. - . 

It). If parents uttompt to uso them imTTionty over their 
sons for selfish und private ends, endeavouring to make mere 
servants of them, instead of building them up, they greatly 
abuse their authority. (Col. iii, 20, 21.) 

11. But for that or greater causes, children cannot justify 
dishonouring their pnreots, though they may refuse submission 

to mere usurpation. ^ 

12. It is every man’s duty, ns fur ns in his power, nnd at as • ® 

enrlv a period as possible, to establisli his soiw in such posi- J 

tioii as to make them useful members of society, remembering , 

that when so ostablisjual they are yet his sons, and their hon- 
our is his honour. 

VI. 

Thou shalt not kill: thou shalt slay no man 
in malice; neither thy child, nor thy wife, nor 
thy bondman, nor thy bondwoman, nor thy 
servant: nor the child of thy servant: neither 
shalt thou slay thine enemy, except thou ad- 
monish Jiini, and entreat him, and he hear 
thee not, and God give him into thy hand: 
thou slialt only slay him in lawful wars and if . \ \ \ 
any man trespass against thee, and break 
through, and tlo violence, thou slialt not slay 
him in revenge. If thou overtake him in the 
trespass, thou nmyest resist unto blood; but 
except thou slay liim in the trespass, thon shalt 
deliver him to the Judge; he shall judge him, 
ami the hand of the officer shall be on him. 

1. In very lew Christian conntrie.-', have puldiek men hud 
the moral courage to refuse duelling, which once became no 
thoroughly e*tuhlL*hed a- oil honourable arbitrament of con- 
troversies." as to have a fore® little loss tinin that of law. 

2. Duelling L* now, to some extent, discarded. But in place of 

it hus risen up the more barbarous J.yncli law, In pursuance of I V 
which mob* get up mock courts, to judge those they have al- “V 
ready doomed to exile or dentil. 

3. To cxccnte tlie judgments of such courta, ia as mach 
murder, ns nnv killing under any eireurastunces can W. No 
amount of evidence of the real guilt of the condemned can 
give tiio slightest colom. of justification to such a deed. 

4. All killing by mobs, or bodies of unauthorized men, act- 
ing upon no matter what provocation, and not in open and 
legal war, belong to the category of mere mnrder. 

ft. Nor should that be regarded ns legal war, which men 
by their law have authorized, but only that which the law of 
God authorizes. 

C. Consequently, he who voluntarily enters upon an unjust 
war, is guilty of murder. As part of the force, he is guilty, 
when death Is inflicted bv others. 

7. Nor will he be justified, though required by the law of 
his country; for tliat which the law of God declares to he 
sin. man cannot make lawful. 

• ft. It is. therefore, the duty of the rigiuts, to abstain from 
all wars which are not authorized by the express word of 
God, or the plain principles of his law; as from mnrder. 

9. Mauv laws have been mode among men, especially among 

hurbarons" nations, which are themselves opposed to the di - V 

vinc law, and enforced with the punishment of death. 

10. To have any shore, however indirectly, in enforcing snch 
laws, or initiating the penalties for their violation, is in the 

I hut degree culpable. 

11. ft does not follow, however, that one shonul rebel 

I against such governments. In most cases it u) butter to re- 
I move bovond their dominion. , 

12. To tho* who remuin, remonstrance is better than re- 
sistance. If one 'is thus involved in punishment, patient, uo- 

j resisting submission, is a faithful testimony against sm. 

13. Even those trades and employments not necessary foe 
i the happiness of mankind, and which minister principally to 
| vices destructive of life, are in tlwir nature murderous, and 

should be avoided us deadly sins, which God will judge.

' NOTE ON THE DECALOGUE. 

1. From time immemorial the Constitution of God’s King- 
dom has been entitled, "The Decalogue," or, the “TeuCom- 
kun.idmcr.ts.’’ There can be no greater evjdeuco how .poorly 
the oracles of God have been kept, thnn tlie fact that umong 
lOhrlstian sects none know wlmt these Commandments arc.

1' or in- 
stance, the Bible tells us that 1 lez-^ 
ekiah rebelled against the king of 
Assyria; that iu the fourteenth year 
of Hezekiak’s reign, Sennacherib 
came up against all the fenced cit- 
ies of Judah, and took from Heze- 
kiali three hundred talents of sil- 
ver and thirty of gold. Now com- 
pare this with the historical inserp- 
t ion on Sennacherib’s palace : “ Be- 
cause Hezekiah King of Judah, did 
not submit to my yoke, 1 took, and 
plundered, forty-six of his strong 
fenced cities and innumerabl^smnll- 
cr towns, but I left him JertBalem 
' his capital city ; and because Ilez- 
ekiah still refused to pay homage, 
I attacked and carried oH'the whole 
population which dwelt around Je- 
rusalem, with thirty talents of gold 
and eight hundred talents of silver. 
This agrees with the Bible account, 
except in respect to the quantity 
of silver.”

2. The Greek Church, which uses the New Testament in 
the langnage in which it was written, has always practised 
immersion, and denies that the memliers of the Latin or Ro- 
man Church are Christians, because. they ure unbuptizeiL 

3. The oldest Church edifices in Europe, both in Prot- 
estant, Greek and Romanist countries, ure provided with bap- 
tismal founts for the immersion of ndults; und-it is mntler of 
undisputed history, that sprinkling and pouring were not ured 
uulil quite modern times, except on the plea that the health 
of the subject would not admit of immersion. 

4. Romanists, among whom sprinkling and ponring origin- 
ated, justify it, not by Apostolick institution, but by the 
authority of the Church to change forms ami ceremonies. 

f>. It is not a little singular that Protestants, who denv all I 
authority of the Church over the sacraments, and claim that I 
the Scriptures are a complete rule of fuilh and practice, 
should follow the Romanists in that fo- which thev claim ny 
warrant from the Bible, uud justify nndcr tho authority of 
Romish Councils. 1 

6. Bnt nearly all Protestants do so follow the canons of

What it Costa to Govern New York

The Comptroller of New York 
City recently published au estimate 
of the amount necessary to carry 
-on the municipal government for 
the next year, giving the total as 
$6,500,000. On Tuesday evening, 
in the Board of Couneilinen, the 
Finance Committee, after having 
considered the Comptroller’s esti- 
mate, reported that it would be al> 
solutely necessary to add thereto 
the sum of $454,382; or, in other 
words, that the tax for the next 
year will fall but a trifle below sev- 
en million of dollars — an increase 
•over the tax levy for 1854, of one 
■million, ninety-nine thousand, five 
hundred and fifteen dollars.

Though evidently written as a 
novel, that fact is not directly stated It has 
generally been- advertised, reprinted and read 
as veritable history. We do not doubt that 
I Oft, 000 people have read it, believing not on- 
ly that it was written as liistory, but that it 
was really such. . 

The author’s name is not given. The Book 
was very generally announced through the 
press, as by a runaway w ife of Brigham 
Young. She gives herself out in the book as 
the Gentile wife of a Mormon Elder. Who 
ever she may 1*\ nearly every page of the 
book bears the most conclusive evidence that 
she never lived among the Mormons, and is 
remarkably ignorant, both of their faith, ami 
their history. 

But two persons are mentioned from the 
Ix-ginning of the book to the end who have 
ever l>een kuqwu among the Alonuons; Smith 
and Young. All the rest of the characters 
are fictitious, as is every scene from the first 
]>ag<! to the last. Not the slightest attention 
is paid to the best known facts in history, 
facts never questioned. 'Die disregard of 
facta goes far lieyond malice. It exhibits 
gross ignorance 

For instance, Mnrmoiiisni began near Pal- 
myra, New York. -Tlie author makes the vi- 
cinity of Utica its natal place. The compa- 
nies gathered up there went to Kirtland, Ohio. 
The author takes them into die interioor of 
Illinois, to some place which nas not acqnired 
a name. 

'jHic bauk which Joseph Smith and his as- 
sociates established in Ohio, she also liK-ates 
at some nameless place, in Illinois. The book, 
from beginning to end, ignores the building 
of Kirtland, and the Temple, and the entire 
i sojourn of the Mormons in Ohio. It makes 
not the slighti-st mention of the settlement of 
four or five thousand Alormons in Jackson 
county, Aiissouri, and their expulsion from 
there by an armed mob, in 1883. It never 
alludes to the subsequent settlement of 10,.

INDIAN MASSACRE. 

We find the following in the Salt 
Lake News of the 10th of October: 
“On the 2 ‘2d September, a L'tah 
Indian asked a Mormon, named 
James Wiseman limit, to go with 
him from the fort to the herd, a 
short distance off to see a horse t hat 
Hunt had bought of him. They 
started, the Indian on horseback 
and Hunt afoot, and when about a 
mile from the fort, the Indian direc- 
ted Hunt’s attention to the cattle, 
a li ttle way off from the horses, and 
while he was turned, shot him in 
the back, the ball ranging down di- 
agonally and lodging in the thigh. 

One of the herdsmen close bv 
started to give the alarm, and tin* 
other one drove the herd on to the 
fort In a short time several < if the 
bretheren went to bring, in Hunt, 
and when about half way back, the 
Indians fired ujion them, wounding 
Prest A. N. Billings in the fore fin- 
ger of the right hand. Three or four 
of the party fell a few paces in the 
rear, and by occasionally firing up- 
on the pursuers, they all succeeded 
in reaching the fort without further 
loss or injury. Brother Hunt lin- 
gered about thirteen hours and 
died. 

Within an hour and a half after 
their return, some Indians on the 
bluff near by told the men in the 
fort that they would kill the two 
men who had previously gone out 
and were then returning, and im- 
mediately fired seven rounds, kil- 
ling, as they afterwards stated, bro- 
thers William Behuiu and HI ward 
Edwards,thetwo who were out Du- 
ring the same day the Indians burn- 
ed the hay, and turned off the wa- ! 
ter that supplied the fort. At day- ' 
light the next morning, the Indians 
began together round in great num- 
bers, and there being no prospect f 
of a speedy reconciliation, the re- . 
maining thirteen brethren, by the I 
advice of friendly Indians, took 
their horses and started for Manti, ’ 
lea vim 


of lining, then the salvation which the gospel promises is not 
offered to thorn. And if the gospel is not preached to them 
at any time, then they are denied the possibility of entering 
into life. 

2. Many Christians, unwilling to admit that salvation was 
not oflbred to all men, have asserted that those to whom the 
gospel was not preached were saved, on the general ground 
that as they did not know the Law of God, they were not un- 
der condemnation for breaking it 

3. Admitting this to be true, the consequence would be that 
ignorance of the gospel was as pleasing to God as obedience; 
and the just conclusion would be, that the gospel was not re- 
vealed to save men, but os an excuse for damning them. For, 
if all who are ignorant or the gospel are to be saved, univer- 
sal ignorance would have produced universal bliss. 

4. If they fall back on the old Christian faith of the Fath- 
ers, that there is no salvation without obedience to the gospel, 
then without preaching to and baptism for the dead, those to 
whom the gospel was never preached may justly claim that 
they were lost; not because they would not obey, bat be- 
cause they could not hear. 

6. It to avoid both horns of this dilemma, the Christian 
shall Bay that the sincere and wellmeaning of every nation 
will be saved, whatever his religious faith, then they are not 
saved by the gospel, but by their own righteousness; not by 
obedience to the word of God, bnt by integrity to % in- 
stitutions of their several countries and nations. 

6. God, having established the rule piat all -Vfj be de- 
stroyed who obey not the Law of the gospel, (Jd Thess. i, 8. 
ii, 12. Rev. xxii, 14. Mark xvi, 16,) has provided for the 
preaching of the gospel to the spirits in prison, (1st Peter Iii t 
19. iv, 6. Luke xxiii, 43,) and the baptism for the dead, (1st 
Cor. xv, 29.) that salvation may be offered to all men, and 
unrighteousness.

41. Now, Spaulding went to Pittsburgh in 1812, trad re- 
mained but two years. (Howe's History of Mormonism, pp. 
282, 287.) And Rigdon did not go to Pittsburgh till 1823 


manuscript was returned to Spaulding; for the widow, in the 
same letter, certifies that “the manuscript was retomed to the 
author, who soon ufter removed to Amity, Washington conn- 

S , Pennsylvania, where he died in 1816. The manuscript 
en fell into" her "hands, and was preserved carefully. It 
has frequently beeu examined by" her "daughter, Mrs. Mc- 
Kinstry, of Mouson, Massachusetts, and by other friend 0 ." 

42. Moreover, if Rigdon had been connected with Patter- 
son's printing office, that fact could have been proved bv Pat- 
terson himself. And it was d very important fact for Howe, 
in making his case. Howe did upply to Patterson for infor- 
mation, and learned that Rigdon arrived at Pittsburgh in 
1823 or 1824, but did not leum that he was ever in the print- 
ing office for one moment. And it otherwise appears that 
the firm was dissolved, and the business closed long Iveforc 
that time. The only inference is. that, in endeavoring to 
supply a known vacfliim in the evidence, Austin and Stores 
set down this falsehood iu the letter, to which they set her 
name, without any authority whatever. 

43. To set this question lully nt rest, John K. Page, while 
in Apostoliek charge, of the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter I)oy Saints, in Pittsburgh, in 1843, published n book on 
this Spaulding story, in which ho furnishes numerons affida- 
vits, certificates and testimonials that Rigdon was but fifteen 
years old when Spaulding went to Pittsburgh, and hut seven- 
teen when he left there, and was all that time at work on his 
father's farm, nnd that he remained there employed only trt 
farm labour till 1819, five years after Spaulding left Pitts- 
burgh, and three ufter his death; nnd that the Spaulding 
manuscript was in the continual keeping of Spaulding, Mrs. 
Spaulding ami their daughter, from when it left Patterson's 
office, in 1812, 1813, or 1814, when Rigdon was a farm hoy 
in tho back country, of fifteen to seventeen years, till 1834, 
when it wns put into the hands of Hulburt, tho agent of 
Howe, to be published os an expose of the plagiarism of tho 
Book of Mormon. 

44. This work of Page’s, issued on tho very scene of ac- 
tion, all its statements supported by the testimony of witness- 
es thon living at ami in the vioinity’of Pittsburgh, distributed 
by thousands, and cbullenging investigation, no mun ever at- 
tempted to answer. Not a position or an assertion in it was 
ever attacked. Not a man cun he found on earth who, after 
reading it, pretended to believe the Spaulding story. Not a 
man eon bo found in Pittsburgh who pretends that Rigdon 
was ever in Pattorsou aud Lambdin's printing office, or ever 
saw Lumbdiu. 

45. Not only is there this entire failure to trace the Spauld- 
ing manuscript to Rigdon, but there has never been the first 
step made towards tracing it from Rigdon to Smith. In the 
investigation which so grave a question has called out, both 
Rigdon and Smith have been traced, step by step, from their 
cradles till after the publication of the Book of Mormon; 
and not an iota of evidence has been produced that they wore 
ever within three hundred miles of euch other; or that either 
of them had any kind of fame or notoriety by which the oth- 
er could by possibility have heard of his existence, until after 
Joseph translated the Book of Mormon. 

46. While the matter was yet fresh in tho publick mind, 
Rigdon, through the newspapers, denied having ever seen or 
heard of Spaulding, or his manuscript; denied having any 
connection with, or knowledge of, Patterson and Iaunbdin's 

{ irintin^ office, or any acquaintance with Lambdin; and chal- 
enged investigation at Pittsburgh, where plenty of witnesses 
could bo found to contradict him, if his statements were not 
true, 

'47. Patterson remained there, on influential citizen, and a 
respectable member of a Chrisliun Church. In 1842; Rev. 
8. Williams, of Pittsburgh, undertook the task of supplying 
the lacking evidence, and published a work called, “ Mormon- 
ism Exposed," in which he failed to produce a single witness 
that Rigdon had any connection with the printing office, or 
Lambdin. 

•48. Though eight years before, when “Howe’s History of 
Mormonism" was published. Pattcrsafl had no recollection of 
any such manuscript, (Howe's History of Mormonism, p. 
289.) he now certifies that some gentleman from the east did 
bringthere a singular mnnuscript, chiefly in the style of the 
Old English Bible, of which he rend u few pages. But un- 
fortunately for our accusers, he certifies that the manuscript 
was committed, not to LotnbdiH, but to Silas Engles.' u man 
of most excellent character, who hud cliuigc of the entire 
concerns of the office: was a good seholar, and an excellent 
printer, to whose derision was entrusted even the question of 
the morality and scholarship <>r works offered for publication; 
and that Engles, after a few weeks, returned the manuscript 
to its author. 

49. The sum of the facts, therefore, is this: 1st. The tes- 
timony offered to prove that the Book of Mormon has any 
eimilnrity to Spaulding's "Manuscript Found," is of the most 
doubtful character; quite os likely to bo forged as genuine; 
and, if genuine, more likely to be false than true. 2d. The 
original, nnmutilnted " Manuscript Found," was in the hands 
of E. I). Howe, of l’uinesville, Ohio, iu 1834, when ho first 
published his History of Mormonism, and was by him sup- 
pressed. because there was no resemblance between it nod the 
Book of Mormon. 3d. There is no evidence that Lambdin 
ever saw or heard of the Spaulding manuscript. Pattcrvon's 
testimony shows it improbuble that lie saw it; impossible

The attention of emigrants coming up this 
spring is directed to our tables of prices, as 
their best guide in selecting their purchases. 
Those coming early, ought not to bring large 
amounts of stock, because freights will be 
high; but in June, or July, cattle can be 
brought to advantage. 

Sheep are very scarce here, and ought to 
be extensively introduced. Any one having a 
Hock to part with, would do better by bring 1 - 
ing them here, than selling before. Those 
who want cows, oxen, or horses, must bring 
them. The demand here is constantly greater 
than the supply. 

Among emigrants, those who wish to learn 
right ways, are desirable. Those who know 
all tilings, and seek to become directors, may 
just as well stop short, or go further. Mor- 
mouism offers to enlighten the world; not to 
be enlightened by it; aud whether a vain' 
fool, sporting in uncouth fancies, or a young gi- 
ant, walking in strength, it will not suffer itself 
to be guided, except by an afflatus from the 
divine mind. Those who do not 1 telieve God’s 
ministers can tell them much more than they 
know, aud do not expect to be guided by the 
telling, had better let itflplone. 

We did not choose this as our place of dwel- 
ling, but God chose it for u-j. Those who 
don’t think so, had better choose one for them- 
selves somewhere else. True, we are of opin- 
ion that this is a good place to get rich; but 
that is not the chief end of life.

ed by every lawful means, and not to be 
countenanced a moment. No amount of tal- 
ent or industry will compensate for this per- 
j nicious habit; and the man who occasionally 
j goes on a boat to take a drink nt the saloon, 

| is regarded as a disgrace to the. community.. 
! However unexceptionable his appearance at 
the present time, we cannot conceal from our 
selves what he will be in the end. 

SPRING OPENING. 

The snow Is slowly wasting, and nearly 
gone in the fields, but only slightly diminish- 
j ed in the woods. Sleighing is generally done, 
j nnd wagons occasionally appear in the streets. 

Sugaring has begun, but not much has 
been done at it. 

The ice remains undisturbed, as at our last 
issue. We are fully warranted in saying that 
from forty miles south-west of the Manitue | 
Islands to Mackinac, there is no ojien water. 
Teams are constantly crossing from here to 
Charlevoix, and emigrants are going over 
with their effects, and driving stock. They 
report the ice two feet to two and a half 
thick, and free from faults. 

Teams are crossing to Bear Creek, to get 
wheat grotwjd. The abundance of wheat 
and this facility df getting grinding, will pre- 

—A 


._ any scarcity, even if the opening should 
be later than is now anticipated. 

Indidn teams are -crossing in all directions 
constantly, and report the ice good every- 
1 where. It is on an average thicker than at 
'our last issue, but the mouths of rivers are 
generally open, and slowly enlarging the 
slight opening which they make in the Lake. 

Though we have had moderate thawing 
weather on land much of March, there have 
been but few thawing days on the Lake. 
With the entire surface covered with ice, the 
Lake winds arc colder than land breezes; 
whereas, if it was partially open, they would 
this season of the year be warmer. 

The small Lakes inside do not usually open 
till after I.ake Michigan, but they are gener- 
ally opening. Teams quit crossing them near 
two weeks since, on account of tho defective- 
ness of the ice, and they are not safe for foot- 
men. 

Lake Mormon begins to show water, and | 
the emigrants going up have to use extrema 
care, in avoiding rotten ice. 

The snow has been scarcely above a foo' 
deep here, but as soon as we strike mainland 
shore it is deeper, and at the head of Lake 
Mormon is full three feet Probably a few 
miles beyond, it is four; possibly still deeper. 

As no past season parallels this, it is diffi- 
cult determining when to look for the open- 
ing. It is the common opinion that two 
weeks of warm weather would waste the ice, 
but no one is looking for boats till May; and 
if they do not arrive till the 15th, few per- 
sons will be disappointed. The Straits are 
almost certain to open before Lake, Erie and 
Saint Clair; and until boats can pass Lake 
Saint Clair, none will go down. 

The ice will leave here very rapidly, be- 
cause there is positively none in banks and 
bergs. There are no masses piled up on the 
shoals as barriers, to protect field ice from 
the storms. When it becomes so warm that 
ice censes to make, a week will finish it 
UP NORTH. 

Not long since the paper at, Superionr City 
boasted being issued from the highest latitude. 
The Miner, at -Ontonagon, an excellent paper, 
by the way, claims the advantage, being 
about twelve miles nearer the poles, in 4 7 
deg. north latitude. We have no pretensions 
to being a near neighbour to old Boreas, be- 
ing in only 45 deg. 45 min, or a trifle nearer 
the pole than the equator. But the Mormon 
paper at Puget’s Sound issues from further 
north than any other paper in the United 
States.

Wheat —T here is a considerable supply 
of both winter and spring wheat, most of it 
second rate nnd infariotir, but some of it of 
an excellent qnulity. The best spring wheat 
is iu good demand fi>r seed, ut $1,25. .Small 
quantities of winter, spring and mixed nre 
reserved for shipment. But the demand for 
grinding is considerable, uml increasing with 
I lie nrivnwo of tuc season. It niton at 81.01) 
to $1,25, ui.il thu supply is bettor thun the 
demand. 8 mull quantities go to Bcur Creek 
on the ice, to grind. Of iuferiour wheat 
saved from wrecks, thu supply is ubunduiit, 
uml sells from 50 to 73 cents, fur feed. It is 
a very cheap feed. Much of it would do 
well to grind, if there was u short stock. 

Barley — This grain is in request for seed, 
nt $1,25 par bushel, and scarcely to be hud 
ut that. 

Rye.— No rye is to lie had. 

Coax.— There Is. a good supply of com 
for use, but scarcely uny for sale. . It roll's 
at 75 cts. to $1,00. 

Oats.— Outa are worth 50 cts. per bushel. 
The prieo is kept ap by the prospect of n 
lale spring. And though wheat can be hod 
nmrih cheaper, ninny teamsters prefer the 
oals, at the increased prices. Oats in thu 
bundle are worth 4 to 5 cts. 

Buckwheat.— This grain Is rather plcnty ( 
hut finds a ready snlo ut 73 cts. The facili- 
ty of grinding buckwheat by hand, and tha 
season of sugaring, makes a brisk demand. 

Beans. — flood beans are rather Bearce, at 
32.00 to 82,30, nnd in request. 

Potatoes^— Potatoes sell yet nt 50 cts. 
but with a general expectation of a rise. 
At Putmos as high a* $1,00 has been paid, 
and an agent from North Muni I no, who pro- 
posed to haul with sleighs over tho ice, fail- 
ed to get a supply at that.

MONOGAMY, POLYGAMY, AND 
CHRISTIANITY. 

From the Family ilnmM. 

Monogamy, or single marriage, 
(that, is, marriage to one wife at 
once,) is an old Roman practice, 
adopted by the. Roman Church, 
and thus introduced into Chris- 
tendom. Whether the Apostles 
taught it or not we cannot say, as 
St Paul enjoins it only on bishops, 
thereby, however, inculcating the 
propriety of it, without enforcing 
it as a rule. 

No Roman was allowed to have 
two wives at once, but was liable 
to be punished for bigamy. 

Marc Antony was the first Ro- 
man who had two wives. Julius 
Ca«ar attempted to have a law 
passed in favour of polygamy, but 
could not. effect it It was no, 
doubt owing to this national cus- 
tom among the Romans, that 
the earlv Roman ladies were so 
distinguished for their personal 
dignity and propriety of conduct 
Woman held a much higher rank 
among the Jews. 

The early Christians so natural- 
ly adopted this habit of Roman re- 
spectability, that we are apt to 
ascribe the monogamy of the I 
western world to Christianity; 
but this is a mistake. There is uo . 
evidence of it either iu Scripture 
or in Ilia tor)-. Nay it is a well 
known fact, that even concubin- 
age was sanctioned by the early 
Church. A rnau was allowed to 
keeps concubine without mefr 


tame mm into tins course: “My 
wife is neither good-looking nor 
good-tempered; she is not sweet; 
she drinks, and my chaml>erlains 
cun tell what she theu does, Ac. 
I aioof-u warm complexion, as the 
physicians can prove; and as I 
often attend the imperial diets, 
where the body is pampered with 
high living, how am I to manage 
there without a wife, especially 
as I can’t bp always taking a se- 
raglio about with me? 

u IIow can I punish fornication, 
and other crimes, when all may 
tarn round and say, ‘master, begin 
with yoiiritelf?’ Were I to take up 
arms for the Goftpel’s sake I could 
only (lo so with a troubled con- 
science, for I should say to myself, 
If you die in this war, vou go to 
the devil. I have read both the 
Old ano New Testament carefully, 
and fHid no Othei* help indicated 
than, to take a sfecond wife; and 
I ask before God, why cannot Ido 
what Abraham, Jacob, David, 
Lantech, and Solomon have 
done? 

The question of Polygamy had 
been agitated from the very be- 
ginning of Protestantism, which 
processed to restore the world to 
Scriptural life; and, whatever his 
Repugnance, Luther durst not con- 


tween the present governments 
of England and France— the 
same between Russia and Aus- 
tria — the same between Turkey 
and the Allies. It has been 
brought about in hostility to Pal- 
merston, by the personal and dy- 
nastic ideas of Napolean, acting 
on Alexander’s hatred to Austria 
and England. 

The Czar can never forgive 
the former for the duplicity and 
iu the latter he sees onlv a bitter 
and relentless enemy. Louis Na- 
poleon has got out of England 
all he wanted — the recognition 
of his dynasty; and now he does 
not care how soon the ties that 
united him to her are ca^t loose. 
Ilis efforts to bring abont peace 
on terms that would uot lie hu- 
miliating to the pride of liis op- 
ponent, have gained the good 
will of Russia, and also of Aus- 
tria, who could only foresee jHjril 
to herself in the longer, continu- 
ance of the war.

The first day of May is a Pa- 
gan holiday, the origin of which 
is lost in the laj>se of ages. The 
principal ceremony of the day is 
chobsing the most beautiful vir- 
gin in the city or village and 
crowning her with a diadem of 
spring flowers, “ Queen of Beau- 
ty” 

As the seasons of the two 
hemispheres are opposite, this 
custom, if transported to the 
southern hemisphere, would re* 
•alize a November day for the 
triumph of the Queen of beauty, 
on the coming of spring flowers, 
and singing birds. 

May Day was celebrated only 
in the northern provinces of the 
Roman Empire In the southern 
flowers prevail all the year. 
Their coming could not be cele- 
brated as an epoch in virgin life. 
No trace of it is found in Jewish 
or Apostolick Christian history. 
But in its natural home the cus- 
tom has survived by a thousand 
years the religion which intro- 
duced it 

May flowers appear here in 
abundance, having first peeped 
out the 5th April. But thirty 
hours steady east wind has 
brought a cold rain, and the lit- 
tle ones are not out gathering 
flowers to crown the elected 
beauty. 

COURTS. 

What does it mean? Is it 
the deliberate determination of 
the Judiciary that the State of 
Michigan has no rightful juris- 
diction over the two counties in- 
habited by Mormons? Or why 
is it that no Courts are appoint- 
ed to be held in either eounty? 

When Emmet county was 
erected, it was attached to the 
third District and Judge Dong- 
lass appointed Courts, and held 
one 

Afterwards Manitue county 
was erected o.ut of Emmet and 
Leelanau, and the question being 
mooted whether this portion of 
the State did not by the Consti- 
tution belong to the Upper Pen- 
insula, Manitue county was re- 
attached. Yet Judge Goodwin, 
of that District, ignores the act, 
and appoints no Courts for the 
county. 

And Judge Douglass, on ap- 
pointing anew the Courts for his 
District, leaves out Emmet This 
cannot be because it was improp- 
erly attached to his District, for 
Cheboygan is liable to the same 
objection. Yet he appointed 
Courts for that comity. 

The only reason which can 
be given, is a determination to 
treat Mormondom as an inde- 
pendant Kingdom. You need 
be.in no hurry, till you are asked, 
gentlemen. In the mean time 
the people will be able to provide 
for the publick peace without 
your help. 

The renowned Dr. Kane, on 
his late Arctic expedition, took 
out a Daguerrean apparatus, but 
failed in operating in that high 
latitude, from some unexplained 
cause.

J. A. T. Wendell, 
thinking that a suitable occasion 
to hatch mischief, instead of tell- 
ing the Indians that the story was 
a humbug, and that they should 
go home content, deliberately ad- 
vised them to murder Strang. 

As this is a very grave charge, 
and one which ought not to be 
entertained, except on satisfacto- 
ry evidence, we take this occasion 
to say that we have it on the au- 
thority of one of the most wealthy 
and respectable gentlemen in the 
State of Wisconsin, and himself 
long a resident at Mackinac, who 
was present at the interview be- 
tween Wendell and the Indians, 
and authorizes us to make the 
publication, and refer any gentle- 
man to him. 

MORMON DUES*. 

' The Mormon ladies have their 
own style of dress, convenient 
and very beautiful. We should 
call it an improvement of the 
Bloomer, but that it preceded 
that; but there is now and then 
a lady who deems it beneath her 
dignity to wear a Mormon dress. 

Who are these dignified la- 
dies? What has been their past 
life, that they m ill not demean 
themselves by stooping to Mor- 
mon styles?

Who keeps 
such company? Look and see, 
and judge them by the company 
they keep. 

TALE-BEARERS— TALE-HEAR- 
ER*. 

Nine in ten of all the com- 
plaints about tale-bearers are ill- 
founded. Tale-bearing, like all 
other kinds of labour, is done 
for a market Tale-bearers are 
the chief of these sinners. Any 
man who will surround himself 
with a lot of low, vicious, lying 
fellows, and inquire after, listen 
to, and talieve what they say, 
will soon have cause enough to 
complain of all his neighbours. 

The dog that brings a hone, 
will carry one. And any man 
who keeps the society ofi. such, 
gives a kind of credit to their 
reports of his own conversation, 
by which they are able to involve 
him in continual offence with all 
his neighbours. 

A tale-bearer moves mischief 
of himself, only where he is lit- 
tle known; but a tale-hearer car 
ries mischief with him wherever 
he moves. He dwells in it as in 
a flame, and receives and ' com- 


municates injury as if walking in 
cotton and pitch on fire 

But the tale-bearer ever toils 
for a market He creates such 
tales as the hearers will listen to. 
He simply supplies the demand. 
When the market gluts, the sup- 
ply falls off till a new demand 
arises. Every man gets to hear 
such tales as his ears itch for. 
Give these tale-l>earers a little 
respite. They are the poor pan- 
ders for other men’s sins. Pour 
out your indignation upon the 
tale-hearer. 

On the late trip down of the 
propeller Wisconsin she stopped 
it Northport, in Grand Traverse 
Bay. While there, it became 
known that Elder Isaac Pierce 
was on board, and a few persons, 
headed by Deacon Dame, deter- 
mined to mob him. C’apt Hick- 
ey, of the Wisconsin, expresses 
the opinion that could they have 
got him ashore, they would have 
killed him. 

In order to get him into their 
hands, Deacon Dame-proposed to 
take process against him for debt, 
and arrest him, notwithstanding 
arrests for debt are long since 
abolished. But the Capt. told the 
Deacon he would not allow so 
great an outrage, under pretence 
of law, on his boat. ^ 

An immense crowd, including 
Rev. Peter Daugherty, and Mrs. 
Dixon, with the tail of the mob 
made up of the dregs of the 
border, came aboard to hold a 
Lynch Law Court over him; but 
the Elder stood upon his defence 
so resolutely, they were obliged 
to hear him; and, in the end, be- 
tween dread of his resolute bear- 
ing, and a conviction of the jus- 
tice of his cause, a majority fell 
off, many remarking that they 
knew nothing against the Mor- 
mons, and did not believe they 
were any worse than any body 
else. The half dozen vile dogs 
who led on, when no longer 
backed by the crowd, did not 
feel competent to attack one Mor- 
mon, and slunk away. 

Reflections. — If such an out- 
rage had been committed at Bea- 
ver Island, upon a man from 
Grand Traverse, the press, from 
Maine to California, would raise 
a simultaneous howl. 

If it was possible to make the 
Mormons as revengeful aud de- 
structive as their enemies accuse 
them, such outrages would soon 
do it 

No man in Grand Traverse 
would be benefited by the de- 
struction of the Mormon settle- 
ments. We have many interests 
in common, and in regard to those 
interests and to our pride in the 
growth of this portion of the 
State, have often published fa- 
vourable notices of Grand Trav- 
erse as a country for settlements. 
Will not the business men who 
have a real interest in that coun- 
try, reciprocate our good feel- 
ings? They have no need to 
join the foolish quarrels of such 
men as Deacon Dame.

A. J. Fort:*, High Priest, has relumed' 
from the misHion to the Indian country, be- 
yond Arkunsas, Tho mission succeeded in 
tur.riug over most of the Brighnmites and 
sc atlorod Mormons, who have gone into the 
Indian country. One family only will como 
up, as they did not advise tratherin* from 
there. Tho Cherokee Nation prohibited 
tho Brigkunitea Mm preaching in their 
country. Onr mission was kindly received, 
and pft-ucked ut the Capitol, und many of 
the principal s* tti incuts. A good fading 
prevails with thee Indians, and many of 
them have some faith. 

L. I». Tubbs, of the Twelve, and L. Kid- 
der, Priest, had their mission to Ohio, and 
spent the winter in Athens and Meigs coon- 
ties. At Syracuse they found a company of 
Mormons from England and Wales, who had 
not learned the true way, but wore led away 
after Briglmm Y oung. Most of those gladly 
embraced the truth, and the first fruits come 
in with brothers Tnlibs and Kidder. More are 
expected in the summer. Woolsey, the Brig- 
humita Elder left in charge of them, wonlJ 
not openly defend his faith, but avoided dis- 
cussion.

year. Elder Pendleton is on his way home. 
Bro. Thom]ison comes with a .-moll compauy, 
but many more are expected as soon as tho 
spring emigration to that country enables 
them to sell claims. 

Bro. Pie . e made grent efforts to drew the 
Brighamile Elders into disensssion, but in 
vein. With any body else they were ready, 
but not with us. 

WOOD TRADE AT BEAVER 
ISLAND. 

Beaver Island is about 85,000 
acres in extent Of this 15,000 
acres is likely to be cleared du- 
ring the next ten years, and af- 
ter reserving such timber as is 
wanted for bnilding, fencing, and 
other local improvements, will 
yield fifty cords of steamboat 
wood to the acre, equal to 7 50,000 
or 75,000 per year. It is not 
probable that there will be a 
market for more than one-fourth 
this amount The rest is likely 
to be logged and burned, to get 
it off the land. After that pe- 
riod 10,000 acres of timber are 
sufficient to supply the wants of 
the inhabitants of the Island, 
though it should then bear a 
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dense population, and the annu- 
al product of 10,000 acres of for- 
est may be sold without impair- 
ing the supply. 

A forest will renew itself in 
twenty years. This would ad- 
mit of cutting 500 acres a year, 
equal to a supply of 25,000 cords 
annually. 

If this timber was not divert 
ed to any other purpose, it would 
be a long time before the de- 
mand for steamboat wood ex- 
ceeded the supply at this Island. 
But after 15,000 acres of the 
best land is cleared, most of the 
timber on the remaining 20,000 
is equally adapted to fencing and 
building purposes, as to fuel, and

Shingles. — T he supply on hood is very 
email, and the demand for home consump- 
tion large. Nominally good shingles are 
worth 82,50 per m., hot they cannot bo had 
to supply the home trade at that price. 

Status. — There is not a stock of staves 
for one tenth tho summed wants. Within 
trix weeks nfler fishing commences barrels 
will be mnde of whnt is now growing timber, 
and they are likely to be difficult to obtain 
at that. Many have depended on a supply 
from Lake Mormon, but are oil destined to 
disappointment. There is not a stave there 
for salo, and but an indiflbrvnt supply for the 
throe shops at tlmt place. Timber suitable 
for staves is very scarce there.. 

Doors. — Hoops ore very scarce. If the 
shops were all in operation there would hard- 
ly he a supply for a week, and very few are 
coming forward. 

Coockraok. — The cooper shops have been 
generally closed through the winter, and 
there is little cooperago on hand, and a great 
deficit in workmen and stocks. If the seino 
fishing should open well, a few days would 
realize a scarcity. Half barrels will be iu 
demand much faster than they can be made 
here. Thoyfnow sell at 60 ct&, but are like- 
ly to go up to 63 very early in tho season- 
The deficit will be supplied from tireen Bay 
and 8aint Clair. 

Sawed Limdkk— ' Tho supply of boards 
plank and scantling is next to none. The 
buildings already projected, will require im- 
portation. At the stcum mill a very little 
has been made, but spriug docs not find 10 
m. for sale. Tho mill on Big River is saw- 
ing a little every duy, but oil is ordered much 
faster than it can be cat There is a pros- 
pect of low water all the spring, and very 
little sawing.
